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In the evening received an address from the people in which they protested against 
the removal of the Magistrate’s Court to Kanjirapalli and referred to the assessment of 
cherikal lands and other local wants. [ promised early consideration for their represen- 
tation. 


The Settlement Peishkar and the Quilon Peishkar met me here. I discussed with 
them and the Kottayam Peishkar questions connected with the settlement of cherikal lands. 
Some of the leading ryots who had presented memorials on the subject were also_ present. 
Under the existing systetn a tax of 2 fanams per perukkom on Sirkar chorikals and 1 
fanam per perukkom on Jenmi cherikals is levied i. ¢., on the portion actually 
brought under cultivation each year, There is no defined limit to the area 
taken up and it is left to the low-paid proverty officials to determine the 
tax leviable each year. The ryots take up smal] portions of a whole tract and cultivate 
it with paddy once in 6 or 7 years. They have no title to or permanent interest in the 
land. What the ryots fear is that these lands would be treated as ordinary puduvals at 
the settlement in which case they would have to pay the tax for the whole area and a 
price for the land equal to & years’ tax. Iexplained to them that the limit of 5 years’tax 
was only the maximum fixed and that the minimum might be as low as the condition 
of each holding may justify or warrant. In regard to the assessment of the whole tract 
it was open to individual ryots to take up defined areas and although within that area 
they might cultivate only particular portions each year, the whole tract being assessed at 
a comparatively low rate, the assessment they would have to pay would not press heavily 
on them. The Government could not promise the present rates being maintained as 
owing to increased facilities of communication and other advantages, there must be some 
rise in the rates. 


Another point on which the ryots wanted relief in respect of cherikal cultivation 
was in the valuation of reserved trees. They said that in this part of the country these 
trees seldom fetched the value fixed by the rules and that it was necessary for cherikal 
cultivation that they should be permitted to cut the branches and smaller trees for put- 
ting up fences. I told them that the scale of rates fixed in the rules applied to the country 
as a whole and that any reduction which was found necessary in the special circum- 
stances of their tract would be freely given and special rules passed on the subject. 


As the whole question of cherikal settlement has to be taken up separately, I asked 
the Settlement Peishkar to collect information on the special features of this cultivation and 
submit definite proposals for dealing with these lands.

. 2. Letters from the Conservator of Forests Reference on C. No. 3605, 3116, 3481 
and 3853 dated 12th, 20th, 24th and 27th February 1906 respectively. 


1. In the Proceedings above quoted, the Conservator of Forests was asked to con- 
sider the several applications for land for the cultivation of rubber and to advise Govern- 
ment as to whether any of them could be granted and on what terms. Mr. Bourdillon sub- 
mits his views on the applications in his letter Ref: on C. No. 3116 dated 20th February 
1906. He says that, , 

(a) The applications from Mr. Bissett and Mr. Deane for land in the Periyar valley 
and at Peermade respectively should be referred to the Superintendent of the Cardamour 
huis, 


(b) The applications from Mr. Stewart, Mr. A. C. Arthur and Mr. Subramonia 
Pillai for land in the Kulathupuzha Reserve andRange and the Pultyara Range should be 
refused aa it is not desirable to alienate any forest land in these ranges, the entire area of 
the Kulathupuzha Reserve and Range being required for the supply of timber and for 


protection and that of the Puliyara Range also for protection. 
: Vou VI- 
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(c) ‘The applications from Messrs. Fenton, Kerwan, Valentine and Hunt for blocks 
of land in the Yerur Reserve should not be granted as these blocks lie well within the 
Reserve and could not be excluded without throwing out of it a large area of other good 
land containing deciduous forest. 

(a) The application from Mr. Stewart on behalf of Mr. H. M. Knight, for land near 
his Lower Anachardie Estate, though it lies insidea Reserve, it might be an outlying 
block of no value to Government but it could be granted only after local inspection. 


’ (e) Definite applications should be called for from Mr, De’Norman and Mr, Wilson 
who applied for lands without clearly specifying the locality. 
(f) The Kottayam Divisional Forest Officer has been asked to report on the charac- 
ter of the 400 acres applied for by Mr. Deane near Kuppakavam Estate, Peermade. 


Mr. Bourdillon further states that he has addressed letters to all the Divisional 
Officers with « view to ascertain whether there are suitable lands which could be excluded 
from the Reserves without detriment to forest interest and that he has no doubt that 5000 
to 6000 acres could be found which would be suitable for rubber. He proposes that such 
available lands should be surveyed and demarcated into blocks of 500 acres each and be 
put up to auction with an upset price of Rs. 10 per acre. ;

2. The Superintendent of the Cardamom Hills is requested to report on what terms 
he would recommend the grant of land to Mr. Bisset.

3. Government agree with the Conservator that the slopes in the Kulathupuzha 
Reserve and Kulathupuzhsa and Puliyara Ranges cannot be allowed to be cleared for rubber. 
The application for land in that locality cannot, therefore, be granted. 


4, -The applications for blocks of land in the Yerur Reserve are also declined for 
the reasons mentioned by the Conservator, viz., that these blocks lie well within the Re- 
serve and cannot be excluded without giving up a large area of valuable deciduous forest.

With reference to your D. O. of the 29th Ultimo, I beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing information as to the special features of cherikal cultivation called for therein 
and such suggestions ae 1 have to offer in regard to the method to be adopted in the 
settlement of cherikal. 


Q.1. Laluks and proverthies of this Party in which chertkal cultivation is carried 
on. 


Cherikal culcivation, as generally understood by the poople here, obtains :—~ 


(a) In the taluk of Tiravalla—in the proverthies of Tiravalla, Kaviyur, 
Ajrur and Aranmula, 

(b) In Changanachory—In the proverthies of Changanachery, Puthupalli, 
and Kanjirapalli: 


(c) In Kottayam.—In the proverthies of Vijayapuram, Pambadi and Abale- 
kunnam. 


Q. 2. Cherikal Its designation. 


The designation ‘cherikal’ does not appenr to have any fixed application. Strict- 
ly speaking, it should. apply only to lands inhilly tracts covered with thick jungle 
where paddy and other subsidiary crops are raised iy recurring periods of years and for 
which Governinent realize only a nominal malavarat rate whenever © crop is rajsed. 
But in the sense in which it is commonly accepted, it is also applied to all ordinary lands, 
registered as well as unregistered, in which crops arc raised at intervals of years for the sake 
of convenience, i. ¢., to secure the maximum quantity of erop ata minimum cost of enl- 
tivation ; but in respect of these unregistered landy the malavarom rate alone is levied: 
g.g. ‘tracts lying on the sides of the road Ieading from Tivuyalla to Eraviperuy, those 
on the sides of the yoad leading from @hanganaahery to Kanjirapalli, and those om 
the sides of the Kotiayam-Kumili road which In no way differ from ordinary: puthaval 
holdings; are Enown- as cherikals for the simple reason that crops are raised in them at 
intervals of years. Again, lands in the villages of Puthupalli, Madapalli, Kaviyoor, . 
&c., which do not bear any comparison whatéver to the heavy jungles of Mundakayam- 
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ov Kanjivapalli are also styled cherikals; so that any extensive area lying waste, either 
registered or unregistered, where paddy or other cereals ave cultivated at stated intervals is 
promiscuously known as cherikal. It may be interesting to observe that portions of 
lands which were but a few years ago known as cherikals, have since been converted 
into wet or garden lands according as they were in proximity to registered wet or garden 
lands, and registered as puthavals with tax payable annually, while the unregistered por- 
tions thereof alone still continue to be called cherikal. That ix, while all the surrounding 
portions of a piece of land are puthuvals, the portion lying waste in the middle is known 
as cherikal. The adjacent registered holders enter wpon it and cultivate as much of it 
as lies within their means and power and pay a malavarom rate alene whenever the pro- 
yerthy officials make a demand. In fact, from the date of the last ayacut the tendency 
of the people has been to get cherikals registered as Puthuvals and we find a gradual 
marked increase in the extent of cherikals thus converted into gardens and reyistered as. 
puthuvals. 





I would suggest therefore that such of those tracts of land as are exceptionally 
hilly, covered with thick jungle and distant from towns or villages where paddy or 
other cultivation could only be carried on at great expense on account of the scarcity of 
labour and the consequent necessity of taking coolies at higher wages from the lowlands, 
where the harvest has to be watched both day and night from the attack of wild beasts, 
and where owing to these special difficulties no permanent plintations of any kind nor 
any annual cultivation of paddy could be carried on to the advantage of the ryot, should 
alone be styled as cherikals for the purpose of present inquiry and settlement, while 
ull other lands may be treated as puthuvals as their surrounding grounds have been 
treated and vegistered.  ~ 


Qs. 8&4. Average yield of paddy and other crops dud the interval af Jallou. 


The questions of average yield and the interval of fadow being closely allied t.. 
each other, the former varying as the interval of fallow is large or small, I propose tr 
deal with them together. 


The interval of fallow was pretty long in former days, the usual interval being 
12 years ; but now the interval va from 6 to 12 years. After the usual Ist paddy 
cultivation which is known as Qozharw, a second crop of paddy or Kalai is raised, 
Sometimes, instead of paddy, other cereals, chiefly, hors: nm known as Auurumboopna, is 
raised in some portions only of those first cultivated cheri If this 2nd crop be not 
paddy but only other dry grains, a 3rd crop of paddy or A/a: is raised. After the 
Qnd crop of paddy in some portions of Cherikals which are close to inhabited parts. 
plantains or yams which are also known as Kurumbovpoo are raised. The Kurumboopon 
cultivation is carried on only in exceptional cases and even when it is so done, it is only 
in such trifling areas that it cannot be given any serious consideration. Thus tivo suc- 
cessive crors of paddy alone may be taken to he the average standard of cultivation in 
cherikals. 








The cherikals in the taluks under my charge fall under 3 heads, differing from 
one another in respect of their situation, physical fcatures, preductiveness and intervals 
of years of fallow. . = ° 


They are detailed below :-— 
{a) First clase, 


: Cherikals which are hilly covered with heavy jungle and dis y 5 
villages, such as are to be met with in some portions tf Kanjimpalle Manioula’ Masge 
Kayam é&e., may be put down as belonging to this class. The interval of fallow jx 
different in different localities ; sometimes even jn one and the same locality it has | n 
found to differ. Therefore for purposes of calculating yield, we can adopt onl yan 
average interval. And this cannot in any way be misleading as the net ern c A jd 
for any. particular period of years is usually found to be the same, ceteris . ain 
however short or long the interval may be. Taking the interval of fallow to be fo 'years. 
~ : . 
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I give below the calculation showing the net yield of two successive crops raised in the 
Lith and 12th years respectively. In this connection I wish to point out that when 
people gencrally say that the yield per parah is 70 or SO ora hundred fold, it is not upon 
the extent of paddy land sown but upon the quantity of seed actually sown, The 
quantity of seed required for 1 parah of 128 perukoms is not one parah bat much less, 
ranging from 5 to 7 edangalics according to the quality of the soil. It will therefore 
be a mistake vo think that the gross return of 70 to 100 fold as popularly understood 
is upon any given ret | uy also say that this high return is produced only in 
singularly exceptional svils, so that this cannot he taken as the average yield. From the 
information I have been able to eather from various loealities, while I was on civenit in. 
Kumbham last to Mundakayan, the following averige may he adopted, 


The average stated is according to Sirkar parah and not according to the country 
parah which latter is less in capacity. 

Ist crop of Qocharoa. 

Average yield per parah of 128 perukoms 40 parahs. 

Cost of cultivation (including harvesting) which is very heavy 20 parahs, 

This gives a net yield of 20 parahs. 

&ud erop or Kalai. 

Average yield per parah 20 parahs. 

Cost of cultivation &e. 10 parahs 

This gives a net yield of 10 parahs. 


Thus the net yield for 12 years comes to 30 parahs which when commuted into 
money value at 23 fanams per parah gives 82} fanams. No 3rd crop worth calcula- 
tion is raised in this class of cherikals. 


2nd class of cherikals. 


Those that lie in Vazhoor and Nedaukunann of Changanachery, in Pambadi and 
Akalakunnam of Kottayam and in Aranmula and Airur of Tiruvalla which are less hilly 
and could not Le treated as jungly places. 


Ast crap. 
Average yield per parah of 128 perukoms 20 parahe. 
Cost of: cultivation &e. 10 parahs. 
This gives a net yield of 10 parahs. 
2nd crop. 
Average yield : 10 parahs. 
Cost of cultivation . 5 parahs. 
Net yield . 5 parahs. 


Thus the 2 crops yield 15 parahs which when commuted into money at 23 fanams 
“per parab comes to 414 fanams. 


The 8rd crop of cereals or yams raised in some portions of these twicc-cultiveted 
cherikals is not of a steady character as observed above and does not in my opinion 
count for uch so as to be taken into calculation for purposes of assessment. 





8rd class o7' chevikals, 


Those lying in Madapalli and Puthupalit of Changanachery, in Vijayapuram of 
Kottayam and in Kaviyoor and Tiravalla of Tiruvalla which are in close proximity 
to towns ant which are only covered with shrubs of growths such as those found in 
Poojapura, Putter, Oolloor and other suburbs af Trivandram which do not even bear 
the name of cherikals. ‘This class of cherikals, as already noticed, are not in any way 
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distinguishable from their adjacent registered puthuvals and hence do not reqtire to he 
treated in any special manner. 


Q. 5. Registry of cheritals us pruthuvals, 


Portions of cherikal lands have heen revistered ax puthuvals by the revenue 
authorities under the ordinary puthuval rules, Ln Kottayam an extent of about 5090 
acres apponrs to have een thus disposed of, in Changanachery about 15,000 and in 
Tiravalla about 10,000 acres. This practice has been in existence since the last settle- 
ment of 1012 M. KE. 






Q. 6. stssessment on Kanapattom cherikals. 


Cherikals demised on Kanom by Jennies are not ax a rule assessed with tax like 
other Kanapattow lands, but when converterl intu gardens and registered as such they 
have been treated as and assessed Hke other Kanapattom garden lands with } of the 
annual assessment. But cherikals whieh have been mentioned ax cherikals held on 
Kanapatiom in the Sirkar Olugu of 1012 or in the walavarom accounts of subsequent 
years are taxed during years of cultivation alone at Lalf the malavarom vate of Pandara- 
vaka cherikals. This practice has been in existence since the last settlement of 1012. 






Q. 7. Rates of tax levied on diferent classes of cherikals. 


‘The vate of tax levied on Pandaravaka chevikals is 2 fs. per parah of 128 peru- 
koms in extent when the cultivation is paddy and 14 fs. for other cereals; while on 
Jenmom, Devaswoin and other lands the rates levied are half of those on Pandaravals. 
cherikals. This tax is levied only when the lands are cultivated and yield a crop. 


‘The levying of tax is not confined to the paddy crop alone. It is extended to 
other crops also. “A table is subjoined showing the rates of tax for the several kinds 
of crops.

As it has heen the practice hitherto ¢o levy half the malavarom rates of ordinary 
Pandaravaka cherikal on all other kinds of cherikafs (Jenmoin, Devaswon &e.,) it will 
be necessary that half the rates of Pandaravaka cherikals should, in’ future, also, be 
levied for other cherikals whether they be in the possession of Jenmies themselves or 
alicnated to others. This seeming anomaly in respect of this class of Jeuuem lands is

I. To take the conmuted value of 2 successive crops of paddy, make an allowince 
of 20 p.c. from it on account of wnprofitable areas and li ute the bakince over the 12 
years which is the average interval of culiivation. One-fourth of the result may be fixed 
as the annual net demand.

One-fourth of this amount or 1 and 3/8 fanams is the net demand per para of 128 
perukoms. Therefore for one acre the annual net demand is 4} fs. 


For the 2nd class the rate will correspondivgly be one-half of the above or 
28 fs. 

The above rates of 42 fs. and 23 fs. per annum per acre may at first sight seena 
to be low figures when compared with the existing Tharapattom obtaining in Changa- 
nachery which has been exceptionally high. But the following points will show that: 
these ratcs are very fair and moderate. 





1. The royts now pay only a nominal malavarom rate of 2 fs. when a cop is raised 
and that only for the portion actually cultivated the ascertaining of which is left to 
the low-paid officials, Under the proposed rules the ryot will have to pay the tax for 
the whole area in his possessions though he cultivates only portions by turns ; 80 that 
a sudden high rate of -assessment may tell heavily upon the ryots, and I am afraid very 
few may then come forward to get chevikals registered. But it may be urged against 
this argument that cherikals have hitherto been registered under the existing Thare- 
pattom rates. Such registries have almost always becn for small portions adjoining pre- 
viously registered holdings and the reyistry-holder bas always been keeping and enjoy- 
ing large aveas of unregistered cherikals under cover of the registry ofa small portion 
thereof, so that with all these advantages the ryot never thought it worth his while to 
come forward and complain against the [harapattom rate fixed. 

















2. Even in low counties and towns where the ryot has all the advantages of an 
advanced stage of civilization, he has to pay only a tax of one rupee per acre in Changa- 
nachery and in other places much less. To place these cherikal Jands on 2 par 
with lands in town parts will, I think, be very unfair. Taking the cherikals of the whole 
State into consideration, it will be seeu that the rates now proposed are by uo means low 
and that they are almost equivalent to, if not higher than, the Tharapattors rates existing,

Q. 10. Conecssions inthe valuation of trees. 


As regards the valuation of reserved trees to be realized before registry, some con- 
ions are necessary in localitics where the first and second classes of cherikals are 
found. The amnaller ‘trees are required for purposes of fencing during cultivating seasons, 
and further these trees will not fetch any value in those parts, Hence I would suggest: 
that trees of move than 8 vannanis only should be valued and prices realized.

In this connection I beg leave to suggest the following facts with regard to the 
Royal and Reserved trees standing on these cherikals, 


1. Royal trees. 


Under the present rules these Royal trees are allowed to be taken eure of by the 
owner of the property or the applicant for registry. Though the proprietor docs not 
cut down the trees he lops off the branches leaving the stem alone, which ix very prejuclicial 
to the farther growth of the trees. Again, by buming the jangle which is the Ist process 
in cherikal cultivation, a great portion of the stem is allowed to bur away, and the 
major portion of the stem becomes hollow, (003) so that the tree becomes in course of 
time completely useless. T would suggest, therefore, that such tracts ay contain Royal 
trees above a certain number, in any particular area, say ten, in an acre, be not registered. 





Q.. Reserved trees. 


Wink regard to those I would suggest a modification in the Classification Rules, rule 
14, clause (a), which lays down the. following: From 8 vannome and above this average 
contents are 2 candies per tree and its value is set at Rs. 4.” 


The maximum of 8 vannoms fixed is, { think, too low. Accordine to this rule. 
trees of 20 or even 30 vaiinoms which are not uncommon in some of these chevikals 
avill bave to be valued only at Rs. 4 per tree. I would sugeest thal. Kote more 
grades be introduced fising a higher maximum of givih, This may minke up for ihe 
coucession proposed in answer to question 10, , “I . 


Conclusion. 





a. In view of the large extent of cherikals which have to be setiled and the erowth 
of agrieulture that might result by creating a permanent interest to the rvots in these 
Iaiids and the probable increase iu the Government revenue if all these ands a . 
tered, T wonld suggest that it would be advisable to register all these Jancds

Srd October 1906/17th Kanni 1082, 
My dear Sir, 


The cherikal lands in the Chongannoor taluk lie in the three pakuthies of Puliyoor, 
Kumpazha and Ranni. The lands in Puliyoor consist of 47 acres and 53 cents and are 
not uncultivated like cherikals. They may be treated in every respect as ordinary dry 
land. In Kumphazha, there are 2587 acres of cherikal land claimed by Idavana 
Pandaram. In Ranni there are 41,621 acres of land of which about 3/4 are claimed by 
the Chiravayil Karthavu. 


2, The designation of cherikal is confined to lands in hilly tracts in which paddy is 
cultivated in recurring periods. But in lands where cherikal cultivation is carried on, 
the interval of fallow period is growing shorter and some of the lands are being turned 
into ordinary garden land. . . 


8.. Lhe average paddy crops in the cherikal lands at Kumpazha and Ranni, the 
Chenganoor Supervisor informs me, is about 60 parahs or about 165 fs. per acre. From 
the malavaram accounts I find good land is reckoned to viel twenty-fold. In the case 
of subsidiary crops, the average yield may be reckoned at about 30 parahs of gram é&c., 
per acre.

4, Formerly the interval of fallow was 12 years. Now it has been reduced to 3 
years. Subsidiary crops, gram, pulses &e., are grown, — oe

" 5.” Cherikal Jands have been recistered by the vevenue department as puduyal.

6. Cherikal lands claimed by the. Jentnies‘in Chengannoor have’ not yet “been 
settled. - _ Te ‘ a ies 
7. The tax now levied on cherikals whenever they are cultivated with paddy is 2 
fg, per 128 perukoms of land under cultivation in the case.of Sirkar Jands and 1 fanam 
for Jenmom lands. Similar rates are levied for ginger; for gram and other. pulses 
1} fs. per 128 perukoms for Sirkar lands and 3 fanam for Jenmom lands are levied. 


8. In Ranni and Kumpazha there are no special features marking cherikal land 
from ordinary puduval land in the neighbourhood, even most-of the lands there register- 
ed as puduval is ow cultivated by ryots only at recurring intervals of 3 or 4 years. 
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9, So far as the lands in Chenganoor are concerned, I do not think any special 
treatment necessary. The cherikal lands are being converted into ordinary dry or 
garden land. As the lands registered as puduvals at tharams varying from 10 to 13 
are now cultivated at intervals of about 3 years, the assessment of cherikals in Chengan- 
noor at similar rates would not cause any hardship to the ryot. The great; demand for 
puduval laud in these places shows that cultivation even at brief intervals is profitable 
and yields enough to pay a light annual tax. 


10, So far as Ranni and Kumpazha are concerned, a concession with regard to the 
valuation of timber, I believe, may be required. Charging half rates for reserved trees 
in cherikal lands might be sufficient and the rule would be easy to work. The reserved 
trees even in Jenmom lands seem to be treated as Sirkar property by the Forest depart- 
ment. :

Tn acknowledging receipt of your note dated 29th August last covering extract of 
Dewan’s Inspection Notes on some questions pertaining to the scttlement of cherikal 
Janda, [ endeavoured to obtain some knowledge of this subject myself, and shall feel 
gratified, if my views whith are here-under expressed as briefly as possible, are found 
aeceptable. The points are taken seridtim. 


1, Cherikal cultivation is carvied on in the taluks of Meenachil, Thodupuzba, and 
Movattupuzha lying within the jurisdiction of this Party, and in all the proverthies that 
comprise them. Tt is also carried on in the taleks of Thovala, Kalkulam, Vilavencode, 
Neyyattinkara, Nedumangad, Kot ' tanaparun, Shencotta, Kunnathur, Chen- 
ganoor, Tiruvalla, Chanzanachery, Kottayam, Kunnathunad and Alengad, 








, 





2. The term ‘ cherikal’ is apptie:! to any pigce of hilly tract that ix brought under 
cultivation at intervals of 12 years or less, Paddy is cultivated in these lands in a 
peculiar fashion known as “ Virippukrishi” or “ Malankrishi”. The mode of cultiva- 
tion is also quite different from that adopted for paddy cultivation in wet lands. 


8. A parah of cherikal land comprises an extent of 128 perukoms and in bigher 
Jevels 200. A parah, of paddy sown in these lands generally brings up an out-turn 
of from 5 to 20 Parahs of paddy. ‘Lo strike an average, it may be fixed at 10 parahs, and 
an money value at 274 fanams. In places where cultivaticn takes place once in twelve 
years, the yield is sometintes much larger. I¢ depends more or less upon the interval 
of fallow. Subsidiary crops are not raised in Iands situated in higher levels which are 
mostly infested with wild animals, but all low lying tracts are subjected to a rotation of 
cultivation. comprising horse-gram, pets, gingelly and other dry grains together with 
ginger plantations and suger-cane just after the paddy crop is taken, 





The annexed table will show ata glance the average yiell of paddy and other 
subsidiary crops and the cost of cultivation &c., per one parah of cherikal land of 128 
perukoms. 





4. In days Jong gone by, the interval of fallow was 12 years, But the increase of 
yopulation and other causes have tended to lessen this period considerably so much so

to 8 cycle of four or five years. After the paddy crop is taken, subsidiary crops of horse- 
‘am, peas and other dry crains are raised which are in some cases followed by another 
gram, ys . 
paddy cultivation. Tnstead of dry grains, plantains, sugar-cane and yams are also culti-

vated in many cherikals. 








5. Cherikal lands were registered from very early times by the revenue depart- 
muent according to the rules prevalent at the time for the registration of paduvals on ar 
annual payment of tex. 





6. All Tands demised on Kanom by Jenmies have been agsessed, if they are lound? 
to belong to them; like other. Kanom lands and subjected to the payment ot a light tax 
(rajabhogom) of. 1/6 or.1/8 of the full assessment according to the ries and custom of 
the locality whereit the lands are situated. Records are extant to show that ‘such lands 
were also registered in the names of private individuals according to the rules which were 
framed by Government from time to time for the registration of paduvals. Instances. 
are not scarce of lands being enjoyed by parties without owing any allegiance either to- 

Government or toa Jenmy. Neither are instances wanting in’ which lands .demised .on 
Kanom by Jenmies were found not to-belong to them and registered away as lands, 
belonging to Government. 





7. Except those lands which are registered permanently in accordance swith the- 
anes pertaining to puduval and Jenmom lands, on payment of a rental annually, 
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these hilly tracts or “ cherikuls ” are taxel only in those years when crops are vase, 
regard being hail to the extent brought under the plough. All cherikal lauds of 128 
perukoms belonging to Government, where paddy, ginger, plantains aid yanis are culii- 
vated, are taxed at two fanams and Devaswoin and) denmeom lands st a fannn 
each, and a funam and a half each for lands Governmental w hare other subsidiiey 
crops of dry grains, such as, horse-gram, peas Ge. are raised and: gth of a tana for 
Devaswom and Jenmom lands. , 











Government land where sngar-cane is culdivated is subjected) to a rental of 
fifteen fanams and Devaswom and Jenuwom lands to a payment of 7 and a half fanans. 
As the cultivator had no proprietary right in the Jands he titled, the tax was called 
© Varam ” or rajabhogon as the land is Pandaravaka or Jenmom in former tines which 
was calculated before 1068 at one-tenth of the produce on Government. lands and one- 
twentieth on Devaswom and Jeumom lands. 


8. The special features of chevikal land as distinguished from puduvals are that 
while the former is subjected to cultivation only at inte 4, the puduval Jands are 
yearly brought under the plough, kept in good order, raising as many crops 1 rotation 
as practicable in the year as the cultivator possibly can. Cherikal lands are left to. them- 
delves to grow weeds and thistles after the crop is taken and the cultivator never stops 
fu until the period of cultivation. In many cases the cultivator may have no proprictary 
fight over the land he cultivates, while in the case of pudnvals he has a permancnt 
interest. 












“9. The existing rules relating to the assessment of, puduval Jands as well as den- 
mom, are frained in accordance with the old settlement rates. The rules in force for 
assessment under the present settlement, should, I think be adopted in the case oF 
therikals also. The present settlement takes Into account the quality of the soil, the 
variation in the price of commodities, facilities of commerce, of communication and other 
considerations, economical and social. These lands are to be registered on the same terms 
as other puduval lands on payment of tax every year and assessed at an approximate 
yate with reference to soil and situation. The old practice of levyiny tax only when the 
land is brought under cultivation willlead to much confusion. — Lands thit do not find. 
applicants are. to be defined and settled, and when to be wedded should he given ont om 
the same terms as other Government lands. 








10. As regards valuation of trees, no change seems necessary as all tduks except 
Thodupuzha possess all facilities of communication and are thickly peopled. The 
seigniorage to be paid by the applicant in Thodupuzha must he fixed as low ax possible, 
as.no value will be set on them by the applicant as heis generally poor. ‘Thereare few 
roads for traffic and his few wants can be met by the purchase of trees standing iu 
registered lands. “The seigniorage of trees standing on an acre of land according to the 
present rates: of settlenent comes to, in many cases, more than Rs. fifty ‘and sixty. 

onsidering the high rates, many have relinquished their claims over the lands. The 
rate of seignioraye to Le adopted for Thodupuzha may, I think, if itcan conveniently be 
fixed at d, be one that will not press heavily on the peuple. . 








One more suggestion, and Iam done. In the course of settlement of cherikals, 
many disputes regarding the ownership of such lands are likely to crop up. Now that 
the period for the settlemeut of lands is fixed, itis certain the method to be adopted. 
for dealing with such questions must be short and equitable. ‘The determination of the 
proprietorship of cherikals, many of which are now claimed by Jenmies and others will 
entail much labour and time, and no stone should be left unturned to shorten the period 
and lighten the task. The registering officers should be empowered to deal with - such 
cases in the course of their duty and bring them to a rightful issue submitting papers, in all. 
cases of doubt, to the authority superior to them for final orders. In cases of questionable 
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ownership, the burden of proving that a particular cherikal belongs to a Jenmi 
should be made to devolve upon the party who sets up the claim, and the decision of the 
tegistering officer, must. in all cases, he final, provision being mace for an appeal by the 
ageriev ody party lo ihe Party Officer. But in cases in which ‘the registering officer decides 
that the land belongs to a Jenmi and not to the Sirkar, such decisions should be subjecteck 
to the confirmation of the Par ty Officer. 


The Royal Proclamation of 1056, No. 4167, had vested the right to determine the 
ownership in the Forest department and the suggestions that T have made are in com- 
plete accord with the spirit of that Proclamation.

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The term ‘cherikal’ is applied to the slopes of 
hills of low elevation where the undergrowth is 
capable of being cleared periodically and the soil is 
adapted for the cultivetion of hill paddy and 
other cereals. These lands are generally unassess 
ed waste at the disposal of Government or tracts 
belonging to Jenmies and Devaswoms. In the 
valleys of these hills, often-times ginger, turmeric, 
vams, tapioca, plantains and sugar-cane are also 
cultivated aecording to the fertility and moisture 
of the soil and convenience of water. 


A parah of cherikal land ig computed at 128 
perukoms. lp has a seed capacity varying ac- 
cording to the fertility of the suil fom 4 to 7 
edangalies. “The gross yield in good seasons ix 
skid to average dQ parahs for Ust class fands and 
20 paras for 3nd class lands.

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In this connection I may observe that 2 great 
number of documents have been fabricated and 
what may be termed self-serving evidence erected 
by the jemmies to establish their title to cherikals. 
The usual evidence offered by them is that of 
their own Kanom deeds, being in some cases . 
supported by the Sirkar malavaram accounts, 
which latter are of a very unreliable character. 
The title set up by jermnies have therefore to be 
examined carefully. 


Cherikals have been registered by the revenne 
department on the usual Payattupattom tenure 
obtaining in the special localities in which those 
cherikals are situated. In respect of registered 
cherikals no remission is allowed on account of 
fallow, , 


In respect of unregistered cherikals the mala- 
varam rates prescribed in Government Cireulars 
dated 25-9-1062, 27-2-1062, 5-8-1062, 28-9-1062, 
and 31-9-1062, are levied according to the nature 
of the crop whenever the land is cultivated 
and a crop is raised, In  Changanachery 
there appear to be sub-divisions of Panda- 
ravaka cherikals and other cesses of a trifling 
character are levied on malavaram crop. The 
Tahsildar reports as follows on the point.

“T do not find any rule or Government order 
directing the levying of the above rates of tax 
for the various kinds of Sirkar lands. All that 
is enjoined by the Circular of 1059 is that all 
Pandaravaka cherixals should be assessed at 2 
fanams for 128 perukoms. Ido not taink that. 
such difference in the assessment in respect of 
Sirkar lands exists in other taluks, There is 
also ancther peculiarity in regard to the

IX. Is it advisable to adopt in 
dealing with cherikal settlement in

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tax levied on the cherikal lands in this taluk. Be- 
sides the malavaram tax, a small extra cess called 
Paranellu & Katta aioamgyo aoogyo is levied 
on all Sirkar cherikal lands. The rate fixed for 
this tax is 5 edangalies of paddy if the yield of 
the crop is only 10 parahs. If the yield is above 
10 parahs, 15 edangalics of paddy are renlised 
from each ryot. This tax is realised cithor as 
paddy or in moncy at the market rate. Malavaram 
tax at the above rates is levied when cherikal 
lands are cultivated and yield a crop, whether 
it be paddy or any other subsidiary crop ”. 


The term ‘cherikal’ is limited to hilly tracts 
where fugitive paddy cultivation is carried on at 
regularly recurring intervals. Beyond mere clear- 
ing of the undergrowth in these lands for pur- 
poses of cultivation, no permanent improvements 
are effected, the small branches of big trees and 
their leaves alone being lopped off, the stems be- 
ing left in-tact. Any unassessed land in the low 
country at the disposal of Government is termed 
puduval. 


The following salient points suggest themsel- 
ves to me and they have to be considered in 
fixing the assessment on cherikal lands.

Tf those ‘rules may be adopted with 
modifications, what are the modifica- 
tions to be made? 


The major portion of cherikal cultivation is 
generally carried on in the interior and in valleys 
inaccessible ordinarily by roads. 


The cultivation is Hable to destruction by 
wild beasts. The tracts chosen for cultivation 
are generally very unhealthy and within the fever 
region. The cost of cultivation, fencing, wateh- 
ing, carriage of head-loads, &c., are very high and. 
sometimes prohibitive. The cultivation is often 
attended with risk to human life, both from wild 
animals and from sickness. 


Cherikal cultivation, i. e. dry cultivation is en- 
tirely at the mercy of the rains at the nick of time 
and one must therefore make a discount in compa- 
ring it with the reliable wet cultivation. 


In the present state of our country, when 
our agricultural resources do not give sufficient 
paddy for the consumption of our population and 
when we have to import annually rice and paddy 
worth 23 lacs of rupees, itis necessary that Go- 
vernment should hold out all possible inducements 
to cultivate paddy on cherikal lands and increase 
the productive capacity of the country. 


The population of our sea board taluks is 
very much congested and it is necessary to draw 


. away the population from that side and relieve the 


congestion. 


X. Should any concessions be gran- 
ted in the valuation of trees in che- 
yikal lands the value of which the 
ryots have to pay before grant of 
pattahs to them andif so in what Io- 
calities and to what extent. 
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Having these considerations in view, I would 
recommend the fixing of a low assessment on these 
cherikal lands for the agricultural advancement of 
the country andin order to induce our ryots to 
take a permanent interest in improving these lands, 
I would fix the assessment on Ist class cherikals 
at 8 chs. per acre and on 2nd class cherikajs at 6 
chs. per acre and would suggest the assessment be 
levied annually irrespective of the fact whether a 
crop is raised or not. 


In the case of cherikals proved to be Jen- 
mom property, and demised on Kanom, } of the 
normal assessment may be levied. 


Cherikal cultivation generally interferes with 
the growth of trees standing on the lands. When 
jungles are cleared and set fire to, many trees are 
actually burnt, or damaged. Unless the royal 
trees that stand on the land are removed, the 
probability is that they will be lost to the Govern- 
mentforever. Though in all the present regis- 
tries there is a covenant on the part of the owner 
to protect these trees, in practice I have serious 
doubts as to whether it works well. A limit is 
therefore necessary to be set where there are valu- 
able royal trees standing on the lands to be regis- 
tered, ‘When there are other trees of 10 vannoms 
and more, whether reserved or unreserved, [ 
would recommend the levy of the present value 
under the standing orders of Government, the 
trees below 10 vannoms to be allowed as a conces- 
sion to the ryots for putting up sheds or fences 
within the land itself. : 


Applications for registry of lands within the 
forest tract as defined in Government letter No.

Sir, 

With referrence to correspondence ending with your D. 0. of the 17th December 
1906, I have the honor to inform you that at present the value of trees on puduval Tad 
is recovered by the Forest department at rates given on page 892 of the Governmunt 
Gazette dated 28rd Vrichigom 1079/8th December 1903 while the scttlement departinent 
recovers the value at the rates fixed in the rules published on page 116-4 of the Gazette 
dated 2nd Thulam 1080/18th October 1904. The rates fixed by both the departments 
are the same so far as trees from 3 to 92 vannoms are concerned. For all timber above 
9% vannoms the Forest department charges at the tariff rates at the nearest acpot_ while 
the settlement department only charges Rs. 4. The rates charged by the settlement 
department is certainly more advantageous to the ryots, but I should think that it is 
rather too low because mature and valuable trees, no matter how Jarge’ their viamom 
might be, would go for Rs. 4. At the same time Iam of opinion that the rate fixed by 
the Forest department for the larger tees is rather high, especially to ryots inhabiting 
forest-clad locality where timber is easily procurable and comparatively cheap. 


I would therefore suggest that a uniform rate for both departments shouk! he 
charged and would fix the rate at Rs. 6. for all trees above 93 vannoms.

After the paddy crops are harvested subsidiary crops are raised in 
continuation. It ix also reported that in some tracts in ‘Chengannoor 
paddy cultivation is carried on for 3 years consecutively; but in such 
cases the land has to be left fallow for 12 years.

Pandaravaka cherikals have been registered as puduvals under the 
paduval rules.

For purposes of such registry 1 parah of land 
js calculated as equal to 64 perukoms and the assessment thereon is 
fixed at 1 chuckram. I understand, however, that when.the settle- 
ment department registers cherikals such lands are classified according 
to soil into classes from 1 to 13 and assessed accordingly. ° 





Have cherikal lands demised on Kanom by Jenmies been assessed 
with tax like other Kanapattom lands, and if so at what rates and 
under what rules?

In the taluks of Tirwvalla and Kunnathoor cherikals belonging 
to Jenmies, when demised on Kanom, are charged with rajabhogam 
tax (¥ of the pattom) like other Kanom lands in accordance with the 
general rules on the subject.

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The assessment on registered cherikal lands is permanent and 
payable every year. In the ease of unreyistered chevikals the tax is 
assessed from time to time after inspection of the crops by the village 
officials, Such tax is levied only when the lands are cultivated and 
yield a crop, The tax is known as malavaram in the case of paddy 
crops and as vilamelady in the case of other crops. For purposes of 
such periodical taxation a parah is calculated at 128 pervkoms. In 
the case of Pandaravaka or Sirkar cherikals, paddy, banana, and

Te seems to me thet the price of timber trees and of productive 
trees which have begun to bear may be recovered from persons int 
whose names cheriial lands ave resistered. The price of other trees 
standing on such lands should not be recovered inasmuch as they 
have to be cuttoff trom time to time for purposes of cultivation and 


are useful only for fuel.

7. The designation ‘cherikal’ seems to he - ordinarily ‘applied to dry lands in hill 
tracts where paddy. cultivation is carried on in reewring periods of years and on w hich 


aelavaram of Vilameladi tax alone is levied when the lands are cultivated. But accor 


ding: 


o Na 4 Party Officer, Mr. Ayyathura. Aiyar, the w ord ‘cherikal’ is alone applied to all

ordinary lands, registered and unregistered, in which crops are raised at intervals 
of years and on the latter of which malavarai rates of tax are alone levied. In the late 
Dewan’s Inspection Notes forwarded with your leticr No. 535 dated 15th June 1905, it is 
stated that the ryots have no title to or permanent interest in cherikal lands. But the 
Kottayam Dewan Peishkar in bis reply says that these lands are generally unassessed 
waste at the disposal of Government or tracts belonging to Jenmies and Devaswoms. 
Although the ayacut accounts do not make mention of cherikals, yet there ate ozhugus 
and malavarain accounts and some vilaugippers also which show that there are Pandara- 
vaka cherikals of different tenures and cherikals claimed by Devaswoms and Jenniies 
and that the holders of these lands advance title and permanent right to them. 1 shall 
refer to the above accounts in detail further on. 





8 From the replies received it appears that the net yield of a pavah of cherikal 
measuring 128 perukoms or 12,800 sy. ft, for the first paddy crop ranges in value from 
4to 8 Rs. and that for the second paddy crop or subsidiary crops, such as, horsegrem, 
gingdlly, black gram, green gram, varagu, chama, tapioca, yams, plantains, ginger, sugar- 
cane &e, from 2 to 4 Ry. Thus in every 10 or 12 years the net yield of a parah 
of cherikal land will range in value ordinarily from 6 to 12 Rs. 





). Formerly the interval of fallow was generally 12 years. Now it is from 6 to 
10 years, In some places it has dwindled, it would appear, to 3 years. 


10, In some cherikals there is a second paddy cultivation after the first. Subst- 
diary crops, such as, horse-gram, black-gram, tapioca, yams &c., already referred to are 
gencrally cultivated after the first paddy crop. “The subsidiary crops are raised some- 
imos for 2 years following the paddy crop aud in rare cases for 8 years, Thereafter the 
‘and is left fallow. . 


Ll, Since the garden settlement of 10i2 or a later period, cherikal lands have, in 
all the taluks where they exist, been registered as ordinary puduvuls with the rates and 
under the rules applying to them. No reliable information is available as to the extent 
of cherikals go registered, The No. 4 Party Officer cstimates the area to be 5,000 acres in 
Kottayam, 15,000 acres in Changanachery and 10,000 acresin Tirevalla, The Kottayam 
Dewan Peixhkar says that he is not in possession of accurate information. The Changana- 
chery Tabsillar estimates that about 1,000 acres in the Kanjirapalli Proverthi have 
been registered as ydaval and adds that almost all cherikal lands in Puthupally and 
Changunachery have been registered as puduvals. 

12. In regard to the treatment of cherikals demised on Kanom by Jenmies, the 
Kottayam Dewan Peishkar says “In case the cherikal is established to be Jenmom_ pro- 
perty it has Leen customary to register the area demised on Kanom as other Kanom 
Jands and they appeur to have been assessed with § of the full assessment”. The Quilon 
Dewan Peishker states that the same practice obtains in Kunnathur and Tiruvalla but vot 
in Chengannoor. Nos, 6 and 7 Party Otficess’ reports are also to the same effect, But 
the No. 4 Party Officer says “Cherikals demised on Kanom by Jenmies arenotas a rule 
sod with tax like other Kanapattom lands, but when converted into gardens and 
registered as such, they have heen treated ag and assessed like other Kanapattom garden 
lands with 4 of the usual assessment. But cherikals which have been mentioned as 
cheriknls held on Kanapattom in the Sirkar olugu of 1012 or in the malavaram accounts 
of subsequent years are taxed during years of cultivation alone at half the malavaram 
rate of Pandaravaka cherikals. This practice has been in existence since the last, settle- 


ment of 1012”. 


13. Huzur Jamabandy Proclametion No. 5786 dated 25th Makaram 1059, fixes the 
malavaram tax for paddy at 2 fs. per parah of 128 Perukoms for Pandaravake cheri- 
kals and 1 fanam per parah for Jenmi cherikals. -The Proclamation dated 81st Medom 
1062 fixes the rates of malavaram tax for the subsidiary crops, viz., gingelly, black-gram, 
¢ gram, chama, thena, and kuvaragu at 12 fs. per parah of 128

14. The special features distinguishing cherikals from ordinary paduvals are said 
to be that they are in higher elevations, that they are overgrawn with jungle and rues, 
that the cultivation carried on thereon is fugitive and shifting, that they depend upon 
the rains for thelr water-supply and that in many cases the cultivator hus no proprietary 
right over the lands he tills. 





15. All the officers are of opinion that the ordinary. padnval rates may be nude 
applicable to cherikals. The Quilon Dewan Peishkar says that those rules should he 
followed and an annual tax fixed with reference to the nature of the soil and to the 
average profits distributed over a period of 12 years. Taking into consideration the 
circumstances thet cherikal cultivation is gencrally curried on in the interior in unhealthy 
and feverish regions and in valleys inaccessible ordinarily hy roads, that it is Hable to the 
ravages of wild beasts and that it is entirely dependent on the rains and in view of the 
desirability of encouraging paddy cultivation in. cherikals as Travancore has to inipert 
annually 28 lacs of Rs. worth of paddy and rice and of ameliorating the congestion of 
population on the sea-board talus, the Kottayam Dewan Peishkar recommends the 
fixing of a low rate of assessment on the cherikal Jands for the agriculinral ardlva:.roment 
of the country and in order to induce our ryots to take a permanent interest in Anyoroving 
‘these lands. He would fix the assessment on Ist class cherikals at 8 chs. and on the 
“2nd class at 6 chs. per acre to be levied annually irrespective of whather a crop is mused 
or not and in the case of cherikals proved to be Jenmom property and demised on Kanom 
fof the normal assessment. The No. 3 Party Officer says that the assessment of chorikals 
at puduval rates in Chengannoor will not cause any hardship to the ryots as cultivation 
in cherikals there'is now curried on at intervals of about 3 years and as th ut dermoid 
» the pecuval land inthe talak shows that cultivation even at brick hitervals i 
le and yields enough to pay a light annual tax, TheNo. 4 Party Otticor divides cheri- 
gals into 3 classes, viz., firs t élass cherikals which are hilly, covered with) hbuavy jingle 
aud distant from towns or villages, 2nd class in less hilly phiees which entimot be ated 
as jungle and 8rd class consisting of thoselying in close proximity to towns and which are

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Tifferent fron. their claims to other pure Jenmom properties”, Tae No. 6 Party Officer savy 
that the 12th rate fixed for puduvals, viz, 6 chs. per acre, should be adopted for Pandara- 
vaku chertkals and half the same rate for Devasom and Brahmaswom cherikals. The No. 6 
Party Olficer huses the above rate as the equivalent of the yearly average of the mala- 
varant tix now realised front cherikals. The No.7 Party Officer does not recommend any 
special rates as according to him the puthuval rates and the general principles followed 
in the seltlomeast in assessing tax will meet the case of chevikals also. 








(6. AL the revenue officers are agreed that some concessions should be 
made in the valuation of trees on chevikals. While some are of opinion that 
Hu: standard of the girth of trees may be raised, others would have the value 
lowered, The Conservator of Forests “says that while the rates tixed in the settle- 
iment rules published in page 1164 of the Government Gazette dated 2nd Thulam 
LOSO/LSth October L904 and the rates fixed for the Forest department i page 
892 of the Govermnent Gazette dated 23rd Vrischigom 1079/8th December 1903 are 
the same oso far aa trees from 3 to 9$ vannoms are concerned, the charge of 
the Forest Department for timber above 9$ Vannoms is the tariff rate at the nearest 
depot and the setelement department rate is only 4 Rs. and that the latter 
rate should he inacde uniform for both departments and that he would fix itat 6 Res, 
These rates are the rates for trees standing on puthuval lands. 








17. From the replies received up to date it docs not appear that cherikals in 
Desaozhiva lands are assessed with tax when. cultivated. 


1s. Having summarized the opinions received and the information collected, I shall 
next set forth the conclusions which I would draw therefrom as well as my views on the 
subject. 


19. Yor the purposes of settlement the term ‘cherikal’ may be taken as applying to 
all lands known as such in the taluks and proverthies referred to above or elsewhere, if 
any, in which paddy or other cultivation is carried on in recurring periods of years and 
an which malavaram oy vilameladi tax is alone levied by Government when the lands 


are, cultivated, 


20. There is a concensus of opinion that the cherikal lands may be dealt with like 
puthavel kuds. The Kotizyam Dewan Peishkar and Party Cfieers Nos. 6 & 7 suggest 
certain modifications of thoso rules, or in other words, the fixing of the rates of tax. at 
certain low figures. . Of the reasons for the modification, one, viz., dependence upon rain, 
is applicable to all garden and puthuval lands in the country and to the major portion of 
the wet lands also. The other reasons apply also to all lands in hilly tracts in the Tri- 
vandram and Quilon Divisions which have been settled under the rules applicable to 
pudavals and gardens. The soil of the cherikuls proper is generally rich and the localities 
in which they ere situated enjoy a greater rainfall than others and these are decided 
“Tn the past, chorikal Jands bave been invariably treated like waste and gar- 
den lands. The No. 4 Party Officor would apply the puduval rules fn fofo to a portion 
of the chorikal lands, viz., t0 what he refers to as 3rd class. cherikals. Under the settle. 
ment, waste huids are examined, classified, valued and assessed at appropacte rates vary- 
ing from Lito 15 n acte with reference to soil and situation. The highest rate sug- 
gexterl for chi is not higher than the minimum fixed for puduvals. The disadvan- 
s uncer which many chorikals suffer, viz., want of facilities of communication, un- 
oss of the locality, ravages of wild animals, existence of rocks and unprofitable 
wil bo factors for consideration in classifying the chevikals and fixing the 
rates, Ut may be mentioned in this connection that the higher puduval rates are rarely 
fixed for pudival Jauds themselves.“ In regard to the assessment of the whole tract 
it Is open to individual ryots to take ap defined areas and although within that area they 
might cultivate only particular portions each year the whole tract being nents AL a 
comparatively low rate the assessment they would have to pay would aot bese nea ¥ on 
thenw’, (See late Dewan’s Inspection notes forwarded with Huzur lotter Ref. on C. x . 
“H35fPol. dated 15th June 1905). As to the desirability of encouraging cherikal paddy 
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cultivation adverted to by the Kottayam Dewan Peishkar, it is a matter on which difference 
of opinion exists. The wholesale felling and burning of forests resorted to fur cherikal 
cultivation has been considered by exparts to be very injurious iu more than one wity to 
the lands themselves and toa well-distributed rain-fall vin the country. The Settle- 
ment Proclamation of the 14th Kurabhom 1061 does not contemplate any xeparate treat. 
ment for cherikals. Para 12 of the same prescribes the procedure to be followed in the 
ease of waste lands and no soparate rule is Inid down therein for cherikals and) that pro- 
cedure must equally apply to cherikals also which are mostly waste lands, “To deal with 

_ chevikal lands on Hnes distinct: from those applicable to Tans would be aetiug in 
contravention. of the Royal Proclamation. As already observed, whenever chorikal keds 
have been registered in the past, they have beon treated as puduvals. The tendancy of 
the cultivators is to bring cherikal Jands oradually to the stute of puduval lands. The 
method of cultivation pursued is also calculated to bring about in future, if it has uot. 
already brought about, the same result. The conciusion therefore is irresistible, viz., that 
the cherikal Iands mast he dealt with in settlemont under the rules aud rates applicable 
to puduvals or waste lands. The concessions proposed by the No. 1 Party OMcer as to 
limit, of acreage and in vilayartham are not called for. The general principles governing the 
assessinent of paduvals and the special features and conditions of the diferent localities 
will be also factors for consideration by the assessing officers. Cherikals converted tito 
gardens and paddy lands should be dcalt with to the extent of the conversions like 
Pandarapatiom gardens and wet lands. 














22. The question of the assessment to be fixed on cherikals proved to belong to 
Jenmies, Brahmaswoms and Devaswoms, has uext to be considered, The origin of the 
right of the Jenmies to cherikals is not clear. That it does not stand on the same basis 
asthe jenmom rights to gardens and paddy lands is evident fromm the circtimstance that. 
while the latter become liable to Sirkar tax only when alienated on Kanom the for- 
mer are liable to malavaram even when in the possession of the Jenmies themselves, thiut. 
is, irrespective of the fact of alienation, It appears from the No. 4 Party Ollicer’s report. 
that cherikals referred to as Kanapattom in the Sirkar ozhugus have been assessed with 
half the malavaram rate of Pamdarapaitom cherikals during years of cultivation. Tu 
respect of the claims of the Jenmies to cherikals the Kottayam Dewan Peistikar makes 
the following observations. 





“Tn this connection I may observe that agrect namber of documents have heen 
fabricated and what may be termed self-serving evidence created by the dJentuies to 
establish their tittle to cherikals. The usual evidence offered by them is that of the 
Kanom deeds, being in some cases supported by the Sirkar malavaram accounis whiele 
latter are of « very unreliable character. The title set up by the Jenmies have therefore 
to be examined carefully”. Cherikals are not registered properties. They are not. borne 
in the ayacut accounts, The malavaram accounts refer to them, but that reference lias 
not been considered as proof of their being Jenmom properties (sec para 3 of the Jhuma- 
bundy Proclamation No. 5786 dated 25th Makarom 1059). There are no omen 
accounts for all the cherikals. Some ozhugu accounts for the cherikals in Thodupuzh 
from the Taluk, some similar accounts for Meenachil & Thodupuvta from the Hnziy, 
some ozhugu and vilar igipper for Kottayam from the No. 4 Party Office, have been reeiv. 
ed here. ‘The Meenachil and Thodupuzha accounts are dated 1025 tu 1087, unit the 
Kottayam accounts are the vilangipper of 992 and ozhugu of 1012 of Akalak amin 
orthy and the ozhugu accounts of 992 and 1012 and vilangipper of 1012 of Panpudi Pro- 

‘verthy. These accounts refer to Jenmi and Pandaravaka properties and give other dutails 
But the akove accounts are not final and the genuineness of many of them ix ¢ esti ual le. 
Tt is however undeniable that Jenmies, Devaswoms and Brabmaswoms, have own dvs ‘ ; vel ; 
claims to cherikals in different talks. Those claims will have to beinvestignted and decides 
each on its own merits, But.what we have now to consider is ag to the rate of usscssnie é 
to befixed on such as are proved to be Jenmom or favourably assesecd ‘cheri : “h 
the past, in a small number of cases, Kanapattom cherikals have been ree ter i the 
accounts and assessed with tax at 1/8 rajabl: i Fae a ea an the 
‘ : S8eG WILD | > Tajabhogom as in the caxe of other alienated 
denmom lands.

No siv- 
nificance can be given to the above exceptional registries. Ona careful consideration of 
the nature of the claims of jenmies to cherikals and of the way in whieh euch cherikaly 
have. been dealt with hitherto and assessed by the Sirkar, I am of opinion that they do 
not [nl] under the head of Jenmom land to which section 11 of the Scttlement Proclama- 
tion will apply and on which $ rajabhogam alone is leviable. The claim of the jenmies 
to cherikals aither partakes of the nature of the claim of the holders of Pandarapattom 
cherikals or that of holders of “other Inams of a similar nature’ mentioned in section 
28 of the Settlement Procamation to which exceptional trestment may be accorded under 
the sanction of the Dewan. To place jenmics’ cherikals on the footing of Jenmou: lands 
proper will lead to the anomaly of levying half Pandarapattom rates for uneliensred 
cherikals and } for those that have been alienated. Iwould recommend that half the 
rates of tax proposed for Pandaravaka cherikals may le fixed on cherikals which are 
proved to belong to jenmics, devaswoms, or brahmaswoms or to others if any on favour- 
able tenures. Chevikals in Desaozhivu tracts do not seem to he Hable to tax. Butt 
question may be left open for decision in the settlement enquiry in individual ca 
Whether in the Pandarapattom cherikals there are properties held on slightly favourable 
tenures may also be left for determination im individual cases. 








22. The question of valuation of trees in cherikals, where such value is recoverable, 
remains for consideration, As already observed all the revenue officers recommend 
concessions, A petition aboutsuch concessions preferred by the inhabitants of Kusjira- 
pally has also been forwarded to me with your letter No, 18783/R. 7962 dated “oth. 
November last for iny opinion. The Conservator is for increasing the settlement rates 
For trees above 9% vannams and maintaining the rates for trees below that girth. Alresdly 
there has been recess and wasteful demolition of forests by cherikal cultivation much to 
the injury ofthe lands themselves as wellas to the country in general. Rainfall Acs 
heen thereby affected and changes are taking place in the climatic conditions of cert 
tracts. Any act calculated to encourage further dentkdation of the seanty forests that 
exixt in cherikals is to be deprecated. If cherikals are turned into gardens and planted 
with productive trees such as the cocoanut, arecanut, jack, mango &., the new trees will 
replace to some extent the old forest. But the cutting down and burning wholesale of forests 
for paddy and other cultivation is injurious to agriculture in the long ran, Lam there- 
fore for taaintaining present valuation of trees as in the-settlement rules. Tho inereased 
yaluation recommended by the Conservator is calculated to produce hardship. 


23. The chums of jenmics and others to cherikals relate to large tracts of land and 
the disputes relating to them between the jenmies and the Sirkar are likely to go to the 
Civil Court in many cases. I would therefore suggest that while registration enquiries 
into Pandaravaka cherikals may be held in a summary yanner in accordance with the 
rules prescribed in sections 1,2, 8 & 4 of Part UT of the Revised Rules for Classification: 
and Revistration, enquiries into cases of cherikals claimed by jenmies, brahmaswons or 
devaswous, or others on favourable tenures should be conducted in a more regular quuasi- 
judicial manner without, however, much elaboration, and evidence both for the Sirkar as 
‘wall ug for the claimants recorded and referred to in the decisions which should also 
contain briefly the reasons for the conclusion arrived at and t rat the decisions of the. 
supervisors in the latter set of cases should be subject to confirmation by the Dopey 
or Assistant Settlement Peishear, as the case may be, under clause 6 of section + of Paré 
TIT of the Revised Bules.

Onpzr taenuon, No. 149/R. dated Trivandeam, Lth February 107, 


1. The question of how to deal with cherikal Tands at the present settlancnt bas 
Dean under consideration for the last two years. The main lines of aetion were indicated 
aud dofinite proposals invited from the Settlement Peishkar in Tone 1005, Veit no 
report on the subject was received till August last when the present Settlement Peishkar 
raised the question in connection with the collection of the new tax in the taluks of 
Changanachery, Tiravalla and Chengannur which bad been declared as settled. Gov. * 
crament then instructed him to deal with the matter as a separate question and submit 
proposals as already called for. The present reference is the result of the enquiries held 
thy him and the information obtained on the subject. 





3. The Settlement Peishkar has dealt with the salient features of chorikal cultiva- 
tion and the existing method of assessing them under the malavaram and villameluli 
aystem and made some proposals for settling them. But the report docs not give even 
xn approximate idea of the area under cherikals to be brought under settlement and the 
yevenue that might be expectel therefrom under the proposed method of assessment. 
YE these data had been furnished, Government would have felt themselves on surer 
ground in dealing with the Peishkar’s proposals. 

3. The Peishkar’s proposals aye :— 

(1) That cherikal lands be treated as ordinary paduvals aad registered as 
Pandarapattom under the rules relating to puduval registry. 


(2) _ That half the rates fixed for Sirkar or Pandaravaka cherikals be levied on 
cherikals which are proved to belong to jenmies, devaswoms or brahmaswoma, or others 
holding on favourable tenures, without any distinction ag to whether such lands have been 
alienated or not. 


(3) That registration enquiries concerning Pandaravaka cherikals be conducted 
winder the ordinary procedure prescribed in the revised registration rules, bué thit in 
xespect of cherikals claimed by jenmies and others a more elaborate and quasi-judicial 
euquiry be conducted and that the decisions of supervisors in the latter class off cases be 
mace subject to confirmation by the Deputy ,or Assistant Settlement Peislikars, under 
clause 6 of section 4 of the above rules. , 


4. In regard to the first proposal, Government agree with the Peishkar that the 
. dest course in the interests of the ryots and the Sirkar would be to reoister cherikals as

6. The Peishkar’s proposal in regard to the levy of half the assessment on 
cherikals belonging to jenmics and others, irrespective of whether such lands have been 
alienated or not, commends itself to Government and is approved.

7. Asregards the procedure to be adapted in the enquiries relating to chevikals, 
Government agree with the Petshkar that in respect of Pandaravaka cherikals the ordinary 
procedure laid down in the revised registration rulex may be followed. 


In the case, however, of cherilzals claimed by jenmies and. others, considering the 
iniportance of the questions involved and the desirability of avoiding as much as possible 
resort to litigation, Government are of opinion that such enquiries should be conducted, 
evidence recorded and decisions passed by superior officers, As a rule, the Party Officers 
should deal with such cases themselves. Where, however, their inspection or other work 
is likely to ho affected by this arrangement, Additional Assistants for temporary periods 
aul in particular localities may he appointed, as is now done for the disposal of objection 
petitions on rough pattehs, {n connection with these enquiries, Government also cou- 
sider it desirable to depute some responsible officer not below the rank of a deputy super- 
visor for collueting all available materials from the old records in the-taluks and the 
{uzur and duly placing the same before the enquiring officer in time for his proceeding 
with ihe enquiries. The procedure to be adopterl in such enquiries should, as suggested 
by the Peishkar, be of a quasi-judicial nature and the decisions should briefly state the 
points in issue, the findings thereon and the reasons for the same. 





s, The Pelshkar is requested to take up and complete the settlement of cherikals 
as expeditiously as possible on the lines ordered above and to submit a working plan with 
details of the stadt required and draft of the rules referred to iu para 23 of his letter.

Tam directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 863 dated the 21st Utne 
forwarding for sanction draft rules for the settlement of cherikals. It is observed that 
rules 1 and 2 (i), Gi), (ii) and a are only reproductions inan amplificd form of the min 

oints laid down in the Proceedings of Government No. 949/R. dated the 18th [itime. 
But in regard to clauses iv and vi of rule 2, Iam to point out that they are not in keep. 
ing with the spirit of the Proceedings which recognises only two broad subdivisions of 
cherikals, viz., (1) Pandaravaka cherikals, which will bear full axsessment and (2) cheri- 
kals held by jenmies and others on favourable tenures which will be subject to hall assess- 
ment, irrespective of whether such lands have heen alienated or vot, and that the varying 
distinctions recognized in the past in the matter of their assessment have now heen done 
away with. The wording of clause iv is different from your original proposal quoted in 
para 3 (2) of the Proceedings and from para 6 thereof sanctioning the sane. 


Clause vi of the rules seems to contemplate two classcs off cases, viz., (a) oherikals 
which may have to be classed wholly rent-free and (b) Pandaravagai Cherikals in which 
less than the fuil assessment may have to be levicd. These points had heen mentioned 
in your letter No. 31 dated the 6th January last, but you bad also stated therein that. in 
Desaozbivn and rent-free ‘cherikals, no asscsstnent of any kind had hitherto heen levied. 
As these tracts are specially mentioned in Mr. Ramaiengar’s settlement Memorandum 

and are exempt from all interference, there is no necessity to deal with them at the settle- 
ment or to lay down any special rule for their treatment. As regards the levy of less 
than full assessment on Pandaravaka cherikals, all cases in which there have } en any 
verluction of assessment in the past will according to the Proceedings fall under the second 
class of cherikals bearing half assessment. In this view, clause vi ix hardly uccessury 
‘and may be omitted, and clause iv modified thus:— , . 








“The assessment to be fixed on cherikals held by jenmics (devaswoms and 
lahmaswoms) or others on favourable tenures under which the Government hare

8. The last prayer contained in the petition docs not appear to be intelligible. If 
it means that in registering cherikals preference should be shown to local residents, peti- 


tioners are informed that no hard and fast rule on the subject can be made as prayed for 
by them.

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recent rulings of Government regarding cherikal lands and pray that they will reccive 
Your Excellency's favourable consideration. ; 


1. There are neither cultivable lands nor any other grounds to be cultivated in 
Kanjirapally in the Changanacherry taluk. The cocoanut trees and arecanut pals, 
that grow on occupied puthuval lands have ceased yielding any fruit for the last 30 years. 
Hence the petitioners’ sole means of livelihood consists of cultivating cherikal lands, 


2. OF the total area of the cherilal lands. under occupation, one half alone will be 
available for cultivation, the remainder being uneultivable owing to several causes, such 
as growth of useless trees, the steep lay of the lands and the barren and rocky nature of 
certain parts. 


3. The cherikal lands after lying fallow for 12 years are only cultivated during 
the thirteenth and fourteenth years. 


4. Anaere of land that is brought under cultivation yields on an average 40 
parahs of paddy and to raise which the ryot has. to spend on an average 30 parahs 
and hence a ryot cultivating one acre of land is able to raise as profit 20 parahs. 
of paddy in 14 years. No ryot would be able to raise more than this profit out of the 
2 acres of ground under his occupation during a period of 14 years. 


5, According to the present rates of assessment ranging from one to seven fanams, 
the tax on 2 acres of ground at the lowest rate for 14 years would amount to 28 
fanams. The taravila (cost of ground) for this plot of ground amounts on an 
average to 14 fanams. Adding these sums a ryot has to pay to Government 
neatly 50 fanams for a plot of ground yielding him on an average 20 parahs of paddy 
in 14 years. Your Excellency’s Government can clearly see the poor margin between 
the amount psid to the Government and the net profit of the ryot which forms his. 
sole means of livelihood. ; 


6. If an estimate be made as to the incom derived by Government from cherital 
lands as vilameladi or malavaram from Kanjirapally, Valoor, Vellavoor and Manimalay 
pakuthies prior to the passing of the present rules, it will be ssen.ta come up roughly to 
8,000 fanams per year. . 

7. In these 4 pakuthies there are more than 80,000-acres of cherikal lands. Ifa 
uniform tax of a quarcer fenam par acre bz imposed, Government woald be raising 
nearly 8 times the present mean annual profit. Hence if these lands be taxed according 
to; Haasuates fixed by Goverament ranging from one to.seven fanams, Goveramant can 

“gusty see 288 “vast imcrease in income suddenly madeand which mast therefore tell very 
savily on the poor ryots: Having placed these facts before Government they humbh y 
pray that Your Exeellency would. be pleased.to redress their grievances by granting the 





following prayers :—

cherikal lands double the present. mean annual income as determined from. the.income 
divided during the last 14 years. . . : - 


(b) If this prayer cannot be granted, to ‘fix at least a rate of taxation for each

(g) To relax the ruling that not more than 100 acres can be registered in the 
name of one individual in the case of ands which have been in the possession of ryots 
for very maiy years. 


(h) To take into the benign consideration of Government the desirability af 
registering the cherikal lands of one pakuthi in the name of the applicant forthcoming 
from the same pakuthi. 


The petitioners therefore humbly pray that Your Lxcellency will he pleased to 
remove the grievances by fixing an equitable rate of taxation on the lines mentioned 
above. 





The petitioners also pray Your Excellency will consider the absolute impossiblity 
of ryots of their stamp that live in the hilly tracts on the produce of their hard manual 
labour to pay the high rate of taxation which European planters or rich residents of towns 
night find easy to pay. 


His Honor the Settlement Peishkay has refused to grant any of their prayers on 
the following grounds. 


1, Asthe matter has been finally disposed of after thorough enquiry and consi- 
deration. 


2. As cherikal lands are intended by Government to be used by ryots in raising the 
annual crops, such as, rut meg &e. and not paddy yielded once in 19 or 13 years. 


3. As this intention of Government would be frustrated if more than 100 acres be 
registered in the name of one holder. 


4. As it was the intention of the late Dewan M. R. Ry. V.P. Madhava Rao Avi, 
“to impose on cherikal lands the same rate of taxation as is imposed on puthuval lands.

The No. LV Party “Officer, {Mr. Aiyadwra Aiyar, reports aa. below in lis. 
No. 1398/212 dated 23-10-82 (translated) :— 


According to the present rules the maximum limit for individual registry is 101s 
acres, If more than this extent of land is found in the possession of one individual the 
excess has to be registered in the names of other persons. There may be scveral appli- 
cants for the same bit of such land and the Government ruling on the subject is that 
preference should be given to the first applicant. The first applicant will be the person 
in whose-name 100 acres have been already registered. It might happen that the Ist 
applicant who. obtained registry of 100 acres for himself will have parted with his rights 
over the excess in favour of others. With a view to defeat Government and gain unlaw- 
ful advantage, several applicants may tum up-in collusion with or at the instigation of 
the 1st ocenpant.. 





2,. Itis from cherikal lands: that the underwood required: for: constructing bunds: 
(varambu) in punja (wet) lands in Ambalapuzha and other taluks is procured, Se these 
lands are registered, the ryots will have to pay high prices-for such underwood.. On this: 
account, the punja cultivators desire to get cherikal lands registered in their names.. 
Besides, there are others. who seeks registry with the intention. of cultivating and deriving 
profit therefrom. There is reason to:suspect that ryots after-obtaining registry on pay- 
ment of low vilapartham may sell them at'a highen rate to Europeans and others for 
rubber cultivation, For-instance, one Thommen Olahannan of Kottayam got 400 and odd 
acres of land at Mundakayam registered in his name on payment of taravila at the 
rate of 1 Re. per acre and sold it for rubber plantation at Ra. 6 per acre. This fact came 

_ to the notice of Government und they decided that no lands could ‘be registered for rubber 
cultivation without the sanction.of Government, and the extent of registry in the name of an 
individual was restricted to 50 acres-even for other purposes. The Vanjipuztia Chief has. 
sold cherikal lands.to rubber planters in the village of Peruvanthanom at 7 to 15 Rs. per 
acre, I have-been given to understand by some rich land lords of the place that they are 
prepared to pay proper value in casethey are allowed registries of extensive areas for, 
cutting undergrowth. Ib seems there will be a good number of applicants of this sort. 


3. The-inerease in the number of such applicants will foster corruption among the 
settlement subordinates. It is an undoubted fact that the subordinates will be induced 
by ryote to make entries to prove prior application and’ improvements and possession, 
Proper precautions ought to be taken to check these evils witha view. to the speedy 
progress of work. . 


4. The fact of the lands having been cultivated with tapioca &c. once-in. 12 years: 

and the 'malavaram realised’ cannot be considered to give the applicants.a claim to per-: 
, Manent improvements. But such claim may be allowed in the case of lands plarited with 
trees or in which houses are built for permanent occupation. Therefore, in. the case of 
‘kar cherikals in. which. there are no permanent improvements or habitation. or whos 
Nession.is claimed by more applicants than one and in the case of lands covering ‘avi 
amore than 100 acres in the possession ‘of one indiridual, they should be. put ups 
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«5, “Lists of such lands: should be. published in the Gazette and the lands ‘pore 
tioned out into 100 and 50 acres_and sold in auction by: officers not below the rank of 
‘an Assistant Peishkar. ; 


6. Ibis seen that certain ryots are in long possession of 1000, 2000 and even 
10,000 acres of land acquired by sale and under court auction. Jt has to be decided 
whether the limitation of 100 acres applies to such cases also. If ryots who have been 
Jong in possession of larger areas than 100 acres be deprived of their lands, it may be a 
real grievance to them. In the case of such lands, it is desirable to have a ruling ‘to the 
effect that more than 100 acres may be registered with the special sanction ‘of Govern- 
ment, : . 


2. ‘The limit of 100 acres has not been fixed by Government, I believe, witha view 
to absolutely prohibit the registry of a greater extent of land in one block. Such. regis- 
tries may be made with the sanction of Government. The limit was meant as a: provi- 
sion against speculators taking up land under the favourable cherikal rates and after- 
wards using or sclling them for the cultivation of special products, such as, rubber &c., 
assessable with a higher tax. Instructions may therefore be issued that when appli- 
cations for single registry of more than a 100 acres are on record, the Assistant Peieh ar 
or other registering officer must report such cases for the orders of Government, if in his 
opinion there ure special grovmds for granting the applications. 


8. The proposal to auction Sirkar cherikals made by the Party Officer also deserves 
the consideration of Government. It has been the practice in the revenue department 
in the Kottayam Division to auction such puduvals. But an exception may be made 
in the case of agricultural labourers, especially Pulayars, Patayas &., and bonayide settlers. 
Each of such applicants may be granted not more than an acre of cherikel under the 
usual terms. The sub-division of the lands for purposes of auction should be 10 acre 
blocks or less according to locality. .

My dear Six, 
As requested in your note of the 19th Instant, I beg to submit my views on the: 
various points raised in the memorial therewith forwarded. 


“ The change of the proportion of Rajabhogam on cherikal lands 
when permanently assessed”. 
Ti is contended by the memorialisis that under the Settlement Proclamation un- 
“alienated Jenmom cherikals are free from iax and that $ rajabhogam alonc can be 
. Yor. VI. 
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imposéd on alienated Jenmom cherikals. -But the former of these contentions is not-ap- 
parently. pressed as it does not find. a. place in the concluding or prayer portion of the 
memorial. No doubt, as urged by the memorialists, the Settlement Proclamation embraces 
all lands in the State, not only rice and garden lands but also wastes which should be 
brought under assessment. No’ separate rules have however been Jaid down therein for 
dealing with cherikals and they have therefore to be taken as coming under the head of 
wastes mentioned in section 12 of the Proclamation, I therefore recoramended in my 
letter No.. 31 dated 6th January 1907 that cherikal lands should be dealt with under 
the rules and rates applicable to puduvals or waste lands. A perusal of sections 11 
and 18 of the Proclamation will clearly show that the rajabhogam of $ has been fixed only 
for garden andrice ‘lands. Cherikal lands have not been excluded from the scope of those 
sections. Section 11 says “the rajabhogam now levied on Devaswom, Brahmaswom 
and other favourably assessed gardens is not uniform but varies from 1/8 to 2/5, the dif- 
ferent rates being 1/8, 1/6, 1/5, 1/4, 1/8 and 2/5”. Rajabhogam on rice lands had been 
levied at so much per parah (see Section 18). But unlike Jenmom gardens and rice 
lands, Jenmom cherikals have been subjected, whether alienated or not, to a uniform mala- 
yaram tax of half the Pandarapattom tax when cultivated. The claims of the Jenmies 
to cherikals is not at all clear. Excepting cases of special grants wholly rent-free, the 
claims of Jenmies to cherikals can partake only of the character of the claims of holders 
of Pandaravaka cherikals, viz. that of persons who have been for a long period ‘culti- 
vating cherikal lands directly or through their tenants. Jenmom cherikals cannot be 
considered ag Jenmom gardens or rice lands to which sections 11 and 18 of the Procla- 
mation will apply. Periodical cultivation on Government cherikals or waste lands ap- 
‘pears to have been resorted to both by jenmies as well as by kudiyans, the former, how- 
ever, generally scting through their tenants. But unlike lands taken up by kanikars for 
kumari cultivation, lands taken up for cherikal cultivation by jenmies and kudiyans are 
not abandoned by them afterwards but are held or occupied by them and more or less 
regularly cultivated at varying intervals of three to twelve years, No jenmi hag hither- 
to protested against half malavaram tax though that practice has been existing for years 
past (see Huzur Jamabundy Proclamations No. 5786 dated 25th Makaram 1059 & No. 
6909 dated 28th Medam 1062). It was because of the levy hitherto of half malavaram 
tax and as a concession to the jenmies that half Pandarapattom tax was proposed for 
Jenmom cherikals. Even if Jenmom cherikals are considered as Inams they come un- 
der the purview of “other Inams of a similar nature” mentioned in section 25 of the Scttle- 
ment Proclamation to which exceptional treatment may be accorded under the sanction 
of the Dewan. It is also significant that half Pandarapattom malavaram has been uni- 
formly levied as alréady mentioned on unalienated Jenmom cherikals. The memorialisty 
say “Proof of malavaram payment to the Sirkar and of the continuity of documentary deal- 
ings befween jenmies and kudiyans is the only evidence that can be expected of the 
Jenmom character of these out-of-the-way properties at this distance of time’. This 
admission itself betrays the flimsy character of the claim of the jenmies to cherikals. 
Malavaram accounts are notoriously unreliable and the documents between jenmies and 
kudiyans are wholly self-serving evidence. The definition of Pandaravaka cherikal in 
the memorial as ‘what is not Jenmom’ is wholly wrong. All waste land is Government 
property. It is for the jenmi like any other individual to prove his claim to cherikal 
land, The onus is clearly on him and he must give sufficient and convincing evidence. 
No rule can be passed as wanted by the memorialists that the meagre evidence of mala- 
varom accounts and self-serving documents must. be accepted as sufficient proof of the 
Jenmi’s claim. No hard and fast rule can be passed in the matter of evidence which should 
be wholly left to the discretion of the officers appointed to adjudicate on the claims of 
the Jenmies. Cherikal lands were excluded by Government from the settlement opera- 
tions finished in some of the northern taluks and if by mistake or of accourit of irregu- 
larity any cherikals have been treated like ordinary puduvals or assessed only with + 
tax that can be no reason for the application of the same wrong principle to other cheri- 
kals. Cherikal cultivation has done more harm than good io the country and people. 
Large areas of land have become deforested. Luxuriant forests have been converted into 
serub jnngle. The deforestation has affected the rainfall. Centuries of timber growth 
have. been destroyed for the sake of one ortwo good crops of paddy. The holders of 
cherikal land, while they claim the benefits of fugitive cultivation in the matter of taxation, 
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‘want a permanent title to be conferred on them for their holdings. In the taluks of Kal- 
kulam, Vilavancode, Neyyattinkara, Nedumangad, Chriayinkil, Kottarakara, Kunnathur 
and Pathanapuram the term! cherikal’ is not known. All waste lands inclusive of those with- 
in jungles snd forests have been treated as pudavals. The waste lands in the jungly and 
tilly portion of these taluks are similar to cherikals in the northern taluks. Cherikel lands 
are really waste lands in jungles and hills in the taluks in which Cherikal Settlement has 
uow been taken up. Those lancls, the majority of them, are perhaps richer and enjoy 
a better rainfall than similar Jands in other taluks referred to above and they have been 
accorded more favourable treatment than puduval lands by Government. And yet 
jeomies and ryots seem to be discontented. The result of making concessions seems 
to be the demand for more. The permanent and ever profitable cultivation of 
pepper is carried on in many cherikals and that cultivation does not pay any tax - 
to Government, 


The unqualified terminulogy in the limitation of the urea for individual registry. 


The memorialists admit that so far as Pandaravaka cherikals have never been enjoy- 
ed, occupied or claimed. for occupation up to the present time the limitation is salutary. But 
for other lands they do not want any limitation. The maximum has been fixed, I believe, 
only as a general provision, There is no absolute prohibition against a single registry 
of more than a 100 acres. The Jimitation was meant as a provision against speculators 
in rubber or other special products assessable with higher tax. There can be no 
objection to single registries of more than 100 acres in the case of jenmies who 
make out their claim to the lands or kudiyans who have been long in possession of 
such lands or in special cases and on sufficient grounds provided that such regis- 
tries sre made with the sanction of Government and a clause added in such regis- 
tries that if the lands are used for the cultivation of special products assessable with 
higer tax they will then become liable for such higher tax. Thereis a reference from 
the No. [V Party Officer in that matter and J om addressing Government separately 
about it. The sub-division of all large areas into 100 acre blocks must however 
be made. 

Phe refusal of a deduction of 10 per cent on survey out-turn 
_ for unprofitable areas. 


The Settlement Proclamation allows the deduction only for wet lands. Section 
20 does not extend it to garden lands. Nor has the deduction been extended to garden 
or ordinary waste lands. Unprofitable areas, such as, rocks &c., to any appreciable ex- 
tent may not exist in all cherikals and the extent of such areas is variable. It is open 
to ryats to relinquish and leave as Government waste such areas if they lie at one end of 
their holdings. While therefore the 10 per cent deduction asked for cannot be allowed, 
instructions may be issued to the assessing officers that the existence of unprofiteble 
areas, such as, rocks &c., may be taken into account in fixing the rate of assessment. 


The refusal to consider the period of fallow in caleulating the portion 
of tax for yearly collection. 


The memorialists are under a mistaken impression. There has been 
mo such refusal. Periods of fallow have been taken into consideration in fixing the 
yearly rates. The incidence of malavaram tax is not lighter than the lightest rate now 
sauctioned. Two fanams per parah of land consisting of 128 perukoms is the malavaram 
tax for Pandaravaka cherikals and for one acre that tax comes to nearly 7 fs. 
The period of cultivation varies now from 3 to 10 or 12 years and the average may be 
fixed at 6, The tax per year comes thus to more than one fanam, the lowest 
puthuval rate. The net yield of a parah of cherikal of 128 perukoms every 10 or 12 

ears has been found on enquiry to range from 6 to 12 Rs, (see para 8 of my letter 
No. 31 dated 6th January 1907), and this fact affords more than ample justification for 
the maximum. tax imposed on cherikals. Moreover the one fanam as admitted by the 
memorialists represents one parah of paddy and the price per parah has been fixed st 
23 fs, The malavaram rates levied have heen very low and the ryots and jenmies 
want 9 permanenttitle to the cherikals and there are additional grounds for the rates 


fixed by Government.

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In regard to the quotation in para 10 of the memorial “The report docs not give 
even an approximate idea of the’ area ander chcrikals to be brought under settlement 
and the revenue thas might be expected therefrom under the proposed mode of assess- 
ment”, T have to observe that no information was available on the point in this: office 
as to the extent of thecherikals in the difcront talnks, thata clear definition for cheri- 
kals hacl itself to be laid down by Government and that it was not possible to indieate the 
probable revenue under such circumstance specially when the method and mites of, 
assessment to be fixed on cherikals was under discussion. 











The memorial purports to proceed from the Jenmics and Kudiyans of Ettumanoor 
also. But there seam to be no cherikals in that taluk (vide enclosed copy of No. 5 Party 
- Officer’s report No. 59 dated 14-11-06). 


In conclusion I have to draw your attention to the highly objectionable and 
disrespectful language and ione of the memorial as disclosed by the following among 
other portions of te same.

Nor are the claims of Jenmies to their cherikals as Gear and indubitable as to 
Jenmom lands proper. Except in relation to cases of special grants wholly rent-free, 
their claims to cherikals do not materially differ in character from those of the holders of 
Pandaravaka cherikals. Even if Jenmom cherikals are considered as inains, they 
would fall under the purview of “other inams of a similar uature” mentioned in section 
25 of the Proclamation to which exceptional treatment may be accorded with the sanction 
of the Dewan. If any cherikul lands have, by mistake or on account of irreguiarity, 
been assessed at b, that cammot be pleaded as a justification for extending the wrong 
principle to other cherikals, The imposition of 4 the Pandarapastom assessment in 
couformity with the prevailing practice is itself a concession and it is not possible to 
alter the existing rates now. Nor can Government accept the definition of Pandara- 
vaka cherikals as “what ix not Jenmom”, given by the memorialists. The natural 
presumption is that all waste land is Government property. It is for the Jeumi, like 
any other individual, to establish his claim to cherikals by sufficient and convincing evid- 
ence. No hard and fast rule can be passed as prayed for by the memorialists that the 
meapre evidence of malavarom accounts which have often been found to be unrebable 
and self-serving documents must be accepted as sufficient proof of the Jenmies’ claim, 
Quantuin of proof is not a matter to be settled by any general order. 











2. In regard to the limitation of the area for individual registry, there appears to 
be no objection to single reyistries of more than 100 acres being Rerasitted in the case 
of those Jenmies who make-out their claim to the lands or to the Kudiyans who have 
been long in possession of such lands, or in special cases on sufficient grounds, provided. 
that such registries are made with the previous suction of Government and a clause 
added in such registries that if the lands are used for the cultivation of special products 
assessable with higher tax, such as, rabber, they will then become lishle for such higher 








3. With regard to the prayer for the deduction of 10 per cent to cover unprofit- 
feas, it may be pointed out that the concession applies only to wet lands as per 
section 14: of the Proclamation and that the prayer to apply it to all waste lands includ-. 
ing cherikals is far-fetched and quite unwarranted by the wording of the section. The 
prayer has therefore to be disallowed. It is open to ryots to relinquish rock arid wmpro- 
fitable areas provided they are ina compact block. lying at one eud of their holding.” 
Von. Vie 
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Tnstructious may however be repeated to assessing officers that the existence of rocks &e. 
may be taken into consideration in fixing the rate of tax. 


4. The memorialists are mistaken in supposing that the periods of fallow have no. 
been taken into consideration in fixing the yearly rates. Due regard has heen paid to 
the periods of fallow and the average annual net yield per acre in fixing the assessment, 
The statistics available show that the incidence of malavarom tax is not lighter or lower 
than the lightest rate now sanctioned. Under these circumstances and jn view of the 
fact that the ryots would get a permanent title to cherikals under the new scheme, no 
revision of the rates seems called for. Further it will be observed that Goverunient have 
accorded amore favourable treatment to cherikals than to smilar lands in some of the 
taluks of south and middle Travancore which are inferior in pomt of fertility and 
receive a less copious rainfall but which have been assessed invariably at puchval 
rates, 


5. Thus Government regret that they are not able to do anything more than they 
have done. 


6. They cannot help pointing out that the memorial appears to have been prepar- 
ed by some irresponsible individual who is totally ignorant of the task devolving on 
Government of settling such questions on gencral principles as well as special cireum- 
stances, and oblivious of the ordinary credit due to the administration tor acting on 
mature and fair consideration in the light of the facts and figures available to them. 
The insinuative and objectionable expressions used in the memorial are very offensive 
and reprehensible and might have been casily avoided.

: On local investigation aud enquiry at aud about Mundakayam J find that there are 
20,000 acres of cherikal land fit for rubber cultivation. The ryots have a desire to have 
such lands registered as cherikals or puduvals with ordinary paduval assessment and 
then sell them for rubber plantation if they would get a proper price for the same. The 
persons who are now engaged in rubber industry or who are likely to engage themselves 
in itinduce the ryots to get these lands registered as pudluvals under the Cherikal Rules and 
thon sell the lauds to the planters so that they may not be imposed with rubber tax. 
The manager of one of these estates put me the question whether the cherikals register 
et under the present rules would be charged with rabber tax if after registry they are 
utilized for rubber plantation. - This shows that if no such alternative condition be im- 

. posed in the pattahs it will be to the advantage of the rubber planters. 














2. The lands fit for rubber cultivation are generally lands which ave rich and fer- 
tile, Supposing on an average the 5th rate or 5 fanams per acre be applied to the above 
20,000 acres at the present settlement, the total assessment will come to about 14,000 
Rs. per ansam. The amount at the end of 5 years comes to 70,000 Rs. Ifthe rubber 
tax (viz. Gas. per acre for the first 5 yours and 2 Rs, per acre thereafter) be imposed on 
thom the assessment forthe Ist 5 years at the rate of 6 annas per aunum pel acre 
comes to 37,300 Rs, giving thus a decline in the revenue of the Ist 5 years of 32,500 Rs. 
But this decrease will be more than made up in the succeeding two years, for the assess- 
ment on 20,000 acres of rubber lands after the Ist 5 years willbe 40,000 Rs, per year, 
thereby giving an increase af 26,000 Rs. a year. 












. 3. It is not clear what class of persons the alternative imposition is likely to benefits 
. It is certainly beneficial to the interests of Government. This is apart from the question 
of upset price or taravila which is only three times the assessment for cherikals or 2 to 3 
Rs. per acre putting it at the highest, while it is 10 Rs. per acre if given for rubber culti-

The final in- 
crease in the assessment cannot be ascertained before all these lands are assessed with the 
normal tax, and the rubber tax per acre is known. 


2. The rabber plantations in Travancore as in other parts of India are mainly in 
alicn hands, and such profits as ave made in connection with them do not goto enrich the 
natives of the soil except. some in a slight degrov. The incidence of rubber tax on_cherikal 
Jands will, [ think, produce results different on native and foreign capitalists and finally 
ian the natural resources of the coutitry. . 








3. On an economical consideration, the incidence of rubber tax on cherikal lands 
which are now sought for by foreiga capitalists for the cultivation of rubber, will lessen 
the employment of forcign capital in the production of the produce and contriimte in uo 
small degree to develop indizenous industries which now lie dormant for want of capital. 
Hence the addition of the rubber tax will be highly beneficial to the natives in that it 
will add o. stimmilys to the accumulation of capital which can immediately be iransmated 
into any form of activity. .

I have the honor to inform you thatthe No. IV Party Officer reports in his 
Sadhanom No. 2334/3891 dated the 32nd Mithunam Ultimo (copy enclosed with enclosures: 
in original to be retuned) that in the course of his enquiry into Cherikal case No. 23 
concerning Iekkom No. 116 of Pampadi village, Kottayam taluk, the applicants for 
registry have contended that the property should be assessed with tax only to the extent. 
of % of the pattom and that pattah should be granted to them accordingly on the ground 

that in pursuance of an order of Government directing the registry of the said property 
in their names on such tax the proverthi officials have on the 24th Mithunam last 
received from them the arrears and current year’s démand due on. the land at that rate 
and given them acquittance. He says that he understands that similar orders have 
been issued by the Government in regard to’some other cherikals also and that the © 
revenue department have now taken up all these cases for registry. The order of 
Government on which the proceedings of the revenue departinent are based is stated to 
have.been passed about the year 1079 M. GE. i. ¢., 3 years before the special rules nader 
which the cherikal settlement now in progress is conducted by this department were 
promulgated, The Party Officer observes that the fact that at a time when this depart- 
ment has’ already entered on the work of settling cherikal properties under special rules 
framed for the purpose the revenue department has also commenced proceedings . to 
register some of those properties on a light tax in virtue of an order of Government that 
has been allowed to lie dormant for over 3 years and are conducting them to maturity 
with considerable expedition induces a belief that the proceedings have been started at 
the prompting of the parties intorested who apprchend that the settlement of properties 
under the Cherikal Rules followed by this department cannot be as favourable to them 
as under the Government Order now sought to be given effect to. For, while the settle- 
ment rules require excess areas over the registered extent being treated as pudaval and 
dealt, with accordingly, the revenue department is said to be registering the lands in 
blocks without regard to their present area and without realising taravila and tadivila, 
or separately assessing the excess areas. As an instance to show that several of the 
propertics now include a considerable extent over the registered area, he forwards. copy, 
- ‘of the ozhuguform and a list showing the surveyed area of the property concerned in 
the case referred to at the outset. [t appears from thar while lekkom No. 116 is entered : 
in the ozhuguform to measure only 40 parahs of land, its. present extent amounts to 143- 
acres 66-cents. The Party Officer goes on to say that thouyh it is open to doubt .whether 
jn respect of the cherikals covered by the order of 1079, that order or the sabsequent 
rules should be applied in regard to the rate of assessment, it has been definitely ruled 
‘by Government in other cases that excess areas should in such cases be treated as, padu- 
yal, He adds that the action of the revenue department in ignoring the existence of 
puduvals is caleulated to cause loss to Government and prays for orders for the pro- 
ceedings being conducted by either of the two departments as the simultaneous handling 
of the same property by two departments following different lines of treatment will give 
rise to confusion by leading to conflicting: decisions.

J. The Ranni reserve was gazetted as a proposed reserve under section 4 of the 
Forest Regulation on 24th January 1893/15th Tai 1068, but owing to the protracted 
enquiry into the claims of the Melpazhoor Namboori within the reserve, it was not 
finally proclaimed as a reserve under section 18 of the Regulation until the ith December 
1904/21st Thulam 1080. The western boundary of the reserve was partly demarcated 
during the enquiry to ascertain the extent of land within the Reserve claimed by the 
Namburi, but as this Itne was found to be wrong, a fresh line in accordance with the 
description of the boundary was cutin 1075 M. EB, 

2. In 1077, one Krishnan Narayanan, alleging himself to be the agent of the 
owner of the Noorvakad Devaswom, petitioned Government that the Forest department, 
in cutting the boundary of the proposed Ranni reserve, had included a portion of the 
Devaswom lands within the boundary. On 27th November 1902, the Conservator 
reported that a portion of the lands clatmed by the petitioner had been included in the 
Reserve and he suggested that the land might be acquired, on payment of compensation, 
if necessary, so as not to interfere with the proposed western boundary of the reserve 
which had becn cut at great cost to Government. As the probable umount of compen- 
sation estimated by the Revenue Department was heavy, Government, in June 1903, 
decided to exclude the disputed lands from the reserve and the Conservator was asked to 
ent the boundary accordingly. 


3. On 19th March1907, the Conservator reported that the alleged agent of the Deva- 
swom had applied for the payment of Kudivila on royalties felled on the lands claimed 
by the Devaswom and that the agent, Krishnan Narayanan, had granted permission to 
a contractor to fell and remove all the timber growing on the land. The Conservator 
also asked to be furnished with information as regards the ownership, extent and 
boundaries &e. of the Devaswom cherikals. In reply, he was referred to the previous 
correspondence on the subject read above. 


4, On the 18th and 27th Chingom 1083, Kochu Thominan Kuravila of Chengaunur 
presented two petitions toGovernment stating that he had entered into an agreement with the 
owner of the Devaswom for the removal of all timber on the lands, that the Forest 
department had detained the timber so removed by him under the agreement, and claiming 
daroages to the extent of about Rs. 3,000i£ the timber would not be released immediately. The - 
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petitionswere referred to the Conservator of Forests and he submitted on 24th Deceniber 1907 

‘a full report on the subject, That report traversed the whole ground covered by the pre- 
vious correspondence and threw additional light on the points which the vernacular cor- 
respondence of 1077 failed to bring out prominently. The Conservator stated that the 
removal.of timber, except on payment of seigniorage, had been prohibited by a notice 
issued in 1082, pending settlement of the question of ownership. A further reference 
was made on 12th March 1908 to the Conservator asking hima to report whether a noti- 
fication was published in the Gazette, as ordered on 23rd June 1908, altering the bound- 
aries of the reserve as laid down in the notification of 1068 and whether the lands forming 
the subject-matter of Kochu Thomman Kuruvila’s complaint lay within the boundaries 
of: the reserve as finally settled in 1904 and published in the Gazette.

It is not clear from the previous cor- 
respondence on the subject under what section of the Regulation the claim on behalf of 
the Noorvakad Devaswom was admitted and decided independently of the Forest Seitlement 
Officer. Under section 8 of the Regulation, the power to entertain a claim: after a period 
of six months is vested in the Forest Settlement Officer only. It may be that the claims. 
put forward by the Devaswom were all through fictitious. Government, therefore, 
direct that the Division Peishkar, Quilon, should proceed to the place at once and inspect it 
in company with the Conservator of Forests and the two officers should subimit a joint 
report on the whole case including the question of ownership of the Devaswom to:

The Scttlement Peishcar brings fo notice that the procedure followed by the 
yevenue department in the settlement of certain cherikwls in the Kottayam. taluk is 
different from that adopted by the settlement department, in that the revente officers 
assess cherikals with one-eighth of the pattom wnder certain isolated orders passed 
by Government in 1079 M. E.; whereas the settlement officers who are conducting 
the work of cherikal Settlement in Kottayam and other taluks adopt for their guidance 
the rules dated 28rd March 1907 which impose half the pattom assessment, on Jenmi_ 
cherikals. . 

The Settlement Peishear observes that the action of the land revenue authorities 
js calculated to cause loss of revenue to Government and that with a view to avoid con: 
fusion and conflicting decisions, it is desirable to settle the live of treatment to be follow- 
ed in the settlement of cherikals. He adds that, ordinarily, the orders of Government 
duthorising the levy of one-eighth of the pattom assessment on cherikals should he taken 
to have been cancelled by the subsequent rules passed by Government in 1907.

The assessment on the dry lands amounts to 7,786 fanams and 13 cash. 
There are no trees standing on these lands. 
The rates applied to the dry lands arc the 3rd and the 5th (cherikal rate). 


The lands in the village have been treated as Jenmi cherikal belonging to’ Eda- 
vana Pandarathil in pursuance of a decision passed by the Reserve Forcst Settlement 
Officer that they belong to the Pandarathi. From the Party Officer's report it is observ= 
ed that this decision has been appealed against by the Government and that the appeal is 
now pending in the High Court. If the appeal is decided in favour of Government, the 
lands have only to be included within the reserve and no further action will be necessary. 
If on the other hand the appeal goes against the Sirkar, the lands will be liable to pay 
ovly half the pattom assessment as tax and pattahs will have to be issued accordingly 
unless the Government assumes the land for forest reservation. The Party Officer should 
have as the Goverament have preferred an appeal, awaited the decision therein before 
passing his order. Iam calling for the order and records in the case with a view to 
examine the same. The final action in respect of the lands must be in accordance with 
the High Court decision, In view to avoid delay in the settlement of the lands after the 
disposal of the appeal by the High Court in case it should. be against the Sirkar, I request. 
Govermnent will be pleased to accord sanction to the adoption of the proposed raies.

I have the honor to report that 1 now wadersiand that there is an impression 
among the people interested in cherikal cultivation that no taravila and tree value as pre- 
seribed in the Cherikal Proceedings and Rules need be paid on cherikals which are decided 
as belonging to Jenmies or others holding on favourable tenures and even if they are 
payable the maximum rate of taravila to be paid on them will be only three times the 
assessment to be levied on those (one-half of the full assessment), . 





2, The Cherikel Proceedings and Rules framed thereunder do not make any dis- 
tinction in the matter of taravila and tree value in respect of cherikals belonging to 
Jenmies and others holding on favourable tenures. On the contrary it is clear from them 
that taravila and tree value have to be levied on all cherikals irrespective of their tenures 
or ownership. 


3. In the pakudies of Kaviyoor and Ayroor where rough pattahs have to be 
issued shortly there are some cherikals which have been decided as helonging to Jenmies 
and rough pattahs could be issued only after the realisation of the taravila and tree 
value. if, as 1 understand, the holders of the lands other than Pandaravaka refuse or 
abstain from payment of the acre and tree value, no rough pattahs could be issued and 
there will be Eioutty in settling these lands. 


4. As regards the unit of assessment on which the taravila amount has to be’ 


worked out in respect of the above said cherikals, clause $ of para 4 of the Cherikal Pro- 
ceedings prescribes it to he the assessment or pattom for the lands and para 6 direets 
the levy of half the assessment as the tax on them. Clause 2 of the Cherikal Rules No. 
2 appears to be in conformity with the Proceedings in this respect, but a reading of clause

L have the honor to forward herewith copy of the No. LV Party Officer’s report 
No. 313/188 dated 30-3-85 re the realisation of taravila and tadivila im respect of the 
cherikal lands in the Akalakunnam village, Kottayamtaluk, It is seen therefrom that some 
of the parties to whom notices were issued for the deposit of taravila and tadivila nrge that 
they have paid the tadivila on certain properties mentioned in the notices ta the Taluk 
Treasury as per valuations made by the Forest department, and produce receipts for the 
game, They say now that the sums they have already paid should be taken into account in 
realisation of the amounts by this department. With regard to certain propertics taravila ~ 
and tadivila seem to have’ been realised in Meenam Inst. The Party Officer says that in 
the case of lands whose trees were valued both by the settlement and forest depart- 
‘ments, the value fixed by this department should alone be realixed, and the amounts, ifany, 
yealised as per valuation by the forest department ordered to be refunded to parties. 
He also suggests that he sees no objection in respect of such nos., to the sums realixed by 
the forest department being taken into account and the lands registered, 










In this connection, I have to bring to the notice of Govermneut my letter No, 338 
dated 19-2-07 pointing out the inadvisability of the forest department making valuations 
of trees in pudavalsin spite of the new settlement rales and stating that there will he 
diffierences in valuation by the two departments due to the difference in the rates 
adopted, the rates of valuation being not identical, and the Government reply thereto 
No. 1639/L. R. dated 5-3-37 informing me that the settlement department need not 
adopt the ,valuations made by the forest department in puduval registration cases dis- 
posed of under the new rules and that the Conservator is being written to, to the ffoet 
that he need not. make valuations in such cascs. 





The valuations by the forest department referred to by the Party Officer were 
made apparently subsequent to the Government order as the amounts seen to have been 
realised in Meenam last. 





Tam of opinion that in respect of lands whose tree valuations made by the forest:

Tay not case the situation if we lay down that, where the éaranila or the tadivt js 
“due from. a single individnal happens to exceed, say, Rs. 100, it shall he open to the 
holder of the cherifal either to pay it in alump or in equal instalments spread over three 
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yyears, whichever he may find moxt convenient. Even in the latter case, I presume 
that the total amount due should be fixed and shown against the individual concerned, 
‘the instalment actually due for the year being alone shown as demand for that year 
and collected, the remainder being held under suspense.

2, The maximum faravila or acreage value on Pandarapattom cherikals under 
the rules is three times the assessment and on an average such value will come to 1} Rs, 
per acre in Kanjirapally. The average tadivila per acre in the locality does not exceed’ 
4.Rs., there being on an average not more than one tree of $ vannoms or above in 
each acre of the cherikals in the Changanacherry taluk (total no. of trees in the cheri- 
kals in the taluk 53,416, total extent of cherikals in acres 90,196). The applicant for 
xegistry or bolder of cheriksl lands in Kanjirapally has therefore to pay only Rs. 5$ per 
acre on an average. This can in no way be considered as « high figure, 


3. Although under the rules, lands the taravila and fudivila of which is no 
paid within 3 days from date of notice have to be treated as “asyessed waste at the dis- 
posal of Government,” yet, in practice, under a circular issued from the Central Office, 
taravila and tadivila have been received up to date of preparation of fair: pattahs. 
The circular was issued at a time when the revenue department in fixing tax on asses- 
sed waste after the close of settlement in a taluk was merely adopting the rates fixed 
by the settlement department.

The circular in its working has not interfered with 
the closing of settlement operations within the forecast dates. Although . the 
Government have recently imereased the minmuam revenue rates for puthuvals 
in the Kottayam Division and may likewise raise the minimum on cherikals also, 
yet the concession may be extended to cherikal holders as wellas to the holders of 
puthuval lands in the unsettled taluks of the Kottayam Division, 


4. 100 Rs. taravila and tadivila represents what has generally to be paid. for 
obtaining the registry of about 20 acres of chevikal Iand, _ betty holders of cherikals 
occupying but 10 acres or less. They will have to pay only about 54 is. per.acre. It is

In his Sadhanam, Cireuit No. 2 dated 26-4-1084 (copy enclosed), the No. IV 
Party Officer reports that the Proceedings of Government, No. 14627/L. R. dated 22nd 
Ultimo, exempts only cherikals in which private Jenmies are found to have right and 
title from the payment of acreage and timber value, that there are other cherikals held 
on favourable tenures, such as, Pandaravaka and Sirkar Devaswomvaka Thettom, Otti, 
Anubhogam and Karanmapattom, and registered or not registered in the Sirkar accounts 
as such, that Government have been hitherto levying on them not the full malavaram 
tax but only half of it, that hereafter too the half Pandarapattom tex has to he levied on 
such cherikals, that such lands stand ‘on the same footing as Jenmi cherikals and that 
it does not seem advisable to levy éaravila and tadivila on these lands also. 


2, The Party Officer divides the lands mentioned in his report into registered and 
not registered. The registries referred to are not, however, actual registries but only the 
descriptions of the tenures of the lands in the old Ozhugus and other records. By ‘not 
registered’ the Party Officer seems to refer to the lands which, though not registered in 
the accounts, are proved to belong to the holders by Neets or other deeds of grant &c. 
Lands of the above description i. e, lands to which the holders prove their right and title 
and on which half or less than half malavaram alone hes becn hitherto levied or was 
Jeviable may, therefore, as recommended by the Party Officer, be placed on the same 
footing as Jenmom cherikals & exempted from the payment of taravila and tadivila. 
Such lands may, however, he assessed with half the Pandarapattom tax as provided in 
the rules.

12-6-84 and its enclosures, as per list annexed, received from the No. IV Party Officer 
on the subject of a petition presented by one Ramen Sankaran on behalf of Thuppan 
Surian Bhattathiripad of Kaladi Manakal praying that cherikal no. 286/1 comprising 
lekom 158 of Akalakunnam village be treated at the present settlement as Karamozhivu in. 
favour of the Bhattathiripad’s family on the ground that it isnow being enjoyed as 
such. The Party Officer says thatat the Jenmi cherikal inquiry the land in question 
was decided to be Jenmi cherikal as it was found described in the Sirkar accounts as 
Pandaravaka Anubhogam in the name of the Bhattathiripad’s family. The  petitioner’s 
claim is stated to be founded on Huzar Jamabandy Sadhanam No. 20 dated 7th Chingom 
1052 and certain Neets relating to the land. From the copy herewith sent of bot- 
tayam Dewan Peishkav’s order to the Tahsildar based on the above Huzur Sadhanam if 
is observed that the cherikal in question has been directed by Government to be treated 
as Karamozhivu Anubbhogam belonging to the Bhattathiripad. The petitioner has also 
produced before the Party Officer unattested copies of three neets. It is pointed out by 
the Party Officer that though there is nothing to show that the copies are geumine the 
petitioner cannot take exception to anything recited therein in so faras they ‘have been. 


Vou. Vi. 
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produced by him to support his claim. It appears from the neet copies that the land 
under reference was purchased by the Bhattathiripad’s family from strangers, that ib is 
leviable with 1/20 of the pattom as malavaram and that_ this malavarain has been 
remitted by the Sirkar in favor of the Bhattathiripad. The Party Officer is therefore of 
the opinion that the land is not karamozhivu as contended and that it is leviable with one 
half the pattom assessment under the Cherikal Rules. fle thinks that the remission of the 
malavaram in favour of the Bhattathiri ix an arrangement analogous to ddradhil chilarn 
and that itis very probable that the reason for the absence of corresponding entries in the 
accounts for the description of the land us Karamozhivu Anubhogam tt the Hagar order 
quoted above is the fact that cherikals bear no ayacut tax and that the malavarain levi- 
able thereon is not a fixed, butonlya fluctuating item. In these ciretanstances the 
Party Ofiicer says that the contention of the petitioner that the land is karamozhivu 
merely because the 1/20 mialavaram leviable has been remitted in hie favour is untenable 
and recommends that like other jamui chorikals the land in question should be assessed 
with one-half the pattom as tax and that the question of the remission ia favour of the 
Bhattathiri should be imquired into by the Revenue Departinent and disposed of 
in aceordance with Government Proceedings No. 10099/L. KR. dated Sth August ‘08. 
T agree with the Party Ofticer in his opinion and request that Goverment may be pleased 
to accord sanction to the land in question being dealt with as jenni cherikal in modifica- 
tion of the direction contained in Huzur Jumabandy Sadhana already referred to to treat 
the same as Karamozhivu Anubhogam.

the Cherikal Rules on the und that the lands comprised in them are cherik d 
asking for orders as to whether these caves have to be dealt with under the miles for 
virathi settlement contained in para 9 of the Proceedings No. $/262, dated 23rd Sep- 
tember 1904 or under the rules subsequently passed by Goverment for the settlement 
of cherikal ands. The doubt expressed by the Party Officer as to the method of treat- 
ment to be accorded to the lands comprised in the cases in question is apparently ch: 
the fact that the Chertkul Rules are silent on the point. The Party Officer says 
in view of the fact that the holders of the lands had to perform Qutiem service as 4 
dition for their enjoyment of the lands, it is only reasonable to expect them to apply for 
thelands being settled under the Proceedings of Goverument quoted above which lays 
down that such of the lands ag are in the possession of the vrithi holders shall be cua- 
firmed to them on full patiom without payment of vilayartham. But some of the chri- 
kal viruthies. under reference are said to have been alienated by the original holders. Jn 
the case of the present holders of these lands, vilayartham amounting to 5 or 10 tines 
the assessment according as the length of possession is 12 years or above or below 12 
years will have to be levied if the lands arc to be dealt with under the above quoted Pro- 
ceedings and no tadivila is leviable in their ease. Hf on the other hand, these lands are 
settled under the Cherikal Teules, the maximum taravila leviable under the .rules is only 
sment in the case of both the original grantees and alienées, in addi- 
ivila. at the prescribed rates. The Party Officer seems to think ‘that the 
absence of provision in the Cherikal Rules to deal with cherikal viruthies is presumably 
due to the fact that at the time these rules were passed, there was no information as_to 
the existence of any viruthi holdings under cherikals, and that, inasmuch ax cherikal 
viruthies are not of the same kind as other viruthi holdings on account on the fact that 
the latter are assessed to annual revenue while the former pay tax only during years of 
cultivation, the lands in question should be dealt with only under the Cherikal Rules. 











































2, Vhe absence of separate provision in the Cherikal Rules for the weatment of 
cherikeal virnthics is due to the fact that the settlement of viruthi lands had been already 
fully deals with in the Proceedings of Government quoted above. The Cherikal Rules 
have intraduced only certain modifications in the existing rules as to classification, 
registration and assessment and as there is no provision therein in respect of viruthies 
the Government Proceedings relating to viruthies has to he applied to cherikals also. 
Jn this view, I am of opmion that the cherikal viruthies under reference have to be 
dealt with under the provisions laid down in para 9 of the said Proceediugs. I request 
the carly orders of Government. 





3. Tu this connection, I beg to point out that the viruthi settlement has, under the 
above Proceedings, to be. conducted by the ordinary revenue department. But having 
regard to the fact that the cherikal viruthi holdings are few in number and that the 
settlement of these lands has to be closed soon, this department may be authorised to 
deal with the cases referred to by the Party Officer under the rules applicable to them.

J have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 1299/L. R. dated 
the 19th January Jast giving cover to two letters, dated respectively the 16th and 18th 
‘Vrichigom 1084 and enclosures from the Edapally Kariakar praying that the claim of 
the Swaroopam toa half share of the assessment on all the lands comprised within the 
Mukanjiram cherikal in Madapally pakudy, Changanacherry taluk, be recognised in 
modification of the Government order contained in their Proceedings No. 14775/L. R., 
dated 20th November ’08 limiting such claim to 12 survey numbers on which alone half 
the assessment has been assigned in favour of the Swaroopam in the ayacut of 1012 
“M. E, and requesting to be informed whether there are any grounds for reconsidering the 
order of Government as prayed for by the Kariakar, 


2. I called for a report on the subject from the No. IV Party Officer and a copy of 
his reply (Sadbanom No. 735/190, dated 21-7-84) is herewith sent. 


8. The claim now set up by the Swaroopam to a half-share of the entire cherikal is, 
I find, based on two grounds:—-namely (a) that the ozhugu accounts of 1012 contain the 
recital ‘ IeNIAUs wo MSenesd Mago emoanmlwIw) MIMEAIZIBRMY Raecanaloe 
e.aidlano’ and (b) that in the settlement of 1012 only those properties which were then 
found to have been reclaimed and planted up were assessed and half the pattom then im- 
posed assigned in favor of the Swaroopam and that this accounts for the absence of similar 
entries or assignment in respect of the remaining properties within the cherikal limits. 


4. Jt will be seen from the Party Officer’s report above referred to and this office 
Sadhanom No. 247/7, dated 16-1-84 referred to in the Government Proceedings quoted in 
sara J, that there are no Sirkar accownts which give the boundaries or extent of Mu- 
kanjiram cherikal, that according to the Grandhavari of Elangaliore Swafoopam the cheri- 
kal in question comprises 253 survey nos., that these are made up of 


(i) 17 survey nos. registered in the ayacut as belonging to both Bdapally and 
Sirkar, 
(ii) 29 nos. registered exclusively as Pandarapattom, 


(ii) 1 no. registered as Pandaravaka Tiruvulam, 
Va. VE 
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(iv) 123 nos. registered as Sirkar puduvals by the 'revenne department subse- 
quent to the ayacut, 


(v) 71 nos. registered as puduval at this settlement, and 
(vi) 12 nos. recorded as waste 


and that half the assessment has been assigned in favour of the Swaroopam, 
only on 120utof the 17 nos. registered as belonging to both. 


5. In regard to the recital in the ozhngu of 1012 urged by the Kariakar in evi- 
dence of the claim of the Swaroopam to a half-share of the assessment on the entire cheri- 
kal, the Party Officer says that lekkom 224 in the ozhugn of which the description quoted 
oceurs also belongs to both Edapally and Sirkar in halves, that this tenure of the lekkom 
is not separately mentioned in the ozhugu, that in the ozhugus of other lekkoms of which 
also Mukanjiram cherikal is recited as onc of the boundaries, the nature of the cherikal is 
not described as is done in the ozhugu of Iekkom 224 and that in these circumstances and 
haying regard to the fact that no accounts have hitherto been prepared of all the ch $ 
in Changanachery taluk the expression “ AMs2oaodqe MA Gg daDWo BMPas—i”? 
should be taken to describe the tenure of lekkom 224 instead of the cherikal itsell. Ife 
adds that even if it be assumed that the recital in question applies to Mukanjiram cherikil, 
there are no Sirkar records which give the boundarics or extent of the cherikal and that 
in their absence the whole of the area now claimed as Mukanjiram cherikalon the stroneth 
of the Swaroopain records cannot be recognised as such on the sole basis of the above said © 
ozhugu. 












6, The second contention, the Party Officer points out, is inconsistent with the fact 
that while 17 nox. are borne m the ayacut as belonging to both Edapally and Sivkar, 
half the assessment has been assigned in it in favor of the Swaroopam only on 12 nos. 
ani that even in the ayacut 29 nos. are registered exclusively as Pandarapattum und one 
no. as Pandaravaka Tiruvulam. It is significant that while 123 nos. have been regis 
tered as Sirkar puduvals within the arca claimed as Mukanjiram cherikal subsequent to 
the ayacut, no claim to any portion of the assessment imposed on them has hitherto been. 
preferred on behalf of the Swaroopam, and in view of the long enjoyment of the Sirkar 
acquiesced in by the Swaroopam in exclusion of the latter’s right, the Party Officer says 
that the contention now put forward by the Swaroopam cannot be accepted in the absence 
of other satisfactory evidence. :

boundary of Karikattur proposed Keserve is determined. There are other cherikal nos. in 
Rani village for which T understand that proceedings for registry are being held by the 
settlement officers. From what I have seen of these tracts it sccims to me that some of 
these tracts would muke suitable Reserves if they have not been already included im the 
Gazetted boundaries. There are converse cases also of the existing Reserves having taken 
in denuded areas in the vicinity of inhabited villages which had better he thrown open 
for the villagers. One instance of this kind came to my notice in connection with 
Kunnam village adjoinning the Chethakal Reserve and T have suggested to the Acting 
Conservator a change of boundary, (vide accompanying copy of my letter No. 3438 dated 
14-209). Ifsuch areas are thrown open it would be desirable to take in by way of ex- 
change some of the areas which are treated as cherikals but which contain valuable forest.

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growth. To enable these questions to besettled satisfactorily in the interests of the Govern- 
ment and the ryots, I think that the registry of cherikal lands in the Rani village 

_ should be deferred till the forest department have completed the demarcation of the 
Reserve boundaries. The cherikal officer might confine himself to the adjudication of 
jenmi claims, but when once he decides that «certain cherikal is Government land the fur- 
ther question of assigning such areas might be left to the revenue department. Te will 
take some time for forest department to correctly demarcate their boundaries and show 
them in the village maps and probably the period fixed for the completion of the cherikal 
officers’ work might expire by that time and hence my suggesting that the assignment ol 
lands within Sirkar cherikals might be left to the revenue departnent. fH this is 
not done, I am afraid that difficulties similar to those connected with the Rajanpara Re- 
serve might arise in other tracts also owing to the tactics of speculators of the type of 
Cochu Thomman. My suggestion relates solely to the cherikals in Rani village, 
Chengannur taluk, If the suggestion meets with the approval of Goverment, [ request 
that the necessary instructions may be issued to the settlement department. I have no 
knowledge of the reserves within the Kottayam Division or the position of the chertkals 
with reference to them. But it is worthy of consideration whether a similar course may 
not be necessary in that Division also for the protection of the interests of the Govern- 
ment on the one side and of bona fide ryots on the other.

9. In the G. 0. read above, Government rejected the petitioner’s prayer for the 
registry of certain cherikal lands outside the Kuttivanam Reserve. Subsequently, at the 
Jenmi cherikal enquiry, the petitioner claimed 198 pieces of cherikad land in the Rani 
pakuthi as his jenmom. The claim was rejected by the Party Officer, whose order was 
confirmed by the Settlement Peishcar on revision on 6-6-784. 


3. The petitioner prays for 2 revision of the above order of the Scttlement 
Peishcar. He also prays that he may be allowed to exercise the right of capturing eleph- 
ants in the Ranni pakuthi. He, however, admits that he has no legal evidence to tender 
in support of his claim. 


4, The petitioner's claim for the cherikals was referred to the Settlement Peish- 
car for report and Sadhanam dated 13-7-’84, read above, is the Peishcar’s reply on the 
subject. 


3. Mr. Padmanabha Aiyar observes that none of the cheritals in the possession of the 
petitioner or of his family have been registered inthe names of strangers,but that the cheri- 
kals in the enjoyment of the other members of his family have been ordered to be -regis- 
tered in the names of those other members, and that some of the lands claimed by the 

-petitioner have been directed to be registered in the names of the occupants and others 
to be sold in auction. The Settlement Peishcar is of opinion that the petitioner's claim 


is untenable.

I have the honor to forward herewith copies of two Sadhanoms Nos. 270/185 and 
773|204 dated respectively the 10th Kumbham and the 8th Meenom 1084 together with 
their enclosures (as per list appended) received from the No. IV Party Officer 
requesting orders as to the mode of treatment to be accorded at this settlement to cherikal 
lands of certain tenures in some of the villages of Kottayam and Changanachery taluks. 


2. The lands in question fall under three groups, viz., 


6 CAR FE LIRR 
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{a) Those of the Pandaravaka Thettom tenure ; 


(b) Do. Adiyarapattom tenure ; and 


(c) Do. Adiyarapattom and Thettom tenures in the proportion of 
one-fourth and three-fourths. 


53. The first group of lands is situated in Pambadi village, Kottayam taluk. The 
vate of malayarain tax imposed on those lands by the Revenue Department during the years 
of cultivation is 1} fanam or three-fourths of the Pandarapattom rate. The other two 
gronpsare found in the villages of Nedunkunnam and Kanjirapalli in the Changanachery 
taluk, The Pandaravaka Adiyarapattom lands are charged by the Revenue Department 
also with three-fourths of the Pandarapattom rate. Butin the case of the lands of the 
third group which fall under a double tenure, the one-fourth share of the Adiyarapattom 
tenure is alone assessed with three-fourths of the Pandarapattom rate while on the 
remaining three-fourths share of the Thettom tenure, only one-half the Pandarapattom 
rate is imposed. 


4, It will be seen from the Party Officer’s report that the Thettom lands in the 
Pambadi village embracing § Iekkoms were decided by the registering officer to be dealt 
with as Pandarapattom on account of the failure of the party concerned to contest his claims 
atthe registration inquiry in the village, that on the issue of the rough pattah the 
registry holder complained against that decision and applied for the lands being treated 
as Jenmi cherikal not liable to the levy of taravila and tadivila and assessable with only 
one-half the pattom as tax, and that his present reference is the result of the examination 
of the records and old accounts made on the representation of the party interested. 


5. The Party Officer says that the rules for cherikal settlement do not authorise 
the imposition of one-half taxon lands already assessed with more, end he doubts 
whether taravila and tadivila can be realized and whether the tenure as per old accounts 
ean be altered into Pandarapattom. 


6. According to the spirit of the orders of Government contained in their 
letter No. 1896/L. R. dated 4-2-'09, Iam of opinion that no taravila or tadivila can be 
levied on the lands under reference. 


7. Inyvegard to tenure and rate of tax, Thettom lands are analogous to Otti, 
having been probably originally granted by the Sirkar for a money consideration. 
Adiyarapattom cherikals are described in Mr. Raman’Menon’s treatise on the “ Land 
‘Tenures of Travancore” as having been granted of old on payment by the holders of the 
adukuvathu of half-fanam per parab of land &c. Only the Olugoo accounts relating 
to the lands are now forthcoming, and they do not contain information as to the terms 
of the grant of the lands. These two tenures may, however, be taken as analogous ta 
those mentioned in section 22 of the Settlement Royal Proclamation. 


8. The tax leviable on the lands falling under this section is ordinarily one-half the 
pattom assesssment, but wherever the old demand is found to be more than half the new 
pattom, such old demand is to be confirmed and continued as the future demand. The 
lands in question bear no previous tax as they arenot subject to yearly cultivation, but 
during years of cultivation the rate of tax levied by the Revenne Department is, as has 
already “been. stated, three-fourths of the Pandarapattom rate for Adiyarapattom lands in 
the villages of Kanjirapalli and Nedunkunnam, and the same ratefor the Thettom lands 
in Pambadi village, and in the case of the lands under the double tenure in the Changh- 
nachery taluk three-fourths of the Pandarapattom rate for the Adiyarapattom portion

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(20mg or one-fourth share) and one-half for the Thettom portion ( 283° or three- 
fourths share). In the circumstances of the case and having regard to the spirit of the 
Cherikal Rules and the Settlement Proclamation, I am of opinion that the tenures may 
be left undisturbed and the following rates of tax imposed on the lands. 


(a) Three-fourths the full pattom on the Thetom lands in Pambadi village ; 


; (b) Three-fourths the full pattom on the Adiyarapattom lands in the villages of 
‘Kanjirapalli and Nedunkunnom ; and 


(c) Three-fourths the full pattom on the one-fourth share of Adiyarapattom 
and one-half the pattom on the three-fourths share of Thettom, in regard to the lands of 
the double tenure in the Changanachery taluk. 


I vequest the carly orders of Government in the matter.

T have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. S. K. 2918 dated 
the 23th March 1909 forwarding an extract from letter No. 2997 dated 17-209 from 
the Acting Dewan Peishkar, Quilon, (Mr. Mahadeva Iyer), suggesting that the registry 
of chertkals adjudged as Pandaravaka at the cherikal enquiries in the Rani village be 
left to the Revenue Department so as to allow sufficient time to the Forest Department 
to correctly demarcate the boundaries of the proposed reserves and thus avoid the possi- 
bility of lands suitable for reservation or included within the Gazetted boundaries of 
proposed reserves being assigned to private individuals, and calling for an expression of 
my views regarding the settlement of the cherikals in the Kottayam Division. 
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_ 2. Tealled for reports on the subject from the Nos. VII and IV Party Officers and 
copies of their replies are herewith sent. J also forwarded copy of the No. IV Party 
Officer’s report to the Ag. Conservator of Forests and the Dewan Peishkar, Quilon, and 
invited their remarks thereon with special reference to the Proceedings of Government 
No, 2216/L, R. dated 23-2-’08 recording their intention not to go in for further reserva- 
tion and accordingly permitting the registration of lands falling outside of settled and 
proposed reserves without reference to the Forest Department. Copies of my letters to 
them as well as their replies are also forwarded, 


8. The No. VII Party Officer seems to agree with the Ag. Dewan Peishkar, Quilon’ 
in his suggestion and thinks that it may be applied to cherikal’ settlement in bis Party 
jn view of the fact that while cherikal settlement has to be closed within a limited 
period the demareation of the boundaries of the reserves by the Forest Department is 
likely to take a much longer period. But the No. IV Party Officer takes exception to 
the proposal on the following grounds:— 


(a) That the proposal if adopted might prove a source of hardship to the people 
as they would have to pay arrears of tax from 1066 instead of the three years’ pattom 
levied under the Cherikal Rules before getting the lands registered by the Revenue 
Department. 


[Since the date of the Party Officer's report, the period for which arrears are 
chargeable in respect of the registries made by the Revenue Department. has been reduced 
to 10 years or from the date of occupation whichever is less.] 


(b) That for the above reason people interested in cherikal cultivation and who 
have been in possession of the lands for several years would object to the suggested 


course. 


(c) That it will cause loss of revenue to Government. 


(a) That there is no necessity for postponing registry as suggested in view of 
the fact that the Conservator of Forests has under orders of Government supplied this 
department with sketches and lists of settled and proposed reserves and that the houn- 
daries and other particulars of the reserves are also published in the Gazette: and 


(e) That go far as Rani village is concerned taravila and tadivila and amounts 
realised by auction sale in respect of a large number of Properties will have to be refund- 
ed and the registries and auction sales already made and confirmed will have to be can- 
celled before the proposal can be given effect to. 


4. Mr. Ramakrishna Aiyar, Dewan Peishkar, Quilon, says that he is unable to sub- 
scribe to the proposal made by Mr. Mahadeva Jyer and that in the interests of all parties. 
concerned it will be well that cherikal registries are conducted by the Settlement.

Manimala 
in Changanachery taluk. According to the sanctioned forecast’ Rani and Ezhumattur 
villages ‘have to be completed by the close of 1084 and others by the cud of Makarom

tion of the reserves be finished before the end of 108+ as stated by the Conservator 
the registration of the Pandaravaka cherikals thereafter by the Revenue Departinent 
along with the multifarious duties devolving on them must necessarily take a lone time 
“and Toss of revenue will be inevitable. 


Regarding the fourth ground which ix based on the Proceedings of Government 
already referred to laying down their intention not to vo in for further reservation, ihe 
Conservator says that the sketches already supplied to this departinent. ia pursuance of 
the G, O, are in some cases unreliable being based on the one inch map af Ward and 
Conner, that the boundaries notified in the Gazette are not clear and deliniicin every case, 
that correct sketches based on village maps are in course of preparation for supply ta this 
department and that until such maps are got ready Vor all Mocks the demarcation cannot 
be considered accurate. If that be so all that will be verguired to seenre the objcet in 
viow is to defer the registry of those survey nos. which lie contiguous to ihe noti- 
fied boundaries until such time that it takes the Forest Department te clearly and 
definitely ascertain their lay with reference to particular reserves instead of postponing 
the registry of all Sirkar cherikals indiscriminately. This can be done by the Forest 
Department furnishing the Settlement Party with a list of those nunthers that Hie in the 
viamity of reserves and their registry may be left over for che Revenue Depariament 
to deal with. This is even now being done as will be seen from the correspondence 
noted at foot. 











In respect of the 5th ground the Conservator says that it will be wnnecessary to 
refund taravila and tadivila and sale proceeds im respect of the cherikals already regis- 
tered in the Rani village but that if he is furnished with a list of all the Sirkar cherikals 
already assigned he would inform the Party Officer whether any of them fall within pro- 
posed or settled reserves and that cancellation of registry and auction proceedings and 
refund of tharavila &c, need be considered only in regard to them. J am asking the 
Party Officers to arrange accordingly. 


6. The Conservator also says that he does ‘not think it necessary to dofer the 
settlement of cherikals, this work of settling chorikals can go on, but it is only the 
registry cf cherikals in the names of private individuals that has to be deferred for 2 short 
time.” But there can be no settlement without registry. 


_ _ 7. Ona consideration of all the facts and circumstances of the case I am of 
opinion that it is unnecessary to postpone the settlement of all Sirkar cherikaly in 
villages adjoining forest reserves, that the object aimed at can be gained by deferring the 
registry of such of these cherikals only as lie contiguous to the notified boundaries and 
that this can be effected hy.the Conservator supplying the settlement officers with a list 
of the survey numbers of the cherikale. I request the early orders of Government in 
the matter. If my proposal is approved of by Government the Conservator has to be 
directed to furnish the list at a very carly date as otherwise cherikal settlement will be 
prolonged to beyond the estimated forecast date.

Sir, 


I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No, 916 of 11th 
May 1909 (and reminder thereto No. 980 of 22-5-’09) forwarding for my remarks copies 
of extract from Quilon Dewan Peishkar’s letter to Government and of No. IV 
Party Officer’s report thereon 7e-the settlement of cherikals in villages adjoining Forest 
Reserves. . 


2. Ihave carefully considered the suggestions made by the Quilon Dewan Peish- 
kar and have also perused the objections put forward by the Party Officer in his No. A 
dated 6th May 1909 and I cannot bring myself to the conviction that the objections of 
the Party Officer are of such a serious nature as to out-weigh the disadvantages which 
this department will have to contend with and the loss that Govermment may be put to 
by not accepting the suggestions advanced by the Quilon Dewan Peishkar. will deal 
with the objections of the Party Officer seriatim. 


(1) The Party Officer says that the adoption of the course suggested would 
result in hardship to the people inasmuch as they would have to > pay arrears of tax 
from 1066 instead of the three years’ pattom levied under the Cherikal Rules before 
getting the land registered from the Revenue department. This is no doubt an import- 
ant objection and one that merits consideration but I think the difficulty can be got 
over if Government could be moved to order that in consideration of the special 
circumstances of the case only the three years’ pattom as per Cherikal Rules need be 
levied in such cases. Considering the necessity of entrusting the registry of these cheri- 
kals to the Revenue department and the safety in adopting the procedure, I do not think 
the Government would object to the three years’ pattom alone being recovered in cases 
of this kind, especially when it is remembered that the special rule will have to be applied 
to only certain local areas. I do not see why people interested in Sirkar cherikals should , 
object to assignment of cherikals by the Revenue department instead of by the Settlement 
department unless the latter wr them any advantages which the former would refuse. 
The course suggested by'Mr. Mahadeva Iyer would ensure forest interests of the State 


being safeguarded better without unnecessarily depriving ryots interested iu cherikals 
of their valid rights,

3. It is not in the case of every proposed Reserve that the boundaries have 
been clearly notified nor accurate maps prepared. In some already notified the boundaries 
are vaguely given and the sketches are unreliable being hased on one inch map. Even 
in the case of proposed Reserves whose boundaries were very clearly notified and 
maps based on the Revenue Survey village maps, the subordinates of tke Settle- 
ment department have committed stupendous blunders causing serious loss to Govern- 
ment and as an instance of this I would quote the Rajampara Reserve in which no 
less than 850 acres of splendid forest was assigned away by the mischief of a petty 
classifier and the whole area denuded before the mischieE was discovered and yet no 
superior officer of the Settlement department was able to prevent the serious harm 
done to the forest. The demarcation of proposed reserves is being pushed on and 
there are now only a few proposed reserves which remain undemarcated: these will be 
demarcated before the end of 1085 and it will not therefore take years as your Party 
Officer asserts for completing the demarcation. Further his statement that the forest 
demarcation of the proposed reserves will be taken up only alter all the claims therein 
are enquired into and settled, is incorrect, as [ am insisting upon their immediate demar- 
cation irrespective of the progress of the forest settlement therein and in the case of 
forest blocks remaining to be notified as proposed reserves their demarcation is insisted 
on before notification under section 4 is issued. I do not therefore see any reason 
for apprehending loss of tax to Government on cherikal lands by adopting Mr. 
Mahadeva Lyer’s suggestion. 


4, In regard to this, I wish to state that though sketches supplied, they are 
jn some cases based on one inch map of Ward and Conner and are not therefore 
reliable and the boundaries notified are not clear and definite in every case. I do not 
think that this department has furnished sketches based on village maps except in a 
few cases and I have called for Revenue Survey Taluk maps in view to furnish 
your department with correct sketches of reserves based thereon. Until this is done 
completely for all blocks, your Party Officer’s grounds cannot be accepted as sufficient 
justification to reject Mr. Mahadeva Tyer's suggestion. 


5. The Party Officer here speaks of the necessity that will arise to refund 
tadivila and taravila already paid by ryots and to cancel registries of lands already sold 
in auction and for which parties have paid the money in full. I do not think that 
itis necessary to do so. All that will be necessary to do in such cases is to intimate to 
this department the survey nos. of such lands so that this department may inform your 
Party Officers whether any of them fall within the proposed or sanctioned Reserves and 
it will only be in the case of lands that fall within. forest reserves, that refund of tadi- 
vila &c. and cancellation of registry need be considered. 


I do not think it necessary to defer the settlement of cherikals, this work of 
settling cherikals can go on but it is only the registry of cherikals in the names of indi- 
viduals that has to be deferred for a short time to enable the forest department to 
correctly indicate on the ground all lands required by the forest department. 


In order to expedite matters I am asking the Reserve Settlement Officer to - 
report at once what areas in the vicinity of cherikal settlement operations would be 
required for forest purposes in order that intimation may be given to your department 
not to register away such lands.

With reference to your letter No. 248/C. dated 29th March °09 forw: . i . 
the submission of my views, an extract from a letter addressed to the Governmen ‘ by i 
Acting Dewan Peishkar of Quilon regarding the settlement of cherikals in Ke teayam 
Division, I. have the honor to report that the suggestion made to leave to the Revenue 
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department the registries of all Sirkar cherikals irrespective of their contiguity to Re- 
serves is in my humble opinion open. to objection for the following reasons:— 


(1) This course, if adopted, might prove a source of hardship to the people as 
they would have to pay arrears of tax from 1066 instead of the 8 years’ pattom levied 
under the Cherikal Rules before getting the lands registered from the revenue depart- 
ment. 


(2) The course suggested would mean that there would be no registry or settle- 
ment of Sirkar cherikals from this department. People who are interested in cherika) 
cultivation and have been in possession and enjoyment for several years will naturally 
object to such a course. 


(3) One of the reasons assigned by the Acting Dewan Peishkar of Quilon for 
leaving the registry of Sirkar cherikals to the revenue department is to enable the forest 
department to clearly demarcate the boundaries of the reserves and show them in tbe 
village maps. In the case of proposed reserves, a notification is always published in the 
Government Gazette showing the exact boundaries and other particulars of the area to be 
reserved and sketches are also prepared by the forest department for them. The cor- 
rect demarcation of the boundaries of reserves will, I think, be taken up and completed 
only after all the claims relating to the lands embraced in a. proposed reserve are enquired 
into and disposed of by the Forest Settlement Officer and just before the final notitication 
constituting them into settled reserves. If theregistry of Sirkar cherikals is to be deferred 
till the clunn cases are disposed of and the demarcation completed which might probably 
take sore years, it will cause Government loss of revenue at the same time preventing 
the ryots from making permanent improvements in their holdings. 





4. In view of the fact that the Conservator of Forests has under orders ot Govern- 
ment supplied this department with eketches and lists of propose and settled reserves 
and that the boundaries and other particulars of the reserves are published in the Govern~ 
ment Gazette, I think there isno necessity for postponing the registry of Sirkar cherikals in 
pakudies in which reserves are situated. 


4. In the Rani pakuthi the ryots have paid up taravila and tadivilafor many nos. 
anc these amounts will have to be refunded and the registries already made will have to 
be cnncelled as also the auction sales of the nos. already confirmed and for which the 
parties have paid up the money in full. 


In the Quilon Division there aré besides Rani two other pakudies, Ezhumattoor 
and Kalloopara in Tiruvalla taluk, which adjoin reserves. In Changanachery taluk, 
Kanjirapally and Manimale are the only pakudies bordering on reserves. If the sugges- 
tion made in regard to Rani pakudi is to be adopted, the same course will have to be fol- 
lowed in regard to* the four pakuthies mentioned above and large tracts of cherikal lands 
will have to be left unsettled. 


As I am expediting the final settlement work in Rani pakuthi in regard to which: 
the Qulion Dewan Peishcar’s suggestion is made and as the work in the other pakudies is 
also in progress, [ request early orders as to the course to be adopted in regard to the 
settlement of Sirkar cherikals in those pakudies.

1. Doubts having arisen regarding certain alleged rights of the Noorvakad 
Devaswom over a portion of the lands included within the anni Reserve No. 29, Gov. 
ernment in G. O. No. S. R. 6250, dated 3rd August 1908, directed the Division 
Peishkar, Quilon, to proceed to Noorvakad at once and inspect the lands in dispute in 
company with the Conservator of Forests and ordered that the two officers should submit 
a joint report on the whole case, including the question of ownership of the Devaswom 
of the lands in Noorvakad Desam. On the motion of the Acting Conservator of 
Forests, the Dewan Peishkar, Revenue Settlement, was asked to stay further action in 
respect of the enquiry conducted by the settlement department connected with the 
Noorvakad lands, till final orders were passed by Government on the subject. 


2. On the 2nd March 1909, the Division Peishkar of Quilon and the Conservator 
of Forests submitted their joint report, after an inspection of the locality. In submitting 
the report, they have perused all records bearing on the subject which they have been 
able to obtain from the Conservator’s Office, the Division and Taluk Offices and the 
Cherickal Office as well as those furnished by the petitioner Krishnan Narayanan, -agent 
of the Kodavalli Namburi, the alleged owner of the Noorvakad Devaswom. ” 


3. The petitioner’s contention is that the whole area in dispute, belongs to the 
Noorvakad Devaswom and is of free-hold tenure, exempt from all. interference from 
Government in the matter of assessment and forest administration. The petitioner buses 
his contention on the following grounds :— :

Before proceeding Curther, 
th point out that the clam pat forw: rd in behalf of the alleged Noorvakad Deva- 

sworn comprises for different blocks as mentioned in the previous para, two of which lie 
inside: the reserve and two outside As regards the former viz. blocks A and B, it 
has to he observed that the Rani Reserve having been finally settled by notification dated 
Qéth November 190-4 under section 18 of the Kegulation, it is not possible now to enter- 
tain any claima with reference to these blocks. We may, however, mention that as a 
matter of fact the claim now urged by the petitioner was preferred by him twice before 
“the Quilon Dewan Peishkar who was a!so Forest Settlement Officer in regard. to Rani 
Reserve, No, 29, anc was rejected by him on both occasions viz. in 1069 and 107 6. \ ide 
extracts from the registers kept in the Quilon Peishkar’s Oflice marked (C).

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‘referred to the Conservator on 18-4-1077 (No. 3324) for detailed report. The Divisional 
Forest Officer was addressed on 17-5-1077 (No. 435). He replied on 30-7-1077 
(No. 1870) referring to the previous reports on the subject and stated that the complaint of 
the petitioner that some land of the Devaswom was included in the Reserve was true but 
that as reported by his predecessor the claimant should have preferred his claim be. 
fore the Forest Settlement Otkicer and got it defined. This report was forwarded to 
Government by the Conservator on 22-8-1077 (No. 4168). The Government called for 
further information on 16-9-1077 (No. 6639). The Conservator referred it to the Divi- 
sional Forest Officer on 98-9-1677 (No, 2564) to which the Divisional Forext OMcvr repliod 
on 18-1-1078 (No. 151) stating that it wes true that a portion of the Devaswom lands was 
imeluded in the Reserve and that it was a question whether the Devaswom people had not 
lost their clan by not preferring it earlier. This report was forwarded to Govermnent 
by the Conservator on 4-2-1078 (No. 234) with a suggestion that if the claims of the 
Devaswom are admitted, it would be well for Government to take over the portion 
of the Devaswom land included in the Reserve as the compensation to be paid 
would not be much, To this, Government replied on 7-3-1073 (No. 1540) calling for 
further information. In reply to this the Conservator seni a long report on 12-4-L078 
(No, 1443) in which he repeated the suggestion that if Goverment decide to admit 
the claim it was desirable to take over the land on payment of compensation. 
On receipt of this, Goverament asked the Dewan Peishkar, Quilon, on 30-4-LUT8 (No, 
2547) to get a list prepared showing the amount of compensation that might have to be 
paid for the land as well as the area and other particulars. The Peishkar issued instruc- 
tions to the Chengannur Tahsildar on 8-5-1078 (No. 332) and alo requested the Couser- 
vator on the same date to arrange for the lands being pointed ont to the Tablsildar. 
The Tahsildar reported on 30-9-1078 (No. 797) forwarding a compensation list which 
showed that the lands within the Reserve pointed out by the Manimala Range Officer 
were valued at Rs. 41,713, This list was forwarded to Government by the Peishkar on 
2-30-1078 (No. 2108). On receipt of this, the Government ordered on 23-6-1903/ 
9-11-1078. (No. 3985/R. 894) that the land need not be acquired and should be exclu- 
ded from the Reserve. 


(vii) On 22-6-1082/4-2-1907 the Koni Divisional Vorest O fiicer (Mr. Govinda Menon) 
addressed the Conservator (No, 2209) stating that two questions had come up before 
him vis, (a) payment of kudivila for royalties cut and removed from the Noorvacad 
Devaswom lands, and (b) issuc of passes for removal of jungle wood timber collected 
there, and that for deciding these questions it was necessary to ascertain—(1) whether 
there is a Devaswom known as Noorvacad, (2) whether it comprises any forest land, (3) 
what are its extent and boundaries, and (4) who is the owner thereof. On receipt of 
this, the Conservator wrote to Government on 19-8-1907 (No. 2292) asking for informn- 
tion on the above points. The Government replied on 6-7-1907 (No. 8. R. 3089) drawing 
the Conservator’s attention to the previous correspondence ending with Huzur letter Ne 
8985/8. R, 894 dated 23-6-1903 and enquiring whether the Noorvakad Devaswom therein 
mentioned was the same to which reference was made in his letter and whether an 
action was taken in regard to the exclusion of the Devaswom lands. In continuation ot 
this, Government forwarded to the Conservator on 11-11-1907 (No. 5681) two petitions 
from Kochu Thomman Kuruvila regarding the detention of timber and asked for addi- 
tional information on soze points. In reply to both these references, the Conservator 
wrote to Government on 24-12-1907 (No, 1915) furnishing the informations called for 
and stating that (a) it was customary to pass timber from alleged Devaswom lands prior 
to 1082, and (b) kudivila on royalties had been paid to the Devaswom attorney, P On 
12+3-1908 (No. S. R. 1912) Government enquired of the Conservator whether a’ notifi- 
cation was published altering the boundaries of the Reserve in pursuance of the order of 
23-6—-1908 and whether the lands in respect of which Kochu Thomman K uruvila had 
complained lay within the Reserve as finally settled or outside. The Ag. Consorvate 
replied on 19-7-1908 (No. 6495) that the order of 23-6-1908 had not been carried out 
(a) by demarcating out the land from the Reserve and () by notifying in the Cavett 
the exclusion, and that the area in which the contractor Kochu Thomman K nravila | ¢ a 
cut timiber was outside the Reserve.

(2). That subsequent to the above proceedings, the petitioner, without resorting 
to the regular course of appeal under the Regulation, made representations by petitions 
tw the foverument on which correspondence took place between the Forest Department 
and the Government which led to the order of 23-6~1903 being passed without any 
inquiry into the truth of the claim put forward by the petitioner. 


(3) That the payment of kudivila for royalties and issue of passes were alao 
based on uo inquiry and were but « sequel to the procedure adopted by the Forest Depart- 
meut in the correspondence referred to in para 9 supra. 


If. We wish to go into further detail regarding the correspondence which led to 
the order of 23-6-1908. As already observed the whole procedure consisted of depart- 
mental correspondence having, in our opinion, no legal basis or validity. It took place 
in the interval between the rejection of the claim by the Quilon Peishkar and the ‘final 
notification of the Reserve on 26-11-1904. How a claim of this nature which had been 
twice diaraissed by the Quilon Peishkar and Forest Settlement Officer, was entertained 
and acted upon without reference to the provisions of the Regulation and the specific 
procedure therein prescribed, we are unable to gather from the papers before us. 


All this correspondence was the outcome of some petitions presented to the Hazur 
hy the petitioner which were referred to the Conservator of Forests for report one after 
another. The Conservator in turn referred them to the Divisional Forest Officer. The 
latter reported, evidently on the strength of the previous report sent by his predecessor 
on 27-5-1076, that a portion of the Devaswom lands was within the Reserve boundary. 
It, daos not appear that any inquiry was held at any time to ascertain whether the claim 
put forward on behalf of the alleged Devaswom, was true or not. The only point con- 
sidered was whether the area alleged by the petitioner to be the property of the Deraswom 
lay within or without the western boundary of the Rani Reserve. Assuming that the 
lands referred to by the petitioner were the property of the Devaswom mentioned by him, 
a report was sent up on 27-5-1076 and repeated in reply to subsequent references, that a 
portion of the Devaswom lands was included in the Reserve. The Conservator, in his 
report to Government, suggested that if the claim of the Devaswom to the lands was to 
be admitted! it would be well to acquire the land on payment of compensation so that the 
Reserve might be left intact. Government ordered the revenue department to value the 
land. {t does not appear to have occurred to anybody at the time to see if the claim put 
forward was valid ornot, Tt was assumed without any sort of enquiry that the Devas- 
won lands did exist as stated by the petitioner, and that the only question requiring solu- 
tion was to find out the amouni; of compensation that would have to be paid m the event 


of the land being acquired. 


The valuation of the land was also done in amanner which we cannot help des- 
crihing as fudging. The taluk officials were asked to prepare a valuation list for lands 
wointed ont to them by e subordinate of the Forest department, the then Manimala Range 
flicer. This valuation list prepared in Medom 1078, mentions that the lands shown in 


a sketch which bad been furnished to the revenue department and pointed out by the 

Maninala Range Officer were measured on the spot and yalued. The plan referred to is 

not among the papers we have heen able to obtain. It eppears to have been sent up to 

the Huzur with the Quilon Peiskkar’s report, No. 2109, dated 2-10-1078, but has va 
Vou. VT. 
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evidently been returned ag no reply to that report appears to have been received. The 
valuation list above referred to gives a number of measurements viz., 1582 vols (a rad 
=10 fe.) on the southwestern boundary, 1051 rods east to west tn the middle portion 
of the land, 1248 rods on the north-eastern boundary, 1125 rods north to south ut the 
western end, 1118 rods in the middle and 569 rods at thecastern end. ‘The average of 
these measurements was taken and the superhcial area of the block caleulated by multiph- 
cation and commuted into 2595 acres, 48 4; cents and it was valued af 2,091,092 fanums or 
Rs. 41,713. Considering that the tract is inaccessible in the interior portions even to- 
day, we cannot help thinking that the measurments quoted above wore all guess work, 
In the valuation list itself it is mentioned that as the tract consisted of inaccessible forests 
infested swith wild animals, it was not possible to count or value the trees standing there- 
in, che compensation figure mentioned in the list being only the value of the Jand as per 
superficial area given above. This valuation itself comes to Rs. 16 per acre which is 
nearly 3 times the price for which rabber planters have obtained land in recent years anc 
mauch higher than the upset price of Rs. 10 fixed by Government for rubber lane We 
mention this simply to show that the valuation list was prepared by persons who hard 
either no knowledge of the value of lands in these tracts or deliberately put a probi- 
hitive figure so as to prevent acquisition. However this may be, the valuation list is, in our 
opinion, wholly unreliable. There was nothing to show that the lands included in this 
valuation list belonged to the Devaswom, beyond the bare allegation made by the peti- 
tioner. The taluk officials contented themselves with merely preparing the compensntion 
list above referred to without considering this point at all. 








The high valuation made by the Revenue Departinent had the effect of inducing 
the Government to order the exclusion of the land from the Reserve. This was the order 
o 23-6-1903. . 


From the facts summarised above, we feel constrained to submit that the order 
above referred to was based on. reports which were far from satisfactory or reliable with- 
out any enquiry having been held as to whether the lands were really Devaswom lands as 
alleged by ihe petitioner. The further. fact that all this correspondence was carrried on, 
withoué bringing to the notice of Government the rejection of the claim by the Quilon 
Peishkar on two previous occasions, throws also a strong suspicion in the matter. 


12. The payment of kudivila and the issue of passes, on which the petitioner relics, 
are also seen from the records to be only an off-shoot of the procedure described al wve 
and the remarks already made apply to these as well. This question of kutivila and pass 
was also started in 1077, and as in the matter of the exclusion of the lands from the Re- 
serve, no cnquiry of any kind was made to find out whether any Devaswom lands did 
really exist as contended by the petitioner and the Devaswom contractor in their appliea- 
tions for kudivila and pass. It was assumed that there were Devaswom lands, and the 
standing rules of the department were applied in the ordinary course until Me. Govinda 
Menon for the first time raised the question in February 1907, . 

_ 13, From what has been said above, it follows that the papers produced hy the 
petitioner cannot help him to any great extent in his claim which should be established. 
if, at all, by other independent evidence. : 


_., 14, This brings us to the consideration of the Ist item of evidence produced by the 
petitioner and referred to iu para 8 supra, The case for the petitioner depends so far 
as we can see, almost. entirely on the copy of the Anu of 945 M. E. produced by him 

It purports to be a copy of Anu of a Neet issued on 24th Alpasi 945. In the first place, 
the original of the Neet has not been produced nor has any explanation been furrished 
by the petitioner for its non-production. What is produced 18 a certified copy of the 
Anu over the signature of the Palace Sarvadhikariakar. The copy itself shows that 
there is (#10810!) or decayed or missing portions in the Anu of which it purports to 
be a copy. Whether that Ann itself is a genuine or a certified copy has to he ascertained.

We aay this because in the case of a similar document produced in 
Sarnath ilariaken ht ye if reference was made by the Settlement Peishkar to the Palace 
copy Was wines am mi ¢ - reply was given by the latter saying that the Anu of which 
shout ie § (Wide - mt et certified to be genuine as there were suspicious circumstances 
Ne 5985 detl ops of Palace Sarvahikariakar’s Sadhanam to the Settlement Peishkar 
No. 5936 deter 9-12-1078, copy appended marked E). Ifa similar doubt happens to 
arise In respect of the document produced by the petitioner, it would take away whatever 
value the petitioner socks to attach to it. Irrespective of this, there are other circum- 
stances mentioned below affecting the genuineness and validity of this document and its 
bering on the caim now put forward. , , 


from all interference from Sitkar officials in respect of the enjoyment of his lands pur- 
chased hy him from Chempakasseri Raja in 845 M. E. The document of 845 which is 
referred to in the Anu of 945 has niot been produced and no attempt has been made to 
explain the omission. 


(«) The Aim purports to be a Ryoal mandate protecting Kodalvalli Nambun 


. (>) From the recital contained in the Anu of 945, it is seen that the document 
of S14 was in the nature of an outright sale, from the Chempakasseri Raja to the ances- 
tors of Kortulvalli Namburi, of the temples and lands within certain specified boundaries. 
In the absence of that document, itis not possible ta determine what exactly was the area 
covered hy that sale deed, . 





(c) The Chempakasseri Raja was a ruling chief of bigh rank in 845 M. E. and 
as such there is an inherent improbability in the story of an outright sale by a ruling 
chief to a Namburi of an extensive area within his kingdom and temples within it. 


(d) From the wording of the recital above referred to, it is seen that tne alleged 
sale was to the Namburi himself for consideration, 21,000 vilkasu, but there is nothing to 
show that the lands covered by the sale deed were the property of any Devaswom. Itis 
said that the Janda and temples within certain boundaries were sold by the Chempaka- 
seri Raja to the Namburi. What temples were, meant is not stated, and no connection 
whatever is discernible from this recital between the temples and the lands. Hence 
the contention of the petitioner that the lands in question belong to the Noorvakad Deva- 
swom. by virtue of this document, is unsupported by the wording of the document. 
Unless it is shown that the lands belonged to the temple before the sale deed of 845 or 
were transferred to the Devaswom ‘by the Namburi at a subsequent period for con- 
sideration or otherwise, the claim now urged cannot be established. 


(e) In the copy of the Anu of 945, the lands under reference are described as 
situated within Rani Proverthy of Chenganoor taluk. But, as a matter of fact, there was 
no taluk known as Chenganoor in those days. From the copy of the Ayacut Therattn 
of 993 Gnarked F), itis scen_that the Rani Proverthi was then 2 part of Mavalikara. 
Mandavathunvathukal and that Perinad, which forms part of Rani village belonged to 
Panthalum Bdavagai. A reference to Ward and Conner’s Memoir (pages 178 to 193) 
algo confirms this. This one circumstance strikes at the very root of the genuineness 


of the Anu of 945 M. E. 


(£) There is nothing to show that this Neet of 945 M. E. or the previous docu- 


ment of 845 was ever produced before the Sirkar at the settlement of 948, 977 or 1012 


or at the present survey or settlement. This document, as far as we can see, has made 
its first appearance in connection with the present claim. 


(g) The description of the boundaries in the Anu of 945 covers an area not 
only within the limits of Rani village but includes a portion of the Kanjirapalli Prover- . 


thi (Yerumalai Desom) which has been adjudged to be the property of Yerumalai Deva- 
ane in the claim put forward by Melpazhur Namburi (claim case No. 203 of 1063 on 
Vou, VIL 
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the file of the Kottayam Division Forest Settlement Office and A. §. No. 286 of 1076 on 
the file of the High Court). 


(h) The existence of a Devaswom known as Noorvakad has not been recownised 
in the State accounts, so far as we have been al ble to ascertain. There ix an old temple 
at Noorvakad which we saw on our inspection of the locality. There are similar Jenyples 
in the adjoining hill. tracts of Kunnoin anc Chethakal where also the ryots suid that the 
expenses of the poojas in those temples used to be met in former « front (he hill 
paddy obtained as varom from the cherikals in the vicinity of thos temples. Phose 
Chevikals are now either inluded in Reserves or have beet adjudwed as Sirkar ch rile 
and no connection is recognised between the temples and the Tands, The case of Lhe 
Noorvakad temple seems to be of a shnilar nature, There is nothing to show Uhat the 
temple at Noorvakad is an endowed institution ov that any lands belongs to it. We 
shonld, in this connection, mention that there is an old granary and ont-house and a sitll 
patch of wet cultivation and planted. garden near the teniple (vide sketch marked a) All 
this may be taken as evideuce that the temple has been managed by persons living 
there wh» had some cultivation. for their imuintenance and prohably also for the upkeep 
of the temple.  Butit is a different question whether any and what lands belonged to 
this temple. On this point, as we have said “wdove, there is no evidence to support the 
petitioner's contention,

15. The facts and circumstances sct forth in the prececding para have led us ts the 
conclusion that the eviderice adduced hy'the petitioner ts exceedingly weak and suspiciotts 


aud his contention uutenable. 





16. There is one more point urgel by the petitioner viz., that the Sirkar never 
Jevied malayaram on the cherikals witha the tract in question. [a aupport of this, he 
has produced an extract from a register kept tin the Chengammur talk office showing 
that on 12-6-1066 the Proverthikar of Rani reported to_ the Tahsildar that it was not 
usual for the Sirkar to levy malavaram ou cherikals at Noorvakad. ~The report itsell is 
not forthcoming nor does it appear that any order was passed by any responsible oflicer 
on the strength of this report. Further, 16 is not clear what exacthy was the area referred 
io in the Proverthikar’s report. Cousidering that the tract in question. Ti win the 
Srtevior and ix even now inaccessible wo a great extent, we cannot help thinking that the 
omission to levy ruelavaram may haven duc to reluctance or inability of the suhordi« 
nate officials to inspect the cherikals thetim,At all events, it would be unsafe in our 
opinion te infer from this one cirenmstance thttthe Sivkar had no right of interference 
in regpect of the lands in question, Tt may be thata.careful search among the records 
of the taluk Office and the Forest Division and Range Offices will bring to light instances 
of the exercise of the Sirkar’s rights in this tract in one form or another. ‘This is a 
mnatter for further enquiry. _ 














17. One other poiut, to which we should like to refer before we conclude, ix the- 
suspicious nature of the olugu mentioned in the compensation list alluded to in para 9 
supra. This olugu is now before us, having been obtained through the Cherikal Ottiee 
Among the papers received from the Chengannur Taksildar, we find sowe correspondence 
between him and the Settlement Supervisor which shows that, disputes regarding ‘Ehe 
genuineness of this document arose between the revenue and the settlement. sal ordinates 
who had charge of it at different periods, and that an enquiry was held which however 
did not lead toa final decision, the document having been gent to the Chevikal Officer for 
the purpose of his enquiries. From the very appearance of this cadjan document and the 
handwriting in it, there is much room for suspicion as to its genuineness, It mentic ; 
certain cherikals as the property of the Noorvakad Devaswom and seems to have male 
its first appearance in connection with the valuation of the lands in question b the 
revenue department in 1078. This circumstance lends weight to the suspicion which: is 
created by the very look of the document, The date of this olugu is also not discernih Ie 
In the Ayacut Theratin of 993 no mention is made of Noorvakad Desom or Noorvakad 
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Devs Swe ind. ‘ he olnga in qnestion being thus inconsistent with the unimpeachable 
Sirkar rc ‘ nds of the old settlement, cannot be accepted as genuine. From the circum- 
stances which have come to Hight in our enguiries, we ere inclined to think that this 
olugu is suspicious in more ways than one, 





, Not only * the Senuineness of the particular eadjan open to suspicion Lut the 
oxi nee of any elugn at any time in respect of what is alleged as Noorvakad Devaswom 
tanels is alse, in our opinion, open to doubt, ‘The circumstances ‘conmected with the 
production of this clazu aud dhe nature of the information whieh it perports to furnish 
areas niuch open ie suspicion as the Anu of 945 M. TE. referred to in para 11 supra.

(1). ‘The claim preferred on behalf of the allered Noorvakad Devaswom. lands 
was twice rejected by the Quilon Peishkar and Forest Sottlement Officer as time-barred. 


(2) The subsequent steps taken Ly the petitioner and the ecorresponclence relat: 
ing Cereto, which led to the order of 23-6-1903, were not in aceord with the procedure 
laid down jn the Forest Regulation, 


(3). No enquiry of any kind was made to ascertain the trath of the claim put 
forward hy the petitioner and hence the order of 23-6-1903 was based on incorrect and 
unreliable data, 


(4). ‘The payment of kudivila and issue of passes, which originated ouly in 1077 
were alse not the result of any enquiry into the truth of the claim put forward mm respect 
of the lauds referred to. 


(4). The omission to levy malavaram on cherikals included within the traci in 
question was pr thably duc to neglect or remissness on the part of the subordinate officials 
and cannot by ttsclf support the petitioner's clann. A careful search of the old records 
in the Revenue and Forest Offices may perhaps disclose instances of the actual exercise of 


the Sirkar’s riglits in this tract. 


(i). Looking at the petitioner's claim on its merits, the evidence adduced in 
support of the claim. is oxeeedingly suspicious. ‘The genuiness of the Anu of 945 M. IL 
is open to serions doubt. The same remark applies also to the olugu produced. 


(7). The area claimed by the petitioner as the property of the Noorvakad Deva- 
giro covers also a portion of the Kanjirapally village, Changanacherry taluk, which has 
been adjudged to he the property of the Yerumali Devaswom. 


(8). There is nothing to show the existence of the Noorvakad Devaswom as an 
endowed institution. 


(9). The Rani Reserve having been. finally settled and notified under section 18 


of the Regulation on 26th November 1904, no claim in respect of the area covered by that

This appeal coming on for hearing on the 4th Kumbom 1084, the Court ‘on the

Judgment. 


This is an appeal from the decision of the Special Forest Settlement Otihir re- 
gerding the claim petitions preferred by the Mdamana Pandarathil to the Anakulum 
Reserve in the Proverthies of Kumbazha and Enadimangalam. The reserve contains 
10 sq. miles, more or less, and has been split into two blocks by the Forest Settlement 
Officer for purposes of reference. No. I block which lies to the north comprises the portion 
of the reserve which lies in Kumbazha and No. 2 lies in Yenadimangalam (vide Exhibit 
AD plan). The green lines in the plan mark the boundaries of the reserve. The area 
within the red lines represents the land awarded to the claimant by the Forest Settlement 
Officer. The pale red Jines which lie outside the red lines above referred to mark some 
of the boundarics of the land claimed by the plaintiff Pondafathil in addition to the 
reserve, The Forest Settlement Officer has found in favour‘of the plaintiff as regards 
his claims to block No. I which lies in Kumbazha Proverthy and has dismigsed his claims 
to No. 2 which lies in Yendadimangalam Proverthy. The Sirkar has appealed against the 
decision regarding block No. I and the plaintiff has preferred an objection against. the 
decision regarding block No. II. The point for decision is whether’ these two blocks 
belong to the plaintiff Pandarathil. ‘ 


2. We shall deal at first with the appeal which relates to bléck No. I. Just on the 
northern side of the reserve and skirting that side, all along, there is a teak plantation 
belonging to the Sirkar. ‘The first nove of dispute regarding thé ownership of the land 
including the site of the plantation and other lands making a total of twenty sq. miles, 
was sounded by the pleintiff in or about the year 1045, when tthe Sirkar opened the teak: 
‘plantation, He then claimed both on his account and on accoupit of the Achencoil Pagoda, 
to which latter institution he alleged that his ancestors had atsigned in gift a portion of 
the above said tract of 20 sq. miles. The forest department was in a hurry to begin 
planting and as the rainy season was approsching, the Dewan appeirs to have ordered. 
that the planting should commence without any delay and that the Pandarathil should be 
assured that he would be compensated if on full investigation, his title ‘should be found 
to be good, (Exhibit 8, dated 28-9-1046). The matter appears to have been left dor- 
mant tll 1056 or 1057 whon the Pandarathil memorialised His Highnesé the Maharajah 
on the aygressiveness of the forest department in extending their teak phantation to ‘his 

rejudice, This apparently led to farther correspondence between the Dewan and the 

ewan Peishkar and the Forest Conservator. In the course of the investigation which 

resulted from this correspondence, the Pandarathil produced his copper-plate Grentavary 
“ 
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re tes Feng Tabsildar and that officer reported that it was not possible to 
y the a ioned in the Grentavary and that there was no means of 
ascertaining who granted the copper-plate. The’ Peishkar reported to the Dewan on 
31-8-1059, that the investigations did not disclose that the Pandarathil had any title to the 
land. The Peishkar’ was again ordered on 28-4-1063 to consult the forest’ department 
whether the land was absolutely required for plantation and if so to intimate the matter 
to the Pandavathil and report the result together with what the Pandarathil had to say. 
The Poishkar again reported that the land wus urgently wanted by the forest department 
and that the Pandavathil who repeated his claims to the land hud no other evidence to 
give than what he lad already prodneed in 1036 or 1059 viz., his eopper-plate, malavaram 
receipts and so on (éshibit VI dated 31-10-1063). Exhibit 7 is the deposition taken 
from the Pruularathil on that occasion by the Tahsildar. It was forwarded to the Dewan 
hy the Peishkar along with Exhibit 6. Th2 record does uot contain the final order of the 
Huaur on this correspondence. But it sufficiently appears that the Dewan Peishkar 
treated the copper-plate produced by the Pandarathil as a spurious document on the 
ground that it did not contain the name of the grantor or the date of the grant (Exhibit I 
and Exhibit V1). The Peishkar appears to have erroneously taken the copper-plate to 
be a grant which is not the Pandarathil's case. It is only a permanent descriptive record 
kept in his Brahmaswom of his properties and nothing more. .Many ancient jenmies 
have such Grentavaries. They are not Hable to be treated as spurious because they are 
not grants containing the name of the grantor and the date of the grant. Be that as it 
muy, it is not necessary to consider whether the copper-plate is genuine or not, as it is 
not in evidence before us. Mr. John alleged that it was produced in the reserve 
enquiry and was never returned. But Exhibit I shows that there is no founda- 
ation for this statement of Mr. John’s. The Tahsildar apparently sent for the 
the original and after preparing a memo of its contents returned the same. At any rate 
there is nothing on record to show that the original copper plate is in the possession of 


the Sirkar. 


8. The strong point which stands prominently forward in all the correspondence 
which commenced in 1045 is that the Pandarathil lost no time in asserting his title to 
the Jand assumed for teak plantation. From 1045 he appears to have strenuously claimed 
the land as hiv own and he produced his thalavaram receipts and his Grentavery. The 
Pcishcar appears to have treated the Grantavary as spurious and to have been of opinion 
that the laid belonged to the Sirkar. The Dewan does not appear to have finally de- 
cided the question of title, but the Pandarathil was allowed to feed upon the hope 
held out to him in 1045, that if the land should be found on due investigation to be- 
long to him he would be given fair compensation. Even the last communication on the 
subject which was addressed by the Dewan to the Quilon Dewan Peishkar shows no dis- 
position to come to a final conclusion on the question of the Pandurathil’s title, for Exbt. 6 
shows that even in Vrichigom 1063, the Dewan wrote to enquire if it was absolutely 
necessary to take the land in question for planting teak. This frame of mind which 
spells a desire to shelve the question is not unreasonable as probably the Dewan thought 
the Peishkar’s views about the copper plate were not tenable and as the local taluk 
officers were of opinion that the property belonged to the Paudarathil (vide the Chen- 
wannoor Tahsildar’s report dated 30-7-1058 which is contained in exhibit PF). 

s 


4, Thus we find thatin 1045 when the Sirkar publicly wanted the land, the 
plaintiff claimant asserted his title. Till 1063 the question was hanging fire and proba- 
bly nothing was definitely settled even then. In 1052 the plaintiff's predecessor gave 
an Ozhavoo pattom deed to his first witness and another (Exbt A.) reciting a premium 
or consideration of 501 Rasis. This document comprises 5 items of property of which 
one item measuring 250 parahs is admitted by the Sirkar to be included in block No. L 
This document was probably executed in assertion of the plaintifi’s right to the cherikat. 


But ivis not on that account to be totally discredited. Exhibit B shows that the pre-,

mium was never paid, that the plaintif’ l 
for the money and that eventually they exeetited a release deed, 
oe 
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conveyed under Exhibit A could not be wholly identified. Anyhow the plaintiff's frst 
witness atates that he cultivated some of the lands mentioned in Exhibit S.' Probably 
Exhibits A and B, both registered documents were executed to serve as evidence of the 
plaintift’s title as the Sirkar was beginning to extend their plantations and were not dis- 
posed to set much store by copper plate evidence. The same current of idea underlies 

' “Exhibits G, N, V, W,R& Q, which range from the year 1072 to 1076. They are at- 
tempts on the part of the plaintiff to secure registered documents in evidence of his title 
and possession. These documents are if nothing more, ut least evidence to show that 
between 1052 and 1076, the plaintiff has been repeatedly asserting his title to lands 
in the neighbourhood of the teak plantation. But we wish to add that when we contrast 
the attitade of the plaintiff claimant in asserting his title and the wavering attitude of 
the Huzur in the matter, and the attitude of the local officials which was favourable to 
the plaintiff's claim, these documents support very strongly the view that the plaintiff 
had possession of the lands referred to in them. 


5. There are malavaram accounts showing that the’ persons who cultivated some of 
the cherikals in dispute paid rent to the plaintiff's matom. Exhibit $ which is a series of 
malavaram receipts filed by the plaintiff shows that from 1044 the plaintiff has been in 

. “receipt of such rent. But itis contended by the learned Head Sirkar Vakil that the- 
evidentiary effect of those documeuts which it may be concededis not generally very 
great is extremely weakened by the fact that the Sirkar Forest Department has issued 

ermits and licenses for exploiting timber within the regions now claimed by the plaintiff. 

ixhibit 10 contains 10 such documents of the years 1028 and 1029. These documents 
describe the regions to which the licence relates as lying within the forest of Achencoil 
&c. The remaining licences, permits and malavaram accounts produced by the Sirkar 
(Exhibits 4, 11, 12, 18, 14, 15 and 16) relate to 1044 and subsequent years. It was also 
pointed out to us that there were elephant pits in the plaint block No. I. The learned Forest 

ettlement Officer, Mr. Ramakrishna Iyer, observes that while the malavaram accounts 
4 and 11 show some of these cherikals were treated as Sirkar cherikals between the years 
1050 and 1066 by the Proverthi people the same officers have treated the other parts 
of the cherikals in question as the plaintiff’s cherikals (para 5 of the Forest Settlement 
Officer’s judgment). He is also of opinion thet the permits and passes including Exhi- 
bit 10 of 1028 and 29 may have been granted in years when there was no cultivation in 
these cherikals, and that probably, the plaintiff who lives far away had no knowledge of 
the operations of the Forest Department. : 


6. Inestimoting the effect of evidence regarding possession of forest lands, it 
ought not to be forgotten that such evidence cannot from the nature of things be definite 
and precise. The possession of third parties cannot be inferred from these stray acts 
which may have been possibly done without being noticed by the proprietor. Generally 
cherikal lands are cultivated without obtaining previously the consent of the Sirkar or the 
owner. At the harvest time, the Jenmy’s man and the Revenue authorities of the 
village inspect the cultivation and bring it to book. ly levying the usuul dues from the 
cultivators. In the case of such lands, the consciousness of the village officers together 
with the long series of malavaram accounts must be given due weight to. In this view, 
the Forest Settlement Officer is of opinion that the preponderance of evidence is decidedly 
in favour of the plaintiff, and we are disposed to think so too. * 


7. My. Ananda Row referred us to the fact that the plaint land is included in the 
territory ceded by the Pandalam Raja to this Stite. This is not denied. But the ceg- 
sion did and could not abrogate personal rights as is rightly observed by the Court below. 
Exhibit 18 no doubt shows that the Pandalam territories of Kumbhazha (#m4g} were 
mortgaged in the first instance to the Sirkar in 969. Ward and Conner’s memoirs also show 
that in 987, the Pandalam Raja’s territories were ceded to this State. The fact that thesc 
documents do not allude to any reservation in favour of the subject of his personal rights 
an6t have the effect of confiscation of such*vights. On the otherhand: the old Thirat- 
e}oos show the existence of jenmy cherikals_beloriging to various Pandarathils named 
Dew bin. the territory so ceded (Exhts 1, L, 17, 40, O and P). Mr. Ananda Row furth 
cesultteMy. .. - 
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argued that the omission of the jenmy in this case to prove his case of receipt of janmy- 
varam by producing his accounts should he constrned against him. His private accourits 
probably would not cary more weight than the registered leases ete. produced by him. 
We are therefore not disposed to draw any adverse inference against the plaintiff, as 
suggested by the Head Sirkar Vakil. . 


8. We have thus evidences to show that since 1045 the plaintiff ov his 
predecessor has been asserting his title, that from 1052 onward up to 1078 the plaintiff 
has been exeenting registered leases for the cherikkals in question aud that the lands 
have heen assessed by Proverthy officials as jenmy lands. Exhibits C and D show the 
nane of the plaintiff’s man. Muthukaruppan was entered as the person in possession of 
some of the lands in the Reserve. This entry was made probably about the year 1070. 
At any rate if was made before the Government proposed to constitute the disputed 
tract a5. a Reserve under the notification of 6-12-1078. The plaintiff's witnesses including 
au ex-proverthicaran (examined as defendant's 8rd witness) swore to the fact that the 
cherikals belong to the plaintiifs, and have been in their possession, On the whole we 
feel inclined with the Conrt below to bold that the plaintiff has proved bis possession of 
the block No. L. . 





9, The plaintiff proves his possession av the date of the Government notification 
proposing to constitute « reserve forest. The burden of displacing the presumption of 
title is shifted to the Sirkar. (Vide F. B. decision in A, 8. 285 of 1078). In this view, 
the Sirkar is bound to show hy clear and cogent proof that the plaintiff has no title. 
This they have failed to show and we agree in thinking that the stray puthuval registries 
to the west of block No, I canmot in the nature of things outweigh the presunrption 
which arises in plaintiff’s favour in virtue of the other evidences already referred to. We 
therefore hold that block No. I belongs to the plaintiff. 


10. The respondent objects to the Forest Officer's finding that block No. [I does not 
belong to the plaintiff. The respondent's learned Vakil has not satisfied us that the 
conchision arrived at by the lower court is wrong. Block No. IE lies in Yenadimanga- 
lam. While there are Sirkar accounts showing the plaintiff’s title to and possession of 
lands in Kumbazha Proverthy there are no such documents about his lands in Yenadi- 
mangalam. The respondent relies on an admission. contained in the original notice to 
the plaintift from the Settlement Officer. But the original notice is not forthcoming and 
we do not think that the statement in the notice can be treated as a conclusive admission 
of the plaintiff's title. For, we fail to see any necessity for any investigation of the 
plaintifi’s title, if the Sirkar admitted his title in the notice sent to him. 


41. On the whole we see no reason to disturb the finding of the court below on 
the’ question of title and possession. The appeal and the objection memorandum are 
hereby dismissec with costs. 8-7-1084.

{ have the honor to forward herewith copy of Sadhanom No. 389 dated 9-11-1084 
and its enclosures (in original to be returned) received from the No, VII Party Officer re- 
questing sanction for the alteration of the assessment rates and tax imposed on certain 
garden lands in the Ilakad pakuthi of Muvattupuzha taluk. 


2. The lands in question ave cherikals registered by the revenue department in 
1068 and 1071 on one-eighth pattom as tax. Since the date of registry, they have been 
paying the assessed tax annually wweespective of their being cultivated, At this settle- 
ment, they have been treated as old registries and assessed with rates applicable to the 
ordinary garden lands and in the block statement of the village already sanctioned, the 
tax leviable on them was fixed at 1/8 of the pattom in accordance with the revenue 
registry. \ 


3. The Party Officer now recommends on the basis of G. 0. No. 11421 dated 
2-9-1908 that the lands under reference be transferred to the head of cherikals, that the 
cherikal dry rates be applied to them and that the rate of tax he enhanced from § to 
4 of the pattom. 


4. The Party Officer’s recommendation seems to be based on a mis-apprehension of 
the scope of the G. Q. in question which, it appears to me, can reasonably be applied only to 
those cherikals that have been registered on one-eighth pattom by the revenue department 
subsequent to the passing of the Cherikal Rules in 1082. (Vide in this connection the 
concluding para of my letter No, 2276 dated 5-11-1908). But as the lands in question 
were registered by the revenue department and assessed with annual tax long before 
the Cherikal Rules were passed and were consequently divested before the commencement 
‘of cherikal settlement of one of the main features of cherikals—namely liability to pay tex 
only during years of cultivation —I am of opinion that the treatment already accorded to 
the lands under reference calls for no modification. I request the carly orders of 
Government in the matter.

No. 15 of 1083 dismissing the Sirkur appeal 
against the Forest Settlement Officer’s decision 7¢ Edamana Pandarathil’s claim in the 
Anakulam ‘Yeserve, I have the honor to state that I inspected the lands comprised in sur- 
voy nos. 544/], 543/1, and 546/1 of Kumbazha village on the 7th August 1909 in view 
to see whether this area is worth acquiring for the Anakulam reserve, with the proverthi- 
kar of Kumbazha proverthy. The lands lie in one block between the Koni teak planta- 
tion on the north and a valuable block of forests in ‘the Anakulam reserve on the south. 
The area has been almost completely denuded of original forests for shifting cultivation 
‘except on hill tops and glong ridges, There is a certain amount: of teak scattered about 
the whole area with an_ occasional’ blackwood tree. Theiibavu, vengai, venteak and 
piaruthi, are the necessary timber ‘trees found in the undénuded portions. The” whole 
avea is well suited for the cultivation of teak, the soil, imate and other local ‘conditions 
being very conductive to the growth of that species. “The cheap transport-facilitics ‘af- 
forded by the Koni river and the Koni-Punalur road which lies about'3 miles west of the 
block render the block-peculiarly suitable for the extension-of teak plantations...I  sub- 
mit herewith a map of Anakulam reserve for persual and return. I am of opinion that 
the acquisition of this block of private land comprising a total area of 2587 acres is neces- 
sary for the Anaknlam reserve and therefore strongly recommend that Government may 
be pleased to sanction the proposal provided that the compensation payable does not 
exceed Rs. (5) five an acre. 


2. The Senior Dewan Peishkar, Revenue Settlement, having enquired of me whether

8. The petition relates to the registry of the Perumpuzha and eight other cherihals, 
comprising about 2,559 acres, in the Karimannur pakuthi, Thodupuzha taluk. During 
the cherikal enquiry the petitioner and one Me. Walter Graham claimed the rherthals as 
the jenmom of the Arimannur Devaswom, alleged to belong to the Manjappalli Elayathu. 
The petitioner and Mr. Graham applied for pada for the cherikals, on the ground that 
they bad acquired the fanom right over the cherikals. The Settlement Party Officer 
rejected the claim and decided that the cherikals were pandsravagai, This was on the 
dth Meenom 1084, Subsequently, at the instance of the Forest Department, the Party 
Officer passed a supplemental order, directing that all the lands included in, the Perum- 
puzha chertkal should be recorded as Forest Reserve. As regards the remaining eigit 
cherikals comprising about 1359 acres, the Party Officer ordered that they miglit be 
brought under registry as pandaravayai cheritals, This was on the 19th Meenom 
1084. 


4, The petitioner complained to the Settlement Peishkar about the treatment of 
the cherikals as pandaravagai, but the latter declined to interfere. This was on the 21st 
Kanni 1085. ; 


5. The present petition is an application for a revision of the order of the Setile- 
ment Dewan Peishkar. The petitioner prays that the settlement decision be set aside, 
and that all the nine cheritals be treated as the jenmom of the Artmannoor Devaswom.

His Highness Sri Padmanabha Dasa Vanchi Bala Rama Varma 
Kulasekhara Kiritapati Manney Sultan Maharaja Raja Rama- 
raja Bahadur Shamsher Jang, Maharaja of Travancore, iswued 
under date the 16th May 1886 corresponding with the 4th Iedavam 1061, 


Waeneas the Nayw Viruthi system, owing to failure to adapt it from time to 
thne to altered economic conditions, is known to have beeome far less efficient for its 
purpose than when it was originally established, and to entail hardship in its practical 
working on those subject to its operation; and whereas itis necessary to check the 
abuses which in process of time have unavoidably grown around the system, and to im- 
prove the condition of the Viruthicars by the application of remedial measures which 
past experience has shown to be called for, it has been resolved by Us to take the oppor- 
wanity afforded by the Reveune Settlement now in progress to cause a searching inquiry 
to be made into the condition of the holders of the Viruthi tenures and to afford them 
such relief as may be found necessary. 

1. The services at present rendered by the Viruthicars, whether in the shape of 
finding supplies of vegetables &e. ov of providing labor and building materials on stated 
oceasions, will he carefully scrutinized and revised. 





2. The future requisitions for such provsions and labor and the occasions on 
which and the quantities in which they shall be mace will be reduced and restricted as 
far as practicable in the course of such revision. 


3. A new schedule will then be framed of such requisitions shewing for cach 
village, defiuttely and clearly, the supplies of pyovisions and labor and materials of: 
every description which will be demanded hereafter; the institutions or purposes for 
which -and the occasions on which ‘they will be required, and the number and names of 
the. Viruthicars who will have to render the services. 

4, A thorough revision will also be mace of the prices now paid for the provisions 
and materials supplied, as those prices are considerably below the current ruling prices. 
This revision willbe based on the returns of the prices of late years, so that the pay- 
ments made by Government in future may represent as near as may be, what the Viruthi- 
cars would realize if they carried theix goods into the open market. 


5. The table of rates prepared as above indicated will be afterwards revised when 
—necessary with reference to any material rise or fall in the prices ruling in the open 
“snarket. 

6, While the Viruthicars are thus paid for their provisions and materials at the 
prevailing market rates, they will need to be remunerated for the expenditure of tim@ 
and labor involyed in their fulfilling this obligation and for performing such persona 
services ax they may undertake to do, and for this purpose a grant of land at so much} 
per, head, to be determined by the Settlement Peishcar in. communication with Our 

~ Dewan, will he made ont of the present Viruthi holdings. And such land shall be 
s ubject to the payment of rajabhogum only and be exempt from all other demand. 
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7. No addition will be made to the services fixed under para 3 of this Procla~ 
mation at the time of settlement as those to be rendered by the Viruthicars thereafter. 


8. No Viruthicar shall be at liberty to alienate by sale, gift, mortuage or otherwise 
the Inam given to him for the Viruthi service. All such alienation shall be null and 
void, and the Government shall have the power of resuming any such alicnated Viruthi 
Inam and restoring it to the holder or otherwise disposing of it as to them may seem fitd 
No action shall lie respecting any such land in auy court of Law. 


9 All transfer of Viruthi Inams will from the date of this Proclamation be 
exempt from the payment of any arialum, adiara or other feos, 


10. All surplas land, if any, out of the present Virnthi holdings which may re- 
main after allotting fresh Inams under para 6 of this Proclamation, shall remain at the 
disposal of the Sirkar. They will either be assessed with full pattom and confirmeri to 
‘the present holders if they so wish it, or otherwise disposed of according to circum- 


stances. 


Ui. Any Viruthicar who nay be unwilling to continue the Viruthi service even 
under the terms of this Proclamation shall he at liberty to relinquish the same. This 
shall be done in writing. 


12. If such Viruthicar has uo land assigned to him for the: service, but has only 

Madalelpu, whether in paddy or money, to make good, he will be relieved of the Viruthi 

_ nhis paying down the Mudalelpu; or failing that, on his agreeing to pay, till the debt 
“is discharged, interest on such Mudalelpu at 3 per centum per anuum. 


13. Buti the Viruthicar who seeks to withdraw from the service is possessed 
both of Viruthi lands and Mudalelpu, he will be relieved of the Viruthi on his surren- 
dering to the Sirkar such lands, whether vice land or puraidom or both, and on his 
also paying down the Mudalelpu, or failing this last, on his nnder taking to pay interest 
thereon at the rate of 3 per centum per annum till the debt is discharged. . The 
Viruthi lands surrendered will be allowed to be held by the outgoing Viruthicar on 

: gapjayapattom to be ultimately disposed of: as -the Government might think ft. 
The pattom fixed will be that determined under the new settlement. 

14. Any Viruthi falling in under the last preceding clause may be assigned to 
any other Viruthicar or other person who may offer te widertake it, at the discretion of 
: Government. 

“115, . After the re-arrangement of the Viruthi service on the lines above laid down, |. 
it shall be the duty of Governinent to check all abuses, as far aa possible, by proper 
administrative measures, to protect the Viruthicars from exaction, and ensure the aue 
and punctual payment to them of the prices at the stipulated rates. 


16, Orders bave been issued tothe Settlement Peishcar to give effect to the fore- 
: ‘going Resolution after due inquiry and in communication with Our Dewan, and all 
Viruthi holders are called upon ‘to assist the settlement officer in the . prosecution of the 
jaquiry entrusted to him so as to enable Our Government to eifect a satisfactory 
element of the¥. feuthi question.

Proclamation just issued laying down the lines on which the Nayar Viruthi tenures through- 
out the State should be dealt with in the course of the Revenue Settlement now in

2. Tt will be seen that full freedom is given to the Viruthikars by para 11 of the 
Proclamation to continue or not the Viruthi service even under the terms offered in that 
document. 


3. Your particular attention is called to paras 8&4. The schedules required 
should be prepared with great care. 


4, An important question will arise in giving effect to the changes sanctioned by 
the Proclamation. If thcy are carried out in each village as the. Revenue Settlement pro- 
ceeds, a long time will elapse before the Viruthi question in the whole State is placed on 
the improved footing desired. And meanwhile, while some come to enjoy the advanta- 
ges of the revised arrangement, the great bulk of the Viruthikars will be left in their for- 
mer condition, This inequality it is not advisable to introduce as it will give rise to confu- 

sion and great discontent on the part of the majority of the service holders. 


- 6. Your special attention is called to this point, and I shall be glad to know what 
rocedure you propose to follow ; and in the evént of your thinking with me that it will . 
a far more satisfactory to revise the whole Viruthi arrangements on the proposed lines 
simultaneously throughout the State, what steps you would suggest for this being done 
properly and expeditiously. Of course, the allotment of Viruthi Jands in remuneration 
for personal service, can only be carried out as exch village is settled, but there seems no.

4, The Viruthikars’ obligations are not the sameall over and unless specific data are 
obtained for each locality no general tabulation can be safely attempted. The business of 
Gollecting and collating such data is best entrusted tothe local revenue officials who 
from their command of the requisite resources and from their local. influence and ‘daily 

ractice must be able to discharge it with far greater facility than others and with the 


east dependence on extra aid. . 


5. T trust, therefore, that the proeedure Proposed will commend itself to you, in ° 
which case, I beg the necessary orders may at once be issued on the matter. : 


6. It-will be seen from the accompanying list prepared for Palkulangaray Pro- \ 
yerthy that the market or Niraku prices of past years are not obtainable except for a 
few varieties of the Viruthicars’ supplies) By far the majority of the supplies have no 
marketable value at all. Even where the market rates are quoted, some of the figures are 
unsafe to be followed. For instance, against item no6 (190069) therate of pay- 
ment to the Viruthikars is entered at 5 faiamns per 100 and the market value at 3 fanams 
per 100. Butturning to the column in which the weights of the plantain fruits are 
given, we find that the two rates refer to two different qualities. The Government rate 
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is for fruits of double the weightof those affected by the narket rate and there is ne 
possibility of a fair valuation without knowing the actual market value of the identical’ 
sort supplied by the Vrithikar. 


7. This is a point which calls for special attention. Where figures of price-returis 
are found inapplicable or misleading, or where they do not exist, the Tabsildars should 
make their own inquiries, ascertain the views of their Proverthy subordinates and intelli= 
gent Vrithikars and in reference to the current ruling prices propose what new rates they 
think fair for adoption. 


8. Another question demanding notice is the allotment of Viruthy lands in remuner- 
tion for personal service. 


". 9, As observed in the letter under reply, the work can only be carried out in the 
course of the settlement and not before. The only Taluk, therefore, which is now ready for 
itis Trivandrum where the actual settlement operation is in progress, 


10, The data on which the revision in question has to be effected have yet to be 
collected. In the first place, the personal services imposed on the Vrithicars have to be 
ascertained in all detail, The next process is to climinate such services as are cither not 
covered by the original system or are not absolutely necded. Then a proper valuation 
has to be made of the services to be retained in the case of each village and also of cach 
individual Vrithiker. The task involved is one which requires the undivided attention 
of a special staff of hands, 

“It. E would, therefore, recommend that 2 Sumprethy from the Jamabundy Depart-—~ 
ment be set apart for this work, He should be provided with the assistance of 3 or 4 
clerks drawn from the Taluk and Proverthy cstablishments well experienced in working 
the present Vrithy system. One of the Oolsavamadathu Pillamars may prove a valuable - 
hand.. The agency so constituted may be supervised by the Huzur direct or attached to 
this Department. - . 


pet aapley ot a Huzur Sumprethy cannot be spared the next best arrangement would 

to employ a Taluk Samprethy or local Proverthicar of Jong standing and of good 

intelligence. A Proverthicar who by long continuance in that office has become familiar 
with the ing and outs of the Vrithy service may be found to answer for all practical pur- 
poses even better than the Sumprethy. During the time he is employed on this work 
which may lest at the most 3 or 4 months, he may be allowed special remuneration at 
20 or 25 Rs. per mensem and placed under the orders of this Depaatment with the staff’ 
of hands appointed to assist him. 


13, This is the best plan I can think of to work out the scheme of revision of the 


‘Viruthy holdings satisfactorily and expeditiously and trust it will meet withdue and 
early consideration. ; _ : ; :

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REPORT OF THE VIRUTHI COMMITTEE.

The Dewan of Travancore. 


We, the undersigned members of the Cormitiee appointed by the Govern- 
ment to consider the Viruthi question, have the honor to submit the following report 
embodying the couclusions of our careful deliberation on that subject. 


2. Mr. Thiravium Pillay, we regret to state, failed to attend the final meeting 
of the Committee held on the 27th March last. He did not even respond to the notice 
sent him. He has now been informed of our concurrent views and asked to address 


Government direct, in case he differed from us. 


3. The Royal Proclamation dated 16th May 1886/4th Edavom 1061 so fully recoyni- 
sex the inefficiency of the Viruthi system to answer its purpose and the hardships entailed 
on the Viruthicars by its practical working, and so emphatically declares the necessity of reme- 
dial measures that we think it superfluons to enter into any observations here on that point. 


4. The scheme of revision announced by the Proclamation involves the following 
poluts:— 
(1) Enbancement of the rates of payment for articles supplied by the Viruthi- 
cars 89 as to bring them on a par with the ruling prices in the market. 


(II) Fair valuation of their personal services and re-distribution of the Virnthi 
tenures in full remuneration thereof. 


(TH) ‘To eliminate from the Viruthi service such obligations as have been out- 
growths of the original system, or are not absolutely needed. 


5. The first measure, viz, the revision of prices for supplies, has to be intro- 
duced simultancously throughout the State; while the second, viz, allotment of Viruthi 
lands for remuneration of personal service, is to be effected, according to the tenor of 
the Proclamation, only tract by tract as the present settlement proceeds, for such 
allotment is dependent on the rates of assessment fixed on the lands at the settlement. 


6. Wemay here refer to the following views recorded by Government in the 
instructions issued to the Settlement department, with reference tothe Royal Procla- 
mation (vide Dewan’s letter No. 150 dated 5th June 1886, paras 4 and 5). 


‘Animportant question will arise in giving effect to the changes sanctioned by 
‘the Proclamation. Jf they are carried out in cach village as the Revenue Setilement 
‘proceeds, « long time will elapse before the Virutbi question in the whole State is placed 
‘on the improved footing desired. And, meanwhile, while some come to enjoy the ad- 
‘vantages of the revised arrangement, the great bulk of Viruthicars will be left in their 
former condition. This inequality itis not advisable to introduce, as it will give rise 
‘to confusion and great discontent on the part of the majority of the service-holders.’ 
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* * # ‘Of coursethe allotment of the Viruthi lands in remuneration for per- 
tsonal service can only be carried out as each village is settled, but there sects no reason 
“why the other parts of the scheme should not be given effect to at once.’ 


7. The Trivandrum taluk being now finally settled, the Viruthi service here awaits 
full revision. To put off this vevision and to work the system as hitherto may, it seems 
to us, be a questionable course, the moresoas under para 11 of the Proclamation the 
Viruthi-holder is accorded full and absolute liberty to relinquish the service even under 
the improved terms, if he is unwilling to accept them. 


8. With reference to this taluk, we find from the papers hefove as that a series 
of statements, Nos. 1 to 9, were prcpared by the Scttlement department and submitted 
to the Government prior to the appointment of the Committee. They refer exclusively 
to the personal services of the Viruthicars, and coutain full details bearing on the re- 
adjustment of those services and the assignment of remunerative grants. 


9. We note that the proposed grants do not absorb the whole quantity of land 
covered by the present Viruthi tenures but leaves margin at the disposal of Govern- 
ment. The Mudalelpu find is not touched upon, and what portion of it may be re- 
eovered stands also to the credit: of Government. 


10. The re-adjustment of the personal services and vemunerative grants, how- 
ever, depends on the revision of the rates of payment for supplics. The latter question, 
therefore, demands primary consideration. As already pointed out, the revision has to 
be effected simultaneously throughout the State. 


11. Atable of revised rates was framed and submittedto Government by the, 
Settlement department on the date collected for Palkulangaray Proverty, and the Govern- 
ment was requested to call for returns from all the Taluks for the purpose of general 
tabulation. (Vide Settlment Dewan Peishcar’s letter No. 57 dated 14th July 1886). 


12. It does not appear that complete returns have been sent in as ordered by 
Government, though in respect of many taluks the data furnished are sufficiently 
comprehensive. For the Viruthi supplies connected with Trevandrum, the Oolsavamadom 
accounts have been worked and the results are before us. 


13. We have also consulted the figures embodied in No. TY of Appendix XV 
published with the late Dewan’s Settlement Memorandum. 


14. The published list is exhaustive enough in regurd tothe varieties of supplies. 


15. These supplies from their nature and description form five distinct groups 
and we have accordingly detailed them in five separate statements (A) to (E) hereto 
annexed, 


(A) ¥egetables and other garden produce. 
(B) Dairy produce of all varicties. 


(C) Sugar, peas, gram, pepper and other goods of merchandise ordinarily to 
he had from regular traders alone. 


(D) Sundry articles of handicraft. 


(f) Things which are not marketable and which have no value except for the 
Jabor of procuring them from where they grow wild. 
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16. Many of the articles as per statement (C) are not generally included in the 
Viruthi supplies. They are demanded from the Viruthicars only ina few localities. We 
see no reason for any exceptions and we propose to disconnect them altogether from the 
Viruthi obligations. 


17. Looking to the nature of the articles as per statement (D), itis obvious that 
they are best had directly from the professional workmen themselves. The medium of 
the Viruthi service !isfout of place here. The Government would save rather than lose 
by giving up this medium. As a mater of fact, the prevailing practice of late appears 
‘to be direct dealing with the makers concerned. 


18. ' We therefore, propose to exclude these articles also from the Virathi 
service. . 


19. As regards the things specified in (E) they are intrinsically worth nothing. 
T he labor necessary to procure them is all that has to be paid for and we are unable to 
make any valuation in the absence of a reliable basis to go upon. We think that the 
YViruthicars may be relieved of their obligation in this respect, without any serious in- 
—.. convenience to the institutions, a fixed fund being allowed to those in charge of them 
or a, staff of paid servants being employed according torequirements. We are aware 
that, so far fas these articles are needed for the Capital (andthey form the bulk), there 
isa standing arrangement made by the Viruthicars with certain merchants at the Challay 
‘Bazaar by which the latter procure and hold them ready against all demands. 


20. The only supplies which remain to be dealt with ere as per statements (A) 
L .& (B). - The rates of payment allowed by Government for these supplies. are not uni. 
“form, but vary according to the institutions and occasions which demand them. 


| 91. The institutions and occasions which draw Jargely on the Viruthi service are, 
of course, those at the Capital. They are as specified in the statements (1) & (2) of the 
Settlement department already referred to. The festivals &c. which recur annually, the 
“Murajapom which is celebrated sexennially and other occasions of an extraordinary or 
‘exceptional character, demand contributions of supplies and labor from the whole body of 
Viruthicars from one end of the country to the other, those in the neighbourhood being: 
asa matter of course, more affected thin the rest, 


29, There is, besides, the requisition for daily supplies, which is known as Tingal, 

Yt affects exclusively the Viruthicars of the three taluks, Trivandrum, Neyyattunkaray 

and Neduvengaud. The prices paid for the Tingal supplies are higher than what is al- 

~o wed in connection with the periodical festivals and are, in respect of many items, more 
or less equal to the market rates as will be seen from the annexed statement (F). 


23. ‘Though the Tingal rates are liberal enough the Virthicars ere discontented, 

_ They still complain of pressure and fail to discharge their obligations with full credit for 

the advances they receive. The-annexure (G) will show to what extent they stand 
debited under this head. 


- 24. Te appears to us that with the money now spent, the Government could secure 
he Tingal supplies on the contract system without the aid of the Viruthicars.. Asa 
’ _snutter of fact, the Viruthicars themselves have recourse to regular contracts with some 
_of the Trivandrum merchants. The only difference will be that Government, by inviting 
: open competition, will be able to secure more favorable terms and in the long run be a 
‘decided gainer. :

25. Formerly, the Viruthicars were charged with the Agrasala Tingal also, namely, 
the supply of provisions required for daily consumption in the Trivandrum Oottupural, 
This practice was stopped in 1088 M. E. i.e. 25 years back and the contract system was 
introduced in its place, The result has proved the wisdom of the change. That the 
arrangement has been working now for a full quarter of a century without any serious 
hitches or shortcomings speaks sufficiently for its adaptability. In the matter of cost the 
result has been as favorable as could be expected. The figures embodied in the annexed, 
state ment (H) compave the contract prices for the last year (1068) with those for 1038, 
the year in which the change was introduced. The contract prices are also compared 
with the market rates. The comparison is encouraging in every way. Going back to 
1041 when the Viruthi system was in force, the cost of the provisions was 79,954 
‘Fanams. In 1033 the cost of the same quantity at the contract rates rese to 1,13,890 
Fanams. Last year (1063) the cost on that quantity, at the contract rates for that yenr, 
was 96,154 Fanams. Thus the fall since 1038 has been 50 per cent, while the margin 
of excess compared with the cost under the Viruthi system has been reduced from 42 to 
20 per cent. This being the case in respect, ofa concern of such magnitude and im- 
portance, we feel all the more strengthened in our view of the change in question. 


26. We accordingly propose to exclude the Tingal supplies from the Viruthi ser- 
vice altogether. ; 


27. The obligations imposed on the Viruthicars on account of Royal tours as re- 
gards supplies have now been entirely removed, and this forms an important item of 
relief. 

28. In the mofussil taluks, the numerous Pagodas and. Feeding Houses maintained. 
by the State impose obligations on the local Viruthicars. With the former, they have no 
concern except on Oolsavom occasions. But in the case of the Feeding Houses or Oottu: 
purahs the daily or Tingal supplies constitute their staple burden. : 


.. 29. The prices for the supplies stand as originally fixed and are far from uniform, 
nor ig there uniformity in the articles supplied. Some of the institatious exact more 
‘varieties than others.. Salt, for instance, is an item which the Viruthicar is still obliged. 
_to supply to certain Oottupurahs and for which he is paid at 6 chuckrums per parah 
though the Government selling price is now more than four times that rate. A glance, 
at the table appended to the Settlement Memorandum will show to what extent such 
‘anomalies prevail. : 


30. . The annual expenditure on the mofussil institutions is governed by a standard. 
limit fixed by Government. A single cash spent beyond it and indeed beyond the previ- 
ous year's actual cost that happens to be comparatively low, is disallowed as a stringent 
rule. The Government employees in charge of the institutions are left to manage things 

“in their own way provided the cost is keps down to approval. Besides the provisions 
“Supplied by the Viruthicars, there are others which the employees have to purcahase dir- 
~ectly from the murket. The allotted fund is applied, first and foremost, to the direct 
purchases and whatever balance remains is all’that falls to the lot of the poor Viruthicar 
_ who must any how find the stipulated supplies. It is seldom, if ever, that he escapes a 
discount and receives the authorized payment in full, though this itself is far below hisdnes 


31. Such is the actual position of the Viruthicar and we entertain serious mis 
givings whether he will derive the full measure of the benefit intended by the enhance 
“ment of the prices. The reasons which weighed with us in recommending’ the exclusion 

et . 
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of the Tingal supplies at the Capital apply with equal forec to this case. Where the scale 
of cost is allowed to be raised, in due regard to the ruling prices in the market, the free- 
purchase system is best extended to these institutions. The operation of this system in 
the case of the largest and most extensive Oottupura in the State already noticed, fur- 
nishes the best answer to any opposite contention. 


32. We are here reminded of the action recently taken by Government in introdu- 
sing the free-purchase system, tentatively in connection with four Oottupurahs and four 
Pagodas. The measure has been in operation since the beginning of the last year and 
we have been furnished with the results for that year. 


33. In the case of the Oottupurahs we find that the extra cost under the itial 
system is more than cent per cent for Kulithoray, while the figures against the other 
three, viz., Katinamkulam, Asramom and Pallam, are 28, 60, and 24 per cent respectively. 


84. Among the Pagodas, Suchindram alone exhibits 60 per cent of additonal ex- 
penditure. The rest, namely, Wurkally, Kandiyoor and Valapullay, have cost not more 
than 12, 13 and 10 per cent respectively. The high percentage against Suchindram has 
xeference to two items—plantain leaves and plantain fruit, which alone used to be sup- 
plied by the Viruthicars at the standing rates. Whether the 60 per cent extra cost is in 
-excess of the total fund assigned for the Oolsavam or is merged in that sum, is not ascer- 
tainable from the incomplete data furnished. 


35. Ithasto beremembered that the percentages above given are all calculated 
-on the basis of the existing rates of payment to the Viruthicars which are considerably 
below the current ruling prices and which are declared inadequate. It is not fair to the 


. free-purchase system to use the inadequate rates for comparison, The proper basis 


‘should be full payments which, in the words of the Royal Proclamation, may represent 


-ag near as may be what the Viruthicars would realise if they cutied their goods into the 


“open market. 


36. Assuming this position then, the question for consideration is, which is prefer- 
able, the contract or the Virnthi system PAs already explained we are decidedly in favor 
of the former, and we accordingly propose to exclude, from the Viruthi service, the sup: 
plies on account of the mofussi] Oottupurahs and Oolsavams also. 


_ 87, According to the foregoing proposals, the Viruthi service stands reduced in its 

scope so far that the only occasions, on which supplies are to be demanded from the 
Viruthicars, are those at the Capital as per anexcd statement (1). The descriptions of 
aupplies are the same ay detailed in statements (A) and (B) and the revised rates of 
‘payment to be allowed in future are entered therein against the fixed rates. The revi- 
“sion ig based on the averages of the market prices for a series of 10 years, from 1051 
‘to 1060, as enjoined by the Proclamation. . 


38. We have made the. prices uniform for all localities, merging in them the 
Varying rates of carriage hire. Though a given article to be supplied from a remote 
‘Proverthy may be purchasable at the local market at a lower rate than at the Capital 
where it is due, the cost of carriage, when added, will be found more or less -to 
equalise the payment. Instead of having a graduated scale of local prices and charges 
-of carriage, it is desirable on the score of simplicity and for facility. of transaction to 
provide one general table of consolidated rates. 


39, It will be seen that the proposed prices are generally double the existing 


- yates with slight fluctuations on either side, while in the case of a few articles as per 
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(B) they are even four or five times as much. On an average, therefore, the excess 
moust be more than cent per cent, which of course cannot be helped, if the Viruthi 


service is to be continued for the purpose of supplics. Such a large margin of 


difference between the present and proposed rates only demonstrates, all the more strong- 
ly, the urgent necessity for relief. For it means that so much money is taken from the 
pockets of the poor Viruthicars year by year. It is admitted on all hands that the 
Viruthi system as originally instituted was based on the understanding that payments 
for supplies were to be according to the prevailing market prices, so that the Viruthi- 
cars were to suffer no pecuniary loss on that account. This fact finds emphatic recogni 
tion in the Royal Proclamation, where (in the Preamble) it alludes to the failure to 
adapt the system from time to time to altered economic conditions, and (in para 6) ex- 
pressly provides for the Viruthicars betng paid at the prevailing market rates. 


40, In bygone days, owing to the undeveloped state of inland trade and the absence 
of roads and other facilities for communication, the Government had to devise means for 
drawing supplies by individual contributions from even remote corners, Otherwise it 
would have been next to impossible to secure provisions to the extent required for large 
concerns. But the times have completely changed. Provisions of all sorts and qualities 
could be commanded now, to any extent and ata given notice from the markets or 
centres of irsde at the Capital and in the vicinity. The Viruthicars themselves have re- 
course generally to such sources rather than carry their supplies from their homes, For 


instance, a Viruthicar from Paravoor has to supply Thyre (©9) at Trivandrum. The-* 


fixed price allowed on the article for Paravoor is 10 chuckrams per parah and thé rate © 


of carriage hire is 18 chuckrams, The total value payable is thus 28 chuckrams or a” 


rupee. The man‘ knows that he could make a cheaper bargain at Trivandrum. He ac- 
cordingly comes here, purchases the quantity needed, delivers it and returns home, per- 


haps a gainer by the transaction. The question here arises whether, having regard to. 


the altered conditions and to the prevailing practice, the present system of laying remote 
Taluks under contribution to meet the demands at the Capital should be kept up and 
whether it is not expedient: to restrict the area for this purpose. 


41, This brings us to the consideration of another and a larger question which may - 


‘be pertinently raised and which it is well to anticipate. 


42, Is the introduction of the proposed measure likely to restore the Viruthi 
system to its pristine vitality and vigour and ensure efficient and smooth working ? What 
guarantee is there that the same scenes will not occur again which are ‘experienced at 
present ?—the Viruthicars failing in their instalments of supplies, wholly or partly, just 
at the nick of time, Government agents being compelled to rush to the market for direct 
purchase, large balances of public money remaining unadjusted and debited against the 
‘Viruthicars, the liabilities swelling year after year—leading to complication and confusion 
of accounts and to multifarious and protracted enquires and necessitating coercive proces- 
ses of recovety which, while they prove. oftener futile than successiul, provoke grievous: 
complaints and vexatious questions involving endless references and corresponé 


ondence at 
an enormous cost of public time and labor. P 


43, We cannot take upon ourselves to say that these difficulties will vanish, an 
‘we are far from sanguine that the revision of the prices will ber sé prove an all powerful 


remedy against the evils which are deep-rooted in the system and whi 
ch seem t 
of a chronic chatacter. us to Be 
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44, The Viruthicars, in gencral, havea strong feeling of repugnance to the exactions 
of the system at least in the matter of supplies. This is markedly the case with 
the men of the Trivandrum and the neighbouring taluks, who have the largest and 
heaviest burden to bear and who have suffered most severely by it. Itis not in the 
nature of things that this feeling could be easily overcome, and that the Viruthicars 
ould be brought to look behind the age and to discharge their obligations as faithfully 
and willingly as their ancestors of old. 


45. The chronic impecuniosity of the average Viruthicar is a notorious fact. He 
lives almost from hand to mouth. When advances are paid io him, h's temptation is to 
apply the money to meet his own pressing wants with little thought of the consequences, 
He knows that his position cannot be worse than what it is and he naturally forgets the 
future in his immediate need. He gets hopelessly involved in difficulties and hecomes 
a convenient Lool in the hands of the Proverthy officials for purposes of their own. It 
not unfrequentiy happens that Government moncy when issued, is withheld 
rom the Viruthicar and the Proverthicar gets him to passa receipt, making him believe 
thai the amount was to be applied towards discharging bis previous liabilities. The man 

‘knows no account himself and it may be that he is made to pay the same demand three 
or four times over. 


46. Then again, the system admits of almost boundless scope for fraud, imposition 
and peitifogging on the part of the low-paid Government servants who are charged with 
the duty of receiving and valuing the supplies, This scope is not likely to be narrowed 
by the grant of more liberal payments, On the contrary, the opportunities for 
undue exaction will be all the greater. Even now, full prices are allowed, as a matter of 
special consideration, in respect of certain articles on important occasions such as the Mu- 
yajapom &e, Yet the Viruthicar according to his account, which there is no reason to 
disbelieve, is not much better off than if the prices had been the same as before. Either 
he must purchase the good-will of the petty officials with whom he has to deal or be pre- 
pared for his articles being under-valued by the elastic process of test which governs their 
admission. A. parah of Thyre (994 )may be taken in at one-third of that quantity 
or 800 plantain fruits as 200, on the ground of defective quality. While one man’s sup- 
plies are under-rated, another may obtein acquittance without any deliveries whatever. 


47. Frorn this aspect of the question we cannot help thinking that notwithstanding 
the additional expenditure to Government of more than cent per cont, the prospect of the 
Viruthicar fully benefiting by it and proving equal to the obligations and maintaining his 
credit is, at best, doubtful and we feel it our duty to submit the matter for the serious 
consideration of Government. 


48. Where full market prices are allowed as they must be in any case, the free- 
purchase system is undoubtedly safer and more advantageous in the long run, and, unless 
special reasons are found to exist for a different course, we would strongly advise the ex- 
tension of that system to all cases without exception. 


49, Ags matters now stand, the Viruthicars’ indebtedness to Government is repre~ 
sented by 52 per cent. In other words, un every 100 Rs. advanced to him he stands 
gebited in the accounts to the extent of 52 Rs. for short deliverics of supplies... Perhaps 
when he is better paid, there may be some improvement ia this direetion. But that he 
will ever be completely free from Liabilities is simply out of the question. Even taking 
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his normal indebtedness at 10 per cent when the advances come to be more than doubled, 

the aggregate balance would be no small figure. Why run the risk of a positive Joss of 
public money when itis possible to avoid itP After all, the Viruthi system is only a 
means to a given end. It is not the end itself. If that end could be attained by a different 
arrangement which the test of actual experience has shewn to be not only feasible but 

better adapted to the altered conditions and not liable to the evils which beset the operation 
of the Viruthi system, reason and expediency demand its adoption. 

80. We are far from sharing the apprehension that the disconnection of the 
Virathi service would bring about the decline, if not the break-down, ot the Institutions 
now dependent on it for supplies. This system is by no means a sine qua noa to the 
proper maintenance of the temples and satrams, On the contrary, we consider ita 
broken reed to lean upon. If there is any danger to the healthy working and _ stability 
of the-institutions, it is by their remaining wedded toa system so much used up and 
demoralized. Their interests, vast and important as they are, would he on a more secute, 
pasis by a thorough change of system with due regard to adaptability, 


51. We may herequote the views of the late administration contained iu paras; 
$10 and 312 of the Settlement Memorandum as aptly bearing on the points we have* 


considered above. ; 


“No doubt, by restricting the exaction of the Viruthi service toa few special and 
“ important occasions and thusfcircumscribing its sphere and by paying for the supplies 
“and labor exacted at the current market rates, the condition of the Viruthicars could 
“to some extent be bettered, and one of the chief objections to which it is open—that 
«these men do not get the full equivalent for what they supply—would he removed. 
“But the other objectionable features would remain all the same. The scope for abuses 
‘may, if anything, become greater under better payments. All the money paid by the 
“ Sirkar is not likely to reach the Viruthicars, There will still be pushing and forcing 
“and driving in working the system, and a perpetual struggle betaveen the Viruthicars 
“and those inferior officials with whom they have to deal; the former trying to supply 
“as little as possible and at least cost, and the latter endeavouring to exact as mich ay 
“possible for themselves by rejecting the supplies of those who failed to humour them 
“or by falsifying accounts in favor of those who purchased their good will. Besides, the 
* prices and wages will have to be periodically re-adjusted with reference to the changing 
“market and this will be no easy operation and will itself afford seopefor fraud. In 
“short, maintaining the system in any shape, whatever the altered conditions, will be one 
“of those hulf measures which never succeed.” 





“Tf therefore we are to keep pace with the progress of the times and to take: the 
“ opportunity aftorded by the Revenne Survey and Settlement to grapple with this ques 
‘tion of Viruthi, the wisest course seems to me to be to look it boldly in the face and 
* abolish it altogether, substituting a system of free-labour and free- supplies. Ag pointed 
“ out by many of those whose opinions I have quoted, in the present improved state of 
“ the country as respects roads and other communications, the warket is sure to meet all 
“oar demands. The necessary supplies of provisions and labor can be secured with 
“ facility by a system of contracts worked under proper supervision and jn time competi- 
“tion will bring down prices.” 





52. We do not mean to advocate the total abolition of the Virnthi system, The 
foregoing discussion affects only the question of supplies. But as regards personal services 
such as, lighting, torch-bearing, oil-serving &e., we think it an advanta 0 to-continve the 
Viruihi system. ° 


™ 
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53. Tt will be seen from the annexed statement (J) for Trivandrum how multi 
farious and unique are the details which call for bodily labor. They impose no hard strain 
in any case. But they demand steady plodding, peculiar knack in many instances, well- 
toneil docility, orderly spirit and patient and continued attendauce late into nights. The 
individual Jabor in any given case hardly occupies a full working day. For instance, 
lighting and torch-bearing reqnire the simultancous employment of a good number of 
hands but only for a few hours. In fact, the items of business are generally of a nature 
that hardly admits of their being brought under any regulated system of hired labor. 
Such labour must be out of harmony where no stipulation is possible or expedient as to 
definitencss of time and work, To-do away with the existing arrangement and to sub- 
stitute hired labor would be to introducean clement of uncertainty which may seriously 
alfect the scale of public expenditure and prove a fruitful source of waste and irregularity. 
Tt would be a leap in the dark. There may be difficulties too, at times, to command the 
requisite quantity of hired labor, the field of supply being narrowed by restriction of caste. 


34. Looking tothe character of the numberless menial services concerned, 
the most economic arrangement would be to provide for theiry performance by fixed 
grants of land sufficiently remumerative. This would obviste cash expenses under 
an uncertain and necessarily elastic item, while the performance of the offices would 
be rendered free from possible friction. 


55, Itis the obligation for supplies involving money transaction which is the 
Viruthicar's stumbling block which upsets him at every turn. Divested of this and 
~eonfined to simple personal labour, with au allotment of land yielding fair return, 
he may have a smooth and safe course and we have no doubt that he will be quite 
prepared to continue his services under the altered arrangement. If, however, the 
present Viruthicars hold back, other men may come forward induced by the grants 
and by the simple conditions of personal labour. Assignments of lands for purely 
personal services do exist at present in the case of ferrymen, palanquin bearers, certain 
Pagoda servants &c. Nor is this practice peculiar to Travancore. In British India, such 
tenures known as service Inams, ave found in various parts- (Vide Macleane’ 8 Standing 
Orders of the Board of Revenue, pp- 197 & 198.) 





56. . The personal services required at the Capital for the various festivals &e. 
jn the year and for Murajapom and other extraordinary occasions are detailed in 
statement (J) already referred to. These services taken in the aggregate represent. 
‘the work of 17,500 amen per day. The number of Viruthicars in the whole taluk, 
who are proposed ta be util ized, is 470. Distributing the total quantity of work 
among them, the result is 37 days which’ represents the average work of a single . 
Viruthicar. Allowing 4 chs. a day, the value of his work amounts to 37 fanams or 
143 parahs of paddy, the rate of conversion being 10 chs. a parah. 


57, Full figures ave entered in statement (I) in respect of the several Provertics 
in the taluk. They show the number of individuals in each Proverty to whom lands 
are to be allotted for purely personal services and the amount of remuneration due 
calculated both in money-and grain, 


- 58.- Separate provision is made for the village headmen or Mullakars and the figures 
“in that connection are given in the same statement. 
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59. The Cherumanakars or subs of the headmen are left out of uccount, as their 
co-operation is not absolutely needed under the proposed scheme which is confined to 
personal labor. 

60. The total amount of remuneration entered is 8,702 parahs of grainto be met 
by grants yielding a corresponding net rental as assessed at the settlement. The carrying 
out of the individual allotments is of course a mere matter of detail. 


61. - The aggregate assessment on the whole area of Viruthi tenures in the taluk 
being 28,131 parahs, there will be at the disposalof Government a balance of 13,417 
parabs after the settlement of the grants. : 

62. The Viruthicars of the three taluks of Neyyattinkaray, Neduvengad and 
Sheraingil have certain personal services to render at the Capital for which they will be 
entitled to grants in those taluks, though they will be far fewer than the allotments to the 


Trivandrum Viruthicars. 


63. In the ease of mofussil institutions, there will be hardly any service grant 
necessary except in connection with a few knportant pagodas. The funds assigned for 
the Oolsavoms may suffice in ordinary cases. 


64, Thns with the freo-purchase system for supplies and self-paying arrangement 
for purely personal services, the expeniture of public money for religious and 


charitable institutions may be controlled as efficiently as their interests require. 
65. Our conclusions summarised are :— 


i. That the articles as per statements (C), (D) and (2) be eliminated from the 
Viruthi obligations. 
ii. That the following supplies be also eliminated. 
(2) The Tingal supplies at the Capital, 
(b) The supplies on account of mofussi] Oottupurabs and Oolsavoms. 


iii, That the Viruthi service in the matter of supplies be restricted to the 
Oolsavoms and other oseasions at the Capital as specified in statement (J). 


iv. That the extension of the free-purchase system to these occasions in super- 
session of the compulsory method is preferable. 


v. That the Viruthi system be retained for the performance of simple personal 
services connected with the institutions at Trivandrum and the important out-station 
pagodas by proper remunerative grants. 


66, It only remains to consider the financial aspect of the question bearing on the 
proposed revision. 

67. The calculations given in the Settlement Memorandum are worthy of attention 
in this connection. Whether the free purchase system is introduced or the Viruthi 
suppties avs continnsd on enhanzed paymant, the seale of additional cost to Government 
nyist be nove or less the sam>. According to the M2morandam, this additional cost is 
estimes Lat $0,090 Rs. the presont amoant of expzntitare being 69,000 Rs. Thus the 
poreentze of exeass is 130, which tallies with our own calculation with reference to the 
Agares entered in statements (A) & (B). It should however be remarked that in the caye 
of many of the out-station pagodas and Ootiupurahs the actual excess is not likely to 
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yeach so highs figure. it may be either wilhin the limit now assigned or rise ut most 
24 or 28 per cent, as shewn by the results yenerally of the experimental system now ia 
operation and of the contract system in connection with the Trivandrum Agrasala Tingal 
touched upon in para 25. From this point of view, the estimate may be fairly assumed 
at cent per cent on the average, viz, 60,000 Rs. But to guabd against any possible error 
of under-estimating the expenditure, we adopt the figure assumed in the Memorandum, 
viz, 80,000 Rs. 


68. The next item of cost dealt with im the Memorandum refers to the menial 
servites rendered by the Viruthicars. The extra cost on this head is put down at 
80,000 Is. and admitted to bea rough estimaie. As we propose to provide remuner- 
ative grants for the continued performance of these services, we leave out this item 
altogether. 


69. Our scheme for the allotment of lands does not provide for the services 
rendered by the Mullakars in connection with revenue business. We therefore take 
in the estimate of the 50,000 Rs. enteredas the cost for the substitution of paid agency. 


70. Thus the total extra expenditure will be 80,000 + 50,000 = 1,30,000 Rs. 


_ 71. On the credit side, the first item noticed is the amount of net income to Go- 
vernment by bringing the Viruthi lauds under full assessment. This is taken xt 
1,00,000 Rs. According to our scheme a certain percentage of this amount must be 
deducted on account of the service grants. Referring to the statement for Trivandrum 
(K), it will be seen that 28,131 parahs of grain represent the aggregate assessment on 
the Viruthi holdings in that taluk, Deducting 6,481 parahs, the present revenue assigned 
on these lands, the net receipts are 21,650 parahgy. The amount of remuneration io the 
Viruthicars for personal services is 8,702 parahs. Thus then, the valae of the service- 
grants is 39 per ecnt of the aggregate aszessment on all the Viruthi tenwres in the taluk. 
As regards the mofussil taluks, the service-grants may be needed only in connection with 
aome of the important Pagodas, as observed in a foregoing para. Therefore the propor- 
tion of the value of the service-grants in the aggregate to the assessment of the Viruthi 
lands throughout the couniry must be considerably leas. Even 20 per cent say probably 
be excessive. To be on the safe side, however, we shall take this proportion. . The resulé 
-is a deduction of 90,000 Rs. from 1,00,000 Rs., leaving a balance of 80,000 Rs. to: the 
-eredit. of Government. 









72, The next item is the interest at 5 per cent on the Moodelelpu fund amounting 
to 5,000 Rs. The recoverable portion is taken at 75 per cent of the full eapital 1,15,1.90 Rs. 
Under the Viruthi Proclamation, the rate of interest payable by the Viruthicars on this 
fund is only 3 par cent. Caleulated at this rate the amount stands rednced to 3,000 Rs. 


* 





73, Asura of 15,000 Bs, is entered on account of full assessment on the Viruthi 
lands of village headmen and of recoveries of their Moodelelpy money. As it is pro- 
posed. to allow service-grants to the Mullakars, a deduction of 3,000 Rs, shonld be inade 

“$n that behalf. The balance of credit ix 12,000 Rs. 


74. Tho abandonment of the Viruthi sysvem of supplies is expected to reduce the - 
work of Proverthy subordinates so as to admit of one accountant being dispensed with- 
The estimated saving by this reduction is 29,000 Rs. We are however not sure of the ~ 


feasibility of the proposal and so let go the figure. 
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75. The last item is 12,000 Rs. representing the savingio Government of the 
average amiual loss now incurred on account of the Viruihicars’ liabilities written off as 
unrecoverable. 


76. We have already stated, with reference to the deta. obtained from the Oolsava- 
madom, that the Viruthiears’ liabilities amount on anaverage to 52 per cent of the cash 
disbursements made from the public exchequer in the shape of advances and eoxt of direct 
puchases. The disbursements which bear solely on the supplies at the Capital are about 
38,500 Rs. annually and the outstanding balance at 52 per cent is 20,000 Rs. OF this, a 
portion may be recoverable and what is ultimately struck off may not be move than 12,000Rs.; 
still the recoveries extend over an indefinite period and Government agency, ordinary or 
extra, have to be employed for the purpose. ‘The interest on the outstandings cannot be 
considered insignificant; nor the cost of the establishnient employed on the recoveries. 
On both these accounts 5,000 Ry, at least may be added, which raises the estimated saving 
to 17,000 Rs, 

77. The figures on the credit side then are

78. This amount, set off against the estimated total of extra cost, leaves on the:

will be entailed on Government by the adoption of the revision proposed by us, 


79. It has to be noticed here that this result is based on the assumption that the 
cost of supplies will be 80,000 Rs. extra. But if, as pointed out by us, the proportion is 
taken at cent per cent there will be a further sum of 20,000 Rs, on the credit side res ulting 
in a balance of 2,000 Rs. in favour of Government, 


80. According to the Settlement Memorandum, the net extra cost is estimated at 
60,000 Rs. which perhaps will be caused by the total abolition of the Viruthi system on 
which the calculation bears. Even in this case it is believed that the 60,000 Rs. will not 
become a. direct charge on the treasury, but will be met, though gradually, by prevention 
of abuses and the enforcing of economy in the management of the institutions. 


81. It is important to noie here that if, after the proposed settlement of the service 
grants, the Viruthi lands which will remain at the disposal of Government be either public- 
ly sold or confirmed to the occupants on payment of a fair value, the fund thereby 
realized would by itself be sufficient to counterbalance any extra expenditure which the. 
yevision of the system may entail. 


82. The aggregate extent of the Viruthi holdings is 2,00,000 parahs and the gross 
assessment which they are estimated ‘to yield annually is 1,56,000 Rs. (vide para 316 of the 
Settlement Memorandum). Allowing 20 per cent reduction for any possible over-estimate 
we shall have 1,24,800 Rs. as the annual assessment on all the Virnthi tenures. The 

_ proposed service grants will absorb 20 per cent of this amount, namely 24,960 Rs, whith, 
deducted from 1,24,800 Rs. leaves 99,840 Rs. representing the rentalon the area at the- 
disposal of Government. The purchase value of the lends bearing this renial will be at 
the lowest 99,840 X 25 = 24,96,000 Rs. or 25 lacs in round numbers. This calculation is- 
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‘based on the rate of valuation at 25 times the assessment which was lately introduced by 
Government and which is now uniformly followed. The annual yield of the 25 lacs of 
Rs, at 5 per cent will be 1,25,000 Rs. Unless we are seriously misled by the above ana- 
lysis, we think that the Goverment need not look beyond the earnings of the Virathi 
tenures themselves for meeting the extra cost on the proposed revision. 


83. This view reccives practical illustration from the case of Nellamon Proverthy, 
where the Virnthi system was abolished in 1052 M. E, and an independent arrangement 
hhas since becn in operation. 


84, The following figures represent actual results :—

Deducting the extra cost from the total amount of receipts we have 1,256— 
438 = 818 Rs, as the net gain to Government resulting by the change. 

85, It may be that some of the Viruthi supplies of the Proverthy are laid upon 
the neighbouring Viruthicars and that on that account the actual cost appears so low, 
Even supposing the cost to be four times as much as what is now entered, the preponder- 
ance will still be on the credit side.

T have the honor to acknowledge your Reference on C. No. 1468 dated 
Q5th Ultimo (received yesterday ) forwarding a petition from the Viruthi bolders of 
Cherayinkil Taluk. . 
The petitioners take exception to Government levying a certain value on the 
service lands as a condition of these being permanently granted to the oceupants ; and 
you call for some information on the head with reference to paras 305 and 313 of 
Mr. Ramiengar’s memorandum. , 


Thet memorandum was written in 1685 and the views expressed therein, botly 
~_ou_the scheme of Settlement in general and of the Viruthi tenures in particular, under- 
went modification, when the plan of operation was finally resolved on. The measures 
introduced by Mr. Ramiengar himself are embodied in the Royal Proclamation dated 
24th Webruary and 16th May 1886, the latter relating exclusively to the Viruthi Setile. 
ment. The petitioners make no allnsion at all to this enactment. 


Mr. Ramicengar had to abandon the idea of abolishing the Viruthi service and the 
Proclamation of 16th May 1886 was for the purpose of revising the Viruthi system on 
an inrproved footing. 


Paras 10, 11 and 13 of the Proclamation indicate the principle of treatment of 
the Viruthi lands remaining after redisiribution under the new settlement or relinquished 
by the ryots seeking release from the service. In both cases, the lands are at the disposal 
of Government. 


Tt has to be noted here that the Viruthi service in the Nellamon Proverthy, Trivan- 
drum Taluk, had been given up in 1052 and the relinquished lands were all sold oatright 
by Government in the course of the settlement since carried out ithe taluk. 


As regards the Virnthi Proclamation above quoted, it had to be left in abeyance 
owing to difficulties which # is needlees to mention here. While the Trivandrum Teluk 
was otherwise completely settled, ‘the Virnthi lands remained untouched. The same 
was the case with Cherayinkil, the general settlements of which followed that of Tri- 
vandran, 








During the late administration a Comraittee was appointed t go fully into the 
question of the Viruthi Scttlement ani advise Government as to the best course to he 
Adopted for 








sing it out. The report of the Committee ways submitted in June 1889 
aad the gist of their proposal was that the Viruthi Service be retained so far as it related 
do mere personal service, such as lighting, torch-bearing &c., that the requisite Jand for 
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e be assigned and the renuining holdings be either publicly sold or confirmed 
pants on payment of x fair value, in order to mect the extra expenditure 
revision of the system might entail. 


Lhe suggestion of the Committee which related to the removal of the obli- 
wa for supply of provisions at the mofussil was adopted by Goverment 
eutatively. Subsquently a Royal Prockunation was issued dated 7th August 1895 
giving permanent relief to the Viruthicars from mofussil obligations and some other 
items of service, aud it declared iu the concluding para that, ‘the revision of the Viruthi 
Services aud the redistribution of the service grants contemplated by the Prockumation 
dated 16th May 1886/4th Edavam i681 shed he effected with due regared to the mea-

still remained unadjusted and unsettled. The question pre

In such cases alone the lands are sold by public auction as a rule, though 
m oven here exceptional treatment is allowed when special considerations warrant it, 


In Chirayinkil Taluk the Setuieneut Officer proces led in. the sume manner asin 
Trivandrum and reported as the result of his conference and enquiries with the Virnehi- 
cars, that they were unwilling to continue the Viruchi service, that they should be 
released from its obligations and that the lands shotld be dealt with on the principle 
adopted in ‘Trivandrum, Sanction was accordingly granted and the work is now

In the concluding paragraph of your letter No. 5/125 of the 4th Ultinic 
regarding the Settlement of Virathi lands, you say that if any of the Viruthicars so, 
desire, the holding will be continued to him with the. obligations as hitherto. From, 
your Proclamation of the 7th August 1893, however. it appears that the scope of the 
Viruthi service has been considerably narrowed; it ts likely therefore that if there is any 
large desire to continue to hold under previous service comlitions the Settlement will he 
impossible. The persons who have heen petitioniiug me state that they are willing ta 
continue service but their request is refused. They complain further of threats being 
nsed to compel them to agree to settle on the 25 times the pattem method. 








So far'as Tcan understand your treatment of this matter [see reasons for 
disagreement. Meanwhile 1 have the honor to ask. to he informed on the above 
point. It wonld also appear that the tenure in Cherayinkil is heavier on the holder 
than in Trivandram:hence I presume the present outcry. ¢

The settlement of Viruthi lands means either the continuance of Viruthi tenures 
on conditions of service or their permanent transfer on payment of consideration, where

- har the ryots’ undertaking the continuance of the service, if so disposed. But 

«nkil more than in Trivandrum, the ryots when conferred with as a preliminary

. principle adopted in the Trivandrum taluk. Their refusal to submit to the 

“bi obligations under any conditions has been recorded and reported upon. There 
lot a single ryot who came forward agreeing to an opposite course. 


The petitioners represent but a small portion of the Virnthi interests in Cherayin- 

uid Tbelieve they belong to only one or two villages. So the question cannot be 

sidered a general onc so far as thar taluk goes, and even in the case of the signatories 

-cinselves I do not know if when they arc individually questioned, many of them would 

ve prepared to accept grants subject to the obligations of service and it is even doubtful 
whether they would be found to have acted voluntarily in subscribing to the petition. 


Anyhow the complaint that their offer of continued service is refused is utterly 
unfounded and opposed to recorded facts as stated above. 


Tn the demand of 25 times the pattom, no compulsion of any sort was ever used. 
Tr was left to the option of the holder to make the payment or give up the holding and 
no ryot has demurred to payuientand consequently there has not been any relinquishment 
of land on that score. On the contrary there has been competition among members of the 
sume family each claiming the right to pay and to receive patta. 


As for the vilayartham itself—viz, 25 times the pattom—it is but nominal compared 
with the price the land would fetch iu open sale, the valuation being calculate. at the 
commutation rate of assessment in kind. So no ground exists for reasonable complaint 
u this direetion either. 


So faras the Viruthi tenures in Chivayinkil are coneerued the conditions of the 
kyprive are not heavier than in the Trivandrinn Taluk. On the contrary, they ure obvi- 
‘ously lighter, being farther removed from the centre of demand for such service.

The petitioners themselves do not appear to raise i the petition the question of 
their being?prepared to continue service. If, however, any of them now desire in) their 
individual interests to be allowed to continue the viruthi service on existing conditions, 
Government will have no objection to deal with them on their applying in their indivi- 
dual capacity, grants being assigned in due regard to the revision of the service asfindi- 
cuted in para 8 of the!Proclamnation of the Tth August 1893. 

I fully trust that with the above explanation seu will be able to see the real 
positicn of Government.

Rules dejining the conditions of Viruthi tenure and the duties of the Viruthi 
holders in the taluks of Trivandrum, Chirayinkil, Neduvengad and Neyyttinkara passed | 
ander sanction of His Highness the Muha Rajah on the 4th Thulam 1074{19th October. 
1898. 

“1. In the place of Munnila Virnthi, Cherumana Viruthi and Nair Viruthi which 
obtained under the original Erayili system, there shall be in future the following classes 
of Viruthies, and pattahs for the propertics comprised in each class have heen and shall 
he issued under the particular designation of that class. 

(1) Personal service Nair Viruthi, 

2) Do. Cherumana Viruthi, 

8) Munnila Viruthi, 
(4) Nair Viruthi for assisting in the collection of tax, 
(8) Vazhathope or Kandukrishi Nair Viruthi, 
(6) Do. Do. Cheranana Viruthi, 
(7) Viruthi for the collection of vital statistics. 

2. The provisions of the Royal Proclamation of Ist Edavom 1068, No. 
clause (2) section 2 of Regulation [I of 1070, shall apply tp the above ch 
holdings. ~ 

3. A Viruthi holder has no rights over bis Viruthi holding except its enjoy- 
ment during the regular performance of the services imposed on him ; and he shalt 
not sell, mortgage, transfer or encumber the property in any manner.”

6. The Viruthicars shall not, as a rule, be required to perform any services other 
than those specified in the schedule ; but if any extra services are demanded of them by 
the Proverticaren under urgent necessity, they shall perform the same and shall be pair 
for such work at the current rate of wages, 


7. Whenever any Viruthicaren is unable to attend for worl he is bound to appoint. 
at his expense a substitute who shall place himself under the orders of the Cherumana- 
karen and perform all the services attached to the Viruthi holding. 


8. Ifthe Virutihicaren fails to appoint a substitute as required by rule 7, the 
Cherumanakaren should report the fact to the Proverticaren who shallat once engage a 
substitute and pay him the usual wages wking a reccipt for the same. “The wages so paid 
shall be recouped to the Proverticaren from the taluk treasury on prodaction of the 
receipt and shall be recovered from the defaulting Viruthicaren by the attachment and sale 
of the crop on the holding and in the absence thercof in such manner as may be decided 
by the Division Peishkar in each case. It is the duty of the Proverticaren to recover 
such outstandings before the end of each Malabar year and the Tuhsildar should see that 
no arrears are left. 


For each subsequent default without reasonable excuse during the same year, 
twice the amount of the money expended as wayes should be recovered from the 
Viruthicaren. 


9. I£ a Viruthicaren is proved to have absented himself consecutively on three 
occasions without reasonable excuse or to have been habitually remiss in the performance 
of his duties, he shall be ousted from his Viruthi holding under the orders of the Divi- 
sion Peishkar and the land registered in the name of another member of the same family 
if available, or if such person is not available, in the name of any other competent person 
who binds himself to purform the services. 


10. The registered holder of a personal service Viruthi is at liberty to relinquish it 
by a statement in writing before the Tahsildar and the Viruthi inay then, with the per- 
mission of the Division Peishkar, be transferred to any other member of the family if 
available or in the absence of any such person to any other competent person willing to 
perform the services, 


ll. If a registered holder dies, the ‘holding shall be transferred to his heir. 
In the event of the registered holder dying heirless, the holding. may be transferred 
to any other competent person, provided that if such registered holder is a Maru- 
makkathayee and has sons, the holding shall be transferred to such of his sons ax 
my be willing to perform the services, preference being given to the senior one amon 
them. 


No transfer under this rule shall be made without the previous sanction of the 
Division Peishkar. 


12. The Cherumanakaren should keep an attendance roll of all Viruthicars under 
him attending for the performance of any work.

14. They sball be bound to attend the Proverticar’s office every working day and 
mark their attendance in a register. 


15. The Munnilakaren shall be responsible for the collection of taxes tn his 
Munnila. 
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16. In the event of any Mannilakaren being found remiss in the discharge of his 
duti:s, the Tahsildar or the Division Peishkar may fine him to the extent of one rupee 
each time, the total amount of such fines not exceeding five rupees in a year. The fines 
80 Imposed may be recovered from the produce of the Munnilakaren’s Viruthi holding 
and in the absence thereof in such manner as may be decided in cach case, 


17. A Munnilakaren may, under the orders of the Division Peishkar, be evicted 
from his-holding for continued negligence or wilful misconduct. 


18. The transfer and relinquishment of Munnila Viruthies shall be governed by the 
provisions of Rules 9 to 11. , 
Vazhathope or Kandukrishi Viruthtes. 


19. The duties of this class of Viruthi holders shall he performed and all sums due 
from them recovered in accordance with the exsisting practice, the transfer and relinquish- 
ment of such viruthies being subject to Rules 9 to LL. 





Viruthies for the collection of Vttal Statistics, 


20. Viruthi holders of this class shall collect vital statistics according to directions 
given from time to time by the Sanitary Commissioner. 

21. They shall attend the Proverty Cutcherry every working day and furnish 
information regarding births and deaths to the Proverty official who is deputed to keep 
the register of vital statistics. . 

23. The Sanitary ‘Commissioner may fine these Viruthicars for neglect of duty to 
the extent provided in Rule 16 and on receiving intimation from him the revenue 
authorities may recover such fines from the crops on the Viruthi holdings or in the 
absence thereof in such manner as may be decided in cach ense. 

23. The Division Peishkar may order a Viruthicaren of this class to be ousted 
from his holding for continued negligence or wilful misconduct. 

24, Rules 9 to 11 shall govern the transfer and relinquishment of such Viruthi 
holdings. , 


General. 


25, Appeals against the decisions of the Division Peishkars under these rules 
may be preferred to the Dewan within one month from the date of the decisions 
appealed against, exclusive of the time required for obtaining copies of the material 
+ papers. ; 

26. A register shall: be kept in every Proverthy Cutcherry showing all the Viruthi 
holdings in the Proverthy, the names of the Viruthi holders and the services they have 
to perform. 


All transfers should froin time to time be entered in this register. 
A copy of the register should be preserved in the Taluk Cutcherry.

3. The scheme of revision announced by the Palace commurtication above referred

6. It will be seen that the personal services above detailed are of a varied nature. 
They impose no hard strain in any case ancl the individual labour in most cases hardly 
ocerrpies a full working day. Some of them require the simultaneous employment of 2, 
good number of hands, but only for a few hours, They demand peculiar knack and 
training in some instances; and patient and continued attendance late into nights in 


Bome cases. 


7. The viruthicars of all the proverties have to render personal service in con- 
nection with the Oolsavam while those of the three adjoining proverties of Haripad, 
Kumarapuram and Kizhakkekara alone are charged with the menial services on the 
occasions. of the.other two festivals, viz., Tirukartieay and Makarasankranthi. ; 


§. The viruthicars are not allowed for their labour any extra remuneration in the 
shape of moncy or rice doles from the funds assigned for the festivals. 


9. Itis an admitted fact that the duties assigned are discharged by the viruthicars 
only in a very perfunctory manner and that the energy of the public servants concerned 
is very often sorely taxed in the exaction of the work, The viruthicars, in general, seem 
to have a strong feeling of repuguance to the exactions of the system. Itis notin the 
nature of things that this feeling could casily be overcome, and that the viruthicars could 
be brought to look behind the age and to discharge their obligations as faithfully and. 


willingly as their ancestors of old. 
10. The question here arises whether it is absolutely necessary to continue the 


existing arrangement to meet the demands of the pagoda and whether it is not feasible 
and desirable to exclude from the viruthi service the above-mentioned duties and to

While all the provertios int 
the taluk are concerned in the tank-work, the other two items of business have to he 
conducted exclusively, by the viruthicars of Haripad, Ku uypurmand Kizhakkekara 
proverties. To get these works done hy ordinary coolies will not cost more than 
Rs. 124 as detailed below.

18. The carrying out of these petty works may, with advantage, be entrusted to 
Government employees im charge of the pagoda anil the cost of labour may he easily 
defrayed out of the funds separately allotted for the Oolsavom Maramut. 


14. The next item, viz., velakali performance, is of a professional, nature and” the 
viruthicars of all the proverties have to render this particular service, by turns, on 8 
days of the Oolsavom, there being no provision for it on the Kodiyettoo and Araut days. 
Under the existing arrangement the work is distributed among the several proverties vin

15. There is a noteworthy enstom in connection with the velakaly service. As 
x condition precedent to the starting of each day’s performance an offering of !8 rasies 
or 45 fs. bas to be made to the God of the pagoda (a1go Haws MSy_rI1g) 6210138.» ,) 
Formerly it was the practice to raise the requisite amount from the viruthicars by sub- 
scription. Bat from the year 1065 they have been velieved of this pecuniary obligation 
and a diferent arrangement was inwoduced for the purpose. The practice now obtaining 
is to advance to the Provertikar charged with each day’s work the required sum from 
the taluk treasury and to have it refunded by him in the shape of offering. Thus, the 
old custom is, to all intents and purposes, kept wp without affecting the pocket of the 
viruthicars. Tt has to he neied that there is no provision for the offering on the 9th 
day and it woud appear that it is due to the circumstance duut the Provertienrs concerned 
have to make the offering once before, é. ¢., on the 8rd day of the Oolsavam. The sums 
advanced from the treasury on account of the offerings for the 7 days amount to 
315 fanams. 

















16. The music party attached to the velakali service is composed of persons other 
than the viruthicars and they are individually remunerated for their Tabour frou the 
Oolsavom funds, in the shape of ricc-doles and yathra  ryappu (9® aOWge4) money. 
Tt is only the actual velakaly that falls within the seope of the viruthi system.

17. The velakaly has to Le performed twice a day, i. ¢, towards evening and in 
the night. The evening business is coiducted outside the temple while the night Cune- 
tion known as tirumumpuvela is performed within the pagoda premises. Each perfor- 
ynanice ig satd to occupy two hour’s time. 





18. It appears that now-a-days very few of the viruthicars put in their appearance 
for the velakuly service and even the few that attend are found quite unequal tothe task 
for want of uceessary training in the particular art. The performance is, however, kept 
up, by an independent arrangement. The local headmen of the velukali party or asans 
bring with them some extra hands trained in the art, as a rule, and with their aid con- 
duct the play. The Oolsavom accounts show that for the last 25 years a batch of trained 
extra men about 20 in number have been regularly attending on the Ooleavom ocecasions 
and they have been allowed special rerauneration from the Colsavom funds. The viruthi- 
cars that happen to be present at the time of the performance are, of course, allowed to 
join the party simply with a view to add to its numerical strength, But it iy seid that, 
asa matter of fact, chese viruthicars instead of contributing to the show by their presence, 
apar by their untrained and clumsy movernents, whatever beauty the parade is otherwise 
supposed to have. 








19. Kuzhikala Panikar (Mane: atailaad) of Nangayarkulangaray and Kurungote 
Asan (06@89g 009%) of Mavelikaray are the present recognised leaders of the local 
velakaly party. These men who are not viruthicars, are allowed special remuneration 
from the Oolsuvom-fumds. Besides the usual rice-doles of 1 edangaly per day, they get 
52s fs. in the shape of yathra syappu allowance. 


20. The two Asans above referred to were sent for and freely consulted by me as 
to whether it is feasible to provide for the velakaly performance without indenting upon 
the virathi scevice and their opinion is in favour of such a course. They say there is no 
particular restriction as to the number of men wanted for the service, but prescribe a 
minimum of 10 men. They would however have not less than 30 men to constitute a 

proper party for an occasion like the Ooolsavom in such an important institution like the 
Haripad pagoda. Tt will not, of course, be a very difficult affair to muster @ party of 80 
qnen out of the trained staff at their command if sufficient remuneration is allowed for 
their servic The usual rice-dole of 1 edangalt per day and 6 fs. in the shape of yatra 
ayepm allowance, 1 think, will be sufficient remuneration for each of these 80 men. 
Wink regard to the remuneration for the. two asans or leaders, the existing arrangement 
under which they are entitled to the usual rice-dole and 52} fs. may be, left undisturbed. 
The fact that such an independent arrangement, though ona smaller scale, has been in 
existence for il quarter of a century as evidenced by the Qolsavom accounts speaks 
sufficiently for jis adaptability and continuance. _

22. By referring to the Oolsavom accounts T find that 525 fananis and £6 parahs 
8 edungalies of rice is already being spent on account of the velakal service, Deiluet- 
ing this, the net. wklitional expenditure will come to 180 fs. and § parahs § cdangalies of 
rice, ‘This extra cost may be met from the Paditharain funds assigned for the Oobsuvem 
withont affecting any other imterests materially. , 





23. The next rem of personal service imposed on the viruthicars is the eurrying of 
images of. swans, ‘This is considered! as an adjunct to the velakali parade. The oot 
struction of these figures is not the concern of the viruthicars, Their businexs is only te 
carry the images got ready for the occasion, by a different set of men who are paid from 
the Oolsavom funds. 





94. The old Pathivoo account for the Qolsavom provides for 8 im of sivans 
and assigns rice-doles ainounting to 12 parahs 8 edungaties and money allowunees 
amounting to 48 fs. for 16 men, for thetr coustraction. But the Qolsuvomn “aceounis for 
the last 9° show that the expenditure on this head has sruferred constlerable redies 
tion, probatly due to the fact that in practice the number mentiomed jn the Pathivoo as 
to the images is not strictly adhered to and only a sinaller number is got up for the ocea- 
sions. Further the figures got ready every year are said to le generally shabby aud. 
flimsy. Under these circumstances, a few well-built pretiy figures will, na doubt,” serve 
the purpose better than too many ugly things and it isa matter for the consk lerauion of 
Government whether it is not desirable to limit the number of images to 8 or 4, aud to 
get the necessary figures made in a decent style to be used on the Oolsavom occasions mm 
the future. The cost for the construction of a few good-looking figures for permanent: 
use will not be much and, at the same time, the annual charges now Yncarred nuder. this 
head may be saved.

60. The next item calling for notice is the Asan’s allowance. For training up 
‘the local Virathicars, Mathoor Panikar is required to sent to the taluk concernel in 
each year's Velakaly, his subordinate Asaus, one fer each proverthy, one or two months 
‘before the Oolsavom. The prevailing rate of training allowance for an Asan scems to be 
1463 fs, Butin the case of two taluks the rte is fonud to vary, being 140 fs. in 
Kerunagappally and 1864 fs. in Quilon. 








61. A glance at the annexed statement (No. 1) referred to in para 36, will 
give an idea of the amount of disparity that ¢ in the matter of the local allowances 
to the Viruthicars, Stanakars, kc. While the Virnthicars of 4 taluks are entitled to a 
petty travelling allowance of 3 fs. only, those in Kunnathoor, Kottarakars, Pathana- 
puram and Quilon get a larger allowance of 21, 36 and 87g fs. respectively. In Kottara- 
‘kara and Pathenapuram, the allowance to Stanakars viz., Valiamadambies &e , is found 
-to be larger than that of the Virwthi while hoth these classes of men are entitled to 
only an equal amount in all the other 7 taluks. In some of the taluksthe Viruthicars 
é&c., seem to get a small stun on account of shield and fags, over and above the travelling 
allowance. 

















62. Considering the nature, importance and magnitude of the Trivandinun Vela- 
kaly service I think it necessary to continue the Viruthi svstem for the purpose. 


63 Assuming this position, then the main question for consideration is whether 
the present system of laying several taluks under obligation to conduct, by turns, the 
annual Velakaly performance should be kept up and whether it is not desirable and ex- 
pedient to restrict the service to any one of the 9 taluks. 


64. As already observed, the scope of the original Viruthi system has been 
eonsiderably narrowed by relieving the Viruthicars from their staple burden in respect of 
the supply of provisions &c. and by confining their obligations to simple personal labour 
‘The annual festivals at the Capital which draw largely and regularly on the Virwthi service 
do not demand from the Viruthicars of the Quilon Division any other inenial services ex- 
sopt the Velukaly duty once in 6 years, On the other hand, the moffussi! Institutions 
gr occasions which impose obligations for services are but few and far between and accord- 
ing to the spirit of the Royal Prociamation of the 4th Edavom 1061, even the services 
row rendered by the Virnthicars have to be carefully scrutinised and the future requisi- 
‘tions for personsl labour and the occasions on which they shall be made have to be reduced 
and restricted, as far as practicable, in giving effect to the new Virvthi scheme. Thus 
the number of days the Viruthicars will hereafter have to render personal service in their 
respective tuluks and the amount of personal labour to be exacted from them in the year 
cannot but he too small to call for the retention of any Viruthics in most cases. Tt has 
also to be pointed out in this connection that under the rules lately sanctioned by Govern-

Tt will he seen from the above statement that the remunerative grants agsi 
for the Viruthicars of this class are liberal enough and that the average extent of a 
thi hokling is 12 parahs of Jand, 





80. Tt is however important to observe in this connection, that while the duty of 
collecting vital statistics is of a much simpler and less troublesome nature than the fane- 
i gned to the munnilakars the allotments of lands to the former class of Viruthi- 
sou larger and more remunerative than those of the latter cays. Further, under the 
present arrangement of having one vital statistics viruthicaren for every survey villaze, 
there appewrs to he no equal distribution of work amony this class of men, as ihe amount 
ofeach man’s Inbour solely depends on the extent aud population of the particular tract 
ussimed fo him aud as the present survey villages are found to vary much in this respect. 
For instance, the proverthy o£ Pathiyoor which is taken as one village in the survey 
com prikes an area of 5°83 square miles while the proverthy of Cheppaud which is sub- 
divided into two villages contains only a Jess extent of 4°91 square miles. In the matter 
of poptlation, revenue, &c, the former proverthy is considered more important than the 
hulter, But, on the other hand, the larger proverthy has only one viruthiearen for the 
collection. of vital statisties, while the smaller one has been allowed two.

103. The munnilakars of this taluk complain that their present holdings are tox 
small and not sufficiently remunerative, that more lands should he allotted for the pur- 
pose and that they sbould have other good lands in lieu of those that have now become 
exceptionally deteriorated and unproductive. I beg to submit that the complaint is not: 
altogether unreasonable and is deserving of consideration. 


104. The munnilakaren’s duties at present are of an undefined and irresponsthie 
nature and consequently he is, more or less, muster of himself. Besides, there are the 
cherumanakars to co-operate with him in the discharge of his dutics. In the matter of 
distributing among the viruthicars the money advanced by Government on account: 
of provisions, he, as their foreman, has ample scope [or illegitimate gain. But 
under the new rules, his responsibilities in the matter of revenue collection will be 
increased, he will have regular and fixed work throughout the year, there will be ne 
cheramanakars to help him and his control over the ordinary viruthicars and the seope 
for extra gain will be lost. In fact, he will be reduced, more or less, to the position of 
masappadikars and other paid subordinates of the proverthy. Under these circumstances, 
T think it is nothing but fair that the assignments made to them should be such as to 
make their remuneration proportionate to the amount of work exacted. 


103. The 5 parahs of land assigned for 2 munnila viruthie will not, under ordina- 
ry circumstances, yield an average annual return or pattom of more than 35 or 40 
parzhs of grain. But it has, however, to be stated that exceptionally good lands in 
these parts are said to yield more and that some of the munuila viruthi holdings are of 
that type. With reference to the altered conditions of the munnila work, I think that 
the munnilakaran’s remuneration should he at least 3 edangalies of paddy per day 
and at that rate 109 parahs in the vear. In other words, le should be allowed a yrant 
of land which will ordinarily yield an annual return of 109} parahs of grain. The 
commuted value of 1094 parahs at 24 fanams per parah is Rs. 39—8 chs. and this sum 
which represents the annual return, will give Rs. 3} per mensem. This emolument is, 
of course, less than that of a masappadikaren who gets a monthly salary of Ks. 4.

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Memorandum on the reorganisation of the viruthi 
service and the settlement of viruthi lands 
in the taluk of Karthigappally. 


1. The general revenue settlement of the taluk of Kartigapally being completed, 
‘Preliminary. the settlement of viruthi lands in that taluk has been taken in hand 
and the preliminary operations are in progress. 

2. For the guidauce ofthe virathi settlement officers instructions have to be 
ixsued as to which of the existing viruthi services should be retained and which may be 


done away with, what grants of lands should be allowed for the services to be retained 
and other particulars conmected with the scttlement of viruthi lands in the taluk. 


3. The Dewan Peishkar of Quilon and the Settlement Assistant in charge of 
‘viruthi operations have both submitted their reports on the subject. 


Brigting virueht 4, Now that the viruthicars have been exempted from the obli- 
igapauy. gation to supply provisions and materials, the following ave the only 


items of work which remain. 


(1) Assisting proverthy officials in the collection of revenue. This duty clevolves 
on the Munnilekkars alone. 

(2) The collection of vital statistics. 

(8} The performance of Velakaly service at Trivandrum, certain periodical 
personal services in the Haripad temple and some occasional duties connected with 
Royal tours and special State ceremonies at the Capital. 


5. With regard to the Velakaly service at Trivandrum which is now distributed 
over nine taluks in the Quilon Division, both the Peishkar and the 
The Velakaly 
service at Tri- Settlement Assistant are of opinion that the work may be confined to 
vandrum, 
the viruthicars of one taluk who may be entrusted with that duty 
alone. The taluk of Karunagapally which has a large number of 
yienthicars who have few personal services to perform may, itis stated, be chosen for 
this purpose. There seems to be no objection to the adoption of this course. The 
aeessary arrangements will accordingly be made, 


6. The other items of personal labour referred to in para 4 (3) are of a peity 

and wiscellaneous character requiring for their satisfactory per- 

worn tdereees, formance no special skill or qualification. The viruthicars there- 
fore may be altogether relieved of these services. 


7. For the collection of vital statistics 17 viruthicars are now employed. Mr. Venki- 
ieswara Aiyar recommends the substitution of a paid agency for this work, while the 
Dewan Peishkar is in favour of continuing the existing system. The Sanitary Commis- 
sioner would have a paid agency in preference to virathicars, He considers that a 
speon for each proverthy ona monthly salary of Rs, 4, 4 or 6 according to the extent 
of the proverthy will answer. 


8 A paid agency would probably be more amenable to departmental control 
than a body of'men remunerated by grants of land, but such an agency means a 
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‘pormanent increase of expenditure. According to the Sanitary Commissioner's proposal 
(one peon for cach proverthy), the total expenditure per annum for the whole State 
would amount to not Jess than Rs. 13,000. It is doubtful whether a single peon with 
possibly very little local knowledge and influence will be able ‘to obtain correct infor- 
mation of births and deaths ina proverthy extending over 20 and in some cases 30 
sq. miles, On the other hand, if the virathi system De continued there will be for every 
proverthy between 2 & 4 meneach with a smaller area to traverse and with greater 
facilities for collecting information. The peons being entirely under the control of the 
Sanitary Department, their work is not likely to be checked by the revenue officers who 
have means of information regarding lecal occurrences, Sand the check which the 
occasional and more or less anticipated visits of the Sanitary Commissioner and his inspect- 
ing staff could insure must nécessarily be limited. A permanent body of village -er- 
yants in close touch with the people and controlled and supervised not only by the 
Sanitary Department but also by the local revenue officers may be reasonably expceted 
to secure better results. 
9. The services now rendered by the Munnilakars in aid of the collection of revenue 
The munngia ‘lo not appear to be such as could be entirely dispensed with or effici~ 
wervice. ently and economically performed by a staff of peons. The Peishkar 
thinks that the aid of a village agency is unnecessary for the collection of the revenue. 
Doubtless the Revenue Recovery Regulation gives full power to revenue officers to 
deal with defaulters. But the use of coercive processes for the recovery of taxes ought 
to be only a last resort, as a too frequent recourse to them would bea source of hardship 
to the ryots. The proverthy officials should use every endeavour to recover the tax by 
pervonal demand and should proceed under the law only when all other resources have 
failed. In attaining this object a Munnilakaran with his local knowledge and influence 
will be a very useful instrument, Moreover, experience in the case of certain prov erthies 
iw the Trivandrum taluk where the virathi system was abolished, has shown that sub. 
stitutes are needed in the place of Munnilakars. Thus if Munnilakkars be dispensed with 
the appointment of additional peons at extra cost to Government, will become necessary ; 
und these peons would not be as serviceableas Munnilakars remunerated by grants of land - 
In this connection it has to be observed that the Munnila has been from time immemo- 
rial the unit of revenue administration in this country and possessing as it doss, all 
the advantages of a permanent factor in the revenue organisation, is better adapted to 
the requirements of the service than a paid agency subject to frequent changes in its 
personnel. To do away altogether with the existing system which serves in part the 
purpose of a village organisation is not, therefore, desirable or advantageous. ~ 


10. The reconstitution of the Munnila service on a more efficient basis deserves 
consideration. By giving the Munnilakaran sufficient remuneration 
ton etho Mana: inthe shape of grant of land supplemented by a money payment, 
4a service. his status can be raised and his responeibilites increased. In addition 
to the assistance which may be dawanded of him in the collection of revenue be may be 
charged with the duty of collecting vital statistics in his Munnila. A Munnilakkaran who 
is a permanent resident of the village and who comes in close contact with the people ty 
connection with his revenue functions has better means of obtaining information than the 
present virnthi informer or aay paid substitute. 
Vou VF, _ 
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11. In reorganising the Munnila seirvice on this principle, the grants of land and the 
money paymeut given to cach Munnilakkaren should fetch him on an average a monthly 
income of not less than four rupees. In return for this remuneration he should aid the 
proverthicaren in the collection of revenue and collect vital statistics in hiy Munila, 





42. Rules will hereafter be made detining the duties of the Munnilakaven and the 
control which may be exercised by the Sanitary Commissioner and Revenue officer res- 
pectively over him. 


13. In Kartiakpally there are at present 40° Munnilakars of whom 21 may ber 
tained and the rest abolished. The subjoined statement shows how the required Munnitas 
may be distributed among the diiferent pakuthies with reference to area. population, 
number of puttadars &e. Tn most cases there is only one Munnila fora vakuthy, bat in 
afew instances the pakuthy has to be subdivided into two Munnilas.

15. The annual net income from a parah of bud being reckuned at between 6 
and 7 parals of paddy, a grant of between 10 and 12 parabs of Jand will be sufficient te 
yield an income of about 18 fanams per mensem, The extent of the vrant of land to 
each Munnilakkavan, cherefore, may be fixed at not less than 10 parahs and not more thar 
12 parabs of and. The exact area of cach separate holding may be fixed on this principle 
by the Settlement Officer with refercuce to the situation of the lands and the prodnetives 
capacity of the soil. This grant should be supplemented hy a moncy allowance of 10 
fanams per mensem,

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19, The grants of land to ‘be made to 21 Munnilakkars at 12 parahs per head 
come to 252 parahs of land. Deducting this from the total extent of 8525 parahs 
9 edangulies, there remain 8273 parahs 9 edanglies of land atthe disposal of Government. 
Besides the proceeds from these lands and the interest that may accrue to Government 
therefrom, their enfranchisement will result in a permanent annual increase of revenue: 
to Government, in the shape of increased assessment, as Viruthi lands now liable only 
to payment of a portion of the assessment will be subject to full assessment on being: 
released from the services attached to them. 


20. If all the Viruthies be abolished, the permanent increase to revenue would be 
Rs. 1716 8-chs--8 cash as estimated by Mr. Venkataswara Iyer. From this has to be 
deducted the revenue derivable from the 252 parahs of land proposed to he given to 21 
Munnilakkars. 


21. The average assessment on a parab of land in Kartigapally being 2-4 parale 
of paddy the total assessment on 252 parahs of land would be 604$ parahs of paddy. 
Subtracting from this the Rajabhogam of 75% parahs, the net Joss of assessment on the 
grants to be made would amount to 529} parahs of paddy. The price of this at 2. 
fanams per parah comes to 1323 fanams or 189 Rs. Deducting this amount (189 Rs. 
from the total increase of revenue that would accrue by enfranchising all the Viruthi 
Jands—(Rs. 1716-8-8), there is a balance of 1627 Rs. 8 chs. 8 cash which represents the 
net annual permanent addition to revenuc that would result from the scheme. 


22, It remains now to see how much of this income has to be spent in working 
out the arrangement detailed above. 


23, The money payment to Munnilakkars at 10 fanams per bead per mensem would 
come to 210 x 12=2520 fanams or 360 Rs. The total additional cost to Government by 
the substitution of cooly labour for the miscellaneous items of personal labour now per- 
formed by the Viruthicars in the Haripaud temple is estimated at only Rs. 230-11 chs. 
even if the Ulsavam funds be not touched. The extra expenditure that may have to be 
incurred on account of hired labour in the place of certain occasional services connected 
with Royal tours and special ceremonies at the Capital, cannot be easily calculated. Nor 
is information on this head given in the reports received. The additional cost under this 
head may not, however, under any circumstances, exceed 100 Rs. per annum.

(19) To g2t ready mileh cows and supply milk to the British Resident whenever 
he visits Quilon. 
11) To furnish vital statistics to the Sanitary Commissioner's Department.

(12) To help the proverthicars in the collection of revenue. 


7. Th2 supply of provisions (¢9,4) having been partly discontinued by the 
Royal Prockumation of 24th Audy 1068 and wholly stopped by the Palace Sadhanam 
dated 10th Audy 1073 those services are excluded from the list enumerated above. 


Of the 12 kinds of personal service enumerated above as the work of viruthicara, 
it is proposed to abolish 9 kinds and retain only the following 3 kinds viz:-— 


(I) To row the Pallithevaram boat. 
(IL) To furnish vital statistics. 


(IIE) To help the proverthicars in the collection of revenue. 


9. There is a diferente of opinion batw27 ths Diwan Paishkor and the Thisil 
dar on ths on2 bin anl my Acting Assistant on ths othar with regard to the use of the 
munnilakar’s services for collection of revenue. The former officers are of opinion that 
munnilakirs ave entirely useless as help to the viliage offizers in the collection of revenue 
and that the munnilavirathies may therefore be abolished altogether. 


10. The decision of Government on that question passed on the Karthigapalli 
Brayili memo (vide Huzur memo No. dated 2nd May 1899)appears to my humble under- 
standing as coatuning the more practically sound principle of village administration 
laying down as it does the following wise dictum—* In this connection it has to observed 
that the muanila his ba2n from time immemorial the unit of revenue administration in 
this country, and possessing as it does, all the advantages of a permanent factor in the 
revenue ursunisition, is better adapted to the requirements of the service than a paid 
agency su ject to frequent changes in its personnel. Todo away altogether with the 
existing system which serves in part the purpose of a village organisation is not there- 
fore desirable or advantageous”- 


11. Lam also of opinion that as the work of the collection of revenue in the village 
will, as tha reveau2 off ials state press but lizhtly o2 the manailakars, the muanilakirs 
muy well o2 atilisa1 both for the purposes of collestioa of revenue as well ag for the 
collection of vital statistics, (11)and (12) in the list above. 


12: For this purpose I would recommend only one munnilakiran for each 
proverthy. itis ao use ta take into consideratica the number of settlemont pakuthies 
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or villages into which the taluk is now divided. The munnilakaran’s chief work will 
in the future be the furnishing of vital statistics, the help in the collection of revenue 
being as already observed but nominal. SoI propose only six maunilokars being re- 


tained with Erayli holdings for the six proverthies of Quilon, Kilikolloor, Adichanalloor, 
Eravipuram, Perunad and Kilakaikallada, The Paravoor proverthy having had no 
Nair viruthy or munnilaviruthy of old a paid scrvant-will here be appointed in ‘the place 
ofa munnilakaran. Ji is no use to send a munnilakeiran from a neighbouring proverthy 
or even from a neighbouring pakuthy as that will entail on him and his family living 
away from his house an viruthi holding the consequence of which will be irregular 
attendance at his place of business and perfunctory work. The Paravoor proverthikaven 
complains that the viruthicars now posted to vital statistics work in his proverthy ave 
irvevular and negligent in their work. This is natural and will continue to he so in the 
future as they are taken out from their own proverthy (Adichanalloor) and made to 
work in another proverthy. / 





13. Under the circumstances, I will recoramend that an absentee manuila- 
karen should not be appointed for Paravoor but that a peo on 4 Rs, pay shoald be 
appointed instead for the mannila work of that proverthy, incla ling r offiee will, the 
two fanctious of collection of revenue and collection of vital statistics as observed above. 
The duties of the munrilakaren are heavy and onerons as dshael in the rules sanctioned 
by His Highness the Mihieaja under due the fth Tholua tat. [ss therefore be 
quite impracticable to expect him to faithfully obey these rales at a place of busines 5 or 
8 miles away from his present residence and viruthi holding. 












14. For the rowing of the Pallithevarem -boat (ueslaom womeca29$) the. 

present 15 viruthicars whoare doing that work will be continued. I uote that 18 viruthicars 

have been retained in the Chirayinkil’ talux for that purpose. [Efso the three 
‘alditional hands are too many and should be velieved and their holdings enfranchised, 


15. In all, my humble opinion is that 15 Nair viruthies and six Munnila viru- 
thies ought to amply ineet the demands of the Quilon taluk. All other work could be 
done by hired labour and should be so done in the future. 


16. These 6 munnilakars being retained out of the existing mumber of 35 
munnilakars in the Quilon taluk, I would leave the option of continuing in munnila service 
to those whose holdings are good and valuable and who are capable of reading and 
writing aud quite willing and cheerful to serve as mannilakars in the future. As there 
is a large number to choose from, there can be no difficulty in obtaining the services of 6 
efficient men for the future. As the settlement pakuthi is not the unit of administration 
now, I will not propose separate munnilakars for each pakuthy especially in the face of the 
Dewan Peishkar’s clearly expressed opinion that such munnilakars “are not necessary 
for the collection of revenue in the village. . 


17. JE Government however think that more munnilakars are necessary and 
decide that every pakuthy should have a munnilakaran in view of greater convenience to 
the work of vital statistics, then 13 hands will be required for the [3 pakuthies of Quilon 
of which 11 will have to be selected from the existing staff of munnilakars and 2 newly 
entertained on 4 Rs. pay for the 2 pakuthies of the Paravoor proverthy whore, as already 
stated, there are no viruthies and no munnilakars; but in the following paras I calenlate 
only the cost of lands and remuneration for 6 munnilakars. In my view paid agency is 

referable for the additional hands that might be required over and above the six mutlais 
herein recommended. 
18. ‘The following table shows the areas and tax of the six munnila virathies 
to be retained as such hereafter:-—

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19, With regard to their remuneration Tagree with my Acting Assistant Mr. 

Sauriperumal Pillai (his memo is herewith forwarded ) that each munnilakaran should 

be allowed 12 parahs of land and 10 fanams pay in addition. This is the minimum re- 
muneratiou absolutely required for fair work and J therefore recommend it. 


20. Subjoined is another table showing the areas and tax and cost of the 15 Nair 
viruthies proposed to be retained for rowing the Pallithevaram boat.

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21. For personal service, no. 8 in para 6 of this report, viz, to ply the ferry at 
Ashraovun (raat, 4 virathicars ont of the Pallithevaram 15, are utilized and they are 
paul at the rate of 1 edangali of ricecach per day, thatis, 120 edangalies or 12 parahs 
of rice per mensem, This should he stopped and a paid agency of 2 ferry men at 5 Rs. 
each or 70 fanams per month should he entertained instead. Taking the 12 parahs of 
rice to he worth 90 fanams there isa clear saving of 20 fanams a month in the proposal 
and the ferry work will be better done, At present it is very perfunctorily doue, 
there being almost always no virathicaren seen thereat all.1 say this from personal 
experience. 

22. For all the other irems of personal service, proposed to he done away with 
under the modified viruthi system, viz, items, 2, 3, 4,5, 6, 8, 9and 10 of para 6 
above itis estimated that the annual cost of hired labour will not exceed 100 Rs. On 
this point, the Dewan Peishkar, the Tahsildar and my Aasistant are of one 
opinion. 

23. The net result of the above proposals will be next presented. 

24. The credit side of the scheme is shown in the following table. 
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According to the ahove statement and the gross gain. to the Government result- 
ny from the abolition of the most part of the virathi service comes to 21,840 fanams or 
4,120 Rs. per year, not to speak of the clear boon achieved in the saving of worry and 
oppression to the viruthi ryots. 


25. This is a moderate calculation, for in calculating vilayartham, I have omitted | 
all reference to the probable proseecs of auction sales of virnthi lands and have taken | 
the vilayartham itself at a fair proportion viz, 75 per cent at the lower rate of 25 times 
the pattom and 25 per cent at the hieher rate of 30 times the pattom figure. Tt is not 
clear how much of the whole lands will fetch the higher rate of 30 times the pat- 
tom, but surely it will be more than 25 per cont of the total holdings, Then agnin, the 
interest on the realizable fund is calculated at 4 per cent per annem, that heing the low- 
ost rate now available for Sirkar money. According to the Agricultural loans Regula- 
tion, my own idea is that we should be able to realize not less than 6 per cent. interest 
per annum on our moueys if we invest them on reproductive works within the country 
itself,

It is some time since I have desired to bring to the notice of Government a 
matter of pressing importance to the Sirkar as well'as to H. B's subjects. It is no 
other than the cxtsting practice in the settlement department of selling by auction, 
Erayali lands in the occupancy of Erayali Nayars fora term of years Jess. than 28, 
The Erayali system itself bega, [believe, more than a century ago and from that time 
the Erayuli ryots have looked upon the holdings as their own iu every respect, as hari- 
tekle, saleable, and otherwise enjoyable subject “only to one condition viz, that of the 
rendering Ooliam scrvice to the state. The idea of Erayali lands being ever resumed 
by the Sirkar and the Qoliam itself abolished conld never have occurred to any ryot in 

ravanicore; so they treated the Erayali properties as their own in every way; and 
where the man foun] he was unable to perform the Ooliam service he gave it to a dis- 
tant relation or a neighbour on what is called virtually a sale. By tho recent rules 
abolishing viruthi, a new element of disturbance to a long existing satisfactory state 
of things was introduced by Sirkar laying down that Erayali i holdings ° of less than 25 
years’ standing in the hands of the ryots should he sold in public auction. This is wni- 
versully complaincd of as @ serious grievance and causes considerable heart- burning to 
Erayali ryots’ ‘all over the country. I¢ is impossible to convey in writing the depth » and 
extent of thig grievance, but we officers in settlement can well under stand rhe profound- 
ness of the pain ‘which ‘the selling of suction causes to the people concerned. The ten- 
aaty o of our ry_ts to their small holdings i is proverbial and that fenacity is one of the 
main factors which go to make the Travancore population so la. iy-abiding and peaceful, 
We showld do nothing which would serionsly ~ jeopardize this charactesistic of our 
people. Qn the contrary, we should, if at all, strengthen and consolidate it. My Assis 
taut of thie Range has himself seen several cases where aan, old and infirm, had 
tumed out of los holding with tears in bis eyes, because he could not compete with a 
powerful neighbour in the auction of his own Hrayali, which he looked upon as his 
own for this life, and for which he would pay anything which it was in bis power to pay. 
This moved the heart of my Assistant himself,and he prays that Government will do 
something to mend this state of matters. 
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In onc of the appeals that ume before me 2 weeks ago both the party and his 
vakil begged hard of me to set aside the auction which Leoald not do, though fhe man 
was in possession for 2-£ years and 10 anonths, the law having inflexibly Jaid down thit 
below 25 years the hokling shall be put up to auction, It is highly necessary to amend 
the law and avoid nmecessary pain and heart-burning to the loyal subjects of H. H's 
Government. 





1, therefore, recommend that the system of auctioning be altogether stopped. 
vilayartham being adopted instead in every case of Erayalt ow abolished and 
brought to full assessment. No sacrifice of public revenue need eu made for this purpose 
I would suggest that a higher rate of vilayarthaut be introduced for Erayali properties 
in the hands of their owners haviug less than 25 yea enjoyment. This arrangement 
would quite protect the Siekar revenne while it would give the greatest satisfaction 
to the Hrayali tenants.

fand ox Hix Highness’ faithful Erayili tenants, a great deal of pain and beart-burning 
which cannot be estimated inmoney, The sales were conducted by the late Soory yen, 
Deputy Peixhkar, a clever oficar who was capable of Lully ccmprehending the conditions 
of the lands, their marketable yalne and the spirit of competition existing in the neigh- 
bourhkood. So it could not he said that he was either duped or misled. 








The sales in Nedumangad convey the same sad tale. There, the assesanent of 
the Tuud sold was even fess, being 8,300 Fs. against 8,400 fs, in Chirayinkil, bat the sale 
proceeds were greater being 3.88,703 Fs. to $27,180 Bs. of Chirayinkil. This is again 
disappointing, for the land in Necuimangad is of much less value thanin Chirayinkil. If 
one parah of Jand in Chirayinkil is valued at 100 Rs-,im Nedomangad it is never more 
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than 40 Rs. per parah. This fact, 1 know from personal experience and cau be borne to

Malegatam. taluk Viruthi’ Memorandum drawn up by Assistant Savariperumal 


Pillai. [t is a clear document, concisely written, and shows niuch care 
and thought and is creditable to the Assistant. 7 shall briefly touch on the salicnt 
features of the scheme. 


There are according to the existing ayacut, 1565 Viruthi holdings in the taluk, 
with an area of 49,397 parahs and 9 and 8/82 edangalics of wet land and 18 gardaus 
comprised iu them, In the present settlement the Viruthi wet lands measure 47,724 
parabs and 1 edangaly and 976 varden propertics. The averave of the old assessed] 
pattom on the total Viruthi wet lands comes to JO parahs of paddy per paral or 8 
edangalies net tax per paral. 





The £7,724 paras and to crlanealy of wet lanl are new foumd to measure $5,602 
avals 8 edungalies according tothe present survey standard of 14 comnts per para, 
he present settlement assessment is 65,758 pares and f edangali of paddy, 

This gives an average pattom of 1 parah 9 endanyalies per parah, aguinst 15 parahs of 
the old assessed pattom. 





For service in connection with the col cetion of vital statisties, a total area of 526 
parabs 1} edangalies of the original Patton Viruthi wet land thas been assigned ta 12 
village servants. The Assistantis of opinon that 3 more such village servants, in all 15. 
to be known as‘ Munuilakars? should be appointed for this purpose as well as to help 
the preverthicars in the collection of land revenue. | reeotumnend that 15 such Mamanita- 
kars be appointed for the Ambalapavha taluk. fn several pakuthies one Muunikekares 
for each will sttflice. hy some 2 will be required and even 8 Munnilalars, in all 16 will 
be.reyuired. 











Para 6 of the Assistant's Memo (A to 1) cives a list of the services rendered 
by the Viruthikars of the Ambalapuzha tahuk. According to that statement, the adi- 
tonal cost to Government on account of the abolition of Viruthicars’ supplies of provi- 
sions, materials &c., will come to Rs, 2028-19 chs -7 cash. 





Tht para 11, the Assistant discusses the inexpedioncy of paying Munnilakars 
partly in money and partly by land assignment ; iv para 12 he arrives at the cunciusion 
that 35 parahs of land in this taluk will be a fair equivalené to giving a? Munnitakaren ” 
12 paras cf land in Kevtigapalli plus a monthly pay of 10 Fs. He does uot approve 
either of a syscem of money salaries ouly to these Mannilakars, as isthe case with the: 
other public servants. He prefers an assignment of Viruthi land alone for the services 
required and this should be'35 parahs of good single crop land of the existing Virathi 
Jands. Jn all, 525 parahs of land should be so assigned liable only to a Rajabhoyai tax. 
He proposes that the’ Munnilakars’ should be appomted from among the best Virathi- 
cara in the taluk. This appointment will be made by the Assistant and tne ‘fabsilctur 
acting conjoinily. TI recominend the proposal for adoption by Government. 
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Jn addition to the 15 Mumnilakars, the Assistant proposes that 300 Viruthicars 
should be retained for ‘personal’ service. ach Nair Viruthi holding is at present 42°3 
parahs of land. The size of the holdings may be reduced as the work of each Viruthi- 
karen is neither of a pressing nature nor is he expected to work throughout the yeare 
So he divides the Viruthi work into 2 classes. To some, he would recommend at the rate 
of 25 parahs of land per Viruthi, to others only 10 parahs. The total laud to be so agssigi- 
ed is £,950 parahs and will pay full pattom assessment, not Rajabhogam tax. The 
assigmment of the land and the selection of the Viruthicars for each kind of work will be 
done by the Assistant and Tahsildar acting conjointly. 


The remaining 30,217 parahs of wet Iand and 976 gardens of the existing Nair 
Viruthis are available for resumption by Government to be disposed of on ‘ vilayarthum * 
-or ‘auction’ at full pattom assessments.

Read :— 
1. Dewan’s Memorandum on Settlement operations in Travancore. 


2. Minutes of Settlement Conferences held at Kuzhithura, Neyyattinkara and’ 
Trivandrum. 


Government have had under consideration for some time past the question of 
bringing to a speedy close the operations of the settlement department which have now 
deen going on for more than 21 years. 


The scheme for the revenue survey and Settlement of the State was. framed im 
1883 and operations also started in that year. It was estimated that both survey and. 
settlement would be completed within 5 years at a cost of 12 lakhs of rupees. 


After some experience had been gained of the practical working of the scheme im 
two villages of the Trivandrum taluk which were taken up for experimental operations, 
the estimate was revised slightly in 1885 and it was calculated, after making every allow. 
uuce for the special difficulties due to the complicated nature of the tenures and ‘the de-- 
fective character of the old accounts, that the whole work could be completed by 1892 or 
9 years from commencement of experimental operations at an agercgate cost of 15 lakhs. 
of rupees. 


But as a matter of fact although the work has been going on for the past’ 21 
years and Rs, 48,78,482 have been already spent no taluk has yet been “settled” in the 
proper sense of the term. Some talnks have no doubt been treated as settled. But this 

-only means that the collection of the new tax as per settlement rates has been ordered, 
“Lhe settlement register or ayacut without which settlement work cannot be said to be 
completed and which forms the basis of a sound administration of the land revenue has 
not yet been furnished to the revenue department for any of the taluks treated as setiled 
gndin 4outof the ten “settled” taluks puttahs are still being issued, 
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Viewed in the lightof the origina) aud revised estimates of time and cost the 
results hitherto attained cannot but be considered as very disappointing. The protracted 
nature of settlement operations has also formed the subject of- adverse ctiticiam from 
various quarters. The annual allotment of the department, has risen to 2} lakhs. By 
unnecessarily prolonging settlement operations the State is a heavy loser in two ways, 
first in the annual expenditure on settlement establishments and secondly in the loss ‘of 
increased revenue wich the State would have earned if the operations had been closcl 
within a reasonable time. . 








Such a situation could not be viewed with nnconcern, Tha subject was therclure 
taken up early this year for serious consideration. The working of the deparinenc during 
the 21 years it has been in existence was investigated and the whole subject discussed 
from various stand-points. The memorandum vives detailed informution regarding the 
working of the department, the various stages through which it has passed and the 
several causca which have contributed to the delay in the conduct of settlement work. The 
Minutes of the Conferences contain suggestions as to the remedial measures to be adopt- 
ed in the future. 











The main causes that have retarded work in the past are thus suutumarisel in the 
memorandum :— 


“The elaborate and quasi-judicial procedure adopted in registration enquiries, the 
system of appeals allowed in these cases, the laborious process involved in the wttempi to 
discover casas of escheat by tracing the present occupant of the land back to the original 
registry-holder of a hundred years ago, the special work of viruthi settlement which oce- 
pies the time and energy of the superior officers of the department fora series of years, 
the peculiar systew which requires the department to sell by auction or levy vilayartham 
on ‘escheat,’ ‘nirthal,’ and ‘viruthi’ lands, the constant references to other departments 
required in the disposal of “paduval” and “poramboke” caves aud the recovery of acreage 
value prior to the issue of puttah, the wide scope given for re-opening cases decided, re- 
counting trees twice and thrice and revising pattas once issued, the frequent variations 
in procedure and practice, the spreading of the settlement operations over an extens 
area dnd the centralization of work in the head office—all these have tended in a consider- 
able degree to retard the progress of work.” 











Fach of these causes of delay requires to be remedied if the work is to be pushed 
on vigorously and brought to a specdy completion. 


The following are the suggestions made by the Conference for securing the early 
and satisfactory completion of settlement work : 


1) Registration enquiries should be condneter in the villages by snpexior officers 
who should be empowered to adopta simple and summary procedure for finding out the 
persons in whose names puttahs should be issued. 


(2) The decisions of these régistering officers shonld be declared Rnal so far as 
the settlement department is concerned and persons feeling agarievel by such decisions 
should be told to seek redress in the civil courts. The system of appeals which is a 
frnitfal source of delay will be dispensed with under this arrangement, 





(3) Escheat enquiries should be done away with ab the settlement as the labor 
and cost involved are out of all proportion to the income deviverdt and the settlement work 
is inordinately delayed by these enquirics. 

(4) Viratii settlement should be ontrusted to the revenue department.

(3) The levy of vilayartham and sales by auction in the ense of escheat an 
viruthi lands should be done away with so far as the settlement, department is concerned, 
The revenue department should be empowered to deal with viruthi lands in a simple 
manner dispensing with vilayartham alwgether in the.case of virg thi hotdecs and le 
2 low rate of vilayartham when the lauds are in the enjoyment of alienees or strangers.

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(6) In the disposal of puduval applications the settlement department should not 
wait for the recovery of the acreage value but give the land to the applicant on his pay- 
ing down the acreage value and in default treat it as ass vel waste at the disposal of 
Government, 





(7) The registry of poranboke should he left entirely to the revenue deo 
partment. 

(8) The provision now mace for revising decisions in registration cases on the 
application of persons who were nof parties to those decisions should be abrogated. 


(9) There should he no re-counting of trees except. for purposes of testing and 
on the application of aggrieved partics. 


(10) Puitahs once issned should not be further revised by the settlement 
department. 


(21) Work should be decentralized and full powers and responsibilities assigned 
to the Settlement Assistants who should have the control of all operations in their 
Ranges.

Government consider it of paramount importance that settlement work through- 
out the State should be brought to a speedy termination in the interests alike of the 
people and the Government. 


2. The delay that has already ocewrred has not only resulted in heavy expenditure 
to the State which could well have been avoided if the work hac been conducted on the 
lines originally laid down but has given rise also to practical difficulties of various kinds 

inthe administration of the land revenue, Until a complete record is furnished to the 
revenue department no taluk can be said to be “ settled” in the proper sense of the term- 
The practice hitherto has been to treat a taluk as “ settled” when a major portion of the 
puttahs has been issued. The remaining puttahs generally take several years to prepare 
and issue and in the interval neither the old tax nor the new tax is levied on the lands 
for which puttahs remaiti to be issued. When puttahs come to be issued fcr these lands 
arrears at the settlement rates are charged from the date the taluk has becn declared to 
he settled. This is a source of hardship to the ryots which has heen often brought to 
the notice ef Government, Even in the case of puttahs issued’ before the collection ‘of 
the new tax is commenced in a taluk the settlement department recall and revise them 
subsequently, with the result that the collection of the revenue is rendered difficult and 
uncertain. The ordinary revenue work of a taluk in respect of ‘puduvals’ and ‘ transfer 
of registry ’ has also in some cases Leen impeded by the settlement department not fur- 
nishing the revenue department with the necessary records. 











3. These evils can only be remedicd hy insisting on the settlement department 
pushing on with its work promptly and handing ‘over the printed settlement register 
to the revenue department before the collection of the new tax is comnnenced in any | 
taluk. - 


-£ Ona careful consideration of the facts and circumstances connected with the 
past history of the department Government are convinced that it is ouly by a radical 
change in the methods of work that efficiency aud expedition in settlement can. be 
secured, 


5. QE the several causes which have contributed to the inordinate delay that 
has ocenrred in the past, the most important is the procedure adopted in registration 
enquiries. The settlement officers have under mistaken ideas as to the real object of 
revistration enquivies begun to think that it is incuthbent on them to enter upon an 
elaborate fuvestigation into titles and adjudicate upon the rights of the contending. 
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parties, If they had understood that their sole business is to find out in whose name a 
particular land should be regisicred and that a puttah does not create auy title, they 
would have saved the State the time and cost involved in the protracted enquiries 
they now consider it necessary to hold: The settlement officers shouid take the Tanda- 
per registers xs a guide and the fact of the payment of tax wiil also supply useful evi- 
dence as to who is entitled to get the puttah.” With the help of records which arc easily 
secured and by a summary enquiry ou the spot in the presence of the villagers it should 
Pe easy for the registering ofticer to decide who sholud be given the puttah for a parti- 
cular Jand. 





Tt is well known that the puttahs issued by the settlement department are not 
fmal but are liable to he revised in accordance with the decisious of courts and the trans- 
actions hetween parties. This fact is lost sight of and elaborate enquiries into title are 
allowed io be conducted by low-paid classiGers and this cannot but give scope for mal- 
practices, delay and corruption. It is time that this system was changecl not only in the 
interests of despatch of work but mainly as a relief to the rvots. 


Registration enquiries will in futare be conducted in the villages by officers of the 
grade of Supervisors in accordance with the revised rules which will be separately issued. 
Sufficient previous notice will be given to the villagers by notification published in the 
Gazette and in the villages to enable them to make their representations and produce 
their evidence before the registering officers. 














6. ‘I'he decisions passed by these registering officers will be final so far as the 
settlement department is concerned, It is of course open to any party feeling aggrieved 
by such decistons to resort to the civil courts and on production of a decree of court the 
puttah will be revised in the ordinary course. The system of appeals now obtaining 
causes much delay in the progress of settlement work. When it is remembered that the 
puttah is no muninent of title and ouly indicates certain fiveal arrangements between the 
Government and the ryot which are liable to revision, it is clear that there is no need for 
providing a revular system of appeals from decisions affecting this simple question. In 
the exercise of the general power of revision vested in the Settlement Assistants and the 
Peishkar it is open to them to rectify ov the spot errors and irregularities which may 
come io thelr notice. 














7. The procedure in escheat enquiries is one of the chief impediments to the pro- 
gress of settlement work. Jn the absence of an annual jamabundy the Ayacut or Thanda- 
per accounts of 100 years and 50 years ago are taken as the starting point for tracing 
the right of the present holder. Such a system is necessarily attended with hardship to 
the ryote and opens a wide door to corrnption besides retarding the progress of settle- 
ment to a considerable degree. 





Tn consideration of the inordinate delay, cost and vexation involved in these 
escheat, enquiries and the proportionately small income to Goverment derived from. the 
disposal of such cases, Government direct that no enquiries should beheld by the settle- 
ment department as to whether a property is escheat or not. This order will apply to 
pending cases also. Cases of escheat which may occur hereafter during the currency of 
settlement operations should be taken up and disposed of by the revenue department 
and the result communicated to the settlement department for the issue of putiab. If 
petitions alleging eschcat are received by the settlement officers they shonld simply be 
‘transferred to the revenue department for disposal. The revenne department will be in- 
structed to dispose of such cases within three months from the date of the petition or the 
report of the proverticar. 





Nirthal lands will also be registered by the settlement department in the names of 
the occupiers on full pattom without the ievy of vilayartham. Maoecupied nixthal lands 
_should be treated as “ assessed waste ” at the disposal of Government. : 











There will be no change in the procedure in respect of lands originally granted 
on favourable tenures tvhich become liable to enhanced agsessment in the hands of alienees

8, The settlement of viruthi holdings which was originally done by a special 
agency bat now forms part of the regular settlement work is another cause of delay. 
The work is in the uature of an inam settlement which in the Madras Presidency was 
conducted by a special aguney prior to the revenue settlement. Government consider it 
desivalle to entrust this work to the ordinary revenue departinent except in the case of 
the settled taluks of Neyyattinkara, Karunagapalli and Ambalapuzha where the work is 
well advanced or ix viearing completion, The balance of work uucer this item in these 
taluks should be completed by the settlement department. 








9. The system of sellmg by auction or levying vilayartham ou virutht lends hus 
also pressed itself of lage on the atrention of Government, The whole question is dealt 
with in a separate note appended to the Dewan’s Memo. 


In view to facilitate the progresss of settlement work and minimize the scope for 
vexation, loss and hardship tu the parties as weil as to secure to the virnthi holders the 
full advantage of the liberal policy adopted in the Proclamation dated 16th May 1886, 
Government deem it necessary to simplify the procedure in the settlement of viruthi 
lands in the manner specified below :-—

The method of treatment above laid down shall be followed also in respect of the 
balance of work under viruthi settlement in the-talaks of Neyyattinkara, Karunagapally 
and Ambalapuzha which has to be closed by the settlement department- : 


10. The procedure now followed in respect of puduval and poramboke lands also 
requires modification. The system of levying arrears of tax on puduvals according to 
the vettlunent rates from the dais of entry in the classifier’s register has in practice ‘been 
found to be a source of great herdship to the people. The procedure is also inconsistent 
with the practice followed in the carlicr tahiks taken wp for xcttlement. No arrears will 
in fature be levied on paduvats. While it is desirable tu vive up the demand for-such 
arrears ie is but fair thet the ecupiers of pudaval kuws who unlike the oceunpicrs of

ll. A thorough revision of the scale of establishment is in the opinion of Gu- 
‘vernment a necessary preliminary to the satisfactory working of the simplified aysiom 
now imtroduced. i the place of the large uumber of ill-paid subordinates now in the 
department a well-remuncrated and capable staff should he provided. With this 
object a revised scale as per list and memo appended is sanctioned. (Government feel 
sare thet with this staff properly worked and carefully supervised the settlement of the 
whole State can be completed in ‘about four years from now. Decentralization is che 
main feature of the new system. The Settlement Assixtauts will have responsible 
charge of each Party. The constitution of these Parties and the duties, responsibilities 
and Powers of the several grades of officers will be regulated by the Rules hereto 
annexed, 








With the simplificd procedure now sanctioned the Setdenent Peishkar should be 
able, by employing competent hands and insisting upon close serutiny and proper super- 
vision by the officers, to push on with the work without farther delay and complete the 
settlement of the State within a period of four yea The new system will itis hoped 
also help to minimize the enormous correspondence which now takes up se much of the 
time and energy of the officers and the subordinate staff. The Peishkar will bold lis 
camp In convenient centres and be in constant touch with his subordinates so that he may 
watch and direct the operations in the various stages of the work and clear any doubts 
or difficulties on the spot. 





12, The work of viruthi settlement will be entrusted to the revenue department 
in the taluks of the Quilon and Padmanabhapuram Divisions where this work bas not 
been taken in hand by the settlement department and in the taluks of the Kottayam 
Division. The Peishkars of these Divisions will call for andl submit within one month 
fron: the receipt of this Proceedings a complete list showing the number of viruthies to 
be retained in each pakuthi for personal. services and for mmanila servicé anc the extent 
of land to be assigned for each viruthi. The remuneration for the services should he 
definitely Axed and allotment of lands so made that the income from the lands shall re- 
present as nearly as may be the full remuneration fixed for the service. Where the 
meome from the lands falls’ short of the remuneration fixed for the service, movey 
grants should be provided to make up tbe difference. On receipt of the orders of Go- 
vernment the Peishkars will proceed to give effect. to the proposals as expeditiously as 
gsible. The new method of viruthi settlement laid down in para 9 should be strictly 
followed. Tndividual cases will be enquired into by the Tahsiidars and forwarded with 
their opinion. io the Peishkars whose decision shall be ual. Tn cases of doabt or difi- 
culty the Peishkars will obtain the previous sanction of the Dewan. 











The revenne department will ix the assessment on the Tands according to dhe 
existing practice which will of course be liable to revision at the settlement. In the 
case of the viruthies which are retained, if the assessment fixed by the revenue depart- 
ment-is hieher than the assessment fixed at the settlement the defticiency will be made 
good by « corresponding increase in the cash renmneration fixed for the servi If it ts 
less the excess of land in the hands of the virathi holder will have full paitom pus 
upon it. 





13. The Dewan Peishkar, Kottayam, will arrange ut once for the Olnagu Foru 
work being taken up and conipleted as expeditiously as possible by the revenue 
agency in the 6 taluks in his Division which have not yet been entered upon by the 
settlanent depariment—Mecnachil, Thodupuzha, Muvatiupuzie, Kunnatnad, Alen- 
gad and Parur As soon as this work is completed. the neces staff of settlement 
officers will be depuated to’ commence work in these talnks anc complete che 
settlement of the whole State as far_as possible within the time fixed for the re- 
maining taluks.

This additional expenditare will cease after 8 months. 
The staff required for closing the work in the settled taluks of Neyyattinkara, 
Karunagapalli and Ambalapusha is also included in the new scheme of 6 Parties, 


A rough forecast of the time required for completion of work in the taluks now 
jn hand is appended. 


It is expected that the whole work including the preparation of the settlement 
register will be completed in all these taluks withiu 1 year’to 2 years and 2 months. 


During the current year (1080 M. E.) the work should he completed in the 3 
taluks named below :—

The staff employed in these taluks will become available and can be utilized for 
the new taluks of the Kottayam Division from the beginning of 1081 (1905—1906). 
The preparation of the Olugu Form by the revenne agency will also in all probability 
take up the whole of this year so that as svon as that work is over the necessary stalf 
will be detailed for settlement work out of the lands set free in the taluks expected to he 
closed this year.

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__ The 6 taluks of the Kottayam Division which will be taken wp in the beginning of 
1081 may also be completed by the end of 1082. 


There are various items of miscellancons work not separately provided for in the 
scale ¢. a. balances of work in preliminary stages, preparation of Tondaper and other re- 
cords to facilitate the collection of the revenue, &c. A period of one year may be al- 
lowed. for all this extra work. Even with this additional work the settlement of the 
whole State can be completed in 4 years from now. The total cost for completing the 
work under the new scheme comes to 10 lakhs of rupees at the outside. 


’ The time and money required for printing the settlement registers are not included 
in the above calculations as there are no data on the point. It will depend upon the 
staff, machinery and accommodation available in the Government Press. Arrangements 
will be made for the printing of the registers in about 6 months from the date of sending 
the manuscript registers to the Press. 


By the transfer of the escheat and viruthi settlement work to the revenue depart- 
ment some additional cost will have to be incurred by the employment of additional hands 
in that department. This cannot be much, as the higher officers will be the permanent 
Tabsildarz, Deputy Tabsildars and Sampratis. 


The new scheme has thus the advantage of economy, expedition and efficienwy :— 
(a) The cost of establishment under the new scale is less than the present 
scale. 


(b) The work is expected to be completed throughout the State in 4 years at 
th® most. 


; (c) Officers of position and responsibility will do the important portions of 
the work. 


The new scale is so framed as to afford every facility for giving promotion - or 
increase of pay to the hard worked officers and subordinates in the department as an 
incentive to turning out better work under the improved methods. :

3. Each of these Parties will be under the responsible charge of an officer to be 
designated Deputy Settlement Peishkar or Assistant Settlement Peishkar. He will have 
full control.over the whole of the field establishment in his Range from the Supervisor 
downwards. 


2. The Revenue authorities will render all assistance to the settlement party by 
supplying them with local information and deputing the village officers to accompany 
the field” party when so requested by the Deputy Settlement Peishkar or Assistant 
Settlement Peishkar. 

4. The work of the field establishment shall be conducted as far as possible in the 
villages except the preparation and tabulation of figures. 


5. The classifier shall be responsible for the correctness of the entries in the classi- 
fication register and the preparation and working out of figures for the vattavari_state- 
ment, chitta, rough puttah, fair puttah, settlement register and other records furnished to 
the revenue department. The‘accountants under the new scheme shall assist the classi- 
fiers in all the processes and he equally responsible with the classifiers for the correet- 
ness of the entries in the records above mentioned. 


6. The Supervisors shall have immediate charge of the work in each taluk. They 
should be constantly itinerating in the villages and should sec that the classifiers and 
accountants do their work properly and test ut least 15 per cent of the classification work, 
The Deputy Supervisors shall also be under the orders of the Supervisors. They should 
test at least 25 per cent of the work of the classifiers in the field and thoroughly scruti- 
nize all the statements and registers prepared by the classifiers and accountants, They will 
be held personally responsible for any inaccuracies or defects in the records acrutinized 
by them. 
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7. The officers in charge of the Parties will be chiefly responsible for the conduct 
of work in their ranges. The Government expect them to personally supervise the work 
of the whole field party, check irregularities, enforce discipline and secure efficiency and 
promptness in the conduct of settlement work under the new scheme, 


8. Supervisors shall have power to fine all subordinates under them to the extent 
of one rupee for each offence and to appoint and dismiss peons attached to their own 
offices. ‘They may also grant casnal leave up to five days to their subordinates. 


9. The Deputy and Assistant Settlement Peishkars shall have power to appoint, 
dismiss, suspend and grant leave to all subordinates in their offices and the field establish- 
nient in their respective ranges up to the grade of classifier. They may grant casual 
leave to supervisors for five days. They shall also have power to impose a fine up to 
Rs. 4 on all subordinates in their ranges. 


10. The Peishkar will have power to appoint, dismiss, suspend and grant leave to 
all officers and subordinates in the bentral Office and the field establishment other than 
those mentioned above. Provided that in the case of officers drawing more than Rs. 40 
he shall obtain the previous sanction of Government for their appointment and dismissal. 


11. Against departmental orders relating to dismissal and suspension passed by the 
Deputy and Assistant Settlement Peishkars an appeal shall he to the Settlement 
Peishkar. 

12. Supervisors shall correspond direct with the Deputy and Assistant Settlement 
Peishkars. The latter alone should correspond with the Peishkar. Under the new 
system, correspondence should be minimized as much as possible. As all the officers 
will be working mostly in the field they should be able to clear any doubts or difficulties 
ihat may be brought up by their subordinates on the spot without resorting to corres- 
pondence. 


14. The object of Governruwut in defining these powers is to fx responsibility on 
the several grades of officers with a view to secure the speedy and satisfactory dosing 
of the operations. The Peishkar will us Head of the Department direct the operations 
and control the whole department.

One of the main causcs of delay in the conduct of settlement operations is the 
time taken up in the acttlement of viruthi lands. The rule is that 
pnedure now such lands should either be sold in auction or confirmed in the pos- 
session of the occupants on payment of a fine known as ‘vilayar- 
tham’. If the land is in the possession of the original holder’s family or of an 
alienee whose possession extends over 60 years the vate of vilayartham is 25 times 
the assessment ; if the possession in the hands of the alience is between 25 and 50 years 
30 times the assessment is levied as vilayartham ; and where such possession is below 
25 years the land is sold in auction except when there are houses or places of worship 
in which case the auction sale is dispensed with but a higher rate of vilayartham 
generally 40 times the assessment is levied.

This Proclamatton was I find the onteome of much anxious thought and 
elaborate enquir ris into the origin and working of the viruthi system. Mr. Ram- 
iengar has in his Settlement memorandum of 1885 dealt with the whole question 
exhaustively and placed on ecord his views as to how viruthi lands should be dea: t 
with in the event of the system of viruthi services being abolished as advocated by 
hin. I can do no vetter than quote his own words. The question is pointedly put 
and there can he vo mistake about the question or the answers received on it:

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“whether it would be advisable to relicve the holders of virathi lands from the 
responsibilty of supplying provisions to pagodas and feeding honses and purchase 
them in the open market,” Wide Administration Report for 106% (1888 1888). The Procla- 
mation of 1886 having already laid down the principle to be followed in the settlement 
of the viruthi lands in the event of the system beimgabolishedlit was not within the 
province of the Committee to go beyond the single issue referred to them. Eyen if 
they felt called upon to consider the other question they should in fairness bave referred 
to the express provisions of the Proclamation in this respect and recommended a 
change of policy ifin their opinion such a course was necessary. The Proclamation is 
explicit on the point and there is no room for any doubt as to its meaning. 


8. Regarding the additional expenditure the State would have to bear by the 
abolition of the virnthi eystem Dewan Ramiengar had fully antici-

Where then was the necessity for going into the question of findiag funds for com- 
pensating Government for loss incurred in procuring supplics at current ratesP It 
is significant that in the elaborate calculations entcred into in Mr, Ramiengar’s memo 
the idea of vilayartham or proceeds of auction sales of viruthi lands is never so much 
as even hinted. Taking thig with bis emphatic opinion recorded in paras 805 and 
818 of bis memo the conclusion is irresistible that he deliberately intended that levy 
of vilayartham or sale by auction should not be resorted to in settling viruthi lands. 


9. Anothor fact which it is important to remember in this conncction is that 
the abolition of the virnthi system has nothing to do with the 


Raditional ox. « 2dditional expenditure to meet which the Committee has heen so 
fo abolition of solicitous to find funds. The additional expenditure would have 
witutht. been incurred in any case. It was due to the liberal and enlight- 


ened policy announced in tho Royal Proclamation of 1886 in section 4 of which the 
Sovereign bad declared that thenceforth the viruthicars shonld be paid for the pro- 
visions and materials supplied by them at market rates. Tf all the viruthis had been 
retained the additional cost would have had to be met by Government from the 
public exchequer and the viruthicars would have continued to enjoy the lands on the 
favourale tenure. By abolishing tho system of viruthi service the Government were 
justified in bringing the Jands under full dssessmont. But by Jovying vilayartham 
Government are taking away by one hand even mere than what they had given with 
the cther in the way of relieving viruthicars from the liability to supply at the old rates. 


“10. The idca of vilayartham for virnthi lands proceeds on the assumption that 
by the nature of the tenure the viruthi holders are mere tenants- 
Virothi holders i _will and that the Jands could ba resumed and disposed of at the 
not mere tenants- : . . . : . 
at-will. discretion of Government when the services are dispensed’ with. 
I have not becn able to find any authority for this assumption. 
On the other hand Dewan Ramiengar’s exposition of the system in paras 77 and 83 
of his memorandum shows that the difference between the full assessment and the 
rajabhogam of % represents the value of the services rendered by the -viruthicars. 
Te follows from this thai when the services are dispensed with the Government has a 
right to bring the land under full assessment and nothing more. The tenure itself ig 
ot very ancient origin, There is nothing to show how the lands were originally 
brought under the plough, whether the Government incurred any initial expenditure 
on this account or made over the lands to the viruthi holders in a cultivable state,

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The probability is that the laads were ia the Lands of the viruthicars from the time 
of the earliest principalities before they were brought under subjugation and that the 
Siate only imposed conditions on the holding of tha land and utilised the services of 
the viruthicars in various ways according to the exigencies of each period. The idea 
of taking away the lauds from the viruthiears and disposing of them appears to have 
been unknown in the past in this country as ib is to the present day in British India 
and elsewhere. This is farther borne out by the fact that in the earlier State accounts 
the assignment of land revenue to the viruthicars is known as mogargend or pension. 
It was in the nature of personal allowance set off for the sake of convenience against 
the assessment leviable on the lands in their possession. ‘This would show that tho 
lands were already in their possession and there was no grant of land by Government. 


41. The policy of Inam settlement in British India has always been to enfran- 

chise inams on payment of a quit-rent of 4, } or $ of the full 

Policy of inam assessment. The village service inams attached to the offices of 

gett pment in Bre toads of villages and village accountants have been enfranchised 

on two-fifths of the assessmont, In no instance has full assess 

ment heeu levied much less a price for the enfranchisement. These lands were also 

attached to the servies and were I believe under the Regulations resamable by 
Government.

12. The levy of a price for enfranchising the viruthi lands is attempk ‘0 ¢@ 
justifed by the fact of their being resumable by Government but 
a tighter mearme this powor to resume 2, 6, 60 take away the land from one holder 
_ and give it to another is exercisable only when the holder has 
failed to render the service attached to the bolding and is not to be construed as an 
absolute right. Tt is only if the State is prepared to claim the power of dispossess- 
ing the vicuthi holders at its will that there can be any justification for demanding a 
price for confirming the lands to the present holders. This right is not established 
hy any record oc practice in the past and even if it had such @ right the Sirkar las 
by the Proclamation cf 1886 waived the right and has oxplicitly declared that the 
lands shall be granted to the present holders on full assessment. 





13. Even confirming the land on full assessment was not an over-liberal treat- 
ment when we consider how the Madras Government has dealt with similar lands 
and how the viruthicars have suffered in the past. Mere is what Mr. Ramiengur 
says in his memorsadum about the bardships of the virathicars :— 


rg, a * * Tn this way, the viruthicars, generally speaking, have been 
reduced to destitution and forra at present a class of miserable semi-serfs struggling to draw 








bare subsistence from their hated virathi lands from which and their own wretchedness there 
is no escape, It is impossible to ovor-rate the evils of this state of things in its beariag ou the 
trade and indusiry of the country. * # * “n 


_ It is regrettable that under the later doctrine that the lands are resumable by 
the Sirkar the viruthicars cannot have the benefit of evea the consideration promised 
under the Proclamation without having to pay a heavy price for is. 


14, The expression ‘resume’ has everywhere been understood to mean the im- 
; : position of a quit-rent or full assessment with confirmation of 
Judicial decisions. possession in the holder and not a dispossession of the land.

“The declared policy of Government was * * to waive its right of resumption und 
enfranchise persenal inams and convert them into ordinary heritable property and forego its re- 
versionary right, in consideration of the holder of the inam agreeing to pay a quit-rent, the 
rates of which varied with the value and prospect of the reversionary claim of the Government 
in each case. * Even when the Government exercises its right of resumption it 
rarely, if ever, resurres the land even if the land itself had been granted as inam. It simply 
resumes the full assessment and it does so by the imposition of full assessment upon the land 
and converts it into ordinary ryotwari tenure. There is really no object served in reauming the 
Jand and making a fresh grant of it subject to full asseasment either to the holder or a stranger

“Government simply imposes full assessment without extinguishing the right of the 
family of the grantee in the land and making a fresh grant of it. Whena personal inam is 
enfranchised by the imposition of a qoit-rent, the resumption by Government sie ply consists of 
ao mach of the assessmout or melvarom as ig equal to the quit-rent, neither the land nor the 
assessment in excess of the quit-rent being rosamed, * * Theenfranchisement of village 
service inams consists in disannexing it from the office and imposing instead of the full asgess- 
ment a quit-rent which is ganerally equivalent to € of the full assessment.

“The resumption in the case of the two items which were enfranchised on ryotwari 
tenure is simply the resumption of the melvarom by the imposition of the full assessment upon 
the land and it is not to be understood as a resumption of the land which would extinguish the 
previous title thercto of the second defendant and other members of the farnily. ” 


The courts in Travancore also have never understocd the levy of vilayartham 
to imply that the Sirkar had a right to take away lands in a viruthikar's possession. 


“Tt is paid by the holders whose title is considered by the revenue authorities to be 
doubtful in order to avoid future litigation with the Sircar in respect of such title. In fact 
the payment is ordinarily made to strengthen a previously acquired title to hold the proporty.” 
(T. L. RB. Vol. NVI, p. 73.) 


“ The levy of vilayartham does not mean that the Sirkar can resuine the land when it 
tikes. Rather it is to be viewed as a confirmation of a previous title to hold.” S. A. 837 of 1077 


These judicial pronouncements also go to confirm the view that the argument 
about the right of Government to resume the lands or demand vilayartham by way 
of consideration for waiving that rigot is untenable. 


15. I would not have dwelt atso much length on the legal aspect of this 
question but for the deep-rooted misconceptions which still seem 

Interpretation of to prevail as to the object ani interpretation of the virathi Pro- 
the Proslamation clamation of 1886. Ibisseriously contended that the wording of 
’ the Proclamation is not inconsistent with the levy of vilayartham and that the 
intention of Government should be gathered from the subsequent resolutions of 

. Government in respect of vilayartham. Tt is even suggested that if the wording of 
the Proclamation ig not quite explicit, the proper course would be to revise the 
Proclamation so as to remove all doubts on the point. I cannot help remarking that 
thig line of arguwent violates all rules of interpretation and is on the face of it one 
that carries its own refutation. To my mind the meaning of the Proclamation is 
quite clear aud the lawycrs whom ! have consulted are agreed that according to 
every rule of interpretation section 10 can only be held to mean that if the viruthj 
holders desire to retain the lands. they should be given to them on full; assessment 
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without the levy of any fine or vilayartham andthat only in other cases, that is, in 
cases where the holders do not wish to retain the lands the Government is free 
to dispose of them “ according to circumstances.” 


16. By levying vilayartham on viruthi lands we are treating them differently 
from ordinary Pattom lands which were held on an inferior tenure 
Policy of Govern. —gtogethor and the holders of which had done none of the services 
mont in Geoting which were exacted from viruthikars. Is is well known that 
Pattom lands before 1865 were inalienable in the same manner 
and to the same extent as the viruthi lands now under discussion. When it was 
resolved in the intecests of the ryots to confer ou them full proprietary rights over 
these lands, uo thought of demanding a five or vilayartham ever entered into the 
minds of the authorities, The enfranchisement was prompied, in the words of tho 
Proclamation, of 1865 by “ the earnest desire that the possession of landed property 
should be as secure as possible ”; and with this sole object in view the Proclamation 
went on 40 declare that “ the Sirkar for ever surrender for the benefit of the peope” 
all rights of interference with Pattom lands and that the ryota holding such lands 
might “regard them fully as private, heritable, saleable and otherwise transferable 
property.” 


The Pattom tenure was originally in the nature of a tenancy-at-will and 
distinctly inferior to the virathi tenure which was looked upon as az honorable one 
jn virtue of the holders being presented with a Nest when installed in office and also 
of its liability to be charged with rajabhogam. The Sirkar would have had better 
justification tn demanding vilayartham for those lands than for viruthilonds. Again 
Pattom lands, it may be remarked, were not heritable mntil the Proclam:tion attached 
that incident to the tenure while in the case of virathi lands the heirs o! a deceased 
holder always inherited the land though on payment of adiyara or succession fee. 
Tt is necessary to note here that even after the Proclamation of 1865 a fee of 2 per 
cent had to be paid whenever Pattom lands were transferred. This charge was 
removed ata sacrifice of Rs, 50,000 revenue a year by the Proclamation of 15th 
August 1884. 


17. . Even trespassers on Government land are treated in a more Jiberal manner 
than the viruthi bolder who has rendered various exacting services 
Bien troupe seers to the State for generations together. The squatter or encroacher 
nien‘iy than viru. on Government waste and even poramboke is given a registry 
thicars. simply on payment of a fee of Re. 1 per acre. He may have 
enjoyed the profits of the land for years, built houses, planted 
trees and dug wells without any title to the land. But he has ro vilayartham to pa 
and even when it is decided to eject him Government have to pay him’ compensation, ‘ 


18. Another point on which the advocates of vilayartham lay stress is that 

the viruthi holders have been willingly paying vilayartham and 

Argument shout hence there is no need to raise the question at all, So far ag I 
having willingly ave been able to ascertain there is no warrant for this suppositi 

given bholy oom except the circumstance that in the taluks of Privandenen ond 
er giloya thom Chirayinkil which were first taken up for virathi sei tlementth 

opposed to facts, Deputy Peishear who was in charge of the work took the precane 

tion of taking a writter consent from the viruthi holders for the 


policy of vilayartaam. Ibis strange that the officer appointed ta give effect presumably

toa declared policy should have thought such 2 course necessary. If the levy of 
vilayartham was the result of a recognised and well understood procedure as is now 
contended, there was no necessity at all for the consent of the viruthicars being taken 
for subjecting them toa fine of 25 times the assessment. The option given to the 
virnthi holders of Trivandrum and Chirayinkil was either to pay the vilapartham or 
giveup their lands. There was really no choice in the matter and naturally they 
chose the lesser of the two evils. If they had uot paid the vilayartham demanded 
the lands which they had been enjoying for generations would have been for-ibly 
taken from them and sold away. A consent chtained under such circumstances 
can notin any seuse belooked upon asa justification for the policy of vilayartham. 


On the other hand { find from the records that the viruthicars of (hirayin 
kil strongly protested against the levy of vilayartham. They memotia'ised the 
Resident and the Dewan onthe subject. I shall not go into the controversy in 
connection with this subject and burden this memo with extracts from the corres- 
pondence. It will suffice for the purposes of this memoif lremark that the Resident 
was not mado aware that the Royal Proclamation of 1886 had declared expli- 
citly that the lands would be confirmed to the prosent holders on full assessment 
and that the Administration that followed had adopted the extraordinary pro- 
cedure of taking written agreements from the virnthicars that they would pay the 
vilayartham. In the course of the correspondence references are made to sections 
10,ll-and 18 of the Proclamation of 1886 andtoa later Proclamation dated 7th 
August 1893 as favoring the policy inaugurated in 1895. But the express provi- 
sion in section 10 of the original Proclamation that the lands should be confirmed 
to the holders on full pattom is not mentioned. The fundamental distinction re- 
cognised in sections 10 and 13 of the Proclamation between lands in the hands of the 
viruthi holders aud those that may be relinquished by them is wholly ignored. The 
Proclamation of 1893 has really no bearing on the question at issue as it relatesto a 
different matter altogether, viz., revision of the viruthi service and re-distribution of 
service grants, The method of dealing with the lands that would remain at the 
disposal of Government after the revision had been laid down in the Proclamation 
of 1986 and was left untouched by the Proclamation of 1893. 





19. In the correspondence above referred to I find that stress ia laid on the 

fact of the viruthicars in Trivandrum and Chirayinkil having 

rrenicas. . consented tc the levy of vilayartham. As already observed there 
wag no real consent. Tn the taluks where viruthi settlement was 

subsequently couducted—Nedumangad, Kartigapal.i, Quilon, 

Karunagapalli, Neyattinkara and Ambalapuzha——no such conseut was at all obtained. 
Tt was readily assumed that the procedure followed in Trivandrum and Cbirayinkil 
should apply to all other taluks aa well; in other words, thai the viruthicars whose 
written consent was‘obtained by the Special Deputy; Peishcar had authority to ack 
on behalf of or bind their brethren in other taluks. Asa matter of fact the ryots of 
‘Karunagapalli and Neyyattinkara protested asstronglyj;as the Chiryinki] viruthi- 
cars against the levy of vilayartham but no redress was granted except that in the

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case of the Karunagapalli memorial one point which was urged in it led to the removal 
of a flagrant piece of injustice. It was pointed out by the memorialists that. 
most of the viruthi lands dealt with at the settlement were in the hands jol 
viruthicars who had acquired them by succession or otherwise on payment of adiyara 
and aduluvathu fees und that in calculating vilayartham at the present rates even the 
fees levied from them in previous years were not taken into accomt. Upon this the 
Govermnent modified the rale and declared that in such casey the amoung of the previ- 
ous adiyarw or adukuvathu should be deducted from the vilayartham us now settled, 


20. Another argumeut brought forward in favour of levying vilayarthamn is that

Mey has impoveri. gricvance; but the petitions of the viruthicars of Chirayinkil, Karu- 
Shed the vire-hi  rygapalli and Neyyutiinkara will show that far from acquiescing in 
the levy of fine thev have strongly protested against it and represent. 
ed thatit has caused them great hardship and has In’ fact impoverished them. This is 
fully borne out by some statistics which have now been obtained from the Registration 
and Scttlenent departments. Tt is found thut in the taluks where viruthi settlement has 
been effected or is still going on a good number of documents has been executed by the 
viruthicars for the purpose of raising loans to pay up the vilayartham demanded. The 
settlement statistics show further that out of a total of 6,806 cases decided for vilayartham 
so many as 1,385 ended in auction sales owing to the inability of the parties to pay 
vilayartham and that in 1,669 cases the vilayartham was paid by third parties—aliences 
and others—on bchalf of the original parties. This will show to what straits the poor 
_ Viruthicars have been brought by the vilayartham policy of late years. 





21, There is one more point which deserves to be carefully considered as it is

In the first place it must be observed that if this argument 
is to prevail there can be no administrative reform or improvements of any kind, As 
the very object of such measures is to remove the hardships caused by the existing 
system or policy the inequality between the past and the futare is the inevitable result of 
the proposed change. To construe this into an argument against the change of system 
would be simply ignoring the fundamental principle which is at the root of all reform. 
The question for consideration in such cases would be the necessity, Justice and reason- 
ableness of the measure. If a proposed change stands this test no consideration of 
inequality of treatment before and after the change ought to weigh at all. 


22. The sum of 10 lakhs of rupees, it must be noted, is not the result of a 
Changes of pro. continued and consistent policy even in the vilayartham procedure.

Petition from the Karunagapalli ryots dated 10th Karkadagom 1076/25th July 1901:—- 


Para 6. The ryots of this taluk hold erayali lands for services In the same manner as 
the nair viruthis throughout the State. Such lands in the taluk being fewer than in other 
taluks other lands were converted into the erayili tenure. One-half of such lands was entered 
in the accounts as held on patiom tenure but the full assessment is being levied on the whole. 
This fact will be borne cut by the settlement records of 977 wt. ue. That vilayartham should 
now be insisted upon for lands which have been regissered as pattom for more than 100 years 
and which pay full assessment is unjust and is a source of hardship:

Para 9. Tt should be again considered whether it is reasonable to demand both 
vilayartham and patiakaram on viruthi lands.

In this case the use of the 
word ‘ vilayartham’ is dercgatory to the Government and inconsistent with the condition of the 
poor “ryots. It might perhaps be just if the Government, desiring to realize any amount as 
consideration on account of viruthi lands, deducts the interest on that amount {from the 
pattakaram due on such lands and realizes the rewainder as tax; bat to demand a price in 
addition to fall pattom is open to objection.

11. Even if the Oozhiyam half of the propertis be left on its former tax and patiakaran:

J uaderstand that there was once a proposal to give up auction alto- 
gether and levy only vilayartham and this is considered even now as a desirabls and 
unodjectionable piece of reforin prompted by the generous motive of safeguarding 
the interests of the poor virutbicars. No question cf inequality of treatment seems to 
have stood in the way of these proposals. 















23, In this connection there is another fact which deserves to be noted. When 
Government resolved to give up the viruthi services permanzntly 
Inequality of and completely in 1593 except for the special ceremoniss in the 
Pepabmgnt cider: capital, the holders of the viruthi Jands throughout the State were 
aystem. relieved of their burden to a considerable extent. In the case of 
the taluks taken up for virathi settlement even these services were 
dispensed with the lands being brought under full assessment. But the holders of 
viruthi lands in the taluks where viruthi settlement hag not taken place enjoy them 
ander the favorable tenure though their burden has been considerably lightened. 
Vhey have enjoyed them on tbe extremely light assessment of 4 of the old raics for 
the past 10 years and will continue to enjoy them for we cannot say how many years 
until their lands are brought ander settlement. Is this not another instance of in- 
equality in the treatment accorded to different taluks in the working out of the samo 
policy? Will it be seriouly contended that the ryots of the remaining taluks should 
be called upon to pay up arrears of assessment fiom the date the other taluks were 
brought under settlement or that the ryots in the latter taluks should get a refund of 
the tax they have paid in past years? 


24, Another argument urged in favor of the vilayartham policy is that the 
Sirkar being only a trustee in respect of the institutions for the up- 
Argament that keep of which the virtbicars were required to suppy provisions, 16 
Bicker being rus. is not cempetent to the Sirkar to part with the proprietary right 
wilayartham over viruthi lands without obtaining a price for it. In reply to 
proves toomuch. this contention it may be observed that viruthi lands could only be 
. remotely and indirectly associated with temples and charitable 
institutions because firstly, the viruthi lands were not the property of the temples or 
charitable institutions at any time and secondly, the services rendered by viruthicars 
are traced by competent authorities to the ancient system of military service which 
the Nairs were under obligation to render and it was only when militiary services 
were dispensed with that the services of the viruthicars were utilized for supplies 
and labor to the Palace and to the temples and charitable institutions. 


This argument would apply with greater force and directness to the lands 
which originally belenged to the temples and were taken over and brought under 
State management during Colonel Munro’s time. - These lands have been at the 
settlement treated as ordinary Pattom lands and not a cash of vilayartham has been 
icvied on them. Before the temples were brought under State management the 
lands were treated as jenmom lands and there was the periodical renewal of kanom 
Jeases which yielded additional income to the institutions. All this has been put & 
stop to by the policy of assumption aclopted by Government, 


There would be some justfication for this argument if the so-calied viruthi 
fund were kept sparate from the State revenues and invested for the benefit of the- 
Anstitutions. But as a matter of fact the fund does not exist except on paper. 
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If the viruthi system be held to have been created or kept up for the sake of 
the institutions which the Sirkar manages as trustee it is a question whether the 
Sirkar had the right to dispense with the services at all. In fact the argument 
proves too much. 

25. Lastly, it is urged that the greater portion of the viruthi lands in the State 
has been already settled under the vilayartham system and that 
Lighter burden — the viruthicars of the taluks which have yet to be settled have bad 
‘Siremaining talulea ~~maratively lighter burden to bear and are therefore less deserv- 
mo argumentatail. img of any special concession than their brethren who have already 
paid vilayartham for retaining their iands. To my mind this is 
no argument at all, The simple question is whether the system is based on night 
prinoiple or sound policy. The wen who have already suffered cannot now be placed 
in a better position aud no question of relative hardships or inequality of treatment 
can be allowed to influence the action of Government in a matter ltke this. 
26. I would only add that the levy of vilayartham is in direct conffict with the 
genevous policy adopted hy the Royal Proclamation dated !2th 
Wilayartham October 1896 in writing off a sum of Rs. 1,80,000 in the shape of 
policy inconsiatent =Muthalelpu or money loans which the virushicars were bound to 
‘with striking off . 0 ; , 
gauthalelpu fund. repay and which even Mr. Ramiengar had said should be recovered 
from them, Vide para 313 of his settlement memorandum. 


Summary. 27. To sum up-— 


(1} So long as the viruthi services were retained the Sirkar had the righs 
to resume 7, ¢, take away the holdings and make fresh grants for getting the services 
performed. : 

(2) When the services were dispensed with there was no necessity or justifit 
eation for resuming the holdings. 

(33 The policy of the British Government has always been to leave the 
holders and even strangers in undisturbed psssossion. 

: . (4) It has been authoritatively ruled that “resumption” in such cases 
means only levy of quit-rent or full assessment. 

(8) The Proclamation of 1886 places the whole question beyond dispute so 
that there is no ueed to discuss questions of principle or policy. 

(6) The Viruthi Committee of 1889 went outside their instructions in inci- 
@entally raising the question of vilayartham. 

(7) The executive order passed by Government on the report of the Deputy 
Peishkar cannot override the expreas provisions of the Royal Proclamation. 

(8) The argument that the viruthicars have been willingly paying up vila- 

artham is opposed to facts and records, 
-(9) The policy of vilayartham places the viruthicars in a worse predicament 
than the holders of Pattom lands and even trespassers on Government land. 

(10) The additional expenditure entitled in the supply of provisions to 
tbe religious and charitable imstitutions is not due to the abolition of the viruthi 
system but to the liberal policy of paying for supplies at market rates announced in 
the Proclamation of 1886. 

(11) The viruthi system had no direct connection with the temples and 
gharitable institutions now under State management. 

(12) The viruthi fund exists only on paper. 

(18) The policy of assumption adopted in Colonel Munro’s time has placed 
Devaswom Jands on the same footing as Sirkar Patiom lands. 

(14) The writing off of the Muthalelpu fund is a strmg argument for doing 
away with vilayartham.

In continuation of my letter No, 486 dated 3ist March 1905 and referring to pex- 
sonal conversation on the subject of the setilernent of viruthi holdings in the Vilavancode 
taluk on the eve of my leaving Trivandrum, I have the honour to inform you that the 
inquivies connected ‘with these properties had been all hut closed before the records were 
made ovor to the ordinary revenue department for disposal under the new scheme of 
settlement, and what now remains to be done by the taluk authorities in respect of then 
is to enter decisions as to who are entitled to become the pattadars and from whom alone 
vilayartham should be recovered under the new rules. No effective measures have yet 
been adopted by the taluk authorities for getting through the work entrusted to them, 
and the arrangements for it are still under correspondence, and this will cause delay im 
settling the taluk completely within the prescribed period. But if the records can be re- 
transferred to the Assistant Peishkar in charge of Party No. I, I shall be able to carry 
out the settlement of these lands also immediately. That munnila and vital statistics 
viruthies need not be retained and that stipendiury agents could be employed for doing 
their duties seems to be the current of opinion of revenue officers and I share that opinion, 
and if this view is accepted all the viruthies will have to be given away without exception.

1. In the Proceedings of Government No. 8/262 dated 23rd September 1904, it 
was laid down in para 12, that the work of virutbi settlement should be done by the 
revenue department in the taluks in which the work had not been started by the 
Settlement department. The Division Peishkars were asked to submit for the sanc- 
tion of Government complete lists of viruthis to be retained in each pakudi for per- 
sonal services and for munnila service. 


2, By a subsequent Proceedings No. S/247 dated Lith May 1905 Government 

decided to dispense with the system of remunerating mannila and v.tal statistics 

services hy assignment of land and substitnte a staff of stipendiary munnilakars for 

each proverthi on Rs. 5 each per mensem to be entrusied with the combined duties 

of revenue collection and collection of vital statistics and such other duties of the 

village headinan in British India, as in the circumstances of Travancore may be 
Vel.

assigned to them. The Peishkars were accordingly asked to give effect to the original 
sueme as thus simplified in respect of munnila and -vital statistics services. Tn 
sending up the lists called for, they were also asked to furnish information on the 
follawing points :— ; 

(1) The number of manvilakars employed at present and whether they are 
all employed on the collection of revenne. 

(2) The murher of viruthikars sow employed for the collection of vital 
statistics. 

(3) The number of munnilakars to be appointed unler the new scheme. 





(4) What duties may be entrusied to the mannilusa's tu addition to the 
duty of revenue collection aud coflecrion of vital statistics. 


(5) The financial result of the scheme. 


3. The new scheme affects only the Padmanabhapuram, Quilon and Kottayam 
Divisions, all the taleks in the ‘Trivandram Division baving been already sottled. 
Aitor repeated reminders, the lists from the three Peishkars have only just come in 
ut the close of the year thoush they were distinctly informed by Hazur letter No. 
n/260 dated 22nd May 1805 thet the full assessment on the eufranchised viru- 
thi lands shculd be levied and the new stail of munnilakars under the stipendiary 
tem appointed from Ist Chingom 1081. The information furoished in these lists 
s 80 meagre and unsatisfactory that it is necessary to have furtuer details before 
orders can be issued. 






4, The Padmanabhaparam Peishkar’s list shows thai 176 munnilakars are re- 
quired for the 8 taluks of Vilavancode, Kalkulam and Eraniel against 557 muani- 
fakars and collectors of vital statistics at present. How this no. 170 was arrived at 
is not clear. In the Proceediags of Government No. 247 dated 15th May 1005, it was 
laid down that the no. of munnilakars for each proverthi should be fixed with reference 
to the area, population, and land revenne to be collected in each munnila. No data 
on these are furnished, avd hence it is difficult to decide whether the number propos- 
ei by the Peishkar is necessary or not. The Peishkar, however, points oat that 
even with the no. put down by him, the scheme will eventually result in an annual 
saving of Rs. 1592-12 chs. 


5. The Quilon Peishkar sends up a peculiar statement. He suggests 109 
wunuilakars for the 6 taluks of his Division in which the new scheme has now to 
be intraduc:d and he says that the cost of the stipendiary staff amounts to Rs. 6540 
while the pattom assessment on tue raunnila and vital statistics viruthi lands would 
come to ouly Rs. 1,114, thus showing a loss to Government of Bs. 5,426. How 
the pattom assessment was calculated is not stated. The congulidated statement 
embodied in the Peishkay’s letter does not tally with the statements furnished by the 
Yobsildars. Further, the Peishkar has started from an incorrect assumption by 
comparing the cost of the stipendiary munnila staff with the total assossmeat of the 
oid Munnila lands. Even if the stipendiary system were not introduced, it would be- 
necessary, in accordance with the policy adopted in the case of the taluks already 
settled, to fix the number of munnilas according to present requirements and provide 
the necessary lands from the total exteat of viruthi lands. ‘he true criterion, 
therefore, by which to judge the financial aspect of the new scheme is to take the 
whole of the viruthi lands and calculate the full assessment thereon and compare it 
with the cost of the new establishment and other charges incidemia! to the change 
of system.

I have the honor to forward herewith copy of a report No, 633/165, dated 
5}-6-84 received from the No. IV Party Officer stating that certain viruthi cases 
pending in the Kottayam and Changanachery tiluks have been transferred to him 
for disposal under the cherikal rales on the ground that the lands comprised in them are 
cherikals arid asking fur orders as to whether these cases have to be dealt with under the 
rules for viruthi settlement contained in para 9 of the Proceedings No. S} 269, datad 
23rd September 1904 or under the rules subsequently passed by Government for the 
settlement of cherikal lands. The doubt expressed liy the Party Officer as to the methork 
of treatment to be accorded to the lands comprised in the cases in question is apparently 
due to the fact that the cherikal rales are silent on the point. The Party Olticer says 
that in view of the fact that the holders of the lands had to perform ooliam service as 
condition for their enjoyment of the lands, it is only reasonable to expect them to apply

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or the lands being settled weler the Proceedings of Government quoted above which 
Tavs down that such. of the lands ag ave in the possession of the virathi holders shali lie 
eontirmed to them on full patton without payment of vilayartham- But some of the 
cherikal virutbies under reference are xaid to have been alienated by the original holders. 
Tn the «ase of the present holders of these lands vilayarthany amounting to 5 or 
10 times the assessment according as the length or possession is veurs or above or 
below 12 7 2 have to be levied if the Tands ave to be dealé with under the above 
quoted P roceedings and no tadivila is leviable in either case. [f on the other band, these 
Jands settled under the cherikel rules, the maximum taravila leviable under the rules 
ix onle thece times che assessment in the case of both the original grantees and aliences 
in addition to tadivila at the prescribed rater. The Party Oificer seems to think that 
the absence of provision in the cherikal rules to deal with cherikal viruthics is pre- 
sumebly due to the fact that at the time these rules were passed, there was no infor- 
mrtion: as to the tence of any viratht under ch and that, inasmuch: 
as chovikeal virvthies ave uot of the sane kind as other virathi holdings onaccount of 
the fact that the latter are assessed to aumual revenue while the former pay tax only 
during years of cultivation, the lands in question should be deali with only under the 
cherikal rales, 













































2 The absence of separate provision in the cherikal rules for the treatment of 
cherikal viruthies is dne to the fact that the settlement of virutht lands had been al- 
ready fully dealt with in the Proceedings of Govermnent quoted above. The cherikal 
rules have introduced only certain modifications in the extsting rules as to classification. 
stration and assessment and as there is no provision therein i respect of viruthies 
the Govermment Prow eelings relating to viruthics have to be applied to cherikals also. 
dn this view, Tam of opinion that the cherikal virnthies under veference have to 
he deale with wmder the provixons laid down in para 9 of the said Proceedings, 
T request the early orders of Government,

Prior to the revenue settlement of the Ambalpuzha taluk, there were numer- 
ous Nair vlruthi holdings in that talak paying half pattom assessment. During 
sotélomeut, the bulk of the holding swere enfranchised under the old rules and 
brought under regular pandarapattam tenure, either on recovery of vilayartham or 
by auction sale under the rules theuin force. Some 800 virutlzes wore, however, 
retained as such, the full assessment nevertheless being imposed, though ab the same 
time the performance of the services was insisted upon. The consideration for the 
services being continued, notwithstanding the imposition of the pattum assessment, 
was the non-levy of the vilayariham. 


2. Some more wrutht holdings yet remained and they were disposed of under 
the new scheme of settlementintroduced in 1080. The new rules were more 
favourable to the ryots than the old ones, beeause the services were, under the new 
rales, wholly abolished and the lands were confirmed im the names of the holders, no

uilayariham at all being levied in those cases in which the lands had not passed out of 
the possession of the families of the origival grantees, and in the case of lands which 
had passed ixto the hands of aliences, though vilayartham was insisted on, the amount 
of it did not exceed 10 times the normal pattom assessment. 


3. The more favourable treatment of virwthi holdings under the new rules gave 
rise to disconient among the viruthitars retained under tho old rules, because the 
latter had to do work and had at the same time to pay the full assessment, while the 
assessment they had been paying, prior to settlement, was only half the pattom. 
The viruthikars deait with under the old rules were not only in a worse position than 
they had been before settlement, but they were worse off than the holders whose 
lands were disposed of under the new rules. 


4. In consequence, a large number of the viruthikars retained in the Ambala- 
puzha taluk struck work in 1080. Hired labour had to be engaged for the conduct 
of the services till then performed by them and this arrangement had to be repeated 
every year. 

5. he Division Peishkar was, therefore, called upon to go into the question 
fully and to suggest arrangements for the proper performance of the services. Ac- 
cordingly, the late Mr. Kesava Pillay submitted a scheme, the main features of which 
were -— 


(1) the-total abolition of all viruthi services in the Ambalapuazha taluk ; 


(2) the enfranchisoment of all viruthi lands in that taluk and their registry 
on pandarapattom; and 


(3) the substitution of a system of paid labour for the sorvices till then don 
by the viruthisars. 


6. His Highness’ Government at first hesitated to adopt Mr. Kesava Pillay’s 
proposals in their entirety. They drew his attention to the viruthi services obtaining 
in certain other taluks of his Division and he was asked to review the whole question 
as a general one and to send up a comprehensive scheme tor the consideration of the 
Government. A revised set of proposuls, dealing with all the virutht services cf the 
Quilon Division, was accordingly submitted by Mr. Kesava Pillay, iv his letter No. 
256/R. 9, dated 21-1-'08. In that letter, Mr. Kesava Pillay suggested the retention 
of certain classes of viruihies which he had originally proposed to abolish. Govern~ 
ment, in reply, pointed out that they were inclined to adopt Mr. Kesava Pillay’s 
original proposals in regard to the virutai services ofthe Ambalapuzha taluk and 
Mr. Kesava Pillay was called upon to state whether those proposals could not .be 
extended to the viruthies in the other taluks of his Division. This reference has been 
feplied to by the Acting Deputy Peishkar,, Mr. Rajaram Rao, in hisletter No, 217. 
dated 10-9-'08. In that letter, Mr. Rajaram Rao approves of the proposals originally 
made by Mr. Kesava Pillay and recommends the abolition of all the Nair viruthé 
services in the Quilon Division, with the exception of the velakali viruthe 
in the Karunagapalli taluk which, he says, should be retained. :

In the Quilon Division, Nair viruthies now exist only in the taluks of a 
Karuvagpally, Karthigaplly and Ambalapuzha.

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2. The Nair virithies retained in the four tivst named taluks are for rendering 
the following services :— : 


1. Performing velukals, 

2. Carrying flags and umbrellas for velekali, 

3 Lighting, cleaning vessels and doing certain other menial services, 
4. Carri ng amritari, 

5. Bowing Royal boats, 

6. Rowing the boat of the Thekkedathu Bhattathiri, 


7. Muunila Service. 


3. Velukali service. — Altogether about 300 viruthitars have been retained under 
this head—100 in the Ambalapuzha taluk for performing velakali in the Sree Kri- 
shnaswamy temple during the anoual Oolsavom, and about 200 in the Karunagapally 
taluk for reudering the same service in connection with the Panguny Oolsavom in 
the Sree Padmanabhaswamy templs at Trivandrum. All these viruthisars are remv- 
nerated by-assignments of laud which, as already stated, have been charged at sei 
tlement with full assessment. These eiruthikars require special training and they 
have also to provide themselves with the necessary accoutrements. Mr Kesava 
Pillay’s proposals ii regard tc these services, so far as the Ambalapuzha temple was 
concerned, were to enfranchise sll the lands, to abolish the eirudhi services and to 
entortain in lieu a staff of 70 veladalivars, for the annual Volsavom in that temple, on 
an annual stipend af Rs. S each per head. These proposals are also approved by 
Mr. Rajaram Rao. They are sanctioned- 


4. The above course would not however be expedient in the case of the velahvii 
wruthikers of the Earuvagpalli taluk. Mr. Rajaram Rao has pointed out that 
it would not be possibly to find over 200 men who could be trained and taken all 
the way to ‘Trivandrum every year on payment of annual stipends. These viruthi. 
Lars have been repeatedly complaining against the imposition of full assessment on 
their holdings. Mr. Rajaram Rao has proposed to retain these viruthikars bat to 
allow them a deduction of the assessment on their lands, besides giving them their 
present travelling charges amouating to Rs. (821-4-0) eight hundred and twenty-one 
and chackrams four a year The retention of the mruéht sorvice is, in this case, 
sanctioned, but the proposal to make a deduction in the jattom assessment, which 
has already been imposedin full does not commend itself to Government. The 
complaints of the Karunauapally velahali virwtkikars have been separately dealt with 
and in their Sadhanom dated 17-5-’09, read above, Government have sanctioned a 
reduction of 383 men in the velakali staff and an increase of a fanam each to the re- 
maining men in their daily batta during their stay at Trivandrum. The lands will 
continue unerfranchised but subject to the payment of full assessment.

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7. Carrying amriiuri. Thove ave 10 véruthicars in the Ambalapuzha taluk for 
taking ‘amriteré or rice for Palace consumption to Trivandriun. The rice has to be 
carried iy head-loads 5 times a month and 3loads are sent‘each time. The virudhikars 
earry the loads by turns. Besides the land held by them, now on full assessment, 
they are allowed wages at the rate of (15) fifteen chakrams per load and also meais 
jn the wayside Sirkar Qottupurahs. The Poishkar says that these virnthies 
should also be enfranchised and 10 stipendiaries appointed on Rs. (5) five each per 
mensem.

8. Rowing Royal boais— 35 viruthikars have been yetained for this service—20 
in the Ambalapuozha and 14 in the Quilon taluks, The lands assigned for this service 
are charged with full assessment. ‘The men are paid at sanctioned rates 1a addition 
to meals or batta for daysof actual service. Qne of the virufhtkars at Quilon is 
given. an allowance of Re. (1) one per mensem to collect the men. All tkese 35 rirw- 
thies will se enfranchised and an equal number of hoatmeu will be entertained—20 
in Ambalapuzha and 15in Quilon—on an annual stipend of Rs: (6) five cach per 
head as proposed by the Peishkar. The men will also be paid the usual charges 
and batta or meals us ab present during the actual performance of the service. The 
allowance of Be. (1) one paid to the head boatman at Quilon will continue. A 
similar allowance is sanctioned for the head boatman at Ambalapuzha. 


9. Rowing the Thekkadathu Bhattuthivi's boat-—the Thekkedathu Bhattathiri 
is a Sthant in the Ambalapuzha temple where he lias certam daties to attend to. He 
has, therefore, $0 go to Ambalapuzha frequently from Kudamalloor, the usual place 
of his residence. The Bhattathiri is allowed 5 wiruththars for rowing bis hoat. The 
holdings are now svbject to full assessment and the men do not get any remunera- 
tion for their service. These siruthekars have vot been performing the allotted ser- 
vices since 1080. The Bhattathiri has been repeatedly complaining about the non- 
attendance of these men. The Peishkar suggests that these viruthikars be enfran- 
chised and that the Bhattathiri he allowed to engage the allotted number of rowers 
from time to time at rates not exceeding the sanctioned rates. The enfranchisement 
of these viruthe holdings is sanctioned. It ig not necessary to allow rowers for the 
Bhattathiri. ‘he question of his tarvelling allowances has been considered and 
settled in Sadhanom No. 1715, dated 26 9-84, read above. That arrangement will 
take effect from Ist Chingom 1085. The cost already incurred by the Bhattathiri 
in engaging rowers should be ascertained and paid to him by the Peishkar. 


10. Minatia viruthies —69 Viruthikars have been retained under this head—13 
in the Quilon, 35 in the Karunagapally and 21 in the Kartigapally taluks. The 
are allowed. land on favourable rates of assessment varying from 1 to $ of the ‘patton, 
besides a fixed money allowance of Fs. 10 each per mensem. They have to report 
births and deaths and aid the village agency in the collection of land revenue ° G 
O. No. 8/47, dated 15-5-’05 contemplated the abolition of munnila services and the 
substitution of a staff of stipendiary munnilizars for reporting births and deaths and 
for collecting land revenue. Government have since abandoned the idea of an; int 
ing separate munnilakars (vide para 1 of G. O. No. 1423/L. R., dated 26-1709), 
No viruthikars for the collection of vital statistics have been retained in the oth : 
taluks of the State settled under the new scheme. , The Peishkar says that all these 
wiruthe services may be abolished and the holdings’enfranchised, tze work of ital 
statistios - lection bemg entrusted to the ordinary village staff. This proposal is 
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ll. The viruthikars in the Ambalapuzha taluk falling under classes 1. 2, 3 and 
5 above have to render certain miscellaneous services in connection with the Mura- 
japam and other periodical ceremonics. These services should be replaced by hired 
labour. 


12. The virwtht holdings ordered ta be cnfranchised should be registered on 
the Pandarapaitom tenure in the name of the occupants under the new rules, The 
fixed money allowance given to the mumiilakars should be stopped. 


13. The arrangements now sanctioned will take effect from the Ist Chingom 
1085 M. HE.

His Highness’ Government resolve to revise the Village, Taluk and Divi- 
sional Office establishments, and those attached to the Sub-Magistrates’ Courts, in 
the Trivandrum Division. In cffecting the revision, Government follow the same 
Hues as those adupted in G. O. No, 1483/1. R., dated 26th January 1909, relating to 
the revision of the corresponding establishments of the Padmanabhapuram Division. 
The appended Statement (A) shows in detail the strength and pay of the revised. 
staff uow sanctioned for the Trivandrum Division. 

2. The provisions of G. O. No. 1423/L.. R. dated 26th January 1909, relating 
to the qualifications for, and the powers and duties of, the village and taluk establish. 
ments, and to the nature and amounts of the security tobe furnished by them, will 
apply to the revised staff now sanctioned for the Trivandrum Division. 


3. All the wvenila and vital statistics virudhies in the Trivandrum Division 
will beenfranchised and brought under pandarapattom tenure, agreeably to the rues 
now in force for the settlement of viruéhi lands. ‘tbe collection of vital statistics should 
be attended to by the village peons in addition to their other duties. The settlement 
of the viruthi lands now ordered to be enfranchised should be completed and the facy 
reported to Government by the Peishkar within three mouths, 


4, The scheme now sanctioned will take effect from Ist Kanni 1085. The 
oxisting staff should, as far as jossible, be absorbed into the revised establishments 
Such however of the subordinates as cannot be so absorbed, or as are considered 
quite unfit to be further retained inthe service on account of general incapacity or 
inefficiency, should be retired. His Highness’ Government are prepared to allow 
the officers so retired special concessions in the matter of their pensions or retiring 
allowances. In the case of every subordinate whom it is proposed to retain under 
the new scheme, but whose present pay way be higher than the pay now sanctioned 
the difference should be treated as a personal allowance. The Peishkar should r 
pare and submit to Government the following statements so as to reach Government 
before the 3lst Kanoi 1085:— ; 
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(i) a nominal list of the establishment as absorbed into the new scheme. with 
particlars of pay, service, age and qualifications; 


(ii) a statement of persons to whom a personal allowance has to be paid and 
the amount of such allowance. 


(iiit} a nominal Hist of persons to be, retired immediately, with particulars 
of pay, service and age. 


6- The appended Statement (B} shows the financial results of the scheme. 
Dedueting the cost of the “Maramut” and the “Mag‘sterial” establishments which have 
to be debited to “Maramat” and “Law and Justice” respectively, the increased ex- 
penditure debitable to “J.and Revenue” involved in the present scheme is Rs. 15744. 
The revenue anticipated from the munnila and vital statistics rtruddi holdings, now 
ordered to be enfranchiscd, is Rs. 3.448 per annum; the net increase in expenditure 
will be Rs. 12.296 a year. An allotmant of Rs. 10,000 has been proviledin the 

- budget for 1085 for the revision of the Land Revenueestablishmonts. As the scheme 
now sanctioned willcome into force only from the Ist Kanni 1085, the actual 
increase of expenditure to be provided for the ycar will only be Rs. 10,984, or Rs.

You may remember the case of botndary dispute in connection with the villages 
‘of Pazhayakunnumel in Kilimanur and Pulymathnu m Nagaroor proverty, Sherayinkil 
taluk. Thougli there wasn decision recorded by you at the time of demarcation the 
-question has come up before me in a different shape, The Kilimanur Chief and the Jeamy 
who now derives revenue from the wet area on the boundary line are in disagreement as 
’ to the proprietary right to the tract. 


On hearing both sides and on examination of the old accounts I thought it neces- 
‘sary to inspect the spot which I was able to do last evening. The proverty olugoo 
reads differently from the accounts produced on the side of the disputants so far as the 
points of the southern boundary of Kilimanur are concerned. 
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Referring to Messrs. Ward and Connor's survey wap, scale one inch to the 
mile, I find the Kilimanoor tract, Including of conrse Pazhayakunnumel, distinctly marked, 
by a dotted line, 1f you could kindly have this line traced on the village maps of the 
two divisions concerned, viz., Pazhavakiunumel and Pulymathu, and let me have the 
tracing as carly as convenient it may afford reliable evidence on the question at issue. 
Perhaps it may not be possible to lay the line quite correctly. But for all practical pur- 
poses it is quite sufficient to indicate the course of the houndary with approximate correct 
ness. You will see that the howndary line on the south goes along the crest of a hill 
called Chithit Callogam and continuing in an easterly direction turns northward and 
mects a stream and then follows the course of the stream sonic distance. It is this 


portion of the line I wish to have specially identified and shown on your survey maps,

Sth instant requesting me to collect and send the correspondence and recor ds relating to 
boundary dispute with regard to some lands lying between Nagaroor and Klimanoor 


adbigarams. 


2 The lands referred to were taken as part of the Kilimanoor adhigaram by the 
survey department during survey and were surveyed as survey nos. 730 to 761 of Pala- 
yakunnunel village of Kilmanoor adhigaram. But the settlement department during its 
operations in the village took an opposite view, and the Settlement Dewan Peishkar report- 
ed to Government for orders in his Sadanam No. 5006/14? dated I4th Karkadagem 1076 
that the lands should be taken as forming part of Pulimathn village of Nagaroor adhiga- 
yam. Copy of the Sadhanam was then forwarded io this office by Government and its 
copy is herewith enclosed for ready reference. 


3. Government agreed with the Settlement Dewan Peishcar and ordered in their 
No. 8781/8. 94 dated 18th May 1992 tht the boundary of the villages at this place should 
be altered. The alteration of boundary was accordingly carried out on the ground and 
reported to Government in this office No. 366/267 dated Sth September 1892. 


4. From the beginning and closing portions of the Settlement Peishcar’s Secha 
Naim above referred to it appears that the interests of the Kilimanoor Chief were represen- 
ted by vakil and agent in the enquiry of the settlement department. 


5. As the enquiry of the dispute which led to the Government order, ordering the

1, Thecopies of many of the records, such as, classification registers, tree 


book é&e., are not usually granted.

2. The prayer does not specify the particular records required and ao copies can 
be granted indiscriminately. 

8. Most of the settlement records are liable to correction by decisions passed on 
revision petitions presented by parties or by light of facts materially affecting the decision 
subsequently brought to notice. 

4. If copies are allowed to be taken at the pleasure of the parties concerned it is 
certain to interfere with the work of the persons in whose custody the records may be. 

5. If the Chief’s application is granted it will be creating a precedent for other 
persons to make such applications which the Government will not be justified in refusing 
to grant. Even if this is refused in the case of private land owners, Proclamation Jen- 
mies whose status it is that the Chief enjoys with regard to the lands in question will be 
perfectly justified in making similar applications. 

6. Itis not conducive to the safety of the records to leave them in the hands of 
parties or their agents or servants. 

7. Most of the records not being final, it is impolitic to allow the parties free 
grant of copies of such records. 

These and similar considerations led me to give the reply mentioned by the Chief 
in his letter to Government and I beg to submit that I am of opinion that the application 
of the Chief, if granted, will create difficulties of the character mentioned above and that 
therefore the prayer cannot be granted.

The Assistant Settlement Peishkar in charge of Party No, IV reports that the 
work in the village of Trikunnapuzha belonging to the Edapalli Chief has reached the 
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stage of issue of fair pattahs. The Party Officer seems to entertain doubts as to whether 
the whole demand on wet Jands has wo be fixed in kind only or whether a portion should 
he commuted into mouey atthe rate of 1} fs. as was done in the CASCS of Kilimanoor, 
Sreepadom and Sree Pandaravagai estates and the remaining # in kind; and in either case, 
the benefit of the recent Proceedings of Government abolishing payment in kind has to 
be extended to the ryots of thix village by converting the paddy inte money at the rate of 
23 fs, per parah. 

The Edapalli Chicf who was addressed on the subject says that lis requirements 
make it imperative that the demand on wet lands should be fixed wholly in kind and 
that the religious institutions he has to maintain and towards whose maintenance the 
major portion of the paddy goes will suffer if the paddy is converted into money. In 
dealing with the question of payment in kind arguments of the sort raised by the Chief 
must have received the attention they deserved before the Government arrived at the 
couclasion embodied in their Proceedings No. C/1 dated 2nd February 1906 and I there- 
fore do not find it necessary to enter into any lengthy comments on the objection now 
raised by the Chief. The estates of Kilimanoor and Sreepadom which are more or less 
on a similar footing did as a matter of fact agree, at the time the taluks in which those 
extates lie were settled, to be dealt with as Government lands and the demand on wet 
lands was fixed at ¢ in money and $ in kind, 


Section 2 of Regulation LV of 1068, a Regulation passed by His Highness the Ma- 
harajab for the express purpose of continuing the practice of the recovering the arrears of 
rent due to the estates of Nilimanoor and Edaoalli by officers of Travancore Government 
and for clearly defining the conditions on which those estates are administered, provides 
that “The holders of lands in the estates of Kilimanoor and Edapalli shall have the 
same rights in respect of their holdings as the holders of land under Our Government”, 
while section 3 of the same Regulation makes the provision that “the rent recoverable 
from the holders of landin the said estates shall he at the rates assessed by Our Govern- 
ment from time to time.’ In the face of the provisions made by these sections the ob- 
jection now raised by the Chief loses much of its force. To argue that the benefit of a 
general measure adopted by Government after « careful consideration of all the attendant 
cireumstances should not be extended to one section of the public does not appear to. be 
reasonable, while it is only fair and in the fitness of things as indicated by the sections 
quoted above to hold that the benefits arising from the abolition of payment in kind 
should be shared alike hy all the subjects of the State. Under these circumstances I do 
not wish te proceed further in the matter without the definite orders of Government, 
J have therefore the honor to request you will be so good as to favour me with an autho- 
ritative ruling on the subject. from Government. The papers connected with the subject. 
as per list enclosed are herewith submitied. ,

1067 atted = edi to inform you thatin view of the fact that the Chief has long been 
307: ofose aatea collecting and the ryots paying the land revenue in kind, a conver- 
3-806. sion of it nto cash payment cannot be made without the consent of 
both parties, From the papers forwarded with your office letter No. 1U67 dated 30th 
July last it is seen that in the case of Sreepadoin and Kilimanoor formal consent was ob- 
tained for converting } of the paddy tax into money, but that in the present case the 
Edapally Chief has positively declined to accept any such proposal. The scheme abolish 
ing the system of payment in kind being an administrative measure affecting only the 
lands directly under the Sirkar, it cannot be regarded aa binding on the Chief unless he is 
also agreeable to this method of recovering his land revenne. ‘Such being the case, the 
Proceedings of Government No. C/1 dated 2nd February last cannot he compulsorily 
made applicable to the Edavagay lands, especially when the Chief himself demurs to such 
an arrangement on the ground that it involves loss of revenue and consequent practical 
hardship to bim. 


2, Iam to add that the provisions of the Rent Recovery Regulation IV of 1068, 
which are made upplicable to the lands of the Edapally Chief, are quite enforcible even if 
the old practice of levying the rent in kind is adbered to. By acceptance of such a pro= 
cedure the Chief cannot be considered to‘have waived his right to claim rent in kind orto 
have agreed to assimilate his method of recovery to that obtaining in the case of Govern- 
ment lands.

In forwarding herewith copy of No. 4 Party Officer's Sadhanom No. 851/116 
dated 19-6-82 and enclosure, on the subject of the settlement oflands belonging to 
the Edapalli Chief in the Kalloopara village, Tiruvalla taluk, I have the honor to subinit 
the following questions for the orders of Government. 

1. How are the Swaroopam Inams to be settled? 
_ 2. Whether the extra cesses charged on these Inams should be retained? 
3. How are the Kanapattom lands of the Devaswoms belonging to the Swaroa- 
pam to be dealt with? 


4. Whether separate pattahs have not to be issued for the michavarom on the 
properties belonging to the Sirkar Kaviyoor DevaswomP and 
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5, What proportion of the rent on wet lands should be fixed in kind? 


Question 1. The Settlement Proclamation lays down that Inam lands meaning 
of course Government Inams, found at the settlement in the enjoyment of individuals or 
families other than the original grantees or their descendants should be charged with one 
half of the assessment as net demand. This rule was adhered to in Kallooppara in the 
settlement of Inams. At the time of hearing objections on rough pattahs the ryots pro- 
tested against the method of procedure. It appears to huve been the practice with the 
Swaroopam to treat Inams alienated and registered in the names of the aliences on payment 
of Adukkavathoo as Inams only. The Swaroopam has no right to charge such Inams 
with any increased rent. The Party Officer proposes that Inams on which Adukkuvathus 
has been puid, be treated at the present settlement as Inams only. This proposal has been 
aceapted by the Edappalli Chief and I see uo objection to its being adopted. AL other 
alienated Jnams on which Adukkuvathu has not heen paid should, the Party Officer says, 
be dealt with on the same lines as Sirkar Inams, viz. levying half the assessment as the 
rent due to the Swaroopam, The Party Officer has not apparently consulted the ryots. 
1 doubt the souncness of his proposal. Butin respect of Inam properties belonging to 
Fdapaily at Trikunnapuzhai ib was decided by Government (see Hur Vernacular com- 
munication No. 1975 daterd 21st Mithunam 1080) that they sho ald be dealt with like Sirkar 
Inams. The Settlement Proclamation does not refer to the Edapally Chief's lands, I 
entertain serious doubts whether the provisions of that Proclamation relating to Sirkar 
Inams can be extended to Edapally Inams by force of sections 3 & 4 of the Rent Reco- 
very Regulation No. 4 of 1068 in cascs in which the ryots protest. 





Question 2, As regards this question Iam of opinion, with the Party Officer, 
that if the Chief so desires the extra cesses may be retained and added on to the rent. But 
as in the case of Government holdings the total tax should not be above pattom assess- 
ment. 

. Question 8. As the Swaroopam has only a right similar to rajabogham over:

teluk, Lam directed to inform you that Government sanction your proposals in regard 
to points 2 to 4, viz:i— 


1, The extra cesses charged on the Swaroopam inams to be retained and added 
on to the rent if the Chief so desires, but as in the case of Government holdings the 
total tax noi to exceed the pattom assessment. 


2. The Kanapattom lands of the Devaswoims belonging to the Swaroopam to be 
left intact, the payment of rajabhogam being secured to the Swaroopam and the 
muichayarom to the Devaswoms as donc hitherto; and 


3. Separate pattas to be issued for the lands on which michavarom has to be paid 
to the Sirkar Kaviyoor Devaswom. 


2. The alienated inam lands on which Adukkuvathu has been paid may, as propo- 
sed, be treated as inams only at the present settlement. As regards all other alienated 
inams on which no Adukkuvathu hes been paid, the Party Officer’s suggestion to im- 
pose on such lands half of the assessment as in the case of Sirkar inams may. be adopted 
in cases where the tenants agree. 


3. Government do _not,see their way to comply with the Chief's request that the 
rent on wet lands should be fixed wholly in kind. The rent due to the Swaroopam

_In 1078 the Bdapally Chief complained to Government about the cutting and re- 
smoval of teak from his Edavagai (Kalloopara proverthy) by Government contractors. 
Te-was decided on 23rd Kumbhom 1073, No. 3404, that he was entitled only to} the 
value of the timber under section 31 of the Forest Regulation. He repeated the complaint 
in 1077 and the previous decision was confirmed { No. 7843 dated LOth Mithunam 1077 }, 
Tn 1078 the Chief memorialised His Highness the Maha Rajah against that order. Con- 
siderable correspondence arose on the subject, and the matter was under consideration. 


9. A similar representation alleging a similar occurrence was made by the Chief in 
1079 aud the matter was pending enquiry. 





2. fia memorial dated 17-1-'81 preesnted to the Dewan by the Chief through his 
Vakil Mr. K. Kochukrishna Marar on 6-9-’Ua (1) he urges his absolute right to the timber 
und to the capturing of elephants in his forests, (2) he objects to the apportionment of 
abkari, opium and ganja revenue payable to hin solely in proportion to the number of 
proverties owned by him, (3 ) he claims 4 share in the salt, tobacco and customs revenne 
in relation also to the proverties other than Edapally, (4) he demurs to the denial of 
any share to him in the revenue derived from stamp and registration and (5 ) he express- 
es dissatisfaction with the condition imposed to his franking letters sent by Anchal. 
He bases these claims upon his pos'tion us a “ quasi-independent chief”, and in support 
of it he refers to para 250 of Mr- Seshia Sastri’s administration report for 1043 & 49 M. EL 
and to a letter of the same Dewan to the Sadar Court regarding the collection of micha- 
varom and other dues of the Chief by revenue process. This has now ecu fully heard 
and carefully considered. 




















for the Chief in the said memorial. No contemporaneous record is furnished or forth- 
coming as to the alleged former position of the Chief and in_ spite of his allegation that 
he was originally a tributary Chief under the suzerainty of Travancove, there is nothing 
to warrant the supposition that such status wus ever accorded to him or recognised in 
him by this State, During the considerable period for which records are wvailable there are 
no traces of powers and privileges which are truly emblematic of sovereign or anything 
approaching it having heen exercised by the Chief. On the other hand, there have been 
several occasions when the character of partial independence was claimed by the Chief 
but was entirely repudiated by Goverpment- In 1865, the Chief made an attempt to 
levy import duty on articles taken to Edapally, but the Government promptly prohibited 
it bya notification. The Chief complained to the Resident, but on a reference made to 
the Dewan (Sir T. Madhava Row ) he justified the prohibition in his letters to the 
Resident Nos. 409 and 1921 dated 15th February and Ist July 1865 respectively, He- 
referred to the status of the Chief in these terms :— 


4. Government cannot. see their way to recognise the independent position set up 


“The Sirkar alone can, I submit, exercise sovereign powers in which is, as I con- 
ceive, included the right of levying customs duties. ‘I'he Edapally Thamburan does not, 
T believe, claim any sovereign power. It is to be noted that the Sirkar has a chowkey 
of its own on the Edapally frontier for levying such dutics and it can hardly be supposed 
‘that His Highness the Maba Raja of Travancore and a subject of his can exercise co-ordi- 
nate authority in this respect, in the same limits”. 


Again, * the Chief in question is generally known as the family priest to che Royal 

Family of Travancore, and his present position is no other than that cf a” considerable 

Senmi or landlord, in all respects subject to the general Regulations, criminal and civil, 
“of the country ”- : 


5.. In 1891 the Chief presented to the Resident a list of 18 subjects pending decision 
in the Hucur, the first of which was his prayer to be treated asa feudatory under the State,

On this being forwarded to the Dewan, Mr. Rama Row (the then Dewan) appears to 
have expressed himself on this subject as follows :—- 








* The Rajah has neither civil or criminal jurisdiction nor any of the attributes or 
prerogatives of a ruling chief. His possessions being scattered in detached portions over 
several taluks in Travancore, cannot in any sense Le regarded as a principality. For these 
reasons, the sovereign rights coutended for caunot be granted’. 








6. Similar views were also expressed by the other Dewaus of the State. 


7. Even in Mz, Seshia Sastri’s report relied on inthe memorial, the Edapally Chief 
is classed only among large Jenmi-holders, vide paras 249 to 254. Tt ix ame that’ when 
dealing with the powers of such landholders to dispose of their property, he speaks of 
the Edapally Chief as a Namburi Brahinin of the bighest rank anc wlds, * He was, and 
still is, in some respects an independent chief and is entitled to all soarees of revenue, 
whether actually levied hy himself, or administered by this State for him, compensation | 
being settled and paid every year. He pays no tribute excepting a sun of rupees thou- 
sand per annum which is for police services rendered. He has, however, no police, civil 
or criminal authority within the principality.” Bat it may be gathered from several 
instances in history asa safe conclusion to make that even should there have been any 
exercise of sovercign powers originally, the cessation of it though followed hy the practice 
of collecting the land revenues and other dues not in the nature of a tax im posable under 
sovereign powers only, or of his receiving compensation therefor, implies a surrender of 
such powers and relegation to the position of a jenmom-holder and it is characteristic 
that in the case of none of the numerous other persons or institutions enumerated in the 
said report under that heading, is there any pretence to sovereign rights, though all of 
them are rocognised like Edapally as having independent powers in dealing with their 
estates. Hence, the statement that the Edapally Chief is entitled to “all sourees of 
revenue” must be taken to refer to all items of revenue which he is entitled to as jenmi- 
holder and any others which have been conceded to him. It may be mentioned here 
that like Edapally, some of the other jenmi-holders referred to, such as Kilmanur, 
Poonjat &e., are also paid compensation by Government for abkari and other dues and 
yet noclaim for any independent position has been ever advanced by them. Further the 
practice subsec uently confirmed by legislation, of Sirkar officials realizing land revenue for 
the Edapally Chief, referred to in Mr. Seshia Sastri’s letter to the Sadar Court, rather 
denotes concession to the Chief owing to the absence of the very powers in himself which 
if possessed, would have obviated the necessity for such recours 
































«. . That being so, the validity or otherwise of the several claims advanced in 
the memoria! must be lested by these considerations alone and any argument based on 
absiract principle or analogy can have little or no weight in arriving at a corech 
conclusion regurding ihe same. ° 


9. The first claim pat forward in the memorial has reference to the vieht of the 
Chief to all sources of forest revenue within bis Hdavagai. These he is alre id 
in undisputed enjoyment of excepting the usnal share of the State in regard to royal 
timbér and the right to capture elephants. Tt is undeniable that in Travancore the 
rigbt to royal trees and the right-of capturing elephants appertain to the sovereien 
and are treated as Royal prerogatives. If therefore, the staius of the Chief js only 
that of a jenmi-bolder as already shown, it is clear that in the absence of cogent proot 
of any concession (of which there is none) the additional rights now claimed eannot 
be recognised, Butas a matter of fact, in addition to the "general presumption in 
favour of Government there is evidence to disprove the Chief's right. One instaaco- 
alone here may be mentioned. From the copy of the order of 1083 produced by the 
Chief's agent it will be clearly scen that the Chief was allowed to take teak timber 
from his‘own Vazhakulam proverty, ovly on payment of Kolevila like an ordisar 
ryot, thongh the timber was required in connection with the repairs to his own 
family residence at Baapally. It may be added that this entirely covel claim waa 
not advanced and included in the list of 18 subjects jn 1891, and te could not be now: 
admitted. . 


10. In reference to these considerations separate orders will be passed in the 
particular cases referred to in paras 1 and 2 above on their merits, . 
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11. The second claim relates to the mode of apportionment of the revenue 
from abkari, opium and ganja. With regard to opium and gunja, it may be stated at 
once that this is also quite a novel claim, not urged on any previous occasion. There 
is no instance of its having been ever allowed, and it cannot be allowed now. In 
relation to abkari revenue orders have already been passed, viz., No, 1099 S. RB. 
dated 14-8-07 in favour of the Chief, both for the payment of the amount due for 
1021 and for the fature sale of the lease right separately in relation to each proverty. 
On this matter a review petition hag been presented by the Chief on 21-8-82 and hia 
Vakil now argues that in fixing the amount 30 years’ average should have been taken, 
instead of 5 years’ average as was done, In the opinion of Government the principle 
adopted was fit and equitable and there is no reason for revising that order. 


12, The third claim viz., for a share in the salt, tobacco and customs revenue 
of other proverties than Edapally, is entirely untenable. It isa new ciaim not included 
in the list of 1891. The amount ea regards each item seems to have been fixed in 
reference to the entire revenue (from whatever portion of his Edavagai it might 
have beon derived) to which the Chief was found entitled when the original arrange- 
ment was made. 


13. The fourth claim is in respect of the revenue derived from stamp and regis-~ 
tration. This was one of the subjects in the list of 1891 and was disallowed then. 
Seeing the nature of the item, this is a frivolous claim and cannot be allowed. 


li, The fifth and last claim is not definitely stated. What is mentioned in the 
memorial is the privilege of franking letters sent by Anchal. This has been already 
conceded to the Chief, so long ago as in 1885. What scams to be sought to be re- 
moved is the restriction that the franking should be made by the Anchal Master. 
Fhis restriction was placed in 1885 in reference to the previous practice and with a 
view to check abuse. But where the cover or paper is addressed to a Government 
official with only his official designation there seems to be little reason to apprehend 
any abuse, and in such cages the direction that the fraiking should bo made by the 
Anchal Master himself may be dispensed with and the Chief or his authorised agent 
may be permitted.to frank. In all other cases the restriction iraposed in 1885 should 
continue,

the proposed rates. 


zy. On examining the records of this office connected with the settlement of the 
villages of Trikunnapuzha in Kartigapally taluk and Kallooparain Thiruvellah taluk be- 
longing to this Chief, I do not find that he was furnished with the statements now asked 
for by him in respect of these villages as a preliminary to the rates being sanctioned by 
Government ; nor does he appear to have been allowed any voice in the matter of fixing 
the rates. ‘The settlement operations of the villages were throughout controlled and con- 
ducted by the officers appointed by Government without any sort of reference to or in- 
terference by the Chief ut any stages of the work. The staff employed by the Govern- 
ment for the settlement of the Chief’s villages is guided and supervised in the same way 
as those in the other villages of the country, and it does not appear that that guidance and 
supervision has now been relaxed in any manner to necessitate any interference by the 
Edapally Chief. Further, under sections 3 & 4 of the Estates Rent Recovery Regulation

It is not very clear 
therefore why the contribution was fixed at one-half and one-fourth the totel expenditure.

In submitting herewith the file of correspondence noted at foot, I bave the honor 
‘to inform you that Mr. Krishna Aiyangar, in charge of Party No. VI, has at the instance 
cof the Alengad Snpervisor raised for orders the question as to the rate at whieh taravila 
or the price at so inany years’ assessment fixed ly the settlement officer under para 10 
of the Proceedings of Government No. 5/262, dated 23rd September 1904, on the pudu- 
val wet lands in the villages of Edapally North and Edapally South, belonging to the: 
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Edapally Swaroopam in absolute free-hold should be recovered from the persons entitled 
to the registry thereof and stated it as his opinion that, in view of the fact that the tax 
on the lands is payable to the Swaroopam wholly in paddy, the commutation rate of 
11 chs. a parah should be adopted. 

2. The Edapalli Kariakar to whom the proposal of the Party Officer was referred for 
remarks writes to say that though it might be convenient both for the Swaroopam and 
for the ryots to levy the ¢araeile in cash instead of in kind, the vate suggested by Mr. 
Krishna Aiyengar is low and prejudicial to the interests of the Swaroopam and having 
regard to the fact that the swaroopam is entitled to levy the same in paddy and that the 
arrears of paddy tax charged on the puduval wet lands in the Trikmmapuzha village im 
Kartigapalli taluk, also belonging to the Swaroopam, were recovered at the then market 
rates, 2 commutation rate of 16 chs. per Agrasala paral may be adopted. 


3. The case of Trikunnmapnzha alluded to by the Kariakar is beside the point and. 
cannot be accepted as a guide. For that village was settled under the old scheme under 
which acreage was levied at an uniform rate of 1 rupee without reference to the assess- 
ment, and the arrears of tax which are stated to have been recovered at market rates have 
now been abolished (vide para 10 of the Proceedings already quoted). The fixation of a. 
price with reference to the Agrasala parah is also not acceptable inasmuch as the capacity 
-of a parah measure for purposes of settlement has already been laid down by the Settle- 
ment Royal Proclamation dated 14th Kumbhom 1061. 


4. In reply to my inquiry as to the practice followed in the Kalloopara village (alse 
belonging to the Swaroopam) which was settled under the new scheme, the No. IV Party 
Officer says that ¢uravila was levied in that village at the rate of 6 chs. a parah of the 
price fixed at so many years’ assessment. 


5. Under section 4of the Estates Rent Recovery Regulation IV of 1068, the 
granting of waste lands within the Edapalli Estate is to be regulated in respect of per- 
manency of occupation and rates of assessment by the law and rules for the timc being 
in force for Government waste lands. As regards the latter, faravila is levied in mone 
at the rate of 6 chs. and 11 chs. a parah respectively in the proportion in which wet land 
tax is now levied in the taluk. Ido not think that the ryots can be compelled by Go~ 
vernment to pay for Edapally puduvals as acreage value more than what they pay for 
Government waste lands, and considering that in Kalloopara only an uniform rate of 
6 chs. a parah was levied, Mr. Krishna Aiyangar’s recommendation to fix 11 chs. as the 
commutation rate seems tome to be very equitable and may be adopted. J request the 
early orders of Government in the matter as rough puttahs have been notified to be 
issued in the Edapally villages very shortly—that js, on the 28th Dhanu and 4th 
Makarom.

Adverting to the Dewan’s reply to subject No. 9 brought up by the Tiruvalla. 
member at the lust. session of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly tv re-complaints aboat 
the settlement of the Kalloopara proverty belonging to the Edapalli Chief, I have the 
honor to state that no reference has been received ia this Office as therein proposed to be 
made. Towards the close of Vrisehigom last, the member met me in connection with the 
matter and we had a discussion on the several points alleged by him. The grievances of 
the ryots as set forth by him in his memorandum submitted to the Assembly through the 
Kottayam Dewan Peishkar and as expluined by him to me personally are :— 


(a) while in the case of Sirkar wet lands, paddy tax is recovered one-fourth at 
the new commutation rate of 11 chs. and the remaining three-fourths at the 
old vilatharam rate of 6 chs. per parah, the Kdapalli ryots in the Kalloopara 
proverthy have to pay one-half the tax at the old vilatharam rate of 6 chs. a 
parab. and the remaining half in paddy ; . 


(b) while cherikal Tiruvulam lands were included in the rough pattahs issued to 
the ryots in 1082, they were excluded from the fair pattahs ; 


(ec) that alienated cherikale of Tiravulam tenure have been converted into 
Otti; and 


(d) that the Devaswom Kanapattom lands treated as Otti im the telivu-chits were 
subsequently retransferred to the head of Kanapattom in the fair pattahs; 


and it is contended that the action of the settlement department in dealing with the Eda- 
pally ryots as above indicated is opposed to the provisions of the Rent Recovery Regula- 
tion TV of 1068 and the principle followed at the previous setUlements. 


As regards fa) T may point out that the Rent Recovery Regulation applies only 
to the Estate of BEdapally and does not apply to Jands held by the Hda- 
pally Chief in his capacity of a jenmi. Kalloopara is not strictly a portion 
of the Edapally estate proper, but only a freehold jeomom of the Edapalli Chief 
(vide para 48 of Dewan Ramiengar’s Settiement Memorandum). But it would appear 
however that the Rent Recovery Reawation has been applied to Kalloopara also. Farther 
the Regulation says nothing expressly as to whether the Edapally davagsi rent should 
be paitin paddy or inmoney. The Sirkar commutation rates and apportionment do not 
seem applienble to the Kalloopara rents of the Edapally Chief, nor have they been applied 
to the rent Trikuunapuzha proverty in Kavtigapally talak belonging to the same 
Chief. The Government have also decided in their letter No. 2297/L. B., dated Q8th

The petitioners are informed that the Rent Recovery Regulation [V of 1068 relied 
on by them says nothing as to whether the rents are payable in kind or in eash. The 
Covernnment commutation rates and apportionment are not applicable to the Kalloopara 
~village which is a free-hold jeonmom of the Edapally Chief. “Government have, on the 
yequest of the Chief that the rent on wet lands in Nalloopara be fixed wholly in kind 
iecided that the rent due to the Swaroopam should, as hitherto, be levied half in kind 
and the remaining half in cash at the commutation rate of 6 chs. per parah.

On the representation of the Chief that these lands were chertkais assessable with half the 
pattom under the Cherikai Rules, they were excluded from the fair pattahs. As the

2. The village belongs mostly in free-hold to the Elangalloor Swaroopam and 
partly to the Sirkar. Figures for the Swarcopam and Sirkar are shown separately. 


3. The total extent of the cherikals in the village is 11,216 acres 73 cents. O€ 
this area, poramhokes and Forest Reserves occupy 83 acres 6 cents and 418 acres 82 cents 
respectively. Of the reniaining 10714 aeres $7 cents, 945 acres 86 cents have been 
excluded by the Party Officer from assessment operation on the ground that the lands 
are involved in boundary disputes between the Edavagai and the Sirkar and that in ree 
spect of some of them the Edapally Chief has applied for operations being held in abey- 
ance pending the scttlement of the forest case under adjudication by the Kottayam 
Forest Settlement Officer. The extent brought under assessment work and covered 
by this report thus comes to 9769 acres 1 cent.

gallur Swaroopam to rajabhogam snd against the incluston of such particulars in the 
Sirkar cbittah and praying for the two chittahs heing revised by entering fall particulars 
in. the former and deleting the same from the latter. 


2, Copy of a report on the subject (No. 6 dated 24-12-85) called for and received 


ay 


from the Thiravalla Tahsildar in charge of Katlupara settlement: is herewith sent. 


3. Jt will be seen from the Tahsildar's report that in the Nallupara village the sct- 
tlement of Sirkar and Sirkar Devaswom lands was completed and pattahs therefor issued 
in 1081, i. ¢.,2 year previous to the completion of the settlement of the Elangal i 
roopam "ake lands in 1082, that in the village, besides lands of Sirkar tenures, the Keviyur, 
Arannula and C hengannur Devaswoms own lands on some of which they have an Ootu- 
koorn right along with the Swaroopam and on others a right to michavarom, that [ur 
the Devaswomn hnnds, pattehs were issued Indicating separately the above rights that full 
particulars of these lands came to be entered in, the Sirkar chittahs as they proceded the 
preparation of the Elingallur Swaroopam chittahs, that the particulars were omitted from. 
the latter in order to avoid duplication and consequent confasion in accounts, that re- 
marks have been entered in the Elangallur chittahs against the respective nos. describing: 
the nature of the rights of Devaswoms over the lands, that the inclusion of full par ticulars.

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in the Elangallur chittahs will necessitate the recalling and revision of pattabs already 
issued, that even if the particulars be newly entered in the Elangallur records they cannot 
be deleted from the Sirkar accounts as prayed for by the Kariakar, that the Kariakar's 
statement that the matter now complained against was brought to light only recently is 
not correct, that the Swaroopam has acquiesced in the action of this department will be 
evident from the fact that the Elangallur pattahs issued in 1082 contain the Edavagai 
stamp, and that no damage can result to the Swaroopam as apprehended by the Kariakar 
hy the retention of the particulars in the Sirkar accounts. 


4, The Kariakar’s chief argument for the revision proposed by him is based on the 
assumption that the Swaroopam has sover." zn rights over the village in question. It has 
Leen more than once decided by Government that the Edapally Chief has no sovereign 
rights, but has only the right of a jenmi (vide Proceedings of Government No. 338 dated 
5-8-07). The so-called rajabhogam levied by the Chief on the lands in question is only in 
the aatare of a rent due to the Chief to which the Rent Recovery Regulation will apply. 
The Devaswoms under reference are Ezhuthitheceruva Devaswoms, and as such what was 
originally michavarom due to the Devaswois has now become tax due to the Gove n- 
ment and that tux cannot be considered, as contended by the Kariaker, as similar to the 
thirippuvarom due to jonmies on lands of Sirkar tenures. It is besides open to the 
Swaroopam to obtain copies of Sirkar chittaks and of the settlement x erin respect of 
the lands in question which will give the Swaroopam all the particulars which it may 
require. On a consideration of these facts and circumstances, [ am of opinion that the 
Kariakar’s request cannot now be acceeded to und it is neither feasible nor necessary to 
do so.

T have the honor to submit my report on the rates of assessment proposed to be 
fixed in the village of Vazbakulam in the Kunnathnad taluk. 


2. The major portion of the village belongs in feehold to the Llangallor Swaroopam. 
The rest of it pays tax to Government and is held by ryots under Pandarapattom, 
Pandaraotti and cognate tenures. And the rajabhogam on the Devaswom and Brahma- 
swom properties in the village also belongs to the Government as likewise that on the 
holdings underthe Viruthi, Adima, Anubhogam and Kanom tenures of the Swaroopam, the 
latter being however granted to the Vdapally Chief by way of karathilehilavu remission. 


8. The area of the village under wet, dry incluing garden, waste and poramboke as 
per ayacut and settlement belonging to the Swaroopam and Government is given in the 
subjoined table. 
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* The ayacut wet area is calculated at 14 cents per parab. 





5. Tt will be seen from the above tuble that there is no increwse in area under 
Sirkar garden lands while there is considorable increise in the Chief's lands, that all the 
available waste land is put down as belonging to Chief an-l that the increase in Sirk 
wet lands is but nominal. The incresse in the Chief's lanls of the classes (wet & dry) is 
explained by the Party Offzer to be dne to registries made subsequant to the ayacu’ and. 
at the presont settlemont as por Goverammt Sadhimom No. 227 Jamabandy Rayzsor 
dated the 16th Chingom 1079 by which the exclusive right to register putavals within the 
village has been conceded to the Chief. The inclusion of the area uader waste laud among 
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the Chief’s lands is also dus to the same cause. The slight increase in Sirkar wet lands 
4s said to have been contributed by the registry in the names of private individuals of 
certain lands which were found to have heen specifically recorded in the old accounts as 
Pandaravagsi Thanathu. 


The aunexed table gives particulars ‘of the assessment and net demand as per 
xyaeut and settlement on the wet lands of the village. 
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The net demand is commuted into money, three-fourths at 6 chs. a parah and 
the remaining one-fourth at 11 chs.a parakh. These rates are not applicable to the 
Swaroopam lands, the taxon which is wholly levied in kind, but have been giver 
here for purposes of comparison only. 


7. ‘Che increase in net demand is duc to puduvals, change of tenures and the 
transfer of certain single crop lands to double crop. 


8. ‘he rates fixed for the siugle crop lands are the 1s‘ ‘to the 13th and those 
for the double crop are the 6th to the Lath. 


9, The assessment and net demand on the dry lands including garden as per 
ayacut and settlement are shown hereunder. 
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The increase in net demand is mainly due to increase in the number of trees 
in the case of Sirkar lands and to increase in the number of trees as well as to 
puduvals in the case of Swarovpam lands. 


10. The cocoanut trees are put under the 4th to the Sth aud the dry lands 
under the Ist, 4th, 8th and 10th to the 12th tarams. 


11. The average rate per cocoanut tree is 2 chs. 5 cash as per ayacut while it 
is 2 chs. 4 cash as per settlement. Tha «lifference is slight and calls for no remarks, 


12. The total net demand of the village according to Party OfScer’s report as 
particularised above stands thus. 
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18, The increase over the ayacut is thus Rs. 1730-23-9 in the case of Swarao-- 
pam lands and Rs. 289-27 chs. in the case of Sirkar lands or Rs. 1970-22-9 on the 
whole which represents 145 percent for the Swaroopam and 36 per cent for thé 
Sirkar or 107 per cent on the whole. 
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14. As has already been stated in pora 2 supra, the rajabhogam on the 
Swaroopam holdings of certain tenures due to tle Sirkar is being remitted to the 
Edapalli Chief by way of Aarathilchilava. Qn this ground the rajabhogam due to 
the Sirkar at the settlement rates has been calculated by the Party Officer as being- 
payable to the Chief and included among the figures for the Swaroopam lands ag 
given in the preceding paragraphs. This is obviously wrong as under the recent 
Proceedings of Government (No. 10099/L. R. dated 6th August 1908) substituting 
direct money payments from the treasury instead of karathilchilaya remission, as 
also under the procedura hitherco obtaining, this department has to issue_pattahs 
for such lands and treat them like other lands paying tax to the Sirkar. The area 
of and the assessment on the holdings on which rajabhogam is leviable by the 
Sirkar granted to the Chief by karatbilchilava but has wrongly been included in the 
tax payzble to the Swaroopam, and the amount of rajabhogam both as per ayacut 
and settlement are shown below. 
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15. Dedueting the figures as per above table from those for the Swaroopam 
lands and adding them to those for the Sirkar and commuting the paddy into money 
at the prevailing rates we get the following as the net domand due to the Swaroo- 
pai and Government respectively as per present settlement.

16. In this connection, the question of the treatment to be accorded to the 
Swaroopam viruthi lands has to be decided before the block. statements of the village 
are finally sanctioned by Government. Ona reference made by the Kunnathunad 
Supervisor to the Chief’s katiakar regarding these lands, he was informed in reply 
that the Swaroopam had already decided to convert all the lands of this class into 
Pattom as per Government Proceedings No. 8 /262 dated 8th Kanni 1080/23rd Sept. 
1904 and was requested to levy the fall assessment on them besides the chatham 
eriginally borne by those lands and to recover from the parties entitled to the 
registry the vilayartham as per rates prescribed in para 9 of the above Proceedings. 
Accordingly the holdings have been charged with the full assessment in the block 
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statements in quistion, but the request to levy vilayartham and to include the 

chattam cess in the net demand hasbeen disallowed,on the ground that this de- 

partment hag nothing todo with the settlement of viruthi lands and that no extra 

cess is leviable on lands charged with the full assessment. The viruthi holders 

having complained that the conversion of their hoidings into Pattom reported by the 
Kariakar had not becn really effected and that the favourable tenure was not liable 
to be altered the No. VI. Party Officer was asked by me to inquire into the matter 
fully, and a copy of his report (No. 197 and 4-1-84) together with its accompaniments 
as per list attached is herewith sent. It will be seen from them that thongh the 
full assessment on the viruthi holdings was credited in the Swaroopam accounts in 
1082, the ryots were neither informed of nor called upon to pay the same, that on a 
reference to the Chict’s Proverthicar of the village he has stated that only one ryot 
has paid the full assessment, that this statement is open to suspicion and has possibly 
been made to induce a belief that the Swaroopam had actually effected the conver- 
sion, that the rajabhegam on these lands is payable to the Sirkar and uot vo the 
Swaroopam, which is entitled according to the deed of grant only to the micha- 
varom reserved to it and that the deed of grant itself in respect of viruthi holdings 
does not differ from the neets given for lands of other favourable tenures and does 
not prescribe the performance of any services as a necessary condition for the enjoy- 

. mect of the properties. In thesc circumstances, the Party Officer is of opinion 
that the viruthi holdings have to be Jooked upou only as Tnams of the same descip- 
tion as Adima, Anubhogum, é&¢., and that their favourable tenure cannot be inter- 
fered with, 


17, Para of the Proceedings of Government (No. 8. 262 dated 8th Kanni 
1080/ 23rd September 1904) under which the Chief’s Kariakar has requested the en- 
franchisement of the Swaroopam virathi holdings and the levy of vilayartham and 
full assessment thereon applies only to Service Inams which the Swaroopam viruthies 
are not, and is inapplicable to auy but Government viruthies. Moreover this ex- 
franchisement of virnthi holdings is outside the scope of this department as defined 
by the abave Poceedings aud hag to be underiaken and carried out by the revenue 
department, which has not been done in the present case. In view of the admission 
by the Chi-#’s Proverthicar that the Pattom assessment has not hitherto been 
recovered from the holders although ft has been credited in the accounts, the object- 
ion raised by the laticr to the ajteration in tenure proposed by the Swaroopam and 
the other facts set forth inthe Party Officer's report, I agree with the Party 
Officer in his view that the virnthi holdings should be left intact and that their treat~ 
ment in the block statements as Pattom lands is inadmissible. The holders of 
viruthi lands say that they pay only the rajabhogam which is due to the Sircar & 
which is collected by the chief and that they have not been paying Michavarom or 
any other dues to Hdapalli. It does not appear from the records that any other due 
besides rajabhogam has heen levied by the Chief from the holders of virnthi lands. 
The rajabhogam is being allowed to the Chief by way of Karathil-chilavu. The 
question of michavarom er other due being payable to the Swaroopam on viruthi- 
holdings may be Jeft open for decision in the rough pattah enquiry. 





18. The assessment on the Swaroopam viruthi holdings in the village as per settle- 
ment amounts to 1446 parahs and Rs. 41-12-14. Deducting the rajabhogum due 
to Government on the virathi lands referred to in para 3 above, the increase in the net 
demand of the village due to the Swaroopam as per settlement on account of the conver- 
sion of the viruthi into Pattom holdings amounts’ at the commutation rates to 
Rs. 337-20-14. If this amount be substracted from the total net demand mentioned in. 
pava 14 the tax due to the Swardopam will come to Rs. 2455-21-5. 
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19. The rates proposed appear to be fair and moderate, and I request Government 
muy be pleased to accord sanction to their adoption subject to the modifications proposed 
in paras 13 to 17 according to which the uct demand in the village as per settlement on 
Swaroopam and Sirkar lands stands as under.

_ _. _Lhave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 3027/L. R. dated 
thé 18th Ultimo, forwarding for my early remarks letter No. 19/281, dated 29-5-84 from 
the Edapally Kariakar, regarding the settlement of the Vazhakulam proverthie, 


2. Lealled for a report on the subject from the No, VIL Party Officer, and a copy 
of his reply (No, 40, dated 2-83-09) and its enclosures are herewith sent. The several 
-complaints urged by the Kariakar are fully dealt with in the Party Officer's report, and 

- T generally endorse the opinions and conclusions arrived at by him. There are, how- 
ever, certain points in regard to which [ have to say a few words in addition and T 
proceed to deal with them. 


3. In his letter under reference, the Kariakar assures that the Edapally Rajah is 
an independent chief having sovereign rights in the tracts in which he holds jenmom 
Jends. This is an old and obsolete claim urged several times before and disallowed 
by Government on every occasion it was advanced (vide Govermment Proecedings Now 
338, dated 5/28—8-07). The Kariakar has also erred in supposing that the Government: 
in conducting settlement in the Chicf’s jenmon tracts thas been acting as his agent. 
There is no provision in the Settlement Proclamtlon for such agency settlement and if 
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‘the Clavernment hax acted merely as the Chief's agent, the validity of the settlement: | 
proccedings ts open to question, "As the Chief's states come under the Rent Recovery 
Regulation TY of L068. the Goverinnent have, in the uxercisa of their sovereign rights, at 
the request of the Chief and with the acquiescence of his ryots, conducted the settlement 
of the Chief’s lands in his frce-hold jenmom tracts under the provisions of the Settlement 
Proclamation so far as they are applicable. This view is confirmed by the fact that the 
Chief has to pay only half the cost of settlement. 





4. The Kurikar conmplains agaiust the order of Government directing the Swaroo- 
a viruthi Iaads being left intact at this settlement und prays for their conversion into 
ttoin on the enaogs of Government service viruthies. He says that the order of 
Government wa i lthe tmek of the Swarcopaur and that in consideration of 
the fact that the em of supplies due by the viruthi holders has now been discontin- 
cd, the lands should be assessed with full patton. I not ouly do not see any reasons 
for a reconsideration of the Gavernmant decision tn regard to the virathy lands but a 
ieamustauce which L learnt on enquiry in my vecent circuit to Perumbavur viz, that the 
yvirethy Jands like other Tuams are charged with mupra and ettilonnu as rajebhogain 
tothe Sirkar, which has® been assigned to the Swaroopam by way of karathil chilavu 
{vide No. VIL Party Officer’s Sadhanom No. A. dated 24-7-84 herewith sent) only 
confirms the correctness of the decision of Government, 




























3. Another irregularity alleged in the Kariakar’s letter under reference is that 
certain Swaroopam lands as well as lands belonging to jenmies and puduvals have been 
assessed to Sirkar revenue in contravention of the principles followed at the previous 
settlements and against the terms of the Royal Neet of 945 m. x. In dealing with this 
complaint it has to be remembered that Vazhakulam village does not form part of 
Edapalli Estate proper. It is not mentioned among the absolute free-holds mentioned 
in para 47 of Ramaiyengar’s Settlement Memorandum. ‘There are in the village several 
‘properties on which tax is paid to the Sirkar. The rajabhogam on the Devaswom and 
‘Brahmaswom properties in the village belongs to the Sirkar as likewise that on the Swaroo- 
pam Inams, the latter being only assigned to the Swaroopam by way of karathilchilavu. 
‘The question of assessing jenmom lands ce. at this ‘settlement was specifically raised by 
the Swaroopam at the commencement of operations and it will be seen from Huzur 
Sadhanom No. 7164/L. R. dated 2-8-'07 that the right of Government to assess and 
recover rajabhoeam on alicnated Jenmom and Devaswom lands was affirmed. As 
regards puduvals the Party Officer's letter shows that all puduvals have been asscssed 
to the Swaroopum at this settlement in accordance with Huzur Jamabandi Sadhanom 
No. 227 dated 14th Chingom 1079. It is incorrect to say, as now alleged by the 
Kariakar, that no puduvals have been registered by the Sirkar in the village since 932 
at.z. - Having regard to the facts that only a portion of Vazhakulam village belongs to 
athe Edapalli Chief, that several puduvals have been registered by the Sirkar since the 
issue of the Royal Neet in 945 and that all unregistered waste lands belong to Govern- 
ment, the Government orcer contained in Jamabundy Sadhanom quoted ahove relin- 
quishing the right of registering pudavals in the village in favor of the Swarcopam 
absolutely has to be viewed more asa concession to the Chief than as a recognition 
of his rights. The Kariakar refers in passing to the circumstance that the Sirkar dues 
in the Vazhakulam village can be collected only through the Swaroopam officials as: in- 
-dicating that the revenue jurisdiction over the village vests entirely in the Swaroopam. 
The arrangement now in vogue was apparently come to on the ground that u portion of 
‘the revenue due to the Sirkar from the village was assigned to the Swaroopam by way 
of karathilchilavu. The arrangement itself is but a nominal one as the Chief has no 
power to take coercive processes for realisation of the revenue. From certain papers 
‘forwarded to me by the Tuhsildar of Kunmatnad, I find that it was resolved hy Govern- 
ament so long ago as 1054 M. E. to collect the tax due to the Sirkar from the Vazhakulam 
~village through the Sirkar officials and that the order still remains unexecuted only on 
account of the obstinacy of the Edapalll Chiet (vide Huzur Sadhanom No. 4464, dated 
28th Meenom 1054). It is significant that coercive processes for the recovery of arrears 
of revenue cannot be taken by the Swarospam officials, Such processes in the case of 
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the Chief's free-hold tracts themselves have to he taken under the Rent Recovery Rega- 
lation by Sirkar employe’s and this constitutes an emphatic negation of the revenue 
jurisdiction claimed on behalf of the Chici. For the reasons set forth by the Party 
Officer in his report and having regard to the fact that KarathilehTaen arrangement 
has now been aliolished by Government in faveur of a system of money payment, 
sarangements will have to be made for the collection by the taluk agency of the Sirker 
revenue in the Vazhakulum village from the time of introduction of the settlement 
rates of tax. : 





6. The other complaints raised in the Kariakar’s letter are vague, and as observed 
by the Party Officer, no opinion can be hazarded in respect of any of them unless specific 
instances of irreguladities or want of sympathy are brought to notice.

7. Before concluding, I am constrained to submit that the style and tone of the 
Kariakar’s letter are objectionable and diclose waut of respect to the Government of His 
Highness the Maharaja on the part of the Chief who is their subject’ and who has been 
all along treated with special consideration by Government.

Sir, 


As direeted by your Memo No. 163, dated 20th February last, T have the 
honor to submit my remarks on the several points raised by the Edapally Kariakar 
in his Jetter No. 19/281, dated the 29th Dhanoo addressed to the Government. 


The first question raised bv him that the Government is only an agen’ of the 
Edavegai is entirely untenable. He has advanced no arguments in support of this 
strange allegation. Neither can apy argument be adduced on this point by the 
Kariakar as itis on the very face of it unreasonable. The Government cannot in any 
sense be treated as an sgent to the Chief simply because they were conducting settle- 
ment cperations for the benefit of the Chief which should be viewed more as a chari- 
gable support given by the Sovereign to the biggest Jenmi in the State. I leave it. 
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to the Government to decide whether the Chiefs Kariakar is justified in using the 
objectionable expression “agent” in his letter addressed to Government which 
should be more respectiully worded. 


The Secoud question is for a reconsideration of Government order regarding 
the treatment of Swarcopam viruthi lands in Vazhakulam pakudy wer, that they 
should be left intact at the settlement, The Kariakar states that they should be 
enf-anchised and vilayartham and full assessment should be levied on the proper- 
ties by the suttlement. Tho settlement of the pakudy is conducted as per Royal 
Progiamation. The provisions of the Royal Proclamation have been applied to the 
Chief’s Janiiy so far as thay are applicable. Swaroopam viruthies can never be con- 
sidered as Government viruthies. Besides it is not within the province of the seitle- 
ment department under the revised schemo to eufranchise viruthi properties, AN 
the facts relating to this subject were fully set forth in the Senior Dewan Peishkar’s 
letter No. 2071 dated Sch October last adIressed to Governmeat aad the Govern- 
went after giving their best consideration have rightly decided in their letter No, 
18798 dated 18th Novomber last that the tenure shonld be left intact at the settle- 
meat. As the law stands at present, I am of opinion that thisis not afit case for 
reconsideration. 


The third point stated by him is that there are numerous irregularities com- 
mitted by the settlement departmerit and that some Swaroopam lands have been 
wrongly assessed to Sirkar revenue in Vazhakulam pakudy. This allegation of the 
Kariakar is very indefinite. If he points out individual cases, the original records 
will be examined personally by the Party Officer and necessary stups will be prompt- 
ly taken for rectifying such mistakes, if any, that mighthave crept into the records 
after hearing the Kariakar on the subject. 


His fourth contention is that Sirkar should not collect Sirkar dues direct from 
the ryots in this pakudy and that the same can be realised only through Swaroopam 
local officers as per variola furnished by Sirkar servants. This is indeed a very 
novel claim for the first time advanced by the Chief. The arrears of revenue and 
dues to the Chief in his Desa-ozhivu tracts vz, Edapally cannot be realised by Eda- 
pally servants direct. They have to be collected by Sirkar officers under the Bont 
Recovery Regulation, Vazhakulam yakudy is not fully a free-hold pakudy of the 
Chief. His position in that pakudy is no other than that of a considerably big 
Jenmi. Sirkar owns properties of several tenures iu that pakudy. Inaddition to 
that the Government have Rajabhogam on the Swaroopam holdings of certain 
tennures, The Bajabhcgam dua to the Sirkar on certain tenures is remitted 
to Fdapally Chief by way of karathilehilavu. As the Swaroopam owns the m-jor 
portion of the holdings, as the karathilchilavu procedure was adopted with - 
regard to the Rajabhogam due to Government ou Swarvopam holdings of certain 
tenures and as a full-timed vroverthicar was thought unnecessary for collecting the 
small revenues due to the Government, Government are now realising the Sirkar 
dues through the Swaroopam servants. Under the recent Proceedings of Govern 
ment the karathilchilavu system has been aholished and direct money payment hag 
been substituted in its place. Government have to issue pattahs for such lands om 
the same fvoting ag other lands on which tax is due to Sirkar. On an examination 
of ayacut records recently is wasfound that the Ozhuguforms and Thandaperes 
furnished by LEdapally servants for many properties contained tenures dia- 
metrically opposed to those entered in the vilakkam. A lias of such numbers was 
prepared, the Edapally Kariakar was daly heard and orders were passed by the Party 
Offiver to the effect that She correct tenure as per vilakkam should be the guide for 
prepating settlement records. It therevenue due to the Sirkar were collected by 
tke Sirkar officers such fraudulent eutries in accounts would neyer have been madé@s 
Fur ihe above reasons, it is very clear that after the settlement the Sirkar dues of 
tha: pakudi should be collected ouly throuzh Sirkar servants directly and that it will 
be very unsafe in the interests of Government revenue to have it realised t rou-hk 
the Edappally servants. Whether & separate full-timed proverthicar should ‘be 


al 
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nominated or whether a proveithicar of another puknthy should be instructed to 
collect the dues in addition to his own is a matter that falls within the scope of the 
vevenue department. The settlement department has nothing to do with this ques- 
tion. I have touched in this paper only on those points which discldso the necessity 
for making separate arrangements aftcr cumpleticn of settlement for the dircet 
realisation of the land revenue due to the Govermrent from this pakuthy leaving 
the option to the Chief to mention the treasury from which he would like to receive 
the karathilchilavu remisssion amount ajlowed to him as per ayacut. 


His nexi allegation No. & is that in settlement, puduvals have been wrongly 
taken for Government in the pakuthi and that all puduvals should be taken for the 
Chief. The registry of all the puduvals as per settlement in the pakuthy is asa 
matter of fact now given to the Chief. None is taken for the Sirkar. This treat- 
inent is bascd on the special favourable order passed by Government as per their 
Sadhanom No, 227 dated 16-{-1072. All availabie waste lands are under settlement 
put down as belonging to the Chief. In this connection I beg to ba excused for 
submitting whether Government should noi reserve their sovereign right of register- 
ing as Sirkar puduvals at Jeast such increments relating to properties of Penadara- 
yagai tenures in this pakuthy, especially when they happen not to be new recla- 
mations but mere execss due to correct area but treated as puthuval as they border 
non-registered porambokes or waste grounds, Tho above Sadhanom will clearly 
show that Government have even now properties in that pakuthi registered as pudu- 
val pattom subsequent to ayaeut and prior to settlement. I have to observe in this 
connection that as this pakuthi is not a Desa-ozhiveo pakuthi Government can exer- 
cise sovereign powers as regards the vight of registering puduvals. Tho Edappalli 
chief cannot claim the sovereign power of registering puduvals in Vazhakulam 
pakuthi which is not his freehold. As the question whether Gcevernment can regi- 
ster pudnvals relating to Pandaravaksi properties was not expressly raised and 
decided in the case referred to in the above Sadhanom, I leave itto you to decide 
whether it is a question fit to be referred to Government or uct. 





His sixth allegation is that Hdappally sorvants are put to considerable 
hardships and incovenierce. The allegavion of the Kariakar is not correct. From 
the copy of the endorsed Malayalam communication it will be clear that strict 
instructions to the Supervisor have already been issned to stow at all times all 
records relating te properties belonging to the Chief, to Edappally servants deputed 
by the Kariakar. All necessary steps are being promptly taken to safeguard the 
Chiet’s legitimate interests. This fact was persqnally communicated to the Kariakar 
on the 2nd Mausy current when he appeared at Perursbavoor im connection with 
the discrepancies of tenures found in Ozhoegooform. He expressed satisfaction and 
replied that the above instructions to the Supervisor will suffice. The delay alleged 
in respect of taking copies of block statements was due to the reasons mentioned in may 
malayalam sadhanomw No. 72 dated 27-5-84, As the tenures entered in Block state- 
ments in respect of many properties were founlon examination to differ from the 
vilakkam tenure, notice was issned to the Karjakar to sbow cause, if any, why 
ayaent tenure should not be followed at settlement in respect of the same. Ho ap- 
peared at Perumbavoor on the Ynd Mausy current and erders were instantly passed 
after hearing him fully acd cowmuunicated to the Kariakar. He was informed 
then that be might take copies of block statements with rectifications made as per 
above order. A copy of my decision on the subject was also sent to Central Office 
with this Office Malayalam coramunication No. 188 dated 8-7-84, 


His seventh allegation is that many mistakes were committed by the set- 
tlement department in tenures, assessment &c, in the pakuthies of Edappally North 
and South. In this matter, I have again to repeat my observation ihat it is very 
difficult to answer this question as it is very vagve anc as he has not gucted speci- 
fic instances of irregularities. Prompt steps will be instantiy taken towards 
rectifying such mistakes, if any, if the Kanakar will only kindly giva mea list of 
such irregularities and prove his allegations.

His eighth complaint that Sirkar_scrvants treat Edappally servants as mere 
private servants and refuse cooperation. Tere ayain he has not quoted any instance 
of want of sympathy or courtesy. Swaroopam interests in the above pakuthies are 
safeguarded to the same extent as Sirkar interests in the other pakuthies. I assure 
the Government that all steps necessary for daly guarding the legitimate interests and 
rights of the Edappally Chief in the settlement operations are always taken and will 
continue to be so taken till the end of settlement operations. 


His final request No. 9 is to stop all settlement operations till Governmen dis. 
poses of bis pending references, In this connection I feel it my duty to state that 
this request if sanctioned will be productive of serious substantia] loss to Hdapally 
Chief while itcan cause no difference to Government whether ib is continued or 
stopped. 


The Goverument have got the undisputed right to the full share of the settle- 
ment expenses in regard to Edappally North aud South as the only party fully bene- 
fite| by the same is the Bdappalty Chief and as Government have no share to the 
jucrease due under settlement. While the case stands thus, Government as usual 
have charitably stepped forward and undertaken the settlement operations for the 
Chief on receiving m retura only one-half of the settlement expenses by instalment 
without interest, vide Government No. 1600 dated 28th Edavom 1073. I think it 
necessary in the interestsof Government revenue that the Chief may be distinctly 
informed that the above special concession may have to be withdrawn and that he 
will have to bear the full expenses of the settlement operations in case the settle- 
men‘ is not finished withia the forecast period owing to the unnecessary interferences 
of the Chief. They will have to lose their right to settlement increase kist amount 
next year in case the work is stopped. I feel sure that the Kariakar would not 
have addressed such a letter to the Government to stop the settlement operations 
undertaken by Government entirely for the Chief’s benefit, if he has realised fully 
the relations between the Chief and Government and if be had any idea of the con- 
sequences resulting therefrom, 


The records received with your letter under reply are also retnrned.

With reference to the memorial of the Edupall i ate ; ’ 
1084, about certain irregularities in the settlement ot ‘Tho Vachs baly oe tados 
Kennatnad taluk, as now being conducted, 1 write to inform you that the Govern, 
ment have carefully perused the papers on the subject, and they have considered the 
note dated 29-4-09 prepared by the Assistant Secretary, which has been alread 
communicated to you and also your remarks thereon, Tha arguments on behalf of

the Chiof put forward by the Kariakar have also been heard by the Dewau. Having 
regard to the nature of the subject and the issues involved, Government are of 
opinion that it is not advisable to issue a G, O,. in the matter. At the same time, 
they think it necessary that the wishes of Government and the policy they desire to 
be pursued in conducting settlement operations in the Vazbakulam proverthy should 
be communicated to you. The following detailed instructions are, therefore, issued 
for your information and gridance :-— 


(1) Government do not think that the general question of the status of the 
Chief in regard to the Vazbakulam proverthy need be now gone into or that any 
pronouncement im regard to that status is*now called for. As poiated out by you, 
Vazhakulam contains Pandaravagai lands, as well as lands belonging to jeamies and 
madambimars on which assessment is being paid to Government. Also, some of the 
Chief’s lands in Vazhakulam have been assessed with rajabhogam, though the 
rajabhogam has not been actually collected, but was being remitted in favour of the 
Chief under the karathilchilavu arrangement. In these circumstances, Government 
think that they need not accept the proposition that the Chief’s position in Vazha- 
kulam is on ali fours with his position in regard to Edapally proverthy. 


(2) At the same time, Government feel that such lands as the Chief has been 
enjoying as free—hold as per ayacut accounts of 978 and 1012 M. 1. must continue to 
be so enjoyed by him. Without prejudice to the question of the status of the Chief, 
on which Government do not propose to pass any ordera now, they feel that the 
Chief’s position should not be worsened than what it was in 978 and 1012 M. HB. Ia 
this connection Government note that the Kariakar wants to go behind the settle- 
ments of 978 and 1012 M. BE. and that he relies upon a neet alleged to have been issued 
in 945 M. E. which he construes to mean that, should any lands have been treated 
as tax-free up to 943 M. E, the Travancore Sirkar should not now impose taxes on 
these lands. In other words, the Kariakar wishes to go behind the last kandezbuthu 
accounts t3 the older accounts of 943 M. EB. wherever such going back would be 
favourable to him. It would, in the opinion of Government serva no useful 
purpose to go into the question of the authenticity of the neet of 945 M. BL 
or the scope of its application. Government completely agree with you in the opinion 
that it would be objectionable to permit the Chief to go behind the settlements of 
978 and 1012 M. E.. He has acquiesced iu those settlements for a period of over a 
century in the case of wet lands and over 70 years in the case of garden lands. 
He cannot, therefore, be permitted to say now that lands on which he has been pay- 
ing rajabhogam to Government for this long period should be hereafter treated by 
us as his freehold, 


(3) While on this question of the Chief’s free—hold lands, Government would 
deal with the contention made by the Kariakar that lands which have been entered 
as free—hold in the ayacut accounts have now been wrongly taxed by the settlement 
department. You say that you have no information on the point, but that it may be 
that a few lands of the Chief, recognised as freehold in the kandezhuthu accounts, 
have since been alienated by him on Kanom or otherwise and have on that account 
been imposed with rajabhogam as if they were ordinary jenmom lands. This 
raises the very question of the Chief's status in regard to the freehold lands in the 
Vazhakulam proverthi, which Government consider impolitic and unnecessary to 
adjudicate upon now. Government would, therefore, content themselves with a 
sitople direction tu you that, in this respect, the state of affairs created by the 
ayacut accounts of 978 and 1012 M. E, should be maintained, whether favourable to 
the Sirkar or to the Chief. The Chief should not be permitted to claim exemption 
from taxation in regerd to any lands on which rajabhogam has keen imposedin the 
ayacut accounts. At the same time, it is undesirable that the Sirkar should now 
claim to impose rajabhogam on lands which the Chief has: been allowed to hold 
tax-free from the kandeluthu. 
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(4) Taking next the class of Jands held by jenmies, madambimars and 
certain private devaswoms, the rajabhogam on which has heen collected by the 
Sirkar, bué which rajabhogem is uot included in the farathilchilava arrangement, 
Government are of opinion that in regard to these lands, the acttlament department 
is right in declining to reeognis2 in any way the intervention of the Chief. Tt is 
tre that, till xecently, the Sirkar used to get its cues caliected throngh the agency 
of the Chief. Tt, however, is entirely a question of procedure and the Chief ean- 
not be allowed 10 say that Government have not the right to collect direct, taxes 
admittedly due to us. 


(6) In regard to cortain other lands belonging to jeamies and madambi- 
mars, on which also rajabhogam is asgessed in the ayacut accounts, and also lands 
belonging to the Chief, on which there has been a similar imposition of rajabhogam, 
jt ig observed that the entire rajabhogam was till recently being remitted in favour 
of the Chief as Karathil chilacu. Government have carefully considered this question 
of the Karathilchtlavy arrangement, and they aro of opinion that the change of 
procedure indicated in G. O. No. 1009E/L, R., dated &th August 1908, should be 
adhered to in this case also. The contention of the Chief that the karathilchilavu 
arangement must be taken to have created a Karamoshtvu, is a contention which 
Government are unable to accept. To prevent misapprehension, Tam to add 
that the amount which the Chief woald be eligible for by way of payment from the 
treasury, would be the rajabbogam as per cyucut accounts, not the rajabhogam 
which may now be settled by the. settlement depaitment. In regard to all lands 
of Edapalli Chief, the rajabhogam on which 1s included in ihe farathélchilacu 
arrangement, the settlement department is right in issuing two pattahs to the tenants, 
one patiah to show the rajabhogam due to the Sirkar and the other the rents duo to 
the Swaroopam. The former will haveto be collected by ovr village staff. The 
latter will have to be collected by the Chief himself and Government can go to his 
help only when he asks for such help, 


(6) The next question is in regard to the treatment, at the settlement, of 
the Chiei’s lands, held on Kanom, Adima, Anubhegam or Viruihi tenures. In regard 
to these lands the settlement department: in settling the rents due by the tenants 
to the Chief aet for the Chief, azd it should be the policy of Government to protect 
the Chiel’s interests as far as possible, Assuming that the settlement made by 
Government for the Chief is disputed Government do not see what exactly is the 
legs they directly incur. Taking firet the Chief’s lands held on Kancm, Government 
think thet the Kariakar’s request that these lsnds shonld be treated ag Otti and 
charged with half pattom deserves favourable covsideration and if, as alleged, in 
otber places where Government have acted for the Chief, tho half Pandarapattom 
assessment wes Imposed on Kanom lands, Government are of the decided opinion 
that that procedure should be followed tn the case of Vazhakulam also. It is object- 
less to say now that, in the other proverthies of the Chief Government have gone 
wreng aud the mistake bas to be corrected in Vazhakulzm. Government consider 
that, in @ matter like this, uniformity of procedure is essential so that there may 
be no ery raised to the effect that the Chief's tenants in some proverthics were 
tested with undne partiality and in other proverthies with wudue severity. 

(7) Then in regard to the Chief's lands held on Adima, Annbhogam und 
stinilar Inam tenures, Government ave of the decided opinion that the orders issued by 
them (Mr. Madhava Rao) in dealing with the Trikunnepuzha pakuthi, No. 1675, dated 
24st_Avi 1080 should he followed. Government note that, since then, in dealing with 
the Kalloopara proverthy, they (Mr. Gopalachariar) unfortunately committed themselves 
toa somewhat chifercnt course of action. So far as Vachalkualam is eoucerned, the proce- 
dure should be the same as was ordered for Trikkunnapuzha. 








(8} In regard to the Chief's lands helel on Viruihi tenure Governnient. think 
that. his contention, iu the case of any lands, that the service bas cither bea stopped or 
hax heen dispensed with, shonld receive full consideration. The policy should always be

T have the honor to acknowledee the receipt of yorr letter No. 8083/L. R. dated 
the 3rd June 1909 forwarding communication No, 1246/34, dated 23-0-84 and its en- 
vlosure from the Edapalli Kariakar complaining about the treatinent of veréain lands 
aNeged to be waste end to be sicnated in Vazhakulam proverthy and reqnesting me to 
inquire ito and dispose of the same in conformity with the decision of Goverument that 
all waste lanes in the proverthy should be registered in favor of the Awaroopam.

3. The complaint of the Kariakar relates to survey nos. qm 7 LO4/6 B and 218% 
1 L. and M. now included in Vazhakulam proverthi. They are now alleged to be waste 
lands and their registry is claime:t bv the Swareopam on the ground that all waste lands 
in the proverthy have been decided by Government to be treated as Swaroopan property’ 
in modification of the scttlement decision divecting their reg try as Pandaravagai, The: 
Bariakar’s communication wnder reference ig a complaint agaist my order declining 
interference in the matter. This order was passed by me after giving notice to the 
Kariakar and hearing the Vazhakulam proverthicar depnted by him to represent the 
Swaroopam, , 












4. It will be seen from the papers that the lands in question are not waste lands 
or puduvals registered by this department at this settlement, that they are puduval 
registries completed by the revenue department in 1079 and 1080, that originally and. 
at the time of such registry Ly the revenue department they formed part of the Perum- 
bavoor and Alwaye proverthies and that all that this department has done in respect of ” 
them is to follow the revenue registry. The lands are situated at the boundary beweore 
Vazhakulam on the one side and Perambavoor and Alwaye on the other and were 
adjusted into the former only ai the recent survey. At the time of my inquiry into the 
matter before passing my orders now complained against, no evidence was produced 
to show that the lauds are puduvals or that they were originally included within the 
Vazhakulam proverthic. The claim now put forward by the Swaroopam to the lands 
under reference is therefore untenable. It will also be seen from tha papers that thy 
Party Officer at first recommended the correction of survey records by transferrin 
sputed nos. to their original proverthies, but subsequently reported that it was 
sary on my pointing out to ban that Vashakulam did not belong to the 
Swaroopam entirely infrechold and that there were in it several Pandaravagai and other: 
properties .paying tax to Government. in the above circumstances, I am of opinion. 
that the Kartukar's present complaint calls for no notice.

T have the honor to forward herewith copies of a D. O. dated the 7th Inly 1909 
and its enclosures received from the No. VII Party Officer submitting for orders his 
views regarding the principles to be adopted in the determination of Government 
demand leviable on the Ilangalloor Swaroopan vaka viruthi lands converted into 
Tlangalloor vaka Pattom in the Vazhakulam village in accordance with the orders of 
Goverament contained im para 9 of your D. Q. dated the 12th May preceding, as also 
copies of the correspondence that bas passed between the Edapalli Kariakar and 
myself on the subject. 


2, The Party Officer has at the instance of the Kunnatnad Supervisor raised 
two questions for orders, The first question relates to the apportionment of the full, 
assessraené on the lands between the Government and the Swiroopam in cases where 
the old mupra tax exceeds the rajabhogam of ¥ of the present pattom. In such 
eases the Party Officer is of opinion that the Government demand should be fixed at 
the old amount in accordance with the standing orders of tais department so that 
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the Government may not unnee iiy forego any portion of its legitimate dregs and 
that the balance alone shold be made payable to the Swaroopam. The Bdapalli 
Kariakar demurs to the propose, but the Party Officer’s proposal 's ip consonance with 
she rules and the practice followed ab the carrent settlemon: iu the remaining paris 
of the State and may be adopted in respect of the Jands in question also as otherwise 
the veauit will be wunecessary loss of Govcrament revenue. 


3. The second question relates to the levy of chatham cess originally borne by 
she Siwarvopam vieubhi wet lands in the village ane which formed. portion of the 
Government demand onthe same.

of Li chs. a parsh which is the rate of equivalenco ordered by Government {vide 
correspondence ending with your Jetter No, 1890/1. R. dated 25-1-04) to be adopted 
for the determination of the thavavila due to the Swaroopam on the puduval wet 
lands in the Chicf’s villages.

The Kariakar however objects to the 
course us keing calculated to canse loss to the Swaroopam presurcably on the ground 
that the commatatien rate of 11 chs. a parah is also low but at the same time has no 
stiegestions to make im the matter. For the reasons explained in the correspondence 
referrod to abuve, {am of opinion that the rate is fair and equitable and that the 
modus operandi suggested is the only practicable course under the circumstances.

TL have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 9381/ 
L. 2B. of Std Ocober 191G forwarding for my veport a memorial of 23rd Mithunam 
LSS addressed by the Edapalli Chief to the Residurt in regard to the settlement of 
the Vazhakulam proverthi in the Kunnataad tulak. 














3, The complaints made in the memorial arc not new, but are only repetitions of 
what were urged by the Chief to the Governnnt during the course of the settlement 
of the village and disposed of by the Jatter on the merits after a careful perusal of the 
pepers and after hes he Chiel’s Kariakar in person. Vide yourD. O. of 12th May 1909, 

3. The contentions of the Chief and his complaints based thereon, set forth in the 
memoria! under reference, may be briefly stated thus :—~ 












(a) That the Chief hax sovercign rights over the tracts in which he holds 
jenmor londs; 


(8) That Vazhakulam is one of such territorial proverties ; 


(c) That in conducting settlement in the proverthy, the Travancore Govern- 
ment have been merely acting as the agents of the memoriallist ; 


(2) That while, till the date of introduction of the new settlement, the taxes 
due to the Travancore Sirkar from the village were collected through the medium of 
the Swaroopam officers, arrangements have now been made for realising the same direct 
from the ryots and that this is an encroachment on his status and rights-as the territorial 
chief of Vazhakalam and is in contravention of the Royal nect of 945 M. E. ; 


(e) That while the entire rajabhogam assessed by the Sirkar on the lands of 
otber than Sirkar tenures inthe village was foregone in favour of the Swaroopam under 
the karathilchilava arrangement in acknowledgement of the territorial rights of the 
Chief over Vazhakulam and in rectification of the mistake made by the. Sirkar in asses- 
sing the same and was being collected by the Swaroopam from the ryots in paddy 
and money and while 4s such, any increments due to revision of rates at the settlement 
and the imposition of rajabhogam on subsequent alienations of jenmom lands should also 
be assigned to the Chief, the Travancore Government have not only appropriated to 
themselves the said increments but bave also converted the original ‘assignment into a 
treasury payment in money at the commutation rate of 6 chs. a parah for the paddy por- 
tion which 1s much less than the prevailing market rate for paddy ; . 


(/) That while the Sirkar is entitled only to the amount of the last previous 
ayacut assesment on the purely Sirkar lands and- while the subsequent increments of 
ussessment should go to him as the territorial chief of Vazhakulam, they have assessed 
the whole in their favour to the detriment of his interests ; 


(9) That the arrangement introduced at the settlement whereby separate 
pattahs are issued fur the rajabhogam due to Government and the tax due to the 
Chief on the same land has ereated an anomaly and will lead to difffeuity in practice in 
the recovery of arrears ; ° 


(A) That alienated jonmom lands in the village other than the Chief's lands 
have been assorsel with rajabhogam to the Sirkar instead of tothe Swaroopam; and 


(4) That even his request to be allowed to see the block statements before 
the issue of rough pattahs was ‘unceremoniously refused ’ 
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The Chief prays in conclusion that the proceedings hitherto taken by thie 
Government in connection with the settlement of Vazhakulam be cancelled, that the taxes 
due to the Sirkar on the Jands of Sirkar tenures in the village as per ayacut of 943 M. E. 
be converted into a fixed money payment from the Swaroopam to avoid future compli- 
cations, that In view to the origin of the karathilchilavoo arrangement the entire raja~ 
bhogam assessed on the other lands be treated and included under the Swaroopam 
accounts as the legitimate revenue of the Swaroopam, that the proverthy be resettled on 
these lines at the cost of the Travancore Government and that the contribution paid by 
the Chief towards the cost of the present settlement be refunded to him. 


4, I shall deal with each of the points above mentioned seriatim. 


(a) The claim for soverign rights is a frivolous and unfounded one urged 
several times before and disallowed by the Government on every cceasion it was 
advanced. 


Vide Government Proceedings No. 338 dated 5/ 28-8-07. 


(b) The lands in the Vazhakulam proverthy belonging to the memorialist do not 

form a portion of this Edavagai like the Desa Ozhivu proverthies of Edapalli Thekumbha- 

‘om, Edapalli Vadakumbhagom & Thrikuunapuzha. Vazhakulam is not mentioned as part 
of Edapalli Edavagai in Ramiengar’s Settlement Memorandum. 

Vazhakulam contains a large extent of Pandaravagai lands ag well as Jands be- 
longing to other Jenties, Matambiars, private Devaswoms &e., on which assessment 
is due to Government. Even a portion of the Chief’s lands in the proverthi has been 
assessed with rajabhogam. These circumstances negative the contention that 
Vazhakulam forms part of the Chiei's Edavagai. Vide para 4 of your D. O. quoted 
above, The classification of the lands in the Vazhakulam village given by the 
Chief in para 17 of the memorial is not exhaustive, See para 1 of my remarks on 
the Acting Assistant Secretary’s note on the subject on 29-4-09, 


(c) The Chief is in crror in supposing that the Travancore Governmentin con- 
ducting the settlement of the jenmom tracts have been acting as his agents. Thereis no 
provision in the Settlement Royal Proclamation for such agency settlement, and ifthe 
Government have acted merely as the Chief's agents their settlement proceedings are 
open to question. As the Chief’s estate comes under the Rent Recovery Regulation IV 
of 1088, the Government have in the exercise of their sovereign rights, at the request 
of the Chief and with the acquiescence of his ryots, conducted the settlement iu his 
freehold jenmom tracts under the provisions of the Settlement Proclamation so far 
as they are applicable. This view is confirmed by the fact that the Chief does not 
pay the entire coss of the operations, but only half the cost of settlement and 4 that 
of survey. Vide para 3 of my letter No. 622 dated 19th March 1909, - 


(d) It is admitted by the Chief in the memorial that the collection of the Sirkar 
dues in Vazhakulam was handed over to tae Swaroopam only in 945 M. B.implying 
thereby that till then the dues were collected by the Sirkar direct from the ryots. 
The arranycment itself is but a nominal one as the Chiof has no power to take coer- 
cise processes for the realisation of the revenne, such processes in the case of the 
Chief’s free-hold lands themselves having to be taken under the Kent Recovery Re-. 
gulation LV of 1068 by Sirkar employees, and cannot therefore be taken to indicate 
the existence of any territorial rights in the Chief. This is besides entirely a question 
of procedure and the Chief cannot be allowed to say that the Government have not 
the right to collect direct. the taxes admittedly due to them. Vide para 4 of your 
D. O. dated 12th May 1909 and para 4 of my letter No, 622 already referred to. 


e) The Chict is wrong in stating that the entire rajabhogam assessed on all 
lands of other than Sirkar tenures in the village was foregone in his favour under the 
arathilchilaen arrangement. It is only the rajabhogam levied on the Chief’s lands 
and on certain Jenmies’ and Matampies’ lands that was remitted, while that on the 


Vow. vi. 
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other alienated Jenmi and Matampi lands and the entire amount due on the private 
Devaswom lands were being collected along with the tax on lands of Sirkar tenures 
and credited to Government through the agency of the Ubief. The karathilebiava 
remission itself did not originate, as oonterded by the Chief, in the recognition by 
this Goverpment of his territorial rights or in relinquishment of the rights of tho 
Government to levy the same, but is a charity contribution made by the Government 
for dharmachiaveo in Edayalli Matom (choultry) from 966 M. H, Rajabhogam las 
been imposed by Government on jenmom and otber lauds alienated subsequent to 
the date of the commencement of the karathilchilavu contribution, and these imposte 
havo net been similarly remitted, but included in tae Sirkar dues and collected 
through the Swaroopam officials under the then subsisting procedure. These facts 
clearly shew that ihe karathilchilavu assignment was not intended to and did not 
cover the entire tax on the lands of other than Sirkar tenures, that it was a fized 
grant paid by assignment of tax, and that the Chicf is net entitled to any increments 
due to revision of settlement rates or lovy of rajabhogam or increase in the 
market value of paddy &c., but only to the amount as per wyacut accounts and that 
the application cf the change of procedure in regard to karathilchilavn indicated by 
G. 0. Ko, 10099/T. BR. dated 8th August 1908 to the assignment in favour of the 
Chief wes proper and is not cpen to objection. Vide para 5 of your D. O. 


(t) What the Chief wants is that the settlement of 978 & 1012 should be wholly 
ignored, thet the aycut accounts of 243 M. E, should be taken as the basis of the present 
settlement, that the lands which were then tax-free should nuw be treated as such, and 
that the increment of tax credited to Government at the settlements of 978 & 1019 and 
subsequently should now be foregone. This a contemtion which is unacceptable on the 
face of it. It is objectionable on principle to permit the Chief to go behind the settle- 
ments of 978 and 1012. He has acquiesced in these settlements for a period of over a 
century in the case of wet lands and over 70 years in the case of garden Jands. He can- 
not therefore be permited to say now that lands on which he he has been paying raja- 
bhogam to Government for this long period should hereafter be treated by us as his free- 
hold. Vide para 2 of your D. O. 


(g) This complaint like the others is based on a misapprehension of the position 
of the Chiet in regard to the lands concerned. He argues from the point of vicw of an 
independent territorial chief of his free-hold tracts including Vazhakulam which I have 
shewn above to be a baseless claim. The difficulty is more imaginary than real and is an 
incident of all jenmom lands in the hands of alienees. 1t may be also mentioned that 
once a tenure has been created as the result of alienation by a jenmi and the property 
has become leviable with tax on that account, that tenure, even though it may subse- 
quently cease to exist by operation of law or by mutual agreement of parties, has under 
the standing orders of Government to be continued in the Sirkar accounts for the purpose 
of Zevying rajabhogam, and the issue of pattahs in accordance with the entries in the 
accounts eannot be avoided. This rule applies to all Jenmom lands in the State, Vide 
para 5 of your D, 0. 


(h} The question of liability to Sirkar assessment of the alienated lands of other 
Jenmies in the village was specifically raised by the Chief at the commencement of opera- 
tions, and as a result of the correspondence that then took place, the right of Govern- 
ment was affirmed. Vide Huzur Sadhanom No. 7164/L. R. dated 2-8-07, 


(j) This statement is not true. Though at first the permission was refused 
it was subsequently given by the Government (vide your D. Q. dated 29th September 
1908) and the fact was communicated by me to the Chief’s Kariakar in my No. 2048 
dated 6th October 08 (copy enclosed). I do not understand why the Chief should 
suppress this further order, , 


8. In this connection, 1 may point out that notwithstanding the fact that several 
spuduvals heave been registered by the Sirkar in the Vazhakulam village since the Royal 
neet, relied on by the Chief, was issued and that all unregistered waste lands belong to 
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Government, a concession has been made to the Chief in the matter by the Government 
relinquishing their right in favor of the Swaroopam. Vide para 10 of your D.O, This 
very favourable treatment hy Government seenis to Lave provoked only further claims. 


6. Taking into consideration the policy now pursued by Government in respect 
of Government charitable institutions (a no. of such institutions have been abolished and 
the grants for most of the others havé been reduced), it is another act of generous conces- 
sion that no reduction has been made from the ayacut amount in the contribution paid 
for dharmachilavu in Edapalli Matom which the Government would he justified in 
doing, ; 

7. Government have further generously refraimed from imposing at this settle- 
ment rajabhogam on the Chief's lands alienated on Kanom &ec., and have manitained the 
the state of affairs created by the ayacut accounts of 978 and 1012 to the obvious advant- 
age of the Chief (vide para 3 of your D. 0.) though in para 85 of his memorial he says 
that such assessment has heen imposed at this settlement. 

8. From the facts and circumstances set forth above, it will be evident that the 
complaints of the Chief have no foundation whatever, that no irregularities have occurred 
in the settlement proceedings of the Vazhaktlam village which have been carried out on 
the lines laid down in your D. 0. already referred to, that the Chief las been treated 
more favourably than the circumstances demand, and that he is lacking in a sense of gratitude 
for favours bestowed on and the consideration shewn to him hitherto. , 


9. In regard to the settlement of the Kallupara village incidentally referred to 
in para 82 of the memorial, I have already submitte] my reportin my No. 684 dated 25th 


August 1910. 
The memorial is herewith returned.
